I fhodld not act the part of an impartial Spec- 
tator, if I dedicated the folloiving papers to one 
who is~not of the most consummate and most ac- 
knowledged merit. 

None but a person of a finished character can 
be a proper patron of a work whicli endeavours ] 
to cultivate and polisli human life, by promoting 
virtue and knowledge, and by recommending what- 
soever may be cither useful or ornamental to so- 
ciety'. 

.1 know that the homage I now pay you, is offer- 
ing a kind of violence to one who is as solicitous to 
shun applause, as he is assiduous to deserve it. But, 

> my lord, this is perhaps the only particular in which 
■ your prudence will be always disappointed. 

* While justice, candour, equanimity, a zeal for 
the good of your country, and tlic most persuasive 
eloquence in bringing ovxr others to if, arc valu- 
able distinctions ; you are not to expect that the 
, public will so far comply' with your inclinations, 
as to forbear celebrating such extraordinary quali- 
ties, It is in vain that you have endeavoured to 
conceal your share of merit in the many national 

. * This niustrious patriot, who has been justly said to have 

‘ dispensed blessings by bis life, and planned them for pos- 
terity,’ was bom at Worcester, 7052. He was educated at 
Oxford, and afterwards entered blmself of the Jllddle Temple, 
where he studied the law with great vigour, judiciously blend- , 
Ing It with polite literature- He soon ’dlsiingulshed blmself 
at the bar'; and In 1681 had a considerabld share in a piece 
Intituled, ‘ A just and modat Vindication of the too last 
Parliaments.' In 1688 be was of counsel for the seven bi- 
shops at their trial, and argued with ^eat learning and 
eloquence against the dispensing -poxecr. In the convention 
' which met by the Prince of Orange’s summons, Jan. 22, 
1688-9. he represented Worcester j and was one of the mana- 
gers for the house of commons, at a conferenc^with the house 
of lords, upon the word abdicated. Soon after the accession 
of King William and Queen Mary to- the throne, he was ap- 
pointed solicitor-general, and received the honour of knight- 
hood. In 1692 he was made attorney-general, and in 3693 ad- 
vanced to the post of lord keeper of the great seal of England. 
In 1695 he proposed an expedient to prevent the practice of 
cUilping the coin ; and the same year was constituted onq of 
the lords justices of England during his majesty’s absence, 
as he was likewise in the two following years. " In 1697 he 
was created lord Somers, Baron of Evesham, and made 


services which you have en'eflctl. Do vtlnt jon 
will, the precetil age will he inlking of your v irtucs, 
though posterity alone will ilo them ju'^tirr. 

Other mca pn‘s through opporitioiis and con- 
fending Inlcrcsts in the w ays of ambition ; but your . 
great abilities have been invited to power, and im- 
portuned to accept of advancement. Nor is it 
strange that tins slioiild happen to your lordship, 
who conld bring into the service of your sovereign 
the arts and policies of nncicnl fJrccccnnd Home; 
as well as the most exact knowledge of our own 
constitution in particular, and of the inicresis of 
Europe in general ; to whicli T must also add, a 
. certain dignity in yourself, tliat (to s.iy the ICiast 
of it) lias been always equal to those great lionoura 
whicij have been conferred upon you. 

It is very well known how much llie cinircli 
owed to you, in the most dangerous d.'vy it cvt;e 
saw, that of the arraignment of its prelates + ; and 
how far the civil power, in the late and present 
reign, has been indebted to your counsels and 
wisdom. 

But to enumerate the great advantages which 
the public lias received from your administration, 

lord high chancellor of England. In the beginning of 
1700 he was removed from his post of lord chancellor; 
and the year after was impeached of high crimes ana mis- 
demeanors by the house of commons, of which he was ac- 
quitted upon trial by the house of lords. He then retired 
to a studious course of life, and svas chosen president of the 
Royal Society. In 1706 he proposed a bill for the regulation 
of the law; and the same year was on»of the principal ma- 
nagers for the union between England and Scotland, In 
1708 he was made lord president of the council, from which 
post be was removed in 1710, upon tlie change of the mini- 
stry. In the latter end of Queen Anne’s rcigti, his lordship 
grew very InQrm in his healUi; which indisposition Is sup- 
poKd to have been the reason that he held no other post than 
a sMtatthe council table after the accession of King George f. 
He died of an apoplecUc fit, April 26, 1716. Lord Somers, be^ 
sides being a most Incorrupt lawyer, and honest statesman, 
was a master-orator, a genius of the finest taste, a great patron 
of men of parts and learning, and was the person who re- 
deemed Milton’s ‘ Paradise Lost’ from that obscurity In which 
party-prqjudice and hatred had suffered it long to lie neglect- 
ed, He wrote seVeralpIeces on the -subject of politics, and 
translated cerkin parts of Plutarch and Ovid.

' ROSCOMMON. 

I HAVE observed, that a reader seldom jtcruses 
a book with pleasure, till he knows rviretlier the 
winter of it be a black or a fair man, of a mild or 
efioferi'e tfisposftion, married' or a fiaefiefor, wi'fii 
other partieulars of the like nature, that conduce 
very much to the right understanding of an author. 
To gratify, this curiosity,, which is so natural to a 
reader, I design tliis paper and ray next as prefa- 
tory discourses to my following writings, and. shall 
give some account in them 'of tlie several persons 
that are engaged in this work. As the chief trou- 
ble of compiling, digesting, and correcting, will 
fall to my share, I must do myself the justice to 
open the work with m3' own history. 

I, was born to a small hercditai^ estate, which, 
according to the tradition of tb6 village where it 
ifes, was bounded by the same hedges and ditches in 
William the 'Conqueror’s time that it is at present, 
and has been delivfcred down from father to son, 
whole and entire, without the loss dr acquisition of 
a single field or meadow, during, the space of six 
hundred years. There runs a story in the family, 
that when my mother was gone with child of me 
about tliree, months, she. dreamt that she was 
brought to bed of a judge. Whether this might 
proceed from a law-suit which was then depending 
in the famil3', or my father’s being a jnsticc of the 
peace, I cannot determine; for I am not so vain 
as to think it presaged any dignity that I should 
arrhe at in my future life, though that was the in- 
terpretation which the neighbourhood pnt npon if. 
The gravity of m3' behaviour at my very first ap- 
pearance in the world, and at the time that I suck- 
ed, seemed to favour my motlier’s dream : for, as 
she lias often told me, I threw' away my rattle be- 
'.forc I was two months old, and would not make 
use of myxcoral until they and taken away the 
bells from it, ' ‘ 

As for the rest of m3' infancy;, tlierc being no- 
thing in it remarkable, I shall pass it over in si- 
lence. I find that, during ray nonage, 1 had the 
reputation of a very sullen youth, but was always 
■ a favourite of my schoolmaster, who used to 333-, 
that m3' parts svercsolid, and rvould wear well.’ 
I had not been long at the university before I dis- 
tinguished myself by a most profound silence ; for, 
.during the space of eight yearsr excepting in the 
public e.xcrcises of the college, I scarce uttered the 
quantity of a .hundred words; and indeed do not 
remember that I ever spoke thfee sentences toge- 
ther in my whole life. ' 'V^’hilst I.wa3 in this learn- 
ed bod3', I applied myself with so much diligence 
- to niy stivdie^ ttef JiT-ce 


I books, cither in the learned or the ilioderu tongues 
which I am not acquainted with. 

Upon the death of my father I was resolved to 
travel into foreign countries, and therefore left the 
ubiversit;', with the character of an odd unacconnt- 
obleTellow, that bad a great deal of learning, if I 
Would but show it;' An insatiable thirst after 
l^bowledge carried me into dll thef countries of Eu- 
rope, in which there rvas any thing new of strange 
to he seen ; nay,-to such a degree was my curiosity 
raised,- tliat, having read the controversies of some’ 
great men concerning the antiquities of Egypt, I 
olade a voyage to Grand Cairo, on purpose to 
^ake the measure of a pyramid ; and, as soon os I 
Jiad set niysclf right in that particular, returned to 
my native country with great satisfaction-*. 

I have passed my latter yeareinthis city, where 
I am frequentl3’ seen in most public places, though 
there are not above half a dozen of my select 
friends that know me; of whom my next paper 
shall give a more particular account. There is no 
place oT general xesort wherein I do not often, 
make my appearance: sometimes I am spon 
thrusting my head ibto a round of politicians at 
Will’s, and listening with great attention to the 
nqrrptives that are made in those little circular au- 
diences; sometimes I smoke. a pipe at Child'st, 
and, while I seem attentive to nothing but the Post 
Omn, overhear the conversation of every .table in 
tlie room. I appear on Sunday night at St; 
James’s cofi’ee-housc, and sometimes join the lit- 
tle committee of politics in the inner room, as one 
who comes there to hear and improve. My face is 
likewise very well known at the Grecian, the 
Cocod-^Trec, and jxi the theatres both of Drury 
Lane and the Ha3'markef. I have been taken for 
a merciiant upon the Excliange for above these' ten 
3'enrs, and sometimes pass for a Jew in the assem- 
bly of stock.jobber3 at Jonathan’s J. In short,' 
wherever I see a cluster' of people, I alwa3'B mix 
with them, though' I never open my lips but in my 
' Own club. 

Thus I live in the world rather as a Spectator 
of mankind than as one of the spepies; by rphich 
•beans I have made myself a s'peculative statesman,- 
soldier, merchant, and artizan, without ever med- 
dling with 3113- practical part in life. I' am ver3'' 
Well versed in the theory of a husband or a father, 
und dan discern the errors in the economy, busi- 
ness, and di\ersion of others, better than those who 
u-re engaged in them; as stahders-b3' discover blots, 
Which are apt to escape those ,who..are in the 
game. I never espoused 303' party with violence, 
Olid am resolved jo observe an exact neutrality be- 
tween the whigs and lories, unless I shall be forced 
to declare myself by the hostilities of either .ride. 
Id short, I have acted in all the parts of my life as 
o lookcr-on, which is the character I intend to pre- 
Serve in this paper.

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<he lump. He is studying the passions themselves 
when he should be 'inquiring into the debates 
among men which arise from them. He knows 
the argument of each Tif the orations of Demos- 
thenes and TuHy, but not one case in the reports 
of our own courts. No one ever took him for a 
fool ; but none, except his intimate friends, know 
he has a great deal of it. This turn makes him 
at once both disinterested and agreeable.^ As few 
of his thoughts are drawn from business, they- are 
most of them St for conversation. His taste of 
books is a little too just for the age he lives in ; he 
■has read all, but approves of very few. His fami- 
liarity with the Citstoras, manne^ actions, and 
writings of the ancients, makes him a very delicate 
.observer of what occurs to him in the present world. 
He is an excellent critic, and the time of the play 
is bis hour of business ; exactly at five he passes 
through New-Inn, crosses through Russel-court, and 
takes a turn at Will’s till the play begins ; he has 
his shoes rubbed and his periwig pondered at the 
barber's as yon go into the Rose *. It is for the 
good of the audience when he is at a plaj-, for the 
actors have an ambition to please him. 

The person of next consideration is Sir Andrew 
Freeport +, a merchant of great eminence in the 
city of London : a person-of indefatigable industry, 
strong reason, and great ejqierience. His potions 
of trade are noble and generous, and (as every 
rich man has usually some sly way of jesting, which 
would make no, great figure were he not a rich 
man) he calls the sea the British Common- He is 
acquainted with commerce in all its parts, and will 
tell you that it is a stupid and barbarous way to 
extend dominion by arms; for true power is to be 
got by arts and industry. He will often argue, 
that if this part of our trade were well cultivated, 
we should gain from one nation j and if another, 
from another. I have heard him prove, that dili- 
gence makes more lasting acquisitions tlian valour, 
and that sloth has. ruined more nations than tlic 
'sword. He abounds in several frugal maxims, 
amongst which the greatest favourite is, ‘ A penby^ 
saved is a penny got.’ -A general trader, ot good 
sense, is pleasanter company than a general scho- 
lar ; and Sir Andrew having a natural unaffected 
eloquence, the perspicuity of his discourse gives the 
same pleasure 'that wit would in another, man. He 
has made his fortune himself; and.says, that Eng- 
land may be richer than other kingdoms, by as 
plain methods as he himself is richer than other 
men\ though at the same time 'l, can say this of 
him, that there is not a point' in the corrqiass, but 
blows home a ship in which he is an owner.' 

Next to Sir Andrew in the club-room .sits Cdp- 
tain Sentry J ; a gentleman of great epurage, good 
understanding, but invincible modesty. He is one 
of fliose that deserve very "well, but are very awk- 
ward at putting their talents within the obsei-vation 
of such as should take notice of them. He whs 
some years a captain, and behaved himself with 
gre.at gallantry in several engagements, and seve- 
ral sieges; but having a small estate of bis own, 
and being next heir to Sir Roger, he has quitted a

way of life jn which no man can rise suitably to 
his merit,'Who is not something of a courtier, as 
well ns a soldier. I have heard him often lament, 
that in a profession where merit iS placed in so 
conspicuous a view, impudence should get the 
better of modesty.

A strict honesty and an even 
regular behaviour, are in themselves obstacles to 
him that must press through crowds, who endeavour 
at the same end with himself, the favour of n com- 
mander. He will however, in his way of tpLk, 
excuse generals, for not disposing according to 
men’s desert, or inquiring into it; for, says he, 
that great man who has a mind to help me, has as 
many to break through .to come at me, as I have 
to come at him ; therefore he will conclude, that 
thd man who would make a fig^n^e, especially in a 
military way, must get over all false modesty, and 
assist his patron against the Importunity of other 
pretenders,' by a proper assurance in bis own vin- 
dication. He says it is a civil cowardice to be 
backward in asserting what you ought to expfcf, 
as it is a military fear to be slow in attacking 
when it is your duty. With this candour does the 
gentleman speak of himself and otliers. The same 
frankness runs through all his conversation. The 
military part of his life has fiimished. Him with 
many adventures, in the relation of wjiich he is 
very agreeable to the company ; for he is never 
overbearing, though accustomed to command men 
in the utmost degree below him ; nor ever too ob- 
sequious, from an habit of obeying men highly 
above him. < - ' 

But that our society may not appear a set of 
humorists, unacquainted with the gallantries and 
pleasures of the age, we have among us the gallant 
Will Honeycomb a gentleman who, according 
to -his years, should be in the decline of his life; 
but having ever been very careful of his person, 
and always had. a very easy fortune, time has made 
but very little Impression, either by wrinkles on 
his forehead, or traces in his brain. His person is ' 
. wel( -turned, and of a good height. He is very 
ready at that sort of discourse with which men 
usually entertain women^ He has all his life dressed 
very well, and remembers habits as others do men. 
He can smile when one speaks to him, and lauglis 
easily. He knows the history of every mode, and 
■can inform you from which of the French king’s 
Wenches our wives and daughters had this manner 
of curling thciri*liair, that way of placing their 
hoods; whose frailty was covered by such a sort 
of petticoat, and whose vanity to show hqr foot 
made that part of the dress so short in such a year. 

In a word, all his conversation and knowledge has 
been in tlie female world. As other men of his 
age will take notice tp you wlmt such a minister 
said upon such and such an occasion, he will tell, 
3'ou, nheu the Duke of Monmouth danced at court, 
such a ^yqn)an nas then smitten, another was taken 
with him at the head of his troops in the Park.

An author, when he first appears in tlie world, 
is yery apt to believe it has nothing to think of but 
, his performances. With a good share of this va- 
nity in my heart, T made it my. busings these three 
days to listen after my own fame ; and as I have 
sometimes met with circumstances which did not 
displease me, I have been encountered by others, 
which gave me much ibortification. It is incredible 
to think how empty I have in this time observed 
some p-art of the species to be, what mere blanks 
they are when they first comC abroad in tlie morn- 
ing, how utterly they are at a stand, until they are 
>ct a-going by some paragraph in a newspaper. 

Such persons are very acceptable to a young 
author, for they desire no more in any tiling but 
?o be new, to be agreeable, ff I found consola- 
tion fimong such, I was as much distpieted by the 
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incapacity of others, _ These are mortals who have 
a certain curiosity without power of reflection, 
and perused my papers like spectatorsTather than 
readers. But tliere is so little pleasure in inqni- ’ 
ries that so dearly concern ourselves (it being the 
worst way in the world to fame, to be too .anxious 
alioiit it), that upon the whole I resolved for the 
future, to go on in my ordinary way; and without 
lob much fear or hope about the business of repu- 
tation, to be ver3', careful of the draign' of my 
actions, but very negligent of the consequences of 
them. 

It is an endless and frivolous pursuit to act by 
any other rule, than the care of satisfying onr own 
.minds in what we do. Oiib would think a silent 
man, who concerned himself with no- ode breath- 
ing, should he verj' little liable to misinterpreta-, 
tians; and yet I remember I was once ’taken up . 
for a Jesuit, for no other reason but my profound 
taciturnity. It is from this misfortune that, to be 
obt of harm’s way^ I have ever since affected 
crowds. He who comes into assemblies only to' 
gratify his curiosity, and not to make a figure, "en- 
joys the pleasures of retirement in a more exquisite ' . 
degree, than he possibly could in his closet ;'fhd' 'b 
lover, the ambitious, and the miser, are followed 
thither by a worse crowd than any they can'with- 
drawfrom. To be exempt from the passions with 
which otliers are tormented, is the only pleasing 
solitude. I can very justly say with- the ancient . 
sqge, ‘ I am never less alone than when alone,’ 

As I am insignificant to the. company in public 
places, and as it is visible I do not come thither, -ai 
most do, to show myself, T gratify the vanity of 'all 
who pretend to make an appearance, and ^ have ' 
often as kind looks from well-df^ed- geritiemen 
and ladies, as a poet would bestow upon one of hij 
audience. . There are’so many gratifications affebd 
this .public sort of obscurity, that some little dis^ 
tastes I daily receive have lost their anguish ; and 
I did the other day, without the least displeasure^ 
overhear one say of me, that strange fellow ; and 
another answer, I have known the fellow’s face these 
twelve years, and so must you; but I believe you are • 
the first ever asked who'he was. .There are,'! must 
confess, many to whom my person iS as well known 
as that of their nearest relations, who give them^' 
selves no further trouble about calling, me by my 
name or quality, but speak of me' verj’ currentljr . 
by the appellation of Mr. What d’ye call him; 

To make up -for these trivial disadvantages, I 
have the high satisfaction of 'beholding all -nature 
with an unprejudiced eye ; and having .nothing tq" ' 
do with men’s passions or interests, I can, with ther ■ 
greater sagacity, consider their talents, manners,' 
failings, and merits. 

It is remarkable, that those who want any one ' ' 

.sense,- possess the others, with Renter fforce and 
vivacity'. Thus mj'--iv5hit of, or rather resi^ation .' 
of speech, gives me all the advantages of a dumb 
man. I have, melhinks, a more than ordinary pe^ -> 
rietration in seeing; and flatter myself that I have. , 
looked into the highest and lowest of mankind; 
and make shrewd guesses, withoqt being admitted 
to their, conversation, at the inmost thoughts and* 
reflections of all whom I behold. ' It is from' hcnce; 
that good or "ill fortune has no manner of force 
towards affecting mj* judgment. I see men flbu-’ 
rishing'in courts, and languishing in jails; -witliout 
being prejudiced, from their circumstances, to tlicir' • 
favour or disadvantage ; but, from their inward' , 
manner of .bearing their condition, often pity. the 
prosperous, and admire the uqhapp}-.

No, no, say it the 
other, tliey are to enter towards the end of tlie first 
act, and to fly a botit the stage. ' 

This strange dialogue awakened my eurioiity so 
far,-^that I immediately bonght'tlie »)pera, by which 
means, I perceived tlie sparrows were to act (he 
part of singing-birds in a delightful grove ; though, 
itpoD a' nearer inquiry, ! found the sparrows put 
the same trick upon tlie audience, that Sir Martin 
<Mar-all» practised upon his mistress; for though 
they flew in sight, the music proceeded from a con- 
cert of flagelets and bird-calls, which were planted 
behind the scenes. At, the same time I made this 
discovery, I found, by tlie discourse of the actors, 
that there were great designs on foot for. the im- 
provement of the opera; that it had been pi-oposed 
to break down a.part of the wall, and to surprise 
the audience with a party of an hundred horse, 
and that there was actually a project of bringing 
the New River info the bouse, to be employed in 
jetleaus and water-works.' This project, as I have 
since heard, is postponed till the summer season ; 
■when it is thought the coolness that proceeds from 
fountains and cascades ■will be more acceptable 
and refreshing to people of quality^ In the mean 
time, to find out a more agreeable entertainment 
' for the winter season, the opera of Rinaldo is 
filled with thunder and lightning, illuminations and 
fire-works; which the audience may look upon 
without catching cold, and indeed without much 
danger of being burnt ; for there are several en- 
gines filled with water, and ready to play at a 
minute’s warning, in case any such accident should 
‘ happen-f'. However, asT have a very great friend- 
ship for tlie owner of this theatre, I hope that he 
has been ifvise enough to insure his house before he 
would let this opera be-acted in it. 

It is no wonder, that those scenes should be .very 
surprising, which were contrived by two poets of 
different nations, and raised by two magicians of 
different sexes. Armida (as we are told in the ar- 
gument) was an Amazonian enchantress, and poor 
Signior Cassani (as we learn from the persons re- 
ptesented) a Christian conjurer {Mago Christiano.) 
I must confess’ I am very much puzzled to find 
- how an Amazon should be versed in the black art, 
-■'or how a good Christian, for kuch is the part'of the 
magician, should deal with the devil. 

To consider the poet after the conjurers, I shall 
give you a taste of the Italian from the first lines 
of his preface ; ‘ Eccoti, btnigno lettorc, tin parto di 
pacht sere, che-se ben natodi not te, non e perd aborto- 
di ienebre, tnd si fart) conostxre figUo d’jdpoUo con 
qualcJte raggio di Paniasso.' ‘ Behold, gentle 
reader, the birlb of a few evenings, which, though, 
it be the offspring of the night, is not the abortiye 
of darkness, but will make itpelf knovrn to be the 
son of Apollo, with a certain ray of Parnassmi.’ 
,He afterwards proceeds to call Mjnbeer Handel 
the Orplicus of our age, and_ to acquaint us, in the 
same sublimity of style, that lie composed ’this 
opera in a fortnight. Such are the wits to wliosc 
tastes wc so ambitiously coufonn ourselve":. The 
troth of it is, the finest writers among the modem 
Italians express themselves in sncli a florid form of 
words, and such tedious circnmlocntipns, as are

used iiy none but pedants in our own country j 
ant} at the same time fill their writings with such 
poor imaginations and conceits, as our youths are 
ashamed of, before they 'have been tw6 years at 
the university. Some may be apt to think that it 
is the difference of genius whlth produces this dif- / 
ference in the works of the two nations ; but to 
show that there is nothing in this, if we look into 
the writings of the old Italians, such as Cicero and 
Virgil, we shall find that the English writers, in 
their way of thinking and expressing themselves, 
resemble those authors much more than the modem 
Italians pretend to dp. And as for the poet him- 
self, from whom the dreams of this opera* are 
taken, I must entirely agree with Monsieur Boi- 
lean, that one verse in Virgil is worth all the clin- 
quant or tinsel of Tasso, 

But to return to the sparrows : there have been 
so many flights of them let loose in this opera, that 
it is feared the house will never get rid of them ; 
and that in other plajs they may' make their en- 
trance in very wrong and improper scenes, so as 
to be seen'flying in a lady’s bed-chamber, or perch-’ 
ing upon a king’s 'throne ; besides the inconve- 
niences which the heads of the audience may some- r 
times suffer from them. I am credibly informed^ 
that there was once a design of casting into an- 
opera the story of Whittington and his Catf. and 
that in order to there hqd been got together a 
great quantity of mice ; but Mr. Rich,- tlie pro- 
prietor of the playhouse, very pmdently considered 
that it would be impossible for the cat to kill them 
all, and that consequently the princes of the stage, 
might be as much infested with mice, as the prince 
of the island was before the cat’s arrival upon it; 
for which reason he would not permit it to be acted 
in his house. And indeed I cannot blame himr 
for, as he said very rvell upon that occasion, I do 
not Iiear tliat any of the performers in our opera 
pretend to equal the famous pled piper:f, who 
made all the, mice of a great town in Gcrtnany 
follow iiis music, and by tliat means cleared the 
place of those little noxious animals. ^ . 

Before I dismiss this paper, I .must inform my 
reader, that I hear there is a treaty on foot be- 
tween London and Wise§ (who ■» ill be appointed 
gardeners of the playhouse) to furnish the opera,of 
Rinaldo nnd Armida with an orange-grove; and 
that the next time it is acted, the singing birds 
nil! be personated bj' tOm-tits : the undertakers 
being resolved to spkre neither pains nor money 
for the grutilicatiou of ihe audience.

, ‘ Being nt that time much pestered with rats, which they 
could by no means destroy, a stranger at last. undertook 11, 
on the promise of reward; and immediately taking a tabret 
and pipe, the rats followed his music to the river, where they 
were all dronned ; but, being denied his reward, he left the 
ton-n in a rage, and threatened revenge: accordingly lie 
returned ne.\t year, and by the same music enticed most of 
the children of the town after him to the mouth of a great 
cave on the top of a neighbouring hill called Koppeloerg, 
where he and tney entered, but w ere never mOre heard of. 

In remembrance of this sad accident, the citizens,- for many 
years after, dated all tlieir public writlflgs from the day 
they lost their children, as appears by many old deeds and 
records. Tb4y still call the street through which the chil- 
dren passed, Tabret Street; and at the mouth of the cave 
there is a monument of stone, with an inscription, in barba- 
rous Latin verse, giving an account of this tragical story, 
by ■which the citizens lost 130 boys.’ ''

Visions, and magic spells, can you despise, 

And laugh at witches, ghosts, and prodigies 1 

Going yesterday to dine with an old acquaintance, 
I had the misfortune to find his whole family very 
much dejected. Upon asking him the occasion of 
it, he told me that his wife had dreamt a strange 
dream the night before, which they were afraid 
portended setme misfortune to themselves or to their 
children. At her coming into the room, 1 observed 
a settled melancholy in her countenance, whieh I 
should have been troubled for, had I not heard 
from whence it proceeded. We were no sooner 
sat 'down, but after having looked upon me a 
little while, ‘ My dear,’ says she, turning to her 
^husband, ‘ you may now see the stranger that was 
in the candle last night.’. Soon after thb, as they 
began to talk of family affairs, a little boy at the 
lower end of the table told her, that he ivas to go 
into join-hand on Thursday. ‘ Thursday 1’ says she, 
‘ No, child, if it please God, ybu'.shall not begin 
upon Childermas-day ; tell your writing-master 
that Friday will be soon enbugh.’ I was reflect- 
ing with myself on the oddness of her fancy, and 
ivondering that any body would establisli it as a 
rule, to lose a day in every w'eek. In the midst of 
these my musings, she desired me to reach her a 
little salt upon the point of my knife, which I did 
in such a trepidation and hurry of obedience,' that 
I let it drop by the way; at which she immedi- 
ately startled, and said it fell towards her. Upon 
this T looked very blank ; and, observing the con- 
cern of the whole table, began to consider myself, 
with some confusion, as a person that had brought 
a disaster upon the family. The lady, however, 
recovering herself after a little space, said to her 
husband with a sigh, ‘ My dear, misfortunes never 
come single.’ My friend, I found, acted but an 
under part at his table, and being a man of more 
good-nature than understanding, thinks himsdlf 
obliged to fall in with all the passions and humours 
of his yoke-fellow. ‘ Do not you remember, child,’ 
says she, ‘ that the pigeon-house fell the very after- 
noon that our careless wench spilt the salt upon the 
table’’ — ‘Yes,’ says he, ‘my dear, and the next 
post .brought us an account of the battle of Al- 
manza.’ The reader may guess at the figure I 
made, after having done all this mischief. I dis- 
patched my dinner as soon as I could with my 
usual tacitumitj' ; when, to my utter confusion," the 
lady seeing me quitting my ^ife and fork,' and 
laying them across one another upon my plate, de- 
•sired me that I would humour her so far as to 
take them out of that figure, and place them side 
by side. What the absurdity was which I had 
committed I did not know, but I suppose there 
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was some traditionary superstition in it; and 
therefore, in obedience to the lady of the house, I 
disposed of my knife and fork in two parallel 
lines, which is the figure I shall always lay them 
in for the future, though I do not know any rea- 
son for it. 

It is not difficidt for a man to see that a person 
has conceived an aversion to him. For my own 
part, I dflickly found, by the lady’s Irioks, that 
she regarded me as a very odd kind of fellow, w ith 
an unfortunate aspect. For which reason I took 
•my leave immediately after dinner, apd withdrew 
to my own lodgings. Upon my return home I fell 
into a profound contemplation on the evils that 
attend these superstitious follies of mankind ; how 
they subject us to imaginary afflictions, and addi- 
tional sorrows, that do not properly come within 
our lot. As if the natural calamities of life were 
not sufficient for it, we turn the most indifferent 
circumstances into misfortunes, and suffer as much 
from trifling accidents as from real evils. I have 
known the shooting -of a star spoil a night’s rest ; 
and have seen a man in love grow pale, and lose 
Ills appetite, upon the plucking of a merrythought. 
A screech-owl at midnight has alarmed a family 
more than a band of robbers ; nay, the voice of a 
cricket hath struck more terror than the roaring of 
a lion. There is nolhing so inconsiderable, tyhich 
may not appear dreadful to an imagination that is 
filled with omens and prognostics. A rusty nail, or 
a'crooked pin, shoot up into prodigies. 

I remember I was once in a mixt assembly, that 
was full of noise and mirth, when on a sudden an 
old woman unluckily observed there were thirteen 
of ns in company. The remark struck a panic 
terror into several who were present, insomuch 
that one or two of the ladies were going to leave 
the room ; but a friend of mine, taking notice that 
one of our female companions was big with child, 
aflirmed there were fourteen in the room, and that, 
instead of portending one of the company should 
die, it plainly foretold one of them should be bom. 
Had not my, friend found this expedient to break 
the omeq, I question not but half the women in 
the company would have fallen sick that very 
night. 

An old maid that is troubled with the vapours, 
reduces infinite disturbances of this kind among 
er friends a'nd neighbours. I know a maiden 
aunt of a great family, who is one of these anti- 
quated Sybils, that forebodes and prophesies from 
one end of the year to the other. She is alwayS 
seeing apparitions, and hearing death-watches; 
and was the other day almost frighted out of her 
wits by the great house-dog that howled in the 
stable, at a time when she lay ill of the tooth-ach. 
Such an extravagant cast of mind" engages multi- 
tudes of people, not only in impertinent teiTors^ 
but in supernumerary duties of life ; and arises 
from that fear and ignorance which are natural to 
the soul of man. ' The horror with which we enter- 
tain the thoughts of death (or indeed of any future 
evil), and the uncertainty of its approach, fill a 
melancholy mind with innumerable apprehensions 
and suspicions, and consequently dispose it to the 
observation of such groundless prodigies and pre- 
dictions. For as it is the chief concern of wise 
men to retrench the evils of life by the reasonings 
of philosophy'; it is the employment of fools to 
multiply them by the sentiments of superstition.

Man is said to be a sociable animal, and as an in- 
stance of it, we may observe, tliat we take all oc- 
casions and pretences of forming ourselves into 
those little nocturnal assemblies, which are com- 
monly known by the name of clubs. Whpji a set 
of men find themselves agree in any particular, 
though never so trivial, they establish themselves 
r .into a kind of fraternity, and' meet once or twice 
a week, upon the account of such a fantastic re- 
semblance. I know a considerable market-town, 
in which there was a club of fdt men, that did not 
come together (as you may well suppose) to enter- 
tain one another with sprightllness and wit, hut to 
keep one another in countenance. The room where 
the club mpt was something of the largest, and had 
two entrances, the one by a door of a moderate 
size, and the other by a pair of folding-doors. If 
a candidate for this corpulent club could make his 
entrance through the first, he was looked upon as 
unqualified; but if he stuck in the passage, and 
could not force his way through it, the folding- 
doors were immediately thrown open for his re- 
ception, and he was saluted as a brother, 1 have 
heard that this club, though it consisted but of fif- 
teen persons, weighed above three ton. 

In opposition to this society, there sprung up ano- 
ther composed of scarecrows and, skeletons, who, 
being very meagre and envious, did all they could 
to" thwart the designs of their bulky brethren, 
whom' they represented as men of dangerous prin- 
•ciples ; till at length they worked them ont of the 
.favour of the people, and consequently out of the 
magistracy. These factions tote the' corppration 
in pieces for several years, till at length they came 
to this -accommodation ; that the two bailifls of fhp

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town should -be annually chosen out of the two 
clubs; by which means the principal magistrates 
are at tliis day cou])led like rabbits, one fat and 
one lean. , , ' 

Every one has heard of the club, or rather the 
confederacy, of the Kings. This grand alliance 
was formed a little after the return of K^iug 
Charles the Second, ani admitted into it men of 
all qualities and professions, provided they agreed 
in the surname of King, which, as they imagined, 
sufficiently declared the owners of it to be altoge- 
ther untainted with republican and anti-monarchi- 
cal principles, 

A cliristian name has likewise been often used ai 
a badge of distinction, and made the occasion of a 
club. .,That of the George’s, which used to meet at 
the sign of the George, on St. George’s daj'^, and 
swear ‘ Before George,’ is still fresh in every one’s 
raeinorj'. 

There are at present in several parts of this city 
what tliey call Street-clubs, in which the cliief in- 
habitants of the street converse together every 
.night. I remember, upon my inquiring after lodg- 
ings in Ormond-street, the landlord, to recom- 
mend that quarter of the town, told me there was 
at that time a very good club in it ; he also told 
me, upon further discourse w ith him, that two or 
three noisy country squires, who were settled 
there the jear before, had considerably sunk the 
price of house-rent; and that the club (to prevent 
the like inconveniences for the future) had thoughts 
of taking every house that became vacant into 
their own hands, till they had found a tenant for 
it, of a sociable nature and good convOTation. 

The Hum Drum club, of which I was formerly 
an unworthy member,' was made up of very honest 
gentlemen of peaceable dispositions, that used to 
sit together, smoke their pipes, and say nothing 
till midnight. The Mum club (as I am informed) 
is an institution of the same nature, and as grea4 
an enemy to noise. 

After these two innocent societies, I cannot for- 
bear mentioning a very mischievous one, -that wa* 
erected in the reign of King Charles the Second; 

I mean the club of Duellists, in which none was 
to be admitted that had not fought his man. The 
president of it was said to have killed half a dozen 
in single combat ; and as for the other jnembers, 
they took their seats according to the number of 
their slain. There was likewise a side table, for 
such as had only drawn blood, and shown a lau- 
dable ambition of taking the first opportunity to 
qualify themselves 'for the first table. This club, 
consisting only of men of honour, did not contique , 
long, most of the members of it being put to the 
sword, or hanged, a little after its institution. 

Our modern celebrated clubs are founded upon 
eating and drinking, which are points wherein 
most men agree, and in which the learned and il- 
literate, the dull and the airy, the philosopher and 
the buffoon,, can all of them bear a jart. The 
Kit-Cat itself * is said to have taken its original 

* This club, consisting of the most distinguished wits and 
statesmen among the Whigs, met in Sbire-lane, i^nd was 
named from a pastry-cook (Christopher Cat}, who %va3 fa- 
mops for making mutton-pies, which constantly formed a 
part of their 'reireahment. The portraits of its members, 
done by Sir -Godfrey Kneller, oere all at Barnes, in the 
possession of the late Mr. Jacob Tonson, whose father «-as 
secretary to the club. From 'Mr. Tonson’s, they have since 
become, by Inheritance, the property' of William Baker, 
Esq. In order so adapt them to. the height, of the club- 
room,'the picture were painted of a size less than a 'n hole, 
and larger than a half length, admitting only one arm ; and 
hence all pictures of that size have since been called Kit- 
Cats,

Tlic jounpest of the opiiosite family was J’ain, 
who was the son of Misery, who was the child of 
Vice, who was the olT'prlnp of the Furies, The 
habitation of this race of beings w.as in hell. 

‘ The middle station of nature betuecn these l»\o 
opposite extremes sens the earth, which was inhn- 
hited by creatures of a middle kind, neither so vir- 
tuous as the one, nor so vicious as the other, but 
partaking of the good and had qualities of these 
two opposite families, .lupiter considering that 
the species, commonl}- called Man, was loo virtu- 
ous to be miserable, and too vicious to he happj j 
that he might make a disliuetion between the good 
and the liad, ordered the two youngest of the 
above-mentioned families, Plenswrc,- who was the 
daughter of Happiness, and Pain, vs ho was the 
son of Misery, to meet one another upon this part 
of nature which lay in the half wnj between them, 
having promised to settle it upon them both, pro- 
vided tliey could agree upon the division of it, so 
as 10 share mankind between them. 

‘ Pleasure and Pain were no soniier met in their 
new habitation, but they immediately agreed upon 
this point, that Pleasure should lake possession of 
the virtuous, and Pain of the vicious part of that 
species which was given up-to them. Hut upon 
examining to whicli of them any individual they 
met with belonged, they found each of them had 
a right to him ; for that, conlraiy to w hat they had 
seen in their old places of residence, there was no 
person so vicious who had not some good in him, 
nor anv' person so virtuous who had not in him 
some evil.- The truth of it i», tlic,v generally found 
upon search, that in the most vicious iimii Pleasure 
might lay claim to nii huiidrcdlli part, » and that in 
the most virtuous man Pain might come in for at 
least two-thirds. This they saw would occasion 
endless disputes between them, unless they could 
come to some accommodation.

By this means it is, that we find 
Pleasure nnd Pain arc such constant j okc-fcllows, 
and that they either make their visits together, or 
are never farasnndcr. If Pain comes into a heart, 
he is quickly followed by Pleasure : and if Plea- 
sure enters, you may be sure Pain is not far off. 

‘ But notvvithstanding this marriage was very 
convenient for the two parties, it did not seem to 
answer the intention of Jupiter in sending them 
among mankind. To remedy therefore this incon- 
venience, it was stipulated between them by arti- 
cle, and confirmed by tbe consent of each family, 
that notwithsta^nding they here possessed the spe- 
cies indificreiitly; upon the death pf cvciy single 
person, if he was found to have in him a certain 
proportion of evil, he should he dispatched into 
the infernal regions by a passport from Pain, there 
to dwell with Misery, Vice, and tlie Furies. Or' 
on the contrary, if be had In him a certain propor- 
tion of good, he shonld be dispatched into heaven 
by a passport from Pleasure, tlierc to dwell with 
Happiness, Virtue, nnd the Gods.’

full fury. Zeal is therefore a preat cn';e to n 
malicious man, by making: him believe he tlocj 
God service, whilst he is pratlfvin;; the bent of 
a i>crvcrsc revenpcful tcm\)cr. For this reason we 
find, that most of tlic massacres and devastations, 
which have been in the world, have ttiken their 
rise from a furious pretended real. 

1 love to see a man zc.alous in a pood matter, 
and especially when his zeal shows itself for nd- 
Tancitig: morality, and prolnotinj: (he happine.-s of 
mankind. But when I find tlic instniments he 
works with are racks and gibbets, gallics and dun- 
geons; when he iniprison*) men's \)erbons, eonfls- 
entes their estates, ruins their families, and burns 
the body to save the soul, I cannot stick to pro- 
nounce of such n one, that (whatever he may think 
of his faith and religion) his faith is vain, and his 
religion unprofitable. 

After having treated of tJiesc false zealots in 
religion, I cannot forbear mentioning n monstrous 
species of men, who one would not tliink had any 
existence in nature, wore they not to be met with 
in ordinary conversation, I mean the zealots in 
atheism. One would fancy tliat these men, though 
they fall short in every other respect of those who 
makcajirofcssion of religion, would atlcast Outshine 
them in this particular, and he exempt from that 
single fault which seems to grow out of the impnj- 
dent fervours of religion. But so it is, tliat infi- 
delity is propagated with as much fierceness and 
contention, wrath and indignation, as if t!ic safety 
of mankind depended upon it. Tlirrc is some- 
thing so ridiculous and perverse in ttiis kind of 
zealots, that one docs not know how to sot them 
out in their proper colours. Tlicy arc a sort of 
gamesters who arc eternally upon the fret, though 
they play for nothing. TJicy are perpetually tens- 
ing their friends to come over to them, llioughnt 
the same time they allow (hat neither of them shall 
get any thing by the bargain. In short, the zeal 
of spreading atheism is, if possible, more absurd 
than atheism itself. 

Since I have mentioned this unaccountable zeal 
which appears in atheists and infidels, 1 must fur- 
ther observe, that they arc likewise in a most par- 
ticular manner possessed with the spirit of bigotrj-. 
They arc wedded to opinions full of contradic- 
tion and impossibility, and at the same time look 
•upon the smallest difficulty in an article of faith 
as a sulBcicnt reason for rejecting it. 2s'otions 
that fall in with the common reason of mankind, 
that are conformable to the sense of all ages, and 
all nations, not to mention tlieir tendency for pro- 
moting the happiness of societies, or of particular 
persons, are exploded as errors and prejudices; 
and schemes erected in their stead tkat are alto- 
gether monstrous and irrational, and require the 
most extravagant credulity to embrace them. 1 
would fain ask one of tliese bigoted infidels, sup- 
posing all the great points of allicism, as tlie ca- 
sual or eternal formation of the world, tlic mate- 
riality of a thinking substance, the mortality of 
the soul, the fortuitous organization of (he body, 
the motions and gravitation of matter, wdth (he 
like particulars, were laid together and formed 
into a kind of creed, according to die opinions of 
the most celebrated atheists ; 1 say, supposing such 
a creed as this v^erc formed, and imposed upoh 
any one people in the world, whetlier it would not 
require an infinitely greater measure of faith, than 
any set of articles which tliey so violently oppose. 
Let me therefore advise this generatidn of wran- 
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glcrs, for their own and for the public good, to 
act at least so consistently w Ith themselves, ns not 
to burn w ith zeal for irrcligion, and with bigotry 
for nniisciisc.

paration.' IVliy will any man be so impertinently 
oificioiis as to tell me all this is only fancy and de- 
lusion? Is fiierc any merit in being the ■messenger, 
of ill news ? If it is a dream; let me enjoy it, since 
ft makes me both the happier and^bettcr man. 

‘ 1 must confess I do not know how to trust a 
man w'ho lielicvcs neither heaven nor hell, or, in 
other words, a future state of rewards and punish- 
ments. Not only natural selfdovc, but reason di- 
rects us to promote our own interests above ttll. 
filings. It can never be for the Interest of a be- 
liever to do me a mischief, because he is sure upoh 
the balance of accounts to find himself a loser b'y 
it. On the contrary, if be considers his own Wel- 
fare in Ids behaviour towards me, it will lead him 
to do me ail the good he can, and at the same time 
restrain him from doing me nny iiyury. A^n Uribc- 
licvcr docs not act like a reasonable creature, if 
he favours me contrary to his present interest, or 
docs not distress me when it turns to his prese'nt 
advantage. Hhnour and good-nature may indeed 
tic up his hands ; but as these would be very much

and if, you starve in the streets, I’ll never give any 
thing underhand in your behalf. If I have an}- 
more of your scribbling nonsense, 111 break your 
head the first time I set sight on you. You arc a 
stubborn beast; is this your gratitude for my giving 
you monej’? You rogufe, I’ll better your judgment, 
and give you a greater sense of your duty to (I re- 
gret to say) your father, &c.' 

‘ P. S. Its prudence for you to keep out of my 
sight ; for to reproach me, that Might overcomes 
Right, on the outside of your letter, I shall give 
you a great knock ou the sciill for it.’ 

Was there ever such au image of paternal ten- 
derness ! It was usual among some of the Greeks to 
make their slaves drink to excess, and then expose 
tliein to their children, who by that means con- 
ceived an early aversion to a vice which makes 
men appear So monstrous and irrational. I have 
exfaosed this picture of an unnatural father with 
th^same intention, that its deformity may deter 
othtrs froin its resemblance. If the reader has a 
mind to sec a/ather of the same stamp represented 
in the most exquisite strokes of humour, he may 
meet with it in one of the finest comedies tliat ever 
appeared upon the English stage : I meaq the part 
of Sir Sampson in Love for Love. 

I must not, however, engage myself blindly on 
the side of the son, to whom the fond letter above- 
written was directed. Ills father calls him a 
‘ saucy and audacious rascal’ in the first line, and 1 
am afraid upon examination he will prove but an 
ungracious youth. ‘ To go about railing^ at his fa- 
ther, and to find no other place but ‘ the outside of 
his letter’ to tell him ‘ that might overcomes right’ — 
if it does not discover ‘ his rebson to be depraved,’ 
and ‘ that he is cither fool or mad,’ as the cliolcric 
old gentleman tells him, we may at least allow 
tliat the father will do very well in endeavouring 
to ‘ better his judgment, and give him a greater 
sense of his duty.’ But whc^cr this may be brought 
about by ‘ breaking his head,’ or ‘ giving him a 
great knock on the scull,’ ought, I think, to be well 
considered. Upon the whole, I wish the father 
has not met with his match, and’ tliat lie may not 
be as equally paired with a son, as the mother in 
Virgil : 

‘ Cruddittu quogue mater : 

Cnidelif mater magls, an puer improbus iUc T 

Jmprobus iUepuer, cntdelit tu quogue mater.'

Or like the crow and her egg in the Greek pro- 
verb ;

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behalf; and in Uiis case I may use the saying of 
an eminent wit, who, upon some great men’s 
pressing him to forgive his daughter who had mar- 
ried ngainst his consent, told them he could refuse 
nothing to their instances, but that he would have 
them remember there was diDTercnce bctti'cen giv- 
ing and forgiving. ' 

I must confess, in all controversies between pa- 
rents and their children, I am naturally prejudiced 
in favour of the former. The obligations on that 
; side can ncvcr.be acquitted, and I think it is one 
of the greatest reflections upon human nature, that 
paternal instinct should 'be a stronger motive to 
love than filial gratitude; tliat the receiving of fa- 
vours sliould be a less inducement to good-will, 
tenderness, and commiseration, than the conferring 
of them; and that tlic taking c.arc of any person 
should endear tiie child or dependant more to^the 
parent or benefactor^ Ilian the parent or licnefnc- 
tor to the child or dependant ; yet so it happens, 
that for one cruel parent. we meet with a thousand 
tindatiful children. This is indeed wonderfully 
contrived (as I have formerly observed *) for the 
support of cverj’ liv’mg species; but at the same 
time that it shows flic wisdom of the Creator, it 
discovers the imperfection and dcgcncmc}’ of the 
creature. 

The obedience of children to their parents is the 
basis of all government, and set forth as tlic mea- 
sure of that obedience which wc owe to those whom 
Providence hath placed over us. 

It is fallicr Le Comptc +, if I am not mistaken, 
who tells us how want of duty in tills particular is 
punished among the Cliincsc, insomuch that if a 
son should be known to kill, or so much as to strike 
his father, not only the criminal, but his whole 
family, would be rooted out, nay, the inhabitants 
of the place where he lived wonld be put to the 
sword, nay, the jilace itself would be razcd*to the 
ground, and its foundations sown with salt. For, 
say they, there must have been an utter deprava- 
tion of manners in that clan or society of people 
who could have bred up among them so horrid an 
oflender. To this I shall add a passage out of the 
first book of Herodotus. That historian, in his ac- 
count of the Persian customs and religion, tells us, 
it is their opinion that no man ever killed his fa- 
ther, or that itiis possible such a crime should be in 
nature; but that if anything like it should ever 
happen, they conclude that the reputed son must 
have been illegitimate, supposititious, or begotten 
in adultery. Their opinion in this particular shows 
sufficiently what a notion they must have had of 
imdutifulness in general.

Such considerations sweeten the old man’s evening, 
and his soliloquy delights him when he can say- to 
himself, No man can tell my child his father was 
either unmerciful or unjust My son shall meet 
many a man who shall say to him, ‘ I was obliged 
to tliy father ; and be my child a friend to his child 
for eveh’ - ^ 

It is not in the power of all men to leave illus- 
trious names or great fortunes to their posterity, 
but they can very much conduce to their, having 
industry, probity, valour, and justice. It is in 
every raan% power to leave bis son the honour of 
descending from a virtuous man, and add the bless- 
ings of heaven to whatever he leaves him._ I shall 
end this rhapsody with a Fetter to an excellent 
young man of my acquaintance, who has lately 
lost a worthy father.

Nor the great blefijliigs of a frugal hoard ! 

There is a story in the Arabian Nights Talcs of 
a king who had long languished under an ill liabit 
of body, and bad taken abundance of remedies 
to no purpose. At length, says tlic fable, a phy- 
sician cured him by the following method: He 
took a hollow ball of wood,’ and filled it with 
several drugs; after which be closed it up so arti- 
ficially that nothing appeared. He likewise took 
n mall, and after having hollowed the handle, and 
that part wliicli strikes tlic.hallj he inclosed in 
them several drugs after the same manner as in the 
ball itself. He tlicn ordered the sultan, who was 
his patient, to exercise himself early in the morn- 
ing with these rightly-prepared instruments, till 
such time as be should sweat: when,, as the story 
goes, the virtue of the medicaments pcrs'piring 
through the wood had so good an influence on the 
sultan’s constitution, tlmt they cured him of an in- 
disposition which all (he compositions he had taken 
inwardly had not been able to remove. This 
eastern allegory, -is finely contrived to show ns ho-w 
beneficial bodily labour is to health, and ^that ex-^ 
crcisc'is the most elTectual physic. I have de- 
scribed in my hundred and fifteenth paper, from 
the general structure and mechanism of an human 
body', how absolutely necessary exercise is - for its 
preservation. I shall in this place recommend 
another great pi^iscrvatlve of health, which in 
many eases produces the same effects as exercise, 
and may, in some measure,- supply its place, where 
opportunities of exercise are wanting. The pre- 
servative I am speaking of is temperance, which has • 
those particular advantages above all other means 
of health, that it may be practised by all ranks 
and conditions, at any season, or in 'any places 
It is a kind of regimen into -whlcH every man tnay 
put Iiimself, without interruption to business, ex- 
pense of money', or loss of time. If exercise 
throws off all superfluities, temperance prevents 
them; if exercise clears the vessels, temperance 
neither satiates nor' overstrains them; if exercise 
raises proper ferments in the bumouis, and pro- 
motes the circulation of the blood,' temperance 
gives nature her full play, and, enables her to ex- . 
ert herself in all her force and vigour; if eier- 
cise'disslpatcs a growing distemper, temperance 
starves it. " • ' • 

Physic, for the most part, is nothing else but 
the substitute of exercise or- tempertipce. Medi- 
cines are ' indeed absolutely necessary in acute 
distempers, that cannot wait the slow operations 
of these two great instruments of health; but did

mend to you to talk tn an humbler strain than your 
predecessors have done, and, instead of presuming 
to be happy, instruct us onlj’ to be easy. The 
thoughts o£ him who would be discreet, and aim 
at practicable things, should turn upon alla 3 -ing 
bur pain ratlier than promoting our joy. Great 
inquietude is to be avoided, but gi-cat felicity is 
not to be attained. Tlic great lesson is cquanl- 
mitj’, a regularity of spirit, which is a little above 
cheerfulness and below mirth. Cheerfulness is al- ^ 
ways to be supported if a man is out of pain, but 
mirth to a prudent man should alwaj's be acci- 
^ dental. It should naturally arise ont of the occa- 
sion, and the occasion seldom be laid for it ; for 
those tempers who want mirth to be pleased, arc 
like the constitutions which flag without the use of 
'brand}’. Therefore, I saj’, let your precept be, 
“ Be easy.” That mind is dissolute and ungo- 
vemed, which must be hurried out of itself by 
loud laughter or sensual pleasure, or else be wholl}’ 
unaefive. 

‘ There are a couple of old fellows of ray ac- 
quaintance who meet every day and smoke a pipe, 
and by their natural love to each other, though 
they have been men of business and bustle in the 
world, eqjoy a greater tranquillity than either 
could have work^ himself into by any chapter 
of Seneca. Indolence of body and mind, when 
we aim at no more, is very frequently enjoyed ; 
but the very inquiry after happiness has something 
restless in it, which a man who lives in a scries of 
temperate meals, friendlj' conversations, and easy 
slumbers, gives himself no trouble about. IVhilc 
men of refinement are talking of tranquillitj', he 
possesses it, 

‘ "What I would by these broken . cjrprcssions re- 
• commend to you, Mr. Spectator, is, that you would 
speak of the way of life which plain men may 
pursue to fill np the spaces of time with satisfac- 
tion, It is a lamentable circumitancc, that wis- 
dom, or, as 3 'ou call if, pliilosophy, should furnish 
ideas only for the le,arne<l ; and that a man must 
be a philosopher, to know how to pass away his 
time agreeably. It would therefore be worth 
your pains to place in a handsome light the rela- 
tions and affinities among men, which render their 
conversation with each other so grateful, that the 
highest talents give but an impotent pleasure in 
comparison with them. Yon may find descriptions 
and discoarses which will render the fireside of an 
honest artificer as entertaining, as your own club 
is to you. Good-nature has ,an endless -source of 
pleasures in it; and thd representation of domestic 
life filled wdth its natural gratifications, (instead of 
the necessary vexations which are generally in- 
sisted upon in the writings of the witty) vVill be a 
very good office to society. 

‘ The vicissitudes of labour and rest in the lower 
part of mankind, make their being pass away with 
that sort of relish which we express by the word 
comfort ; and should be treated of by you, who 
are a Spectator, as well as such subjects which 
appear indeed more speculative, but are less in- 
structive. In a word, sir, I would have you turn 
your thoughts to the advantage of such as want 
yon most; and show that simplicity, innocence, in- 
dustry, and temperance, are arts which lead to 
tranquillity, as much as learning, wisdom, know-

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cducntion, nnd means by \\’hicb men attain their 
knowledge, arc so verj- difTerent, that it is impos- 
riblc they should all think alike; and he has at least 
as much reason to be nngrj' with you, ns yon with 
him. Sometimes to keep yourself cool, it may be 
of scrs'icc to ask yourself fairly, what might have 
been your opinion, had you ali tlic biases of edu- 
cation and interest your adversary may possibly 
have? But if you contend 'for the honour of vic- 
tory alone, you may lay down this as an infallible 
maxim. That you c.mnot make a more false step, or 
give your antagonists a greater advantage over 
you, than by falling into a passion. 

When an argument is over, how many- weighty 
reasons docs a man recollect, which his heat and 
violence made him utterly forget ? 

It is yet more absurd to be angry with a man 
because he docs not apprehend the force of your 
reasons,, or gives weak ones of his own. • If you 
argue for reputation, this makes your victory the 
easier; he is certainly in all respects an object of ; 
your pity, rather than anger; and if he cannot I 
comprehend what you do, yon ought to thank na- 
ture for her favours, who has given you so mucli 
the clearer tmderstanding. 

You may please to add this consideration, that 
among your equals no one values your anger, 
which only preys upon its master; and perhaps 
you may Cud it not very cousistent either with 
prudence or your ease, io punish yourself when- 
ever you meet with a fool or a knave. 

I..astly, if you propose to yourself the true end 
of argument, which is information, it may be a 
seasonable check to your passion ; for if you search 
purely after truth, it will be .almost indin'erent to 
you where you find it. I cannot in this place omit 
an obsenntion which 1 have often made, namely, 
That nothing proenres a man more esteem and less 
envy from the whole company, than if he chooses 
the part of mo^icrator, without engaging directly 
on either side in a dispute. This gives him the 
character of impartial, furnishes him witli an op- 
portunity of sifting things to the bottom, showing 
his judgment, and of sometimes making handsome 
compliments to each of tlic contending parties. 

I shall close this subject with giving you one 
caution. ‘When you have gained a victory, do not 
push it too far; it is suflicient to let the company 
and your adversary see it is in your power, but 
that you are tbo generous to make use of it.

The noblest molbc Is the public good. 

Tiir. nmhillon of princes is many limes as hurtful 
to them-dves as to their jtcople. Tliis cannot he 
douhfetl of such ns prove unfortunate in their 
wars, hut it i* often Inie too of those who arc cele- 
brated for their fticcesses. If a severe view were 
to he taken of tlieir conduct, If the profit and lo.ss 
by (heir wars could he justly balanced, it would 
be rarely found that the conquest is sufiicicnt to 
repay the cost. 

As I w.'u (he other day looking over the letters 
of my corre.spondcnlj, 1 took this hint from that 
of I’liilarilhmus * ; which has turned my present' 
thongliLs uj)on politicdl arithmetic, an art of greater 
use than entertainment. My friend has otTcred an 
essay towards proving tliat Lewis XIV. with all 
his acquisitions is not master of more people than 
at the beginning of his wars; n.iy, that lor every 
subject he had acquired, he had lost tlircc that 
were his inheritance. If Philarilhmus is not mis- 
taken in his calculations, Lewis must have been im- 
poverished by his ambifion. 

Tlic prince, for the public good, has a sovereign 
property in every private person’s estate ; and con- 
sequently his rldics must increase or decrease in 
proportion to the number nnd riches of his sub- 
jects. For example; if sword or pestilence should 
destroy all the people of this metropolis (God for- 
bid tlicrc should he room for such a supposition I 
but if tills should be the case), tlic queen must 
needs lose .a great part of licr revenue, or at least, 
what is charged upon flic city must increase the 
burden upon tlie rest of her subjects. Perhaps tlic 
inhabitants here nrc not above a'tcntli part of the 
wliolc; yet, ns they arc belter fed, and clothed, 
and lodged, tlinn her other subjects, the customs 
and excises upon their consumption, the imposts 
upon tlicir houses, and other taxes, do very pro- 
bably make a fifth part of the whole revenue of 
the crown. But this is not all; the consumption 
of the city takes off a great part of the fruits of 
the whole island ; and ns it pays such a proportion 
of the rent or yearly value of the lands in the- 
country, *o It is the cause of paying such a pro-

A man ihould be rrhEioni, not «upfolll!ou«. 

It is of the last import.ancc to se.a'on tlie p.vsions 
of n child with dootion, which seldom tlies in n 
mind (hat liaj rcceired .an early tincture of it. 
TJioiiph it may seem citinpiished fornwhileby 
(he cares of the world, tlic itenis of jouth, or the 
allaiTmenLs of rice, it pencrally itreaks out and 
discovers il-elf .apnin ns soon as discretion, consi- 
deration, age, or ntisfortunes has e brought (he man 
to Jiimself. Titc fire may be covered and overlaid, 
but cannot be entirely quenched nnd smothered. 

A .'late' of temperance, sobriety, nnd justice, 
without desotion, is a cold, lifeless, insipid condi- 
tion of virtue; and is ratlier to be staled idiiloso- 
pby tli.an religion. Devotion opens the mind to 
great conceptions, nnd fills It with more sublime 
ideas than any llmt nrc to be met srilb in the most 
csaltcd science; and at the same lime warms and 
agitates the soul more timn sensual pleasure. 

It has been observed by some writers, that man 
is more distinguished from the nnitn.al ssorld by 
devotion than by rctison, ns scscral brute crea- 
tures discover in (heir actions something like a faint 
glimmering of rc.ason, lliougli they betray, in no 
single circumstance of their bcluaviour, any thing 
that bears the least affinity to devotion. It is cer- 
tain, the propensity of (lie mind to religious svor- 
ship, the iiatuml tendency of tlic soul to fly to 
some superior being for succour in d.angcrs nnd 
distresses, tlie gratitude to an invisible superin- 
tendent which arises in us upon receiving any 
extraordinary nnd unexpected good fortune, the 
acts of love and admiration witli which tlic thoughts 
of men arc so wonderfully transported in medi- 
tating upon the divine perfections,^ and the uni- 
versal concurrence of all the nations under heaven 
in. the great article of adoraflon, plainly show that 
evotion or religious worship must be the efl'ect of 
tradition from some first founder of mankind, or 
that it is conformable to the natural light of 
reason, or that it proceeds from an instinct im- 
planted in the soul itself. For my part, I look 
upon all these to be tha concurrent causes: but 


wliicbcwr of (licm shall be assigned ns (be prin- 
ciple of divine wonhip, It manifestly points to a 
Supreme Being ns the first nnilinr of it. 

I may take <nnic other opporliinitv of consider- 
ing lbo«r pnrtirnlnr forms nnd nielliods of devotion 
wbidi .are taught n* by Cliristinnity; but shall hcho 
observe into wbnt errors even this divine jirineiplc 
mny sometimes lead m, svlien it is not moderated 
by th.at right reason wliieb was given us ns tlic 
guide of .nil our nctioii*. 

Tlic two great errors into wbicli n mistaken de- 
votion mny tietniy u<, nre, ciitlimlnsm nnd siipcrsti- 
(ion. 

There ii not n more melnnclioly object than a 
man silio has liu head turned wllli a religions cn- 
(hiisiasin. A person that is crazed, tlioiigli with 
pride or malice, is .a sight very mortifying to hu- 
man iinlurc; blit svbrii the dislcnijicr arises from 
nny imliwrect fervours of devotion, or too intense 
nn nppllc-ntion of the mind to its mistaken duties, 
it deserves our compassion in n more particular 
manner. IVe may, liowcscr, learn this lesson from 
it, lliat since devoliiin itself (wliirli one would be 
apt to think roiihl not he too wartii) rtiay disorder 
the inlml, unless Its heats nre tempered witli cau- 
tion nnd pnidcnce, we should be particularly care- 
ful to keep our reason as cool ns possible, and to 
guard ourselvci in all jiart* of life iigninsl the in- 
liiiencc of passion, imagination, and constitution. 

Derotlon, when it docs not lie under the check 
of rr.Tson, is very apt to degenerate into cntliu- 
sl.wii. IVhrn tlic mind finds herself very miicli in-- 
flamed with her devotions, she is loo much inclined 
to think they tire not of her own kindling, but 
blown up by something divine within her. If she 
indulge,* this tlioiiglil too far, nnd humours the 
growing passion, slicnt last flings herself into Ima- 
ginary Vnptnrrs nnd ecstasies; nnd when once slio 
fancies herself under the infliicnrc of n divine im- 
pulse, it is no wonder if she slights human ordi- 
nances, and refuses to comply witli nny established 
form of religion, ns thinking herself directed by a 
mucli superior guide. 

At cnlliiisinsm is a kind of excess in devotion, 
superstition it the excess not onlj’of devotion, but 
of religion iii general, according to an old hcntlicn 
s.aying, quoted liy Aldus Gcllius, ‘ IteUgentem esse 
oporlel, rcligioswn nefas ‘ A man sliould be reli- 
gion*, not superstitious.’ For, ns tlie niitlior tells 
us, A' igidiits observed upon this pnss.Tgc, tlmt the 
Latin words which terminate in osus generally im- 
ply vicious clinracters, nnd the linviug of any qua- 
lity to an excess. 

An enthusiast in religion is like nn obstinate 
clown, a supcntitioiis man like ah insipid courtier. 
Entliusinsin li.is somctliing in it of madness, super- 
stition of folly. Most of tlic sects tiint fall short of 
the Church of Fnglnnd have in them strong tinc- 
tures of enthusiasm, ns the Roman catholic religion 
is ono huge overgrown body of childish, nod idle 
superstitious. , 

The Roman catholic church seems indeed irreco- 
verably lost in this particular. If an absurd dress 
or behaviour be introduced in the W'orld, it will 
soon be found out and discarded. On the con- 
trary, a habit or ceremony, though never so ridi- 
culous, which has taken sanctuary in the church, 
slicks in it for 'ever, A Gothic bishop perhaps 
thought, it proper to repeat such a form in sucir 
particular shoes or slippers ; another fancied it 
would be very decent if such a pilrt of public de- 
votions were performed with a mitre on his head, 
and a crosier in his hand. 'To this a brother Van- 
dal, as wise as the others, adds an' ■ m dreis.

TnEHE is a loose tribe of men whom I have not 
yet taken notice of, that ramble into all the corners 
of tliis great city, in order to seduce such unfortu- 
nate females as fall into-their walks.

Tlie trunk of the tree w.ts m.irkcd with Iiis own 
name, iVill Mnple, Out of ilic side of il grew n 
l.irgc barren branch, inserilictl Mnry Mnple, the 
n:imc of hi* unhappy wife.

On the bottom of tlio first 
was written in cnpitol rliaracters Kate Cole, 
who branched out into three sjtrip, vij:.

In short, a more flou- 
rishing tree never come out of the heralds’ oflicc. 

"What makes this generation of vermin so very 
prolific, is the indefatigable diligence with which 
they apply themselves to their business. A man 
docs not undergo more wntching and fatigues in a 
campaign, than in the course ol'm, vicious amour. 
As it is said of some men, that they make their 
business their pleasure, tlicsc sons of darkness may 
be said tn make their pleasure their business. They 
might conquer their corrupt inclinations with half 
the pains they nre-at in gratifying them. 

Nor is the invention of these men less to bd ad- 
mired than their industry and vigilance. There is 
a fragment of Apollodorus the comic poet (who 
was contemporary with Menander) which is full of 
hiunour, as follows ‘ Thou mnyes't shut up thy 
doors,’ sa^ he, ‘ With bars nnd bolts. It will be 
impossible for the blacksmith to make them so fast, 
but a cat and a whoremaster will find a way 
through them.’ In a word, there is no head so fuU 
of stratagems ns that of a libidinous man. 

AVere 1 to propose a punishment for this infa- 
mous race of propagators, it should be to send , 
tlicra, after the second or third oncncc,,inlo qur 
American colonies, in order to'pcople those parts

It were therefore a just rule, to keep your 'desires, 
your words and actions, within the regard you ob- 
serve your friends have for you; and never, if it 
, '"were in a man’s power, to take as much as he pos- 
sibly might,' either in preferment or reputation. 
My walks have lately been 'among tfie mercantile 
part of the world; and one gets' phrases naturally 
from those with whom one converse. I say, then, 
he that 'in his air, his treatment of others, or an 
habitual arrogance to himself, gives himself credit 
for the least article of more wit, wisdom, goodness,' 
or valour, than he can possibly produce if- he is 
called upon, wUl find the world break in upon, 
him, and consider him as one who has cheated 
.them’of all the esteem they had before allowed 
him. '.This brings 'a commission of bankruptcy 
upon him ; and he that might have gone on to his 
life’s end in a prosperous way, by aiming 'at more 
than he should, is no. longer proprietor of what he 
really, had before, but his pretensions fare -as 
. all things do whieh are torn 'instead of being di- 
vided.. , 

There is no one living would deny Cinna the 
applause of an agreeable 'and facetious wit; or 
couli possibly pretend that thwe is ‘not something 


jnimitably unforced and diverting in his manner of 
delivering all his sentiments in his conversation, 
if he were able to conceal the strong desire' of 
applause whicli''hc betrays ih every syllable he 
utters. But they wha converse with him, sec that 
all the civilities they could do to him, or the kind 
things they could say to him, would fall short of 
what lie expects; and, tlierefore, instead of show- 
ing him the esteem they hn-vc for his merit, their 
rctlcctions turn only upon tliat they observe he has 
of it Iiimscif. 

If you go among the women, and behold Glo- 
rinna trip into a room with tliat theatrical ostenta- 
tion of her charms, Mirtilla with that soft regularity 
in licr motion, Chloc with such an indifferent fa- 
miliarity, Corinna with such a fond approach, 
and Roxana with such a demhnd of respect in the 
great gravity of her entrance ; you find all the sex, 
who understand themselves and act naturally, wait 
only for tlicir absence, to tell you diat all these 
ladies would impose themselves upon you^ and 
each of them carry in their behaviour a conscious- 
ness of so mucli more than they should pretend 
to, that they lose what would otherwise b6 givea 
them. 

I remember tlic last time I saw Macbeth, I was 
wonderfully taken with the skill of the poet, in 
making' the murderer form fears to himself from' 
the moderation of the prince whose lifp he was 
going to take away. He sayg of the king'; ‘ He 
bore his faculties so meekly;’ and justly inferred 
from thence, that all divine and human power 
would join to avenge his dcatli, who had made 
such an abstin'ent use of dominion. All that is .in a 
man’s power to do to advance his own pomp and 
glory, and forbears, is so much laid up against the 
day of distress; and pity will always be his por- 
tion in adversity, who .acted with gentleness in 
prosperity. - t 

Tlic great officer wlio foregoes the advantages he 
miglit take- to himself, and renounces all pruden- 
tial regards to his own person in danger, has so far 
the merit of a volunteer; and all his honours and 
glpries are unenvied, for sharing the common fate' 
with the same frankness as they do who have no 
such endearing circumstance's to part with. ^ But 
if there were no such considerations' as the good 
effect which self-denial has upon the sense of other 
men towards us, it.is of all qualities the most de- 
sirable for the agreeable disposition in which it 
places our own minds. I cannot tell wl^at better 
to say of it, than that it is the very contrary of 
ambition ; and that modesty allays all those pas- . 
sions and inquietudes to which that vice exposes us. 
He that is moderate in his wishes 'from reason and 
choice^ and not resigned from sourness, distaste, 
or disappointment, doubles all the pleasures of his 
life. The air, the season, a sun-shiny day, or a fair 
prospect, are instances of happiness, and that which 
he enjoys in common with all the world, (by his 
exemption frokn the enchantments by which all the 
world are bewitched) are to him uncommon be- 
nefits and new, -acquisitions. . Health is not eaten 
up with care, nor pleasure interrupted by envy. 
It is not to him of any consequence what this man ^ 
is famed for, or for what the other is preferred. He 
knows -there is in such a place an unintc'rmpted 
walk; 'he can meet in such a -company an agree-' 
able conversation. He has no emulation, .he is no 
man’s rival, but every mnn’s well-wisher; can look 
at a prosperoou man, with a pleasure in reflecting 
that he hopes he Is as happy as himself; and has' 
his mind and- his fortune (as far as pradence will 
allow) open to the uRhappy and to the stranger.

able. Bo d wlct kaiUg deierred Abdbtidf* 
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th6 prayers and sacrldcc A^liicli he was, going to 
offer, by Setting forth tlic above-mentioned difll- 
culticB of performing that duty as he ought, adds 
these words; ‘ We must tliercforc wait till such 
time as we may learn how t\ c ought to behave our- 
selves towards the gods and towards men,’ — ‘ But 
when will that time come,’ says Alcibiadcs, ' and 
who is it that will instruct us? for I would fain 
see this man, hoever he is ,’ — ^ It is one,’ says So- 
crates, ‘ who takes care of you ; but as Homer tells 
us, that lilincrra removed the mist from Dmmcdc’s 
eyes that he might plainly discover both gods and 
men *, so the darkness that hangs upon your mind 
must be removed before you are able to discern 
what is good, and rshat is evil .’ — * Let him remove 
from my mind,’ Says Alcibiadcs, ‘ tlie darkness and 
what else he pleases, I am determined to refuse 
nothing he shall order me, whoever he is, so that I 
may become the better man by it.’ The remaining 
part of this dialogue is very obscure : there is 
something in it that would make us think Socrates 
hinted at himself, when he spoke of this divine 
teacher who rras to come into the world, did not 
he owm that he himself was in this respect as much 
at a loss, and in as great distress as the rest of 
mankind. ^ ' 

Some learned men look upon this conclusion as 
a prediction of our Saviour, or at least that So- 
crates, like the high priest +, -prophesied unknow- 
■ ingly, and pointed at that Divine Teacher who 
was to come into the world some ages after him. 
However that may be, we find that this great phi- 
losopher saw, by the light of reason, that it was 
suitable to the goodness of the Divine Nature, to 
send .a person into the ivorld who should instruct 
mankind in the duties of religion, and, in parti- 
cular, teach them how to pra^. 

Whoever reads this abstract of Plato’s discourse 
on prayer, will, I believe, naturally moke this re- 
flection, ‘ That the great Founder of oar religion, 
as well by his own example, as in the form Of 
•prayer which he taught his discinlcs J, did not only 
"keep up to those rules which the light of hature 
had suggested to this great philosopher, but in- 
structed his -disciples in the whole extent of this 
duty, as well as of all others. He directed them 
to the proper object of adoratioh, and taught them, 
according to the third rule ahove-mentioned, to 
apply themselves to him in their closets, -without, 
•show or ostentation, and to worship him in spirit 
and in truth.’ As the Lacedemonians in their form 
of prayer implored the gods 'in general to give 
. -them all good things so long as they were virtuous, 
we ask id particular ‘ that oiw offences may be 
forgiven, as we forgive those of others.’ If we Idok 
•into the second rule which Socrates has prescribed, 
namely, that we should apply ourselves to the 
Tcnowledge of such things asmre best for us, this 
too is explained dt large in the doctrines of the 
-gospel, where we are taught in several instances 
to regard those things as curses, which appear as 
blessings' in the eye of the world ; and, on the con- 
trary, to esteem fliose things as blessings, which to 
the generality of mankind appear as curses. Thus 
' in the form which is prescribed to ns, we only pray 
for that happiness which is our chief good, and the 
, great end of our -.existence, when we petition the 
Supreme Being for the coming of his kingdom, be- 
ing solicitous for no other temporal blessings but 
our daily sustenance. On the other side, we pray 
against nothing but sin, and against evil in general,

leaving it with Omniscience to determine what is 
really such. If we look into the first of Socrates’s 
rules of prayer, in which he recommends the above- 
mentioned form of the ancient poet, we find that 
fhrm not only comprehended, but very much im- 
proved in the petition, wherein we pray to the Su- 
preme Bcing'that' his dill may be done; which Is 
of the same force with that form which our Saviour 
used, when he prayed against the most painful and 
most ignominious of deaths, ‘ Nevertheless, not my 
tvill, but tliinc be dohe ■*.’ This comprehensive 
petition is the most humble, as well as the most 
prudent, that can be offered up frohi the creature 
to his Creator ; as it supposes the Supreme Being 
wills nothing but what is for our good, and that 
ho knows better than oilrsclves what is so.

To be themselves a spectacle they come. 

I HAVE several letters from people of good sense, 
who lament the depravity or poverty of taste the 
town is fallen into with relation to plays and pub- 
lic spectacles. A lady in particular observes, that' 
there is such a levity in the minds of her ow'd sex, 
■^hat they seldom attend any thing but imperti- 
nences. It IS indeed ptodigious to obsbrvc how- 
little notice is taken of the most exalted parts of 
the best tragedies in Sliaksp^re; nay,' it is not 
only visible, that sensuality hM devoured all gteat- 
'ness of soul, but the under-passion (as I may so 
call it) of a hoble spirit, pity, sCems to be a stranger 
to the generality of an audience. The minds of 
men are indeed very differently disposed ; and the 
reliefs from care dnd attention are of one sort'in 
a great spirit, and of another in an ordinary one. 
The man of a great heart, and a serious complexion, 
is more pleased with iristances of generosity and 
pity, than the light and ludicrous spirit can pos- 
sibly be with the highest strains of mirth and 
laughter. It is, therefore, a melancholy prospect 
when vVe see a numerous assembly lost to all serious 
entertainments, and ^Uch incidents as should move 
one sort of concern, excite in them a quite contrary 
one. In the tragedy of Macbeth, the other night, 
when the lady who is -conscious of the lirime of 
murdering the king seems utterly astUnished at the 
news, and makes an exclamation at it, instead of 
the indignation which is natural to the occksion, 
that expression is received with a loud laugh. They 
were as merry when a criminal was stabbed. It 
is 'certainly an occasion of rejoicing when ‘the 
wicked are seized in their designs ; but I think it 
Is not such a triumph as is exerted by laughter. 

You 'may generally observe 'that the appetites 
arc sooner mo\ed than the passions. A sly expres- 
sion which alludes to bandry, puts a whole row 
into a pleasing smirk ; when a good sentence that 
desdribes an inward sentiment of the soul, is re- 
ceived with the greatest coldness and indiffe- 
rence. A correspondent of mine, upon this subject, 
has divided the female part of the au^ence, and 
accounts for their 'prepossessions against this rea- 
sonable delight in the following manner: ‘The 
prude,^ says he, ‘ as she acts always in contradic- 
tion, so she is gravely sullen at a comedy, and ex- 
travagantly gay at a tragedy. The coquette is sO

' In the beginning Cod made the souls of woman- 
kind out of different materials, and in a separate 
state from their bodies. 

‘ The souls of one kind of women were formed 
out of those ingredients which compose a swine. 
A woman of this make is a slut in her house and 
a glutton at her table. She is uncleanly in her 
person, a slattern in her dress, and her family is 
no better than a dunghill. 

‘ A second sort of female soul was formed out of 
the same materials that enter into the composition 
of a fox. Such a one is what we call a notable 
discerning woman, who has an insight into everj' 
thing whether it be good or b.ad^ In this species of 
females there are some virtuous and some vicious. 

‘ A third kind of women were made up of ca- 
nine particles. These are what we commonly call 
'scolds, who imitate the animals out of which (bey 
were taken, that are always busy and barking, 
that snarl af every one who coines in their w.ay, 
and live in perpetual clamour. 

‘ The fourtb kind of women were made out of 
the earth. These are your sluggards, who pass 
away their time in indolence and ignorance, hover 
over the fire a whole winter, and apply themselves 
•with alacrity to ho kii|d of business but eatiug. 

‘ The fifth species of females were made out of 
the sea. These are women of variable uneven 
t'empers ; sometimes all storm and tempest, some- 
times all calm and snn-shine.‘ The' stranger who 
Sees one of these in her smiles and smoothness, 
would cry her up for a miracle of good-humour; 
but on a sudden her looks and' her words are 
changed, she is nothing but fury and outrage, noise 
and hurricane. 

The sixth species were made up’ of the ingre^ 
dients which compose an ass, or a beast of burden. 


These arc naturally exceeding slothful, but upon 
the husband’s exerling his authority, wiil live upon 
hard fare, and do every thing to please him. They 
are, however, far from being averse to venereal 
pleasure, and seldom refuse a male companion. 

‘ The cat furnished materials for a seventh spe- 
cies of women, who arc of a melancholy, froward, 
mnamiable nature, and so repugnant to the ofl'ers 
of love, tirat they fly in the face of their husband 
when lie approaches them with conjugal endearj 
ments. This speciesx)f women are likewise sub- 
ject to little thefts, clients, and pilferings. 

‘ The marc with a flowing manC, which was 
never broke to any servile toil and labour, com- 
posed an eighth species of women. These are they 
who have little regard for their liusbtinds, who pass 
away their time in-drcssingj bathing, and per- 
fuming ; wlio throw their hair into the nicest curls, 
and trick it up with the fairest flowers and gar- 
lands.. A woman of this species is a very pretty 
thing for a stranger to look upon, but very detri- 
mental to tlie owner, unless it be a k'lng or prince 
who takes a fancy to such a toy. 

‘ The ninth species of females were taken out of 
the ape. These are such as arc both ugly and ill- 
natured, w’ho have nothing beautiful in themselves, 
and endeavour to detract from or ridicule eveiy 
thing which appears so in others. 

‘ The tenth and last species of women were 
made out of the bee ; and happy is the man who 
gets such an one for his_ wife. She is altogether 
faultless and unblamable. Her family flonrishes 
and improves by her good management. She loves 
her husband, and is beloved by him. She brings 
him a race of beautiful and virtuous children. She 
distinguishes herself among Jier sex< She is sur- 
rounded with graces. She never sits among the 
loose tribe of women, nor passes away her time 
with them in wanton discourses. She is full of 
virtue and prudence, and is the best wife that Ju- 
piter can bestow on man.’ 

I shall boncludc these iambics with 'the motto of 
this paper, which is a fragment of the same author; • 
‘ A man cannot posstss any thing that is better 
than a good woman, nor any thing that is worse 
than a bad one.’ 

As the poet has shown a great penetration in , 
this diversity Of’ female characters, he has avoided 
the fault which Juvenal and Monsieur Boileau are 
guilty of, the former in his sixth, and the other 
in his last satire, where they have endeavoured to 
expose the sex in general, without doing justice to 
the valuable part of it. Such levelling satires are 
of no use to the world; and for this reason I jiave 
often wondered how the French author above- 
mentioned, who was a man of exquisite judgment," 
and a lover of virtue, could think human nature a 
proper subject for satir-e in another of his cele- 
brated pieces, which is called The Satire upon 
Man. AVliat vice or frailty can a discourse cor- 
rect, which censures the whole species alike, and 
endeavours to show, by some superficial strokes of 
wit, that brutes are the most excellent creatures of 
the two? A satire should expose nothing but what 
is corrigible, and make a due discrimination be- 
tween those who are, and those who are not tho 
proper objects of it *.

The creation, 
Vsithall its animals and elements, would not bo 
large enough to -supply their several extrava- 
gancies. 

Instead, therefore, of pursuing the thought of 
Simonides, 1 shall observe,, that as he has exposed 
the vicious part of women from the doctrine of pre- 
existence, some of the ancient philosophers have,

Men’s passions operate variou3ly,'Tind appear in 
different kinds of actions, according as they are 
more or less rectified and swayed by reason.- 
When one hears of negroes, who upon the death 
of their masters, or upon changing their service, 
hang themselves upon tlie next tree, aS it frequently 
happens in our American plantations, who can for- 
bear admiring their fidelity, though it expresses 
itself in so dreadful a manner? What might not 
th’at savage greatness of soul which appears in 
these poor -uTetches on many occasions, be raised 
to, were it rightly cultivated? And what colour 
of excuse can there be for the contempt with Avhich 
we treat this part of our species? that we should 
not put them upon the common foot of humanity ; 
that we should only set an insignificant fine upon 
the man who murders them ; nay, that we shouTd, 
as much as in us lies, cut them off from the pros- • 
pects of happiness in another world as well as in 
this, and deny them that- which we look upon as " 
the proper means for attaining it ? 

Since I am engaged on this subject, I cannot 
forbear mentioning a story which 1 have lately 
heard, and which is so well attested, that I have 
no manner of reason to suspect the -truth of it.

people are so slow in doing for ajnan of your ta- 
lents, and the like. 

After all this treatment, I must still add the 
pleasantest insolence of all, which I have once or 
' twice seen ; to wit,’ that when a silly rogue has 
thrown av^ay one part -in three of his life in un- 
profitable attendance, it. is taken wonderfully ill 
that he withdra-jvs, and is resolved to employ the 
rest for himself. 

When we consider these things, and reflect upon 
so many hon^ natures (which one who makes ob- 
servation of what passes may have seen) that have 
miscarried by such sort of applications, it is too 
melancholy a scene to dwell upon; therefore I 
shall take another opportunity to discourse of good 
patrons, and distinguish such as have done their 
duty to those who have depended upon them, and 
Were not able to act without their favour. Wor- 
thy patrons are like Plato’s guardian angels, who 
are always doing good to their "uards; but negli- 
gent patrons are like Epicurus’s gods, that lie loll- 
ing on the clouds, and instead of blessings pour 
down stofms and tempests on the heads of those 
that are offering incensC to them. 
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Ingcnunus arts, whsre they an entrance find, 

Soften the manners, and subdue the mind. ' 

I CONSIDER a human soul without education like 
marble in the quarry, which shows none of its in- 
herent beauties, till the skill of the polisher fetches 
out the colours, makes the surface shine, and dis- 
covers every ornamental cloud, spot, and vein that 
runs tlirough the body of it. Education, after tho 
same manner, when it works upon a noble mind, 
draws out to view every latent virtue and perfec- 
tion, which without such helps arc never able 'to 
make their appearance. 

If my reader will give me leave to change the 
allusion so soo*n upon him, I shall make use .of the 
same instance to illustrate the force of education, 
which Aristotle has l^rought to explain his doctrine 
of substantial forms, when he tells us that a statue 
lies hid in a block of marble; and that the art of 
the statuary only clears away the superfluous mat- 
ter, and removes the rubbish'. The fimire is in the 
stone, the sculptor only finds it. What sculpture 
is to a block of marble, education is to a human 
soul. The philosopher, the saint, or the hero ; the 
wise, the good, or the great man, very often lie hid 
and concealed in a plebeian, which a proper edu- 
cation might have dis-interred,and have brought to 
light I am therefore much delighted with reading 
the accounts of savage nations, and with contemplat- 
ing those virtues which are wild and uncultivated ; 
to see courage exerting itself in fierceness, resold- 
tion in obstinacy, wisdom in cunning, patience in 
snllenness and despair. 

Men’s passions operate variously,‘'7ind appear in 
different kinds of actions, according as they are 
more or less rectified and swayed by reason.- 
When one hears of negroes, who .upon the death 
of their masters, or upon changing their service, 
hang themselves upon the next tree, as it frequently 
happens in our American plantations, who can for- 
bear admiring their fidelity, though it expresses 
itself in so dreadful a manner? What might not 
that savage greatness of soul which appears in 
these poor wTetches on many occasions, be raised 
to, were it rightly cultivated? And what colour 
of excuse can there be for the contempt with which 
we treat this part of our species? that we should 
not put them upon the common foot of humanity ; 
that we should only set an insignificant fine upon 
the man who murders them ; naj', that we should, 
as much os in us lies, cut them < off from the pros-' . 
pects of happiness in another world as well as in 
this, and deny them that' which we look upon-as ' 
the proper means for attaining it ? 

Since I am engaged on this subject, I cannot 
forbear mentioning a story which I have lately 
heard, and which is so well attested, that I have 
no manner of reason to suspect the 4rutli of it, 

I may call it a kind of wild tragedy that passed 
f about twelve years ago at Saiht Christopher’s, one 
of our British Leeward islands. The negroes who 
! were the persons concerned in it, were'all of them 
the slaves of a gentleman who is now in England.

■dinary beauty- by those of her 'own complexion.

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men, or rallier arc tlic life of tliosc characters. 
Glory, while the hero pursues great and noble en- 
terprises, is impregnable ; and all the assailants of 
Ills renown do but show their pain and impatience 
of its brightness, without' throwing the least shade 
upon it. If the foundation of an, high name be 
virtue and service, all that is ofTered against it is 
but rumour, which is too short-lived to stand np in 

'competition with glorj’, which is everlasting. 

' Reputation, which is the portion of cvcr3' man 
who would live with the elegant and knowing part 
of mankind, is ns stable as glory, if it be as well 
founded ; and the common cause of human socictj’ 
is thought concerned when mc hear a man of good 
behaviour calumniated. Besides which, according 
to a prevailing custom amongst us, every man has 
his defence in his own arm : and reprbach is soon 
checked, put out of countenance, and overtaken 
b}’ disgrace. 

The most unhappy of all men, and the most 
exposed to the malignitj' or wautonness of the 
common voice, is the trader. Credit is undone in 
whispers. The tradesman’s wound is received from 
one who is more private and more cnicl than the 
rulTian with the lantern and dagger. The manner 
ofrepeatinga man’s name, — As;‘ Mr. Cash, oh 1 do 
you leave j’our money at his shop ? "Why, do 30U 
know Mr. Searoora ? He is indeed a general mer- 
chant.’ I 533’, I have seen, from tlic iteration of a 
man’s name, hiding one thought of him, and ex- 
plaining what 30U hide, by saying something to his 
advantage when you speak, a merchant hurt in his 
credit ; and him who, every day he lived, lilcmlly 
added to the value of his native countr3-, undone 
by one who was only a burden and a blemish to it. 

~ Since every body who knows the world is sensible 

‘ of this grcai evil, how careful ought a man to be 
in his langvinge of a merchant? It may possibly 
be in the power of a very shallow creature to 103’ 
the ruin of -the best family in the most opulent 
cit3' ; and the more so, the more highly he deserves 
of hw country ; that is to say, the further lie places 
his wealth out of his hands, to draw home that of 
another climate. 1 

In this case an ill word may change plenty into 
want, and by a rash sentence a free and generous 
fortune may in a few da3-s be reduced to beggary. 
How little docs a giddy prater imagine, that an 
idle phrase to the disfavour of a mercliant, may be 
as pernicious in the consequence, as the forgery of 
a deed to bar an inheritance, would be to a gentle- 
man ? Land stands where it did before a gentleman 
was calumniated, and the state of a great action is 
just as it vva^ before calumny was offered to dimi- 
nish it, and there is time, place, and occasion ex- 
pected to unravel all that Is contrived against those 
characters; but the trader, who is ready only for 
probable demands upon him, can have no armour 
against the inquisitive, the malicious, and the en-' 
vious, who are prepared to fill the cry to his dis- 
liondur. Fire and sword are slow engines of de- 
stniction, in comparison of the babbler in the case 
of the merchant. 

, For this reason 1 thought it an imitable piece of 
huraanUy of a gentleman of my acquaintance, who 
had great variety of affairs, and used to talk with 
waimth enough against gentlemen by whom he 
thought himself ill dealt with ; but he would never 
let any thing be urged against a merchant (witli 
whom he had any difference), except in a court of 
Justice. He used to say, that to speak ill of a mer- 
chant, was to begin his suit with judgment" and 
execution. One Cannot, 1 think, say more on this 
occasion, tlian to repeat, that the merit of the mer- 


chant is above that of nil other subjects ; for while 
he is untouched in his credit, his hand-writing is a 
more portable coin for the service of his fellow- 
citizens, and his word the gold of Ophir to the 
country wherein he resides.

These I scarce call our own. 

TjfEnE arc hut few men, who arc not ambitious of 
distinguishing themselves in the nation or country 
where fliey live, and of growing considerable among 
(hose w itii whom tIiC3' converse. There is a kind of 
grandeur and respect, which the meanest and most 
insignificant part of mankind endeavour to procure 
in the little circle of their friends and acquaintance. 
The poorest mechanic, nay the man who lives upon 
common alms, gets him his set of ndinircrs,'and de- 
lights in tiiat superiority w hich he enjoys ovcl- those 
who arfc in some respects beneath him. This am- 
bition, wliicb is natural to the soul of mail, might 
methinks receive a very happy turn ; and, if it 
were rightly directed, contribute as much to a 
person’s ndvantage, as it generally does to his un- 
easiness and disquiet. 

I shall therefore put together some thoughts on 
this subject, which 1 have not met with in other 
writers; and shall set them down as they have 
occurred to me, without being at the pains to con- 
nect or methodise them. 

All superiorit3’ and pre-eminence that one man 
can have over another, ma3’ be reduced to the no- 
tion of quality, which, considered at large, is cither 
that of fortune, body, or mind. The first is that 
which consists in birth, title, or riches; it is the 
most foreign to onr natures, and what we can the 
least call our own of any of the three kinds of 
quality. In relation to the bod3', quality arises 
from health, strcngOi, or beauty ; which are near^ 
tens, and more a part of ourselves than the for- 
mer. Quality, as it regards the n:|ind, has its rise 
from knowledge or virtue; and is tliat which is 
more essential to ns, and more intimately united 
with ns, than either of tire other two. 

. The qualit3' of fortune, though a man lias less 
reason to value himself upon it than on tliat of the 
body or mind, is how'cvcr the kind of qualify 
which makes the most shining figure in the eye of 
the world. 

As virtue is the most reasonable and genuine 
source of honour, we generally find in titles an 
intimation of some particular merit that should 
recommend men to tlie high stations which 'they 
possess. Holiness is ascribed to the pope ; majesty 
to kings; serenity or mildness of temper to princes; 
excellence of perfection to ambassadors ; grace to 
^archbishops; honour to peers; worship or venera- 
ble behaviour to magistrates ; and reverence, which 
is of the same import as the former, todhe inferior 
clerg3'. 

' In the founders of great families, such attributes 
of honour '’are generally correspondent with the 
virtues of the person to whom they are applied ; 
but in the descendants the3’ are too often the marks 
rather of grandeur than of merit. The stamp and 
denomination still continues, but the intrinsic value 
15 frequently lost. , .

‘ This was the whole of his ambition; and there- 
fore I cannot, but think the flights of this rapid 
autJior very proper to be opposed to those labo- 
rious nothings which you htivc observed were the 
delight of the German wits, and in which they so 
happily got rid of such a tedious quantity of their 
time. - 

‘ 1 have known a gentleman of another turn of 
humour, who, despising the name of an author, 
never printed liis works, but contracted his talent, 
and by the help of a very fine diamond which he 
wore on his little finger, was a considerable poet 
upon glass. He had a very good epigrammatic 
wit; and tlicre was not a parlour or tavern-window 
where he visited or dined for some years, which 
did not receive some sketches or memorials of it. 
It was his misfortune at lost to lose his genius and 
his ring to a sharper at play, and be has not at- 
tempted to make a verse since. 

* But of all contractions or e.vpcdicnts for wit, I 
admire that of an ingenious projector whose book 
I have seen. This virtuoso, being a mathematician, 
lias, according to his taste, thrown the art of poetry 
into a short problem, and contrived tables, by 
which any one without knowing a word of gram- 
mar or sense, may to his great comfort, be able to 
compose, or rather to erect Latin verses *. His 
tables are a kind of poetical logarithms, which be- 
ing divided into several squares, and all inscribed 
with so many incoherent words, appear to the eye 
somewhat like a fortune-telling screen. 'What a 
joy must it be to tlie unlearned operator to find 
that these words being carefully collected and writ 
down in order according- to the problem, start of 
themselves" into hexameter and pentameter verses? 
A friend of mine, who is a student in astrofogy, 
meeting "With this book, performed the operation, 
by the rules there set down ; he showed his verses 
to the next of his acquaintance who happened to 
understand Latin; and, being informed they de- 
scribed a tempest of wind, very luckily 'prefixed 
them, together with a translation, to an almanack’ 
he was just then printing, and was supposed to 
have foretold the last great storm +. 

‘ I think the only improvement beyond this, 
would be that which the late Duke of Buckingham if 
mentioned to a stupid pretender to poetry, as a 
project of a Dutch mechanic, viz. a mill to make 
verses. This being the most compendious method, 
of all which have yet been proposed, may deserve 
the thoughts of our modern virtuosi who are em- 
ployed in new discoveries for the public good; 
and it may be worth the while to consider, whether

‘.There is one thing T have often looked for in 
your papers, and hnve ns often wondered to lind 
myself disappointed ; the mther, because I think it 
a subject every way agreeable to your design, and 
by being left unattempted by others, it seems re- 
served as a proper employment for yon ; 1 mean n 
disquisition, from whence it proceeds tliat men of 
the brightest parts, and most comprehensive genius, 
completely furnished with talents for any province 
in human affairs; such as by their wise lessons of 
economy to others have made it evident that they 
have the justest notions of life, and of true sense 

in the conduct of It ; from what unliappy 

contradictious cause it proceeds, that persons thus 
finished by nature ahd by art should so often fail 
in tlic management of that which they so well un- 
derstand, and want the address to make a right 
application of their own rules. This is certainly a 
prodigious inconsistency in behaviour, and makes 
much such a figure in morals, as a monstrous birth 
in naturals; with this difference only, whicli greatly 
aggravates the wonder, that it happens much more 
frequently ; and what a blemish docs it cast upon wit 
and learning in the general account of tlie world ? 
And in bow disadvantageous a light does it ex- 
pose them to the busy class of mankind, that there 
should be so many instances of persons who have 
so conducted their lives in spite of these transcen- 
dent advantages, us neither to be happy ih them- 
selves, nor useful to tlieir friends; when every 
body sees it was! entirely in their own power to be 
eminent in both these characters? For my part, I 
think there is no reflection more astonishing, than 
to consider one of these gentlemen spending a fair 
fortune, running in every body’s debt without the 
least apprehension of a future reckoning, and at 
last leaving not only his own children, but possi- 
I bly those of Other people, by his means, in starv- 
ing circumstances; while a fellow, whom one 
would scarce suspect to have a human soul, shall 
perhaps raise a vast estate out of nothing, and be 
the founder of a family capable of being very con- 
siderable in their country, and doing many illus- 
triods services to it. That this observation is just, 
experience has put beyond all dispute. But though 
the fact be so evident and glaring, yet the causes 
of it are still in the dark ; which mokes me per- 
suade myself, that it would be no unacceptable 
piece of entertainment to tlie town, to inquire into 
the hidden sourcea of so unaccountable an evil.

thing as human life. Horace reflects upon this in- 
consistency very agreeably in the character of Ti- 
gcllius*, whom he makes a mighty pretende^ to 
economy, and tells you, yon might one day hear 
him speak the most philosophic -things imaginable 
concerning being contentcd-wilh a little, and his 
contempt of everything but mere necessaries; and 
in lialfa week after spend a thousand pounds. AVhen 
hcsaystliis ofliim with relation to expense, he de- 
scribes liira ns unequal to himbclf in every' other 
circumstance of life. And indeed, if we consider 
J.nvisli men carefully, we shall find It always pro- 
ceeds from a certain incapacity of possessing tliem- 
sclves, and flnding enjoyment in their own minds. 
Mr. Drydcn has expressed this very excellently in 
the character of Zimrl 

‘ A man bo various, that he seem’d to be 

Not one, but all mankind’s epitome. 

SUIT in opinion, always In the wrong, 

Was every thing by starts, and nothing long; 

Hut In the course of one revolving moon, 

Was chvmist, fiddler, statesman, and buffoon. 

Then all for women, paiptlng, rhyming, drinking. 

Besides ten tliousand freaks, that died in thinking; 

Hicss’d madman, who could every hour employ 

In something new to wish, or to enjoy ! 

In squand’nng wealth was his peculiar art, 

, Nothing went unrew.ardcd but desert’ 

This loose state of the soul hurries the extrava- 
gant from one pursuit to another; and the reason 
that his expenses arc greater than another’s, is, 
that his wants arc also more numerous. But what 
makes so many go on in this way to their lives’ 
end, is, that they certainly do not know how con- 
temptible they are in tlie eyes of the rest of man- 
kind, or rather, that indeed they are not so con- 
temptible as they deserve. Tully says, it is the 
greatest of wickedness to lessen your paternal estate. 
And if a man would thoroughly consider how 
much worse than banishment it must be to his 
child, to ride by the estate which should have been 
his had it not been for bis father’s injustice to him, 
he would be smitten with the flection more 
deeply than can be understood by any but one who 
is a father. Sure tlierc can be nothing more af- 
flicting, than to think it had been happier for his 
son to have been born of any other man living than 
himself. 

It is not perhaps mneh thought of, but it is cer- 
tainly a very important lesson, to learn how to 
enjoy ordinary life, and to be able to relish your 
being without the transport of some passion, or 
gratification of, some appetite. For want of th'is 
capacity, the world Is filled with whetters, tipplers, 
cutters, sippers, and all the numerous tram of 
those who, tor want of thinking, are forced to be 
ever exercising tlieir feeling, or tasting. It would 
be hard on this occasion to mention the harmless 
smokers of tobacco, and takers of snuff. 

The slower part, of mankind, whom my corre- 
spondent wonders should get estates, ard the more 
immediately formed for that pursuit. They can 
expect distant things without impatience, because 
they are not carried out of their way cither by 
violent passion, or keen appetite to any thing. To 
men addicted to delights, business is an interrnp- 
tion ; to such as are cold to delights, business is an 
entertainment. For which reason it was said to 
one who commended dull man for bis applica- 
tion, ‘ No thanks to him ; if he had no business, he 
would have nothing to do.’

If wc look abroad upon the great multitude of 
mankind, and cndcaiour to trace out the princi- 
ples of action in every individual, it w/tll, I think, 
seem highly probable tliat ambition runs through 
the whole species, and that every man in propor- 
tion to the vigour of his complexion is more or less 
actuated by iti It is indeed no uncommon thing to 
meet with men, who, by the natural bent of their 
inclinations, and without the discipline of philo- 
sophy, aspire not to the heights of power and gran- 
' dear; who never set their hearts upon a numerous 
train of clients and dependencies, nor other gay 
appendages of greatness; who are contented with 
a competency, and will not molest their tranquil- 
lity to gain an abundance. But it is not therefore 
to be concluded that such a man is not ambitious; 
his desires may have cut out another channel, and 
determined him to other pursuits ; tlie motive how- 
ever may be,still the same; and in these cases like- 
wise the man may be equally pushed on with the 
desire of distinction, 

Yhough the pure consciousness of worthy actions, 
abstracted from the views of popular applause, be 
to a generous mind an ample reward, yet the de- 
sire of distinction was doubtless implanted in our 
natures as an additional incentive to exert our- 
eelVes in virtuoUs excellence. 

This passion, indeed, like all others, is frequently 
perverted to evil and ignoble purposes ; so that we 
may arcoiint for many of the excellencies and fol- 
lies of. life upon the same innate principle, to wit, 
the desire of being remarkable ; for this, as it has 
been diflcrently cultivated by education, study, and 
converse, w ill bring forth suitable effects, as it falls 
in with an ingenuous disposition, ora Corrupt mind. 
It docs accordingly express itself in acts of mag- 
nanimity or selfish cunning, as it meets with a good 
or a Weak understanding. As it has been em- 
ployed in embellishing the mind, or adorning the 
outside, it renders the man eminently praisewor- 
thy or ridiculous. Ambition therefore is not to be 
confined only to one passion or pursuit; for as the 
same humours in constitutions otherwise different, 
affect the body aftgr difft^rent manners, so the same 
aspiring principle within us, sometimes breaks forth 
upon one object, sometimes upon another. 

It cannot be doubted, but that there is as great 
desire of glory in a ring of wrestlers or Cudgel- 
players, M in any other more refined competition 
for superiority. No man that could avoid it, would

ever suffer his head to be broken butoVtt of a prin- 
ciple of honour. This is the secret spring that 
pushes them forward ; and the superiority which 
they gain above the undistinguished many, does 
more than repair those wounds they have received^ 
in the combat. It is Mr, Waller’s opinion, that 
Julius Caesar, had he not been master of the Roj 
m‘an empire, would in all probabilify have made 
an excellent wrestler; 

‘ Gre.it Julius on the mountains bred/ 

A flock perhaps or lierd had led ; 

He that the world subdu’d had been 

But the best wrestler on the green.’ , 

That he subdued the world, was owing to the acci- 
dents of art and knowledge; had he not met with 
those advantages, the same sparks of emulation 
would have kindled within him, and prompted him to 
distinguish himself in some enterprise of a lower 
natiiip. Since therefore no man’s lot is so unalter- 
ably fixed in this life, but that a tliousafid a'cci-, 
dents may either forward or disappoint his advance-’ 
ment, it is, mcfhinks, a pleasant and inoffensive 
speculation^ to consider a great man as, divested 
of all the adventitious circumstances of fortune, 
and to bring him down in one’s imagination to that 
low station.of life, the nature of which bears some 
distant resemblance to that high one he is at pre- 
sent possessed of. Thus one may view him. exer- 
cising in miniature those talents of nature, whicli 
being drawn out by education to their full length, 
enable him for tlie discharge of some important 
employment. On the other hand, one may raisa 
uneducated merit to such a pitch of greatness as 
may seem equal to the possible .extent of his im- 
proved capacity. - • 

Tims nature furnishes a man with a general ap- 
petite of glory, education determines it to this or 
that particular object. The desire .of distinction is 
not, I think, in any Instance more observabje than 
in the variety of outsides and new appearances, 
which the inodish part of the world are obliged to 
provide, in order to make themselves remarkable ; 
for any thing glaring and particular, either in be-,'' 
haviour or apparel, is known to have this good ef- 
fect, that it catches the eye, and will not snft’er 
you to pass over the person* so adorned without 
due notice and observation. It has likewise, upon 
this account, been frequently resented as a very 
great slight, to leave any gentleman out of a lam- 
poon or satire, who has 'as mnch right to be fjierc 
as his neighbour, because it supposes the’^'erson 
not eminent enough to be taken notice of. To 
this passionate fondness for distinction are owing 
various frolicsome and irregular practices, as sal- 
lying out into nocturnal exploits, breaking of win- 
dows, singing of catches, heating the watch, get- i 
ting drunk twice a dajv killing a great number of 
horses; with many other enterprises of the like 
fiery nature: for certainly many a man is morci 
rakish and extravagant than he would willingly be, 
were there not others to 'look on, and give their 
approbation. 

One very common, and at the same time the 
most absurd ambition that ever showed itself in 
haman nature, is that which comes upon a man 
with experience and old age, the season' when it 
might be expected he should be wis«t; and there- 
fore it cannot receive any of those less^ing cir- 
cumstances which do, in some measure, excuse the . 
disorderly fenneDts 6f youthful blood : I mean the ^ 
passion for getting money, exclusive of the cha- 
racter of the provident father, the affectionate hus- 
band, or the generous friend. It may be remarked,

There nrc mnnj’ more sliininp qualities in the 
mind of man, but there i« none so u'cful ns discre- 
tion ; it is this indeed which pives n vnluc to nil (he 
rest, which sets them nt work in their proper times 
and plnccs, nnd (urns them to the ndvnninpe of the 
person who ic possessed of (hem. Without It, 
learning is pedantry, nnd wll impertinenee ; vir- 
ttic itself looks like wenkness} tlic best pnrts only 
qualify n man to be more sprightly in errors, nnd 
active to his own ])n’judicc. 

Nor does discretion only make n mnn the master 
of his own parts, but of other men’s. The discreet 
man finds out the talent of those he converses with, 
nnd knows how to apply them to proper uses. 
Accordingly, if we look into particular commu- 
nities nnd divisions of men, we may obtcr>-c, that 
it is the discreet mnn, not the witty, nor the learn- 
ed, nor the bm\e, v\ho guides tlic conversation, 
and giNCs mcnjurcs to the society. A man with 
great talents, but void of discretion, is like Poly- 
phemus in (he fable-, strong nnd blind, endued with 
an irresistible force, -nhich for want of sight is of 
no use to him. 

Though .a man has all other perfections, nnd 
wants discretion, he will he of no great conse- 
quence in the world; but if he has this single t.a- 
Icnt in perfection, and but a common share of 
others, he may do what he pleases in his particular 
station of life. ' 

At the same time (hat I think discretion (he 
most useful talent a man can be master of, I look 
upon cunning to be the accomplishment of little, 
mean, ungenerous minds. Discretion points out 
tlic noblest ends to us, and pursues the most proper 
and laudable methods of attaining them. Cunning 
has only jirivatc selfish aims. And sticks at nothing 
which may make them succeed. Discretion has 
large and extended views, and, like a well-formed 
eye, commands a whole horizon. Cunning is a 
kind of short-sightedness, that discovers the mi- 
nutest objects which arc near at hand, but is not 
able to discern things at a distance. Discretion, 
the more it is discovered, gives a greater autho- 
rity to the person who possesses it- Cunning, when 
it is once detected, loses its force, and makes a man 
incapable of bringing about even thoseevciits which 
he might have done, had he passed only for a plain 
man. Discretion is the perfection of reason, and 
a guide to us in all the duties of life: cunning is a 
.kind of instinct, that only looks out after our im- 
mediate interest and welfare. Discretion is only 
found in men of 'strong sense nnd good under- 
standings: cunning is often to be met with in brutes 
themselves, and in persons who arc but the fewest 
removes from them. In short, cunning is only the 
mimic of discretion, nnd 'may pass upon weak 
men, in the same manner as vivacity is often mis- 
taken for wit, and gravity for wisdom. 

The cast of mind which is natural to a discreet 
man, makes him look forward into futurity, and 
consider what will be his condition millions of ages 
hence, as well as what it is at present. He knows 
that the misery or happiness which arc reserved for 
him in another world, lose nothing of their reality 
by being placed at so great a distance from him. 
The objects do not appear little to him because 
they are remote. He considers that those pleasures 
and pains which lie hid ih eternity, approach 
n^rer to him every moment, and will be present 
with him in their full weight and measure, as mnch 
as those pains and pleasures which he feels' at this 
very instant. For this reason he is careful to se- 


cure to himself that which is the proper happiness 
of his nature, nnd the ultimate design of his being. 
He carries his thoughts to the end of every action, 
nnd considers the most distant as well as the most 
immctliatc cfi'ccts of it. He supersedes every little 
prospect of gain and advantage which olTcrs itself 
here, if he docs not find it consistent with his views 
of an hereafter. In a word, his hopes nrc full of 
immortality, his schemes arc large nnd glorious, 
and his conduct suitable to one who knows his true 
interest, nnd how to pursue it by proper methods. 

I have, in this essay upon discretion, considered 
it both ns nn nceomplishinent nnd ns a virtue, and 
have therefore described it in its full extent; not 
only ns it is conversant about worldly alTairs, but 
as It regards our whole existence; not only ns it is 
the guide of a mortal creature, but as it is in gc- 
ncrnl (he director of a reasonable being. It is in 
this light that discretion is represented by (he wise 
mnn, who sometimes mentions it under the name of 
discretion, nnd sometimes under tliat of wisdom. 
It is indeed (ns described in the latter part of tliii 
paper) the greatest wisdom^ but nt the same time 
in the power of every one to attain. Its ndvnn- 
(.ages arc infinite, but its acquisition easy; or to 
speak of her in the words of the apocryphal writer 
w'hom 1 quoted in m 3 ' last Saturday’s paper*, 
* Wisdom is glorious, nnd never fadeth aw-ay, 3 'ct 
she is cn 5 il 3 'sccn of them that love her, and found 
of Buell as seek her. She preventeth them that de- 
sire her, in making herself first known unto them. 
He (hntscckcth her carl 3 -, shall hare no great tra- 
vel: for he shall find her sitting at his doors. To 
think therefore upon her is the perfection of wis- 
dom, and whoso wnteheth for her shall quickly be 
without care. For she gocth about seeking such 
ns arc worthy of her, showcih herself favourably 
unto them in the ways, and mecteth them in every 
thought.’

"Who is the better man for be- 
holding the most beautiful Venus, the best wrought 
Bacchanal, the .images of sleeping Cupids, languish- 
ing nymphs, or any of the representations of gods, ’ 
goddesses,demi-gods, satyrs, Polyphemes, sphynxes, 
or fawns? But, if the virtues and vices, which are 
sometimes pretended to be represented under such 
draughts, were given us by the painter in the cha-

the same clTcct. I cannot hcliave, ns nil the inter- 
preters do, that the shcphcrtl means nothing further 
here than that he would drown himself, since be 
represents the issue of his Ic.ap as doubtful, by add- 
ing, that if luf sliould cfcape with life, he knows 
hi;, mibtress would be pleased with it; which is 
according. to our intcrjirctation, tliat she would 
iwjoice anj way to get rid of a lo\cr who was so 
troiililesomc to her. 

After this short jircfacc, ! sh.-dl present my reader 
willi some letters which 1 have rccoUcd npun this 
iiibjcct.

I could pro- 
duce a quotation out of a very venerable author, 
in which the frenzy produced by love, is compared 
to that which is produced by the biting of a mad 
dog. But as this comparison is a little too co^c 
for your paper, and might look as if it were cited 
to ridicule the author who has made use of it; 1 shall 
only hint at it, and desire you to consider whe- 
-ther, if.thc frenzy produced by these two different 
causes be of the same nature, it may not very pro- 
perly be cured by the same means.

Ridicule, perhaps, is a better expedient against 
love than sober advice ; and I am of opinion, that 
Iludibms and Don Quixote may he as cffccuial to 
cure the extravagancies of this passion, as any of 
the old philosophers. I shall therefore publish very 
speedily the translation of 'a little Greek manu- 
script, which is sent me by a learned friend.' It 
appears to have been a piece of those records 
which were kept in the temple of Apollo, that 
stood upon the promontory of Leucatc.

but discovers such an exquisite' workmanship in 
what remains of it, that Miclmcl Angelo declared 
he had learned his whole art from it. Indeed he 
studied it so attentively, that he made most of his 
statues, and even his pictures, in tliat gusto, to 
make use of the Italian phrase ; for which reason 
this maimed statue is still called Michael Angelo’s 
school. 

A fragment of Sappho, which I design for the 
subject of this paper, is in as great repntafion 
among the poets and .critics, as the mutilated 
figure above mentioned is among the statuaries and 
winters. Several of our countrymen, and Mr. 
Dryden in particular, seem very often to have co- 
pied after it in their dramatic writings, and in 
their poems upon love. 

. "Whatever might have been’-the occasion of this 
ode, the English reader will enter into the bean- 
ties of it, if he supposes it to have been written in 


the person rtf a lover sitting by his mistress. I shall 
set to view three dificrent copies of this beautiful 
original ; the first is a translation by Catullus, the 
second by Monsieur Boilcau, and the last by a 
gentleman whose translation of the Hjann to Venus 
has been so deservedly admired *.

My learned render will know very well tlic rea- 
son why one of these verses is jirintcd in Roman 
letters + ; and if be compares this translation with 
the oripiiial, will find that the three first stanzas 
nrc rendered almost word for word, and not only 
with the same cbgance, but with the same short 
(urn of c.vpre.'slon whicli is so remarkable in the 
Greek, and so peculiar to the Sapphie ode. I can- 
not imagine for wimt reason Madam Dacier has 
(old ns, tliat this ode of Sappho is preserved en- 
tire in Longinus, since it is mnnifc.st to any oiic 
who looks into timt author's quotation of it, tliat 
there must at least Imve been another st.-inza, which 
is not (miisinittcd to us. 

The second translation of this fragment which I 
shall here cite, is that of Monsieur Boileau.

The reader will see that this is rather nn imita^ 
tion than a transl.ation. .The circumstances do not' 
lie so tliicfc together, and follow one another willF 
that vehemence and emotion as in the original. 
In short. Monsieur Boilcau lias given, us all the- 
poetry, but not all the passion of this famous frag-- 
mcnt. I shall, in the last place, present my reader 
with the English translation.

One that had any tnic rolnh of line 
writinp;, mipiit, nifh great pleasure both to liimself 
and them, ran over together \\ ith them the he^t 
Roman historians poets orator-, and point 
out their inore remarkable beauties; gitethemn 
short scheme of chronology, a little \ie\v of geo- 
graphy, medals, a'lronomy, or what else might best 
feed the btry iu(inisiti\e humour so uatinal to that 
sigc. Siicli of them .as had the least spark of ge- 
niU'-, s\hcn it \\ns once awakened by the shining 
thoughts and great sentiments of tho'-e admired 
writers', enidd not, 1 believe, be easily withlield 
from attempting that more dillictdt sister-langtiagc, 
•whose e\nlted beauties they would have heard so 
often celebrated ns the pride and wonder of the 
•It hole learned world. In the meanwhile, it would 
be requi-itc to- exercise their sttlc in writing any 
light pieces that .ask more of f.incy than of judg- 
ment; and that frequently In their native lan- 
guage, which every one methinks should be most 
concerned to cultivate, especially letters, in which 
a gentleman must ha\e so frequent occasions to dis- 
tinguish himself. A set of genteel good-natured 
ybutlis fallen into such a manner of life, would 
form almost a little nendemy, and doubtless jirovc 
no such contemptible companions, ns might not 
often tempt a wiser man to mingle himself in their 
diversions, and draw them into such serious sports 
as might prove nothing less instructing than the 
gravest lessons. I doubt not but it might be made 
some of their favourite plays, to contend which of 
them should recite a beautiful part of a poem or 
oration most gracefully, hr sometimes to join in 
acting a scene of Terence, Sophocles, or our own 
Shakspcarc. The cau^c of Milo might again be 
pleaded before more favourable judges, Ctesar a 
second time be taught to tremble, and another race 
of Athenians be afresh enraged at the ambition of 
another Philip. Amidst these noble amusements, 
we could hope to sec the early dawnings of their 
imagination daily brighten into sense, their inno- 
cence improve into virtue, and tlicir unexperienced 
^ood-nature directed to a generous love of their 
country.

‘ You, who nrc no stranger to public assemblies, 
cannot but have observed the awe they often strike 
on .such as arc obliged •to exert any talent before 
them. This is a sort of elegant distress, to which 
ingenuous minds are the most liable, and may 
therefore deserve some remarks in your paper.

Many a hravc fellow, who lias ,pnt his enemy io - 
flight in tlic field, has been in the utmost disorder 
H|ion making a speech before a body of his friends 
at Jiomc. One would think there was some kind 
of fascination in (lie eyes of a large cifclc of peo- 
ple, when darting all together njmii one person. 

I have seen a new actor in a tragedy so liound ap 
liy it as to be sctircc able to Speak or move, and" 
have expected he would have died above three 
acts before the dagger or cap of poison were brought 
in. It vvonld not he amiss, if such an one were at 
first introduced as a ghost, or a statue, till lie re* 
coveted his spiriL*-, and grew fit for some living 
part. 

‘ As tliis sadden desertion of one's self shows a 
difildcnce, whieh is not displeasing, it implies at 
the siiine time tlie greatest respect to an audience 
that can be. It is .a sort of mute eloquence, wliieli 
pleiids fortlieir favour much better than words could 
<io ; and we find their generosity naturally moved 
to support those wlio an* in .so much perplexity to 
entertain them. I was extremely pleased with a 
late instance of this kind nt the -opera of Alnin- 
liidc, in the enconmgement given to a 3 onngsiiiger, 
whose more than ordiimrj' concern on her first ap- 
pearance, rccomiiicndcd her no less than hcrnrrcc- 
ablc voice and just pcrfonnnnce. Merc bashfnl- 
ncs, withnnt merit is awkward ; and merit without 
modesty insolent. But tiiodesf merit has a double 
claim to acceptance, and generally meets with ns 
many patrons as bchbldcrs.

,1( is impossible (hat a person should exert him- 
self to advantage in an assembly, wlicthcr it be his 
part citlier to sing or speak, who lies under too 
great oppressions of modesty. I rcmcmlier, upon 
talking with a friend of mine concerning the force 
of jironuncintioii, our discourse led us into the enu- 
merntion of the several organs of speech which an 
orator ought to have in perfection, as the tongue, 
the teeth, the lips, the nose, (he palate, and tlic 
wind-pipe. ‘ Ujinn which,’ says my friend, ‘ you 
Imvc omitted the most mntcrial organ of them all, 
and that is (he forehead.’ 

But notwithstanding an excess of modesty ob- 
Elnicts the tongue, and renders it unfit for its of- 
fices, a due proportion of it is thought so requisite 
to an or.ator, (hat rhetoricians have recommended 
it to (heir disciples ns a particular in that art. Ci- 
cero tells us, that he never liked an orator, who did 
not appear in some little confusion at tlic begin- 
ning of Ids speech, and confesses that he liimself 
never entered upon an oration without trembling 
and concern. It is indeed a kind of deference 
whicli is due to a great assembly, and seldom fails 
to raise a benevolence in the audience tow'ards the 
person who speaks. My correspondent has taken 
aolice that tlie bravest men often appear timorous 
on tliese occasions, as indeed we may observe, that 
there is generally no creature more impudent than 
a coward ;

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for their wool, corn, and cattle ? Such cu'^tomers, 
and such a consumption, cannot choose hut ad- 
^•ancc tile landed interest, and Iiold up the rents of 
the gentlemen. 

‘ But of all men living, we merchants who live 
by buyingand selling, ought never to enrourage beg- 
gars. The goods whicli we export arc indeed the 
product of the lands, but much the greatest part of 
their value is thelalmurof the people: but how 
much of these people's labour shall we cxjiort 
whilst we hire them to sit still? The ver^-nlms they 
receive from us, are the wages of idleness. 1 have 
often thought that no man should be permitted to 
take relief from the parish, or to ask it in the 
street, till he ha.-> fir-t purchased as much ns pos- 
sible of his own livelihood by the labour of his own 
hands; and then the public ought only to be tated 
to make good the defirieney. If this rule was 
strictly obterxed, we should sec every where such 
a multitude of new labourer'-, ns oould, in all pro- 
b.ability, reduce the prices of all our manufactures. 
It is the very life of merchandise to bnj cheap and 
sell dear.. TIic merchant ought to make his out- 
set ns cheap as possible, that he maj' find the 
greater profit tipon bis returns; and nothing will 
enable him to do this like the reduction of the 
price of labour upon all our manufactures.’ This 
too xvould he the ready way to increase the num- 
ber of our foreign markets. The abatement of the 
price of the manufacture u ould pay for the carri.agc 
of it to more distant countries; and this consequence 
would be cqu illy beneficial both to the landed 
and trading interests. As so great an addition of 
labouring hands would produce this happy conse- 
quenee both to the mcrclmnt and the gentleman, 
our liberality to common beggnrs, and every otlier 
obstniction to the increase of labourers, mu.-t be 
equally pernicious to both.’ 

Sir Andrew then went on to nflirm, that the rc- 
• duction of the prices of our manufactures, by the 
addition of so many new hands, would be no in- 
convenience to any man; but observing 1 was 
something startled at the assertion, he made a 
short pause, and then resumed the discourse. ‘ It 
may seem,' says he, ‘ a jiaradux, that the price of 
labour should be reduced without an abatement of 
wages, or that wages can be abated without any 
inconvenience to the labourer, and yet nothing is 
more certain than that both these things may hap- 
pen. The wages of the labourers makc.tlie greatest 
part of the price of every thing that is useful ; and 
if in proportion with the wages the prices of all’ 
other things should be abated, every labourer with 
less wages would still be able to purchase as many 
necessaries of life; where then would be the incon- 
venience? But the price of labourrmay be reduced 
by the addition of more hands to a manufacture, 
and yet the wages of persons remain as high as 
ever. The admirable Sir 'William Petty has given 
examples of this in some of his writings ; one of 
them, -as t remember, is that of a watch, which I 
shall endeavour to explain so as shall suit my pre- 
sent purpose. -It is certain, that a single watch 
could not be made so cheap in proportion by one 
only man, as a hundred watches by a hundred ; for 
as there is vast variety in the work, no one person 
, could equally suit himself to all the parts of if; the 
manufacture would be tedious, and at last but 
clumsily performed. But if a hundred watches 
were to be made by a hundred men, the cases may 
be assigned to one, the dials to another, the wheels 
to another,- the springs to another, and every other 
part to a proper artist. .As there would be no 
need of perplexing any one person with too much, 


variety, every one would be able to perform his 
single part with greater skill and expedition ; and 
the hundred watches would be finished in one-fourth 
pari of the lime of the first one, and every one of 
thent at one-fourth part of the cost, though the 
wages of every man wore equal. The reduction of 
the jiricc of the manufacture would incrense the 
demand of it, all the sniiic hands would be still 
employed, and ns well paid. The same rule ttill 
hold in the clothing, the shipping, and all other 
trades whatsoever. And thus an addition of hands 
to our manufactures w ill only reduce the price of 
them; the labourer w ill still have as much wages, 
aial w ill consequently be enabled to ])urchasc more 
convcnieiicics of life; so that every interest in the 
nation would receive a benefit from the increase of 
our working peojile. 

‘ Bcsiiles, I sec ilo occasion for this charity to 
euiiiinon beggar*, since every beggar is an inhabi- 
taiil of a parish, and every parish is taxed to llie 
nmintenance of their own poor. For my own 
part, 1 cannot be mightily pleased with the laws 
witich have done this, which liave provided belter 
to feed than employ the poor. W'c have a tradi- 
tion from our forefathers, that after the first of 
those l.iws was made, they were insulted with that 
famous song : 

“ Hang sorrow, and cast nwny care, 

The parish is bound lo find uj,” &c. 

And if we will be so good-nntnrcd ns to maintain 
flicm without work, they can do no less in rdturn 
timii sing ns * The Merry Beggars.’ 

‘ What then? Am 1 against nil acts of charity? 
told forbid 1 I know of no virtue in the gospel 
lliiil is in more pathetic expressions recommended 
to our practice. “ 1 was Inmgry and yc gave me 
no meat, thirsty and yc gtivc me no drink, naked 
and yc clotlicd me not, a stranger and yc took me 
not in, sick and in prison and yc visited me not.”. 
Our lilcsscd Saviour treats tliecxcrcisd and neglect 
of clmritytowardsapoor man, ns the performaned 
or breach of this duly towards Iiimself. I sliall 
endeavour to obey the will of ray lord and master: 
and therefore, if an industrious man shall submit 
to the hardest labour and coarsest fare, rather than 
endure the sliamc of taking relief from the parish, 
or asking it in the street, this is tlic hungry, the 
thirsty, the naked ; and I ought to believe, if any' 
man is come hither for shelter against persecution 
or oppression, this is the stranger, and I ought to 
take him in. If any countryman of our own is 
fallen into tlic bands of infidels, and lives in a state 
of miserable captivity, tliis is the maq'in prison, 
and 1 should contribute to bis ransom. I ought to 
give to an hospital of invalids, to recover as many 
useful subjects as I can ; but 1 shall bestow none of 
my bounties upon an alms-house of idle people; 
and for the same reason I shall not think it a re- 
pf-onch to me if I had withheld ,my ebafity froth 
those common beggars. But vve prescribe better 
rules than we tire able to practise; we are ashamed 
not to give into the mistaken manners of our 
country: but at the same time, 1 cannot but think 
it a reproach worse than that of common sweating, 
that the idle and tlic abandoned ore suffered, in the 
name of heaven and all that is sacred, to extort 
from Christian and tender minds a supply to a pro- 
• fligate way of life, that is always to be supported, 
but pever relieved.’

clokc ; but take notice, I do not do it ns allowing 
your description ; for it might as well be called 
yellow as blue; for colour is notliing but the vari- 
ous infractions of llic rays of the sun.” Miss Molly- 
told me one day, that to say snow was while, is 
allowing a vulgar error ; for ns it contains a great 
quantity of nitrous pnrliclcs, it might more rea- 
sonably be supposed to be black. In short, the 
young hussies would persuade me, that to believe 
one’s eyes is a sure way to be deceived ; and Im\c 
often advised me, by no means to trust nny thing 
so fallible as my senses. 'What I have to beg of 
you now is, to turn one speculation to the due re-

■you sec, ray son Itarcus, the very- shape and countenance, 
ns it were, of virtue: which, if it could be made the 
object of sight, would (as Plato says) c-vcite in us a won- 
derful love of wisdom. 

I DO not remember to liavc read any discourse writ- 
-ten expressly upon the beauty and loveliness of 
virtue, w'ithout considering it as a duty, and as 
the means of making us happy both now and here- 
after. I design therefore this speculation as an 
essay upon that subject, in which I shall consider 
virtue no -further than as it is in itself of an ami- 
able nature, after having premised, that I under- 
stand by the word virtue such a general notion as 
is affixed to it by the writers of morality, and 
which by devout men generally goes under the 
name of Religion, and Ly men of the world under 
the name of Honour. 

Hypocrisy itself does great honour, or rather 
justice to religion, and tacitly acknowledges it to 
be an ornament to human -nature. The hypocrite 
would not be at so much pains to put on the ap- 
pearance of virtue, ifjhe did not know it was the 
most proper and effectual means to gain the lovfc 
and esteem of mankind. i 

yfp learn from Hicrocles, it was a common say- 
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ing among the heathens, that the wise man hates 
nobody, bqt only loves the virtuous. 

Tally has a very beautiful gradation of thoughts 
to show how amiable virtue is. ‘ IVe love a vir- 
1110115 man,’ says he, ‘ who lives in the remotest 
parts of the earth, thougli we arc altogether out of 
the reach of his virtue, and can receive from it no 
iiinniicr of benefit.’ Nay, one who died several 
ages ago, raises a secret fondness and benevolence 
for him in our minds, when we read his story. 
Nay, wh.at is still more, one who has been the 
enemy of our country, provided his wars were re- 
gulated by justice anil humanity, as in the instance 
of I’yrrhus, whom 'I’lilly mentions on this occasion 
in oi)i»03ilion to Hannibal. Sucli is the. natural 
beauty and loveliness of virtue. 

Stoicism, whicli was the |)cdanfry of v-Jrtue 
ascribes all good qualifications of what kind so* 
ever to the virtuous man. Accordingly Cato, in 
the character Tolly has left of him, carried mat- 
ters so far, that he w ould not allow any one but 
a virtuous man to be handsome. This indeed looks 
more like a philoiopliical runt than the real opinion 
of a wise man; yet this was what Cato very seri- 
ously maintained. In short, the Stoics thought they 
could not sufficiently represent the excellence of 
virtue, if they did not comprehend in the notion 
of it all possible perfections; and therefore did 
not only sujiposc, that it w.as transccndcntly bt^au- 
tiful ill itself, but that it made the very body ami- 
.able, and banished every kind of deformity from 
the person in whom it resided. 

It is a common observation, that the most aban- 
doned to all sense of .goodness, are apt to wish 
those who are related to them of a different cha- 
racter: and it is very observable, tliat none are 
more stnick with the charms of virtue in the fair 
sex, than those who by their very admiration of it 
are carried to a desire of ruining it. 

A virtuous mind in a fair body is indeed a fine 
picture in a good liglit, and therefore it is no 
wonder that it makes tlic beautiful sex all over 
charms. 

As virtue in general is of an.amiabic and lovely 
nature, there arc some particular kinds of it whicli 
arc more so than others, and these are such as dis- 
pose us to do good to mankind. Temperance-and 
abstinence, faith and devotion, are in themselves 
perhaps as laudable as any other virtues; but those 
which make a man popular and beloved, are jus- 
tice, charity, munificence, in short, all the good 
qualities that render us beneficial to each other. 
For which reason even an extravagant man, who 
has notliing else to recommend him but a false ge- 
nerosity, is often more beloved and esteemed than 
a person of a much more’ finished cliaracter, who 
is defective in this particular. . , 

The two great ornaments of virtue, which show, 
her in the most advantageous views, and make her 
altogether lovely, are cheerfulness and good-na- 
ture. These generally go together, as a man can- 
not be agrcixiblc to others who is not easy within 
himself. They are both very requisite in a virtu- 
ous mind, to keep out melancholy from the many 
serious thoughts it is engaged in, and to hinder its 
natural hatred of vice from souring into severity 
and censoriousness. , ' 

If virtue is of this amiable nature, what can we 
think of those who can look upon it with an eye 
of hatred and ill-will, or can suffer their aversion 
for a party to blot out all the merit of the person 
who is engaged in it? A man must be cessively 
stupid, ns well as ^ 'that

clinations of their nurses, ns anger, malice, fear, 
melancholy, sadness, desire, and aversion. This 
Diodoni 5 ,Vib. 2. witnesses, when he speaks, saying, 
that Nero the emperor's nurse hnd been very mucli 
addicted to drinking; whicli habit Nero received 
from his nurse, and' was so ver_N particular in this, 
that the people took so much notice of it, 'as in- 
stead of Tiberius Nero, they eallc'd him Biberius 
Mcro. The same Diodorus abo relates of Cali- 
gula, predecessor to Nero, that his nurse used to 
moisten the nipples of lier breast frequently with 
blood, to make Caligula take the better hold of 
them; whicli, says Diodorus, was the cause that 
made him so blood-tliirsty and cruel all his life- 
time after, that he not only committed frequent 
munlcr by his own hand, but likewise wished lliat 
all humankind wore but one neck, that he might 
hascfhe pleasure to cut it olf. Such like dege- 
neracies a-tonish the parents, who, not kbowlng 
after whom the child can take, see one to incline 
to ste.aling, another to drinking, cruelty, stupidity ; 
yet all tlie.-iC arc not minded. Nay, it is easy to 
demonstrate, that a child, although it be born from 
the best of parents, may be corrupted by an ill- 
tempered nurse. Ilow many children do we sec 
daily brought into fits, consumptions, rickets, &c. 
merely by sucking their nurses when in a passion 
or fury? But indectl almost any disorder of the 
nurse is a disorder to the child, and few nurses can 
be found in this town but what labour under some 
distemper or other. The first question that is ge- 
nerally asked a young woman that wants to be a 
nurse, why she should be a nurse to other people’s 
children, is answered, by her having an ill hus- 
band, and that she must make shift to live. ? 
think now this very answer is enough to give any 
body a shock if dtdy considered; for an ill hus- 
band may, or ten to one if he docs not, bring 
home to his wife an ill distemper, or at least vex- 
ation and disturbance. Besides, as she takes the 
child out qf mere necessity, her food will be ac- 
cordingly, or else very coarse at best; whence jiro- 
cceds an ill-concocted and coarse food for the child; 
for as the blood, so is the milk ; and hence I am 
very well assured proceeds the scurvy, the evil, 
and many other distempers. I beg of you for the 
sake of the many poor infants that may and will 
be saved by weighing this ease seriously, to exhort 
the people with the utmost vehemence, to let (he 
children suck their own mothers, both for the 
benefit of mother and child. For the general 
argument, that a mother is weakened by giving 
suck to her children, is vain and simple. I will 
maintain, tliat the mother grows stronger by if, 
and w’ill have her health better than she would 
have otherwise. She will find it the greatest cure 
and preservative for the vapours and future mis- 
carriages, much beyond any other remedy whatso- 
ever. Her children will be like giants, whereas 
otherwise they arc but living shadows, and like 
unripe fruit; and certainly if a woman 'is strong 
enough to bring forth a child, she Js beyond all 
doubt strong enough to nurse it afterwards; It 
^ grieves me to observe and consider how many poor 
children arc. daily ruined by careless nurses; and 
yet how tender ought they to be of a poor infant, 
since the least hurt or blow, especially upon the 
hMd, may make it senseless,' stupid,' or otherwise 
miserable for 'ever I 

‘ But) I cannot well leave this snbject as yet; 
for it seems to me very unnatnral, that a woman 
that has fed a child as part of herself for nine 
months, should have no desire to nurse it further. 


•when brought to light and before her eyes, and 
when by its cry it implores her assistance and the 
olTice of a mother. Do not the very cruellest of 
brutes tend their young ones with ail the care and 
delight imaginable? For how can she be (mllcd a 
mother that will not nurse her young ones *? The 
earth is called (he mother of .all things, not because 
she producc.s, but because she maintains and nurses 
what she j)roducc«. The generation of the infant 
is the effect of desire, but tile care of it argues 
virtue and choice. 1 am not ignorant but that 
there arc some cases of necessity, where a mother 
cannot give suck, and then out of (wo evils the 
least must be chosen ; but there arc so very few, 
that 1 am sure in a thousand there is hardly one 
real instance; for if a woman docs but know that 
her husband can spare about three or si.v shillings 
a week extraordinary, (although this is but scldmn 
considered) she cert.ainly, with the .'issistance of 
her gossips, v\ill toon persuade the good man to 
send the child to nurse, and easily impose upon 
him by pretending indisposition. This cruelty it 
supported by fashion, and nature gives place to 
custom.

IV'e arc told by some ancient authors, that Socrates ‘ 
w.as instructed in eloquence by a woman, whose 
n.amc, if I am not mistaken, was Aspasia. I have 
indeed very often looked upon that art as the 
most proper for tlic female sex’, and I think t|ie ( 
universities would do well to consider whether 
they sliould not fill the rhetoric cliairs with shc- 
professors. 

It has been said in the praise of some men, that - 
they could tall: whole hours together upon any 
tiling ; but it must be owned to the honour of the • 
other sex, that there arc many among them ■u'ho , 
can talk whole hours together upon nothing. I, 
have known a woman branch out into a long c,x- 
tempore dissertation upon the edging of a petticoat, 
and chide her servant for breaking a china cup, in 
all the figures of rhetoric. 

Were women admitted to plead in courts of 
judicature, I am persuaded they would carry the 
eloquence of the bar to greater heights than it has 
yet arrived at. If any one doubts ibis, let him but 
be present at those debates which frequently arise 
among the ladies of the British fishery. 

The first kind therefore of female orators which 
I shall take notice of, are those who are employed 
in stirring up the passions; a part of rhetoric in 
which Socrates’s wife had perhaps made a greater 
proficiency than his above-mentioned teacher. , 

The second kind of female orators are those who 
deal in invectives, and yvho are commonly known

'Our news sliould indeed he pub- 
lished in a ver^ qfuick time, bcrausc it is a com- 
modity tlint will not keep cold. ■ It should not, 
however, be cried with the same precipitation as 
fire. Yet this is generally the case. A bloody 
battle alarms the town from one end to an- 
other in an instant. Every motion pf the French 
is published in so great a hurry, that one would 
tliink the enemy 'u ere at onr gates.' This likewise 
I would take upon me to regulate in such a manner, 
that there should be some distinction made between 
tile spreading of a victory, a march, or an encamp- 
ment, a Dutch, .a Portugal, or a Spanish mail. 
Nor’must I omit under this head those excessive 
alarms tvith which several boisterous rustics infest 
our streets in turnip-season j and which arc more 
inexcusable, bcc.ausc these arc wares which. arc in 
no danger of cooling upon their hands. 

‘ There are others who alTcct a very slow time, 
and are in 103’ opinion much more tuneable than 
tJie former. The cooper In particular swells his 
last note in an hollow voice. Hint is not without its 
harmony ; nor can I forbear being inspired with a 
most agreeable melancholy, when 1 hear that sad 
and solemn air with which the public arc vcrjl often 
asked, if they have any chairs to mend? Your 
-own memory may suggest to you many other La- 
mentable ditties of the same nature, in which the 
music is wonderfully languishing and melodious. 

‘ I am alwaj’s pleased with that particular time 
of the year which is projicr for tlie pickling of 
dill and cucumbers; but, alas! this cry, like the 
song of the nightingale, is not heard above, two 
months. • It would therefore be worth while to 
consider, whether the same air might not in some 
cases be adapted to other words. 

‘ It might likewise deserve our most serious con- 
sideration, how far, in a well regulated city, those 
humorists arc to be tolerated, who, not contented 
with the traditional cries of tlieir forefathers, have 
invented particular songs and tunes of their own : 
Biich as was, not many years since, the pastrj-inan. 


commonly known by the name of thd Colly-Molly- 
Piifl’* ; and such as is at this day the vender of 
powder and wash-balls, wlio, if I am rightly in-i 
formed, goes under the name of Powder-Watt. 

‘ I must not here omit one particular absurdity 
which runs through tliis whole vociferous genera- 
tion, and which renders their cries very often not 
only Incommodious, but altogether useless to the 
public, I mean, that idle accomplishment which 
thcj' .all of them aim at, of crying so ns not to be 
understood. Whether or no they have learned this 
from several of our affected singers, I will not 
fake upon me to say ; but most certain it is, that 
peojilc know tlie wares they deal in rather by their 
tunes than by their, words; insomuch that I have 
sometimes seen a country boy run out to'buy apples 
of .a bcllows-mendcr, and ginger-bread from a 
grinder of knives and.scissars. Nay, so strangely 
infufiiatcd arc some very eminent artists of this 
particular grace in a cry, that none but their .ac- 
quaintance arc able to guess at their profession;' 
for who else can know, that “ work if I had it,” 
should be the signification of a com-cuttcr?- 

‘ Forasmuch, therefore, as persons of this .rank 
arc seldom men of genius or capacity, I think it 
would be very jiropcr that some man of good sense 
and sound judgment should preside over these pub- 
lic cries, who should permit none to lift up their 
voices in our streets, tliat have not tunable throats, 
and arc not only able to overcome the noise of the , 
crowd, and the rattling of coaches, but also to 
vend their respective merchandises in apt phrases, 
and in the most distinct and agreeable sounds. . I. 
do therefore humbly recommend inj'Self as a per- 
son rightly qualified for this post; and if I meet 
with fitting encouragement, shall communicate 
some other projects which I have by me, that may 
no less conduce to the emolument of the bublic.

Certain 
if is, fh:tl the whole sirength of the mind is fome- 
fime- seated there; that a kind look imparts nil 
that n jear's discourse rould give jou, in one mo- 
ment. 7Vhal n)nfier-il vvhnt slie says to JOU ? “Sec 
how she looks,” is the language of all who know 
what love is. When the mind is thus summed up 
.•md expre.s-'cil in a glance, did yon never observe 
.a Midden joy arise in the rouatenance of a lover? 
Di<I JOU never see the attendance of years paid, 
overpaid in an instant? You a Spectator, nfid not 
knovv that the infdligcncc of nflection is carried on 
hj the eye only; that good-hrccding has made the 
tongue falsify the heart, and act a part of conti- 
nual rna«lraint, while nature has jircserved the 
ejes to herself, that she mav not he disguised, or 
misreprc-culcd. The jionr hnde can give her haJid, 
and say, “ I do,” with ;i languishing air, to the 
man she is obliged by cruel parents to -take for 
merrenarj- reasons, hut at fJie same time she cannot 
look ns if she loved ; her eye is fidl of sorrow, and 
rcliiciancc sits in n tcsir, vvliilc the oflcring of a 
sacrifice is jierformcd in what we cnll the marriage 
ccronony. Do you never go to pl.aya? Cannot-you 
distinguish bctvvren the eyes of those who go to 
sec, from those who come to he seen ? I am a wo- 
man turned of thirty, and am on the observation a 
little; therefore if you, or your correspondent, had 
consulted me in your discourse on the eye, I could 
hnvc told you that the eye of Leonora is silly 
vv.'itchful while it looks negligent; she looks round 
her without the help of the glns-scs you speak of*, 
and yet seems to be employed on objects directly 
before her. Tliis eye is what nOccts chance-med- 
ley, and on a sudden, as if it attended to another 
thing, turns all its channs against an oglcr. The 
ejeof Lusitania is'.an instrument of preraedifnfed 
murder; but the design being visible, destroys tlic 
execution of it; nnd witli much more beauty than 
that of Leonora, it is not half so mischievous. There 
is a brave soldier's d.aughtcr in town, that by her 
eye has been the dcatli of more than ever her 
father made fly before him. A beautiful eye makes 
silence eloquent, a kind cj’c makes contradiction 
an assent, .an enraged eye makes beauty deformed. 
This little member gives life to every other part 
about us, and T believe the story of Argus implies 
no more, than thut the eye is in every p.art ; that 
is to say, every other part would be mutilafcdj 
were not its force rcprcsciitcd more by the eye, 
than even by itself. But this is heathen Greek 
to those who have not conversed by glances. This,

flnrinm vixiisr.' Many indeed lia\c pi\en user 
tlieir pursuits after fame, hut lliat has proreeded 
cither from the disappointments tliey hnseinel in 
it, or from their experience of llie little jdeji'ure 
avliich attends it, or fruin the hrtter Infonnatlon'. 
or natural coldness of old ape ; Imt seldom from a 
full satisfaction and ne(]uir>cenre in their present 
cnJo_\menls of it. 

Nor i< fame only unsatlsfslnr in itself, hut the 
desire of it la_\f us’ open to many nccideutnl troii- 
hles, svhirh those nre free from who /inve no such 
n tender repard for it. llotv often is the nmhitioiis 
man cast down .and disapjioiiited, if he receives no 
raise wlicre he cxjiected it? Na_s, how often is 
e mortified witli tlie very praises lie receives, if 
they do not ri'c *o liiph ns he tliiiiks fhcyoiipht; 
which they seldom do, unless increased tiy fl.attery, 
rlnce few men liavc r<» pond an opinion of us as we 
have of onn-clvcs? Hut if tlie amliitious mao ran 
lie 50 murli pries cd even sritli prai<c il‘clf, how 
will lie lie nhlc to Itcar up under 'candal nnd de. 
famation? for the same temper of mind sshirh 
makes him desire fame, makes liim linte reproacli. 
If he can lie transported witli tlie extmordinnry 
jimises of men, he svtll lie n« nnirli dejected by 
their eensurcs. How little therefore is theliappi- 
ness of an ambitious man, who pives every one .a 
dominion over it, svlio ilius Fiilijects liinisrlf to the 
good or ill spccclies of otliciv, tind puts it in the 
posver of every malicious tonpie to tlimsv him into 
n fit of melancholy, nnd destroy his natural nal 
nnd repose of mind ? csjiccially svlien sve consider 
tliat the world is more npt to censure (linn applaud, 
and himself fuller of iinperfectiuiis than \irmc'. 

“Wc may furtlier observe, that siicb a man will 
be more grieved for llic loi» of fame, tlinn lie could 
bavc been pleased witii llie cryoyment of it. For 
though tlic presence of (his imaginary pood cannot 
make us happy, tlic absence of it may make us 
miscralile: Iiccausc in tlic cii joymcnl of an object 
.wc only find tliat share of jiic-asurc wliich it' is ca- 
pable of giving us; bnt in tlic loss of it u'c do not 
proportion our grief to the real v.aluc it bears, 
bm to the value our fancies nnd imaginations set 
upon it. ' 

So inconsiderable is tlic satisfaction (Imt fame 
brings along with it, and so great the disquietudes 
to which it makes ns liable. The desire of it stirs 
up very uneasy motions in the mind, nnd' is mtlicr 
inflamed th.in satisfied by the presence of the thing 
desired. The enjoment of it brings but very little 
pleasure, though the loss or want of it be very sen- 
sible and nfllicting ; and even this little happiness' 
is so very precarious, that it wholly depends upon 
the will of others. IVe arc -not only tortured by 
the reproaches which arc offered us, but arc dis- 
appointed by Uie silence of men when it is unex- 
pected, and humbled even by their prais&s.

That I iniglil not In^e mvclf upon n subject of so 
great extent a* that of fame, I have treated it in 
a pnrtiridar order and metliml. 1 have first of nil 
roiiMileml tlie rra-ions siliy Providence may have 
implanted in our minds sucli a principle of action*. 

I liave ill the ticxl jilace sliown from mnny consi- 
derations, first, lliat fame is a tiling difficult to be 
obtained, nnd easily lost; sreoiidly, (lint it lirings 
(he nmldtious man very little liapplncsi, but sub- 
jects liim to inucli unensltirss and dissatisfaction +, 

1 shnil in tlic l.ast plarc show, that it hinders us 
fniin oliiainltig nil end whlcli wc Imvc nbilities to 
acquire, and wliicli is aceompnnied svitli fullness • 
of satisfaction, 1 need not tell my reader, tliat I 
mean Iiy (Ids end, dial liappiness whicli is reserved 
for ns in another world, which every one has nbill- 
lirs to jimriire, and wliieli svill bring along witli it, 

‘ fnlness of joy and jileasures for cvennore,’ 

How tile punuit after fame may lilndcr us in 
the nlinliimcnt of this great end, I .slmll leave tlic 
render to collect from the (lircc following consU 
derations ! 

First, Hecnusc (lie strong desire of fame breeds 
seser.nl virions Imliils in the mind. 

Secondly, IJccnnse many of those actions, whidi 
.nrc npt to procure fame, arc not in their nature 
eondiicive to this oiir ultimate Iinppincss. 

Tliirdly, Because if wc slinuld allow the same 
actions to lie die projicr Instruments, liotli of ac- 
quiring fame, nnd of procuring this liappincss, they 
would nevertheless fail in die attainment of this 
last end, if they jirocccdcd from a desire of the 
first. 

Tlic^c three propositions arc self-evident to diosc 
ssho arc versed in sjiccuintions of morality. For 
which reason 1 shall riot enlarge upon them, hut 
proceed to a point dT die same nature, wliicli ihay 
open to us a more uncommon field of speculation. , 

I'rom what lias been already observed, 1 think 
wc may have a natuml conclusiow, dial it is the 
greatest folly to seek die praise or approbation of 
any being, besides the Supreme; and dial for these 
(wo reasons ; because no otlicr being can make a ‘ 
right judgment of us, nnd esteem ns according to 
dur merits; and because wc can procure no coiisU 
dcmblc benefit or advantage from tlic esteem nnd 
njiprohation of any other being. 

In the first place, no otlicr lieing can make a , 
right judgment of us, nnd esteem us according to 
our merits. Created beings see nodiing but' our 
outside, nnd can Bicrcfore only frame a judgment 
of us from our exterior actions and bcliaviour; but 
hosv unfit these arc to' give ua a, right notion of 
each other’s perfections, may appear from several 
considerations. There arc many virtues, which in 
their own nature arc incapable of any outward . 
representation; many silent perfections in the soul 
of a good man, wlilch arc great ornartenls to hu- ' 
man nature, .but not able tw discover tlicraselves to 
the knowledge of others ; tlicy arc transacted in 
private without noise or show', and arc only visible 
to llie gre.ft Searcher of hearts, "What actions caw

Now, sir, because I 
would have all sorts of people made easy, and be- 
ing willing to have more strings than one to my 
bow; in case that of comptroller should fail inc, I 
have since fomjed another project, which being 
grounded on the dividing a present monopoly, I 
hope will give the public an equivalent to their full 
content. You know, sir, it is allowed, that the 
business of the stage is, as the Latin has it,.j«eio»/n 
ct idonea diccre viftc. Now there being but one 
dramatic theatre licensed for the deliglit and profit 
of this extensive metropolis, I do huipbly propose, 
for the convenience of such of its inhabitants as 
arc too distant from Covcnt-g.ardcn, that another 
theatre of case may be erected in some spacious 
part of the city ; and tliat the direction thereof 
may be made a franchise in fee to me and my heirs 
for ever. And that the town may have no jealous^' 
of my ever coming into an union with the set of 
actors now in being, I do further propose to con- 
stitute for my deputy my near kinsman and ad- 
venturer, Kit Crotchet*, whose long experience and 
improvements in those affairs ^necd no recommenda- 
tion. It was obvious to every' Spectator, what a 
quite dificrent foot the stage was upon during bis 
government ; and had he not been bolted out of 
his trap-doors, his garrison might have held out for 
vCver; he having by long pains and perseverance 
arrived at the art of making his army light without 
pay or provisions. I must confess it, with a me- 
lancholy amazement 1 sec so wonderful a genius 
laid aside, and the late slaves of the stage now be- 
come its masters, dunces that will be sure to sup- 
press all theatrical entertainments and activities' 
that they are not able themselves to shine-in ! 

‘ Every man that goes to a play is not obliged 
to have cither wit or understanding; and I insist 
upon if, that all who go there should see something 
which may improve them id a way of which they 
are, capable. \ln short, sir, I would have something 
done, as well as said, on the stage. A man may 
have an active body', though he has" not a quick 
conception ; for the imitation tlicrefore of such as 
are, as I may so speak, corporeal wits, or ninible 
fellows, I would fain ask any of the present mis- 
managers, why should not rope-dancers, vanlters, 
tumblers, ladder-walkers, and posture-masters ap- 
pear again on our stage After such a representa- 
tion, a five-bar gate w'ould be leaped with a better 
grace next time any of the audience went a bunt-' 
ing. Sir, these things cry aloud for reformation, 
and fall properly under the province of Spectator- 
General ; but how indeed should it be otherwise, 
while fellows (that for twenty years together were 
never paid but as their master was in tlie humour) 
now presume to -pay others more than ever thcyi 
had in their lives ; and, in contempt of the practice 
of persons of condition, have the insolence to owe 
lio tradesman a farthing at the end of the week. 
Sir, all I propose is the public good ; for no one 
cfan imagine 1 shall ever get a private shilling by' 
it : therefore I hope yon will recommend this mat- 
ter in, one of your this week’s papers, and desire 
when my house opens you will accept the liberty 
of it for the trouble you have received from, I

we consent that it is not only the true way of relish- 
ing that pleasure, but also that without it a com- 
posure of music is the same thing as a poem, where 
all the rules of poetical numbers are observed, 
though the words have no sense or meaning; to 
say it shorter, mere musical sounds in our art are 
no other than nonsense verses are in -poetry. Music 
therefore is to .aggravate what is intended by poe*- 
try ; it must always have some passion or sentiment 
to express, or else violins, voices, or any odier or- 
g.ans of sound, afford an entertainment very little 
.above the rattles of children. It was from tiiis 
opinion of tlic matter, that when Mr. Clayton had 
finished his studies in Italy, and brought over the 
opera of Arsinoe, that Mr. Haym and Mr. Dieu- 
par(, who had the honoiw to be well known and 
received amobg the nobilitj' and gentry, were zea- 
I0USI5' inclined to assist by their solicitations, in 
introducing so elegant an entertainment as the Ita- 
lian music grafted upon English poetry. For this ' 
end Mr. Dienpart and Mr. Ilaym, according to 
their several opportunities, promoted the introduc- 
tion of Arsinoe, and did it to the best advantage so 
great a novelty would allovt'. It is not proper to 
trouble you with particulars of the just complaints 
we all of us have to make; but so it is, that with-, 
out regard to our obliging pains, we are all equally 
set aside in tlie present opera. Our application 
therefore to you is only to insert this letter in your • 
paper, tliat the town may know we have all three 
joined together to make entertainments of music 
for the future at Mr. Clayton’s house in York- 
bnildings. What we promise ourselves is, to make 
a subscription of two guineas, for eight times; 
and that the entertainment, with the names of the 
authors of the poetry, may be printed, to be sold 
in the house, with an account of the several authors 
of the vocal as well as the instrumental music for 
each night; the money to be paid at the receipt of 
the tickets, at Mr. Charles Lillie’s. It •rf'iil, we 
hope,' sir, be easily allow'ed, that we are capable 
of undertaking to exhibit, by our joint forie and 
different qualifications,' all that can be done in 
music ; but lesf you should think so-dry a thing as 
an account of our proposal should be a matter ' 
unworthy of your paper, which generally contains 
something of public use, give us leave to say, tha( 
favouring our design is no less than reviving an 
art, which runs to rujn-by the utmost barbarism 
under an affectation of knowledge.

There fa not oae of lbe*e abovc-mcotUacd sa> 
1 ms that waald not sell a very lodll’crrat paper, 
caald 1 (bisk af gntlfylor the pabllc ky sack 
asraa aod ham mAhods. Uat aotwllhstiMbf I 
base rrTrctcd csery Ihtsg (bat uraan af pony, 
every ibmg that b Ioom aad Irraml, aa^ rrrry 
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tiling that might create uneaiiness in the minds of 
particular persons, I find that the demand for my 
papers lias increased every month since their-first 
appearance in the world. This does not perhaps 
reflect so much honour upon myself, as on my 
readers, who give a much greater attention to dis- 
courses of virtue and morality than ever I ex- 
pected, or indeed could hope. 

When I broke loose from that great body of 
writers who have employed their wit and jiarts in 
propagating vice and irrcligion, I did not question 
but I should be .treated as an odd kind of fellow, 
that had a mind to appear singular in my w.ay of 
■UTiting; but the general reception I have found, 
convinces me that the world is not so corrupt as wc 
are apt to imagine ; and tlmt if those men of parts 
who have been employed in vitiating the age, had 
endeavoured to rectify and amend it, they needed 
not to have sacrificed their good sense and virtue, 
to their fame and reputation. No man is so sunk 
.in vice and ignorance, but there arc still some hid- 
den seeds of goodness and knowledge in him ; 
which give him a relish of such reflections and spe- 
culations as' have an aptness to improve the mind, 
and make the heart better. 

I have shown, in a former paper, with how much 
care I have avoided all such thoughts as arc loose, 
obscene, or immoral ; and I believe my reader 
would still think the better of me, if he knew the 
pains I am at in qualifying what I write after such 
a manner, that nothing may he interpreted as aimctl ■ 
at private persons. For this reason, when I draw 
any faulty character, I consider alt those persons 
to whom the malice of tlic world may possibly ap- 
ply it, and take care to dash it with such particular 
circumstances as' may prevent all such ill-natured 
applications. If I write day thing on a black 
man, 1 run over in my mind all the eminent per- 
sons in ihc nation who arc of that complexion ; 
when I place an imaginary' name at the head of a 
character, I examine every syllabic and letter of 
it, that it may not bear any resemblance to one 
that is real, I know very well the value which 
every man sets upon his reputation, and how pain- 
ful it is to be cxjioscd to tlic mirth and derision of 
the public, and should therefore scorn to divert my 
reader at the expense of any priv.ntc man. 

As I have been thus tender of cvciy particular 
person’s reputation, so I have taken more than 
ordinary care not to give offence to those who ap- 
pear in the higher figures of life. I would not 
make myself merry esen with a piece of paste- 
board that is invested u ith a public rharacter ; for 
which rca'on, 1 ha\c never glanced upon the late 
designed procc'-sion of his iloliue^s and h'ls at- 
tendants*, notwithstanding it might have aflbrded 
matter to many ludicrous sjicculations. Among 
tlio'e advantages which the public may reap from 
tliis paper, it is not the Icavt, that it draws men’s 
minds olT from the bitterness of party, and fur- 
nishes them with subjects of discourse that m.ay be 
treated without warmth or passion. This is said to 
have been theJirst design of those gentlemen who 
set on foot the Royal Society ; and had then a very 
good cfiect, as it turned many of the greatest ge- 
niuses of tlmt age to the dL-quisitions of natural 
knowledge, who, if they had engaged in politics 
with tlic tame parts and apjdication, might have 
set their country in a llame. The air-puiuji, the 
linroeiclcr, tlic qiCidrani, and the like inventions, 
were thrown out to tho'c busy spirits, as tubs and 
bartrl* ate to a whale, that he may let the ship 
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sail on without disturbance, wliile he diverts him- 
self with those innocent amusements. 

I have been so very scrupulous in this particular 
of not hurting any man’s reputation, that I have 
forborn mentioning even such authors as I could 
not-name without Iionour. This I must confess to 
have been a pieCc of very great self-denial : for as 
the public relishes nothing better than the ridicule 
which turns upon a writer of uny eminence, so 
there is nothing which a man that has but a 'very 
ordinary talent in ridicule may execute with greater 
ease.. One might raise laugliter for a quarter of a 
year together upon the works of a person who lias 
published but a very few volumes. For which 
reason 1 am astonislicd, that those who have ap- 
peared against this paper have made so very little 
of it. The criticisms wliicli I liave liithcrlo pub- 
lished, have been made with an intention rather to 
discover beauties and excellencies in the writers of 
my own lime, than' to publisli any of their faults 
and imperfections. In the meanwhile, I should 
t.'dtc it for a very great favour from some of my un- 
derhand detractors, if they would break all mea- 
sures witli me so far, as to give me a pretence for 
examining tlieir performances with an impartial 
eye; nor shall I look upon it as any breacli of cha- 
rity to criticise the author, so long as I keep clear 
of the person. 

In the meanwhile, till I am provoked to such 
hostilities, I shall from time to time endeavour to 
do justice to tliosc who have distinguished them- 
selves in the politer parts of learning, and to point 
out such beauties in their works as may hav e escaped 
the observation of others. 

As the first place among oiir English poets is due 
to Milton, and .'is I have drawn more quotations 
out of him than from ."iny other, I shall enter into 
a regular criticism upon his Paradise Lort, which 
I shall publish every Saturday (ill I have given my 
tliouglKs upon (hat poem. 1 shall not. however,, 
presume to impose ujioii others my own particular 
Judgment on this author, biifOnlj' deliver it as my 
private opinion. Criticism is of a very large ex- 
tent, and every particular master in this art h:is hb 
favourite passages in an author, wliich do not 
equally strike tlic best judges. It will be sufiicient 
forme, if I discover many beauties or imperfec- 
tions which others have not attended to ; and I 
should be verj' glad to sec 'any of our eminent 
writers publisli their discoveries on the same .tiili- 
jeet. In short, I would nlw.nys lie understood to 
write my papers of critici.sm in (he spirit which 
Horace has expressed in those (wo famous iines; 

' Si quid noiitli reditis iifit, 

Candiduj imptrti; ti non, hu nterc mcewn.'

Ii hn« been from age -to age an atTeclaiion to love 
tile plea-ure of '.oliliide, among tlnwe \,ho cannot 
po-'ibly be suppu'.ed qualified for p.vs-in; life in 
that manner. I'his pcojile have t.iken up from 
reading the many .agrrealtlc things which have been 
written on that subject, for whiih wc .are lie- 
holden to excellent per-nn^ wlio delighted in licitig 
• eiired, and nb-tmeted from the pleasure-, that en- 
chant tlie gcneralitv of the world. Tills w.ay of 
lile is recommended indceil with great Iiraiity, and 
in *111 h n manner .as dispO'Cs the re.ider for tlie time 
to a pic.a-ing forgetfiiliiesv, or negligence of the 
Jiartirular hurry of life in whirli he is eiig.igcd, to- 
grilmrwitli a longing for that state which he i» 
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charmed witli in description. But when wc con- 
sider the world itself, and how few tlierc arcampa- 
hle of a religious, learned, or pliilo-opliic solitude, 
we shall be apt to cli.angc .a regard to (hat sort of 
solitude, for being a little singular in enjoy ing time 
after the way a man himself likes best in tlic 
world, vvithbnt going <o far as wholly to withdraw 
from it. I have often observed, there is not a man 
breathing who does not differ from all other men, 
as much in the sentiments of his mind, ns the fea 
tiircs of his face. Tlic felicity is, when any one 
is so Iiappy ns to find ouf nnd follow what is tlie 
proper bent of bis genius, and turn .all bis endea 
vours to exert liimsclf according as that prompts 
him. Instead of this, which is an innocent method 
of enjoying a man’s self, and turning out of the 
general tracks wherein you have crowds of rivals, 
there arc those wlio pursue their oSvn way out of 
a sourness and spirit of contradiction. These men 
do every thing which thiy arc able to support, ns 
if guilt and impuiiity could not go together. Tlicy 
choose a tiling only because anotlicr dislikes it ; and 
affect forsooth an inviolable constancy in matters 
of no manner of moment, Thus sometimes an old 
fellow shall wear this or that sort of cut in his 
clothes with great 'integrity, while .all the rest of 
the world arc degenerated into linituns, pockets, 
and loops, unknown to their ancestors. As insig- 
nific.ant as even this is, if it were searclicd to the 
bottom, you perhaps would find it not sincere, but 
fimt he is in the fashion in his heart, and holds out 
from mere obstinacy. But 1 am running from my 
intended puqio«c, which was to celebrate a certain 
particular manner of passing away life, nnd is a 
contradiction to no man, but a resolution to con- 
tract none of tlic cxorbitnnf desires liy which 
others arc enslaved. The best w.ay of separating 
a man’s self from the wofld, is to give up the de- 
sire of being known to it. After a man has pre- 
served his innocence, and performed all duties in- 
cumbent upon liiii'q liis time spent his own way is 
what makes bis life dillcr from tliat of a slave. If 
they w ho alTect show and pomp knew how many 
of their sjicctators derided their trivial taste, they 
would be very much less elated, and have an incli- 
nation, to examine the merit of all they have to do 
with; they would soon find out tliat there arc many 
who make a figure below wliat their fortune or 
merit entitles them to, out of mere choice, and an 
elegant dcsire of ease and disincumbrance. It 
would look like romance to tell you, in this age, 
of nil old mail who is contented to pa's for an hu- 
inori-l, and one who does not understand the ficurc 
he ought to make in tlie world, while he lives in a 
lodging of ten sllillinp a week witli only one ser- 
vant; while he drcsScs himself according to the 
season in cloth or in stiifT, and has no one neces- 
sary' attention to any thing hut the bell which c.alls 
to pr.ayers twice a-day : 1 'av, it would look like 
,a fable to report (hat this gentle miin gives aw. ay 
all which is the overplus of a great f.irtune, by 
secret incIlroJ', to other men. If be lia- nut the 
pomp of a iiuinerous Ir.iln, .and of piofe-'ort of 
service (i* him, lie hx” every day he lives the coa- 
"■eience (lui the widow, th*' fatlierlc'-, the i.ioumer, 
and the stranger, ble--.

OxE nf (he fadicP', if I am ri^ehtiy informed," has 
defined a woman (o be 4 )iXoxot/x!!>, tin animal 
that delights in finery. I liavc already treated of 
(he se.v in (wo or three papers, conformably to this 
definition; and Itave -in jtarticiilar nlt'.crvcd, tliat 
in all ages they Itase been more carcftil than the 
men to adorit tiiat part of (lie head which wc ge- 
nerally call the outside. 

This observation is .so very notorious, (hat when 
in ordinary discourse wc say a man Itas a fine head, 
a long head, or a good head, wc e.vprcss oursehes 
mctajihorically, and sjteak in relation to his nnder- 
Etanding; whereas when wc say of a woman, she 
has a fine, a long, or a good head, wc speak only 
in relation to her commode *. 

It is observed among birds, that nature has la- 
vished .all her ornaments upon the male, who very 
often appear.s in a most beautiful head-dress; whe- 
ther it be a crest, a comb, a tuft of feather?, or a 
iiatur.'il little plume, erected like a kind of pinna- 
clc-on the scry (op of the head. As nature on (he 
contrary has poured out her charms in (he greatest 
tihundance upon llic femalt part of onr siiccics, so 
they are very assiduous in bestowing ujton (hem- 
fi'.lves tlic fine-t garnitures of art. The peacock, 
in all his pride, does not di'jtlay half the colours 
that appciir in tlic garments of a British lady, when 
site is drcs'cd cither for a hall or a hirth-day. 

But to return to our female heads. The ladies 
ha\c hcen for some time in a kind of moulting sca- 
.son with regard to that part of their dres', having 
cast great quantities of ribbon, lace, and cani- 
briek, and in some measure reduced 
the human figure to the licautiful 
which is natural to it. AVc have for 
exjiceted what kind of ornament would be substi- 
tuted in (he jil.-iec of those antiquated com'niodcs. 
But our female jirojectors were all (he Inst simtmcr 
so taken np with the improvement of tlieir pctli- 
eoafs, (Imt they liad not time to attend to any thing 
else; hut liaviiig at length sullictcntly adorned their 
lower parts, they now liegiii to (urn (heir ihoiighL*

I am engaged in this speeulatioii by n sight 
which 1 lately met w ith at the opera. As I vs.-ls 
standing in the hinder |>art of a box. I took nol’ee 
of n little eln-ter of women sitting logcllier in tlie 
prrtlie-t-etiloiired hoods that 1 csersiw. fine of 
them was blue, another yellow, and .another )ilii- 
lomnt ; the fourth wti-* of a pink colour, and the 
fifth of n pale green. I looked with as min h ple.a- 
•ttre upon this little parly -colounnl as-embly, ns 
tipon a lied of tulips, ami did not know at (ir-t 
whether it might not be an emb.as,y of Indian 
qiii-ens; but iqinn my going nbniit into tbe pit, and 
taking them in front, 1 wa- immediately midc- 
eeised, and «aw so much beauty in every f.atCj that 
1 found them .all to be liiigltsli. Such eyes and 
lips, elterks and forehead., could be the growth of 
no other country. The compleiion of their f.rers

of their hoods, though T cobld ea-ily perceive bv 
tli.at unspcHkablc satisfaction which apjtearcd ir, 
their looks, that their own thoughts were vvholly 
t.aken up on (hose pretty ornaments (hey wore upon 
their head'. 

I am informed that this fiishion spreads daily, 
insomuch that the Whig and Tory ladies begin 
•already to hang out different colours, and to show 
their prineijiles in their head-dress. Nay, if I may 
believe my friend Will Honeycomb, there is a cer- 
tain old coquette of his acquaintance, who intcnd\ 
to appear very suddenly in a rainbow hood, like 
the Iris in Dryden’s Virgil, not questioning hut that 
among such a variety of colours she shall Iiavc a 
charm for every heart. 

My friend Will, who very much values himself 
upon his great insight into gallantry, tells me, that 
be can already guess at the Jiumour a lady is in by 
her hood, as the courtiers of Morocco know the 
disjiosition of their present emperor by -the colour 
Of (he dress whirh he puts on. When Mclcsjnda 
wraps her head in flame colour, her heart is set 
upon execution. Wlicn she covers it with purple, 
1 would not, says he, advise lier lover to approach 
her; but if she appears in while, it^is peace, and 
be may htintl her out of her bo.x with safety. 

Will infonns me likewise, (hat tlicsc hoods may 
be used ns signals. Why else, snvs he, docs Cor- 
nelia always jmt on a black hood when her hus- 
band is gone info the country?' 

Such arc my friend Honcyromh's dreams of gal- 
lantry, For my own part, I impute this diversity 
of colonrs in (he hoods to the diver-ity of com- 
plexion in tile fares tif my pretty rountrj-vvomen, 
Ovid, in his Art of Imvc, has given some preeepli 
as to lifts particular, •though I find they arc dilfe- 
rciit from tliosc which iircrail ttmong the modem;. 
He recommends a red .'■Iripcd silk to the ptile com- 
plexion; white to the brown, and ilnrk to the fiiir. 
On the contrary, my friend Will, who pretcnils to 
be a greater master In this art than Ovid, lelU me, 
that the palest features look the most agreeable in 
white sarsenet; (hat a face which is overfluehed 
appears to advniit.agc in the dccpc-t .scarlet; and 
timt the ilarkcst complexion is not a little alle- 
viated by a black liood. In short, he U for In-ing 
the colour of (hr face in tliat of the hood, ns a tire 
burns dimly, anil a candle goes half out, in the light 
of the sun, ‘ Tliis,’ snjshc, ‘ vonrOvid hlmrclfh.is 
hinted, where he treats of these matters, when ho 
tells us tliat tlie blue watcr-nvinphs are dre-'rd in 
sky-coloured gannents; and (hat Aurora, wlio nl- 
w;ijs appe.its in (he light of (he rising ton, Is robed 
in -affron.’ 

Wliethcr thne Iii= ob'ervalions are jtt-tl\ crniind- 
ed 1 canmittell; but 1 have often kno.vti hitii, .as 
'VC liave stood together behind the ladir-, prai<e or 
di'pnit'e the complexion of a face whirh be never 
saw, from tiliierviug the enlour nf her liootl, ttnd 
li.xt been very 'eldom out in llirsc hi; gtteiwt. 

As I Itave nothing more at heart than the honour 
and improvement of the f.iir-'ex, 1 c.annnt ron- 
cliide tliit paper vvithnul an cihtiri.ation to the

Tho^c Who will not give it tliat title, 
may call it (if they ploa»e) a divine poem. It w ill 
be sufficient to its perfection, if it lias in it all the 
beauties of the higuesf kind of poetry ; and as for 
tho.se who allege it is not an lieroic poem, they .ad- 
vance no more to the diminution of it, tlian if tliey 
should say Adam L not .dvnc.as, nor IX e Helen.

die action he proposed to celebrate ; and as for 
thoaC great action', which prereded in point of 
time tlic liatlle of the angcL. and llie creation of 
the world (vvliich would have entirely drstmved 
the unity of his priticipal action, had he related 
them in tlie same order that they liapjicncd), lie cast 
them into the fifili, sixth, and' .seventh book', bv 
way of cpisoilc to tltis nolilc poem. 

Ari'toflc himself .allows, tbaf Homer h.a.s nothing 
to bo.asr of as to tlic units of his fable, though at 
the same time that great critic and philosopher 
endeavours to palliate this iin]icrfeelion in the 
Greek poet, by imjiiiting it in some measure In tlie 
very nature of an epic poem. Sonic have been of 
opinion, that die TKncid also labours in this p.ar- 
ticul.ar, and has episodes whicli may be looked upon 
as c.xcrcsccnces rather flian .as p.arts of the action. 
On the rontr.ary, the poem vvliich we liavc now- 
under our consideration, hath no other episodes 
than sucli .as naturally arise from tlic suhjcci, and 
yet is filled with sucli a multitude of .asiniiishlng 
incidents, lliat it gives us at the same time a plc.-i- 
siirc of the gre.alest variety, and of the greatest 
simplicity; unifonii in its nature, tiioiigli divcr-ificd 
in the o.xeeutioii. 

I must oliscrvc also, that .as Virgil, in the poem 
whicli was designed to celebrate the original of the 
Roman emjiire, has described the birth of its great 
riv.al, the Cartli.aginian coinmoiiweallh. Milton, 
with the like art in Iiis poem on the f.ill of man, 
has related the fall of tho-c angels vvho .arc his pro- 
fessed enemies. Resides the many other hc.aiities 
in sifcli an episode, its running parallel with the 
great action of the poem hinders it from breaking 
the unity so murli as anotlier epi'ode would have 
(lone, lliat h.ad not so great an affinily with the 
principal suhjecl. In short, this is the same kind 
of heaiily wliirh die critics admire in the SpaniOi 
Friar, or Tlic Double Discovery*, where the two 
difTorent plots look like counter-parts and copies 
of one another. 

The second qualification required in thcnrlion of 
an epic poem is. that it should he .an entire action. 
An action is eiiiire when It is complete in all its 
parts; or, as Aristotle describes it, vvlicn if consists 
of a beginning, .a middle, and an end. Nothing 
should go liefore it, he iiiterinixcd with it, or fol- 
low after it, ih.ai is not rrlafed to it. A*, on the 
contniry, no single nrp slmiild lie omitted in that 
jii-t .and rcpilar prorr-s which it must be snpjio-ed 
to lake fnim its origiii.al to it« consummation. Thus 
we see the auger of Achilles in its birth, its conti- 
nuance, and elfccls; and /Riieas’s scfiiroieiil in 
Italy, c.arried on lliioiigli .all the opposition* in I)!' 
way to it liotli liy ‘c.a and laud. 'Ilie action in 
Millnii excels (I tiruikl lio;li the former in thi* par- 
ticular: we see it contrived in hell, executed tipoa 
earth, and punished li\ Ilc.avrn. The part* of it 
arc told in tlie mo-t distinct mniiurr. .and grviw out 
of one .iiiotlier ill the mo I n.atur.al tucihod.

I DO not knoyy that I h.avc been in greater delight 
for these many years, than in beholding the boxes 
at the play the last time ‘ The Scornful Lady^’ 
tyas acted. So great an assembly of ladies placed 
in gradual rows in all the ornaments of jewels, 
sill^, and colours, gave so lively and gay an im- 
pression to the heart, that methought the season of 
the year tvas vanished; and I did not think it an 
ill expression of a young fellow who stood near 
me, that called the boxes those ‘ beds of tnlijis.’ 
It was a pretty rariation of the prospect,' when 
any one of those line Indips rose up and did ho- 
nour to herself and friend at a distance, by curtsey- 
ing; and gave opportunity to that friend to show her 
charms to the same advantage in returning the sa- 
lutation. Here that action is as pro|)cr and grace- 
ful, as it is at church unbecoming and impertinent. 
By the way, 1 must take the liberty to observe, 
that I did not sec any one who is usually so full 
of civilities at church, oficr at any sucli indeco- 
rum during any jrart of the action of the play. 
Such beautiful prospects gladden our minds, and, 
when considered in general, give innocent and | 
pleasing ideas. He that dwells upon any one ob- 
ject of beauty, may fix his imagination to his dis- 
quiet; but the contemplation of a whole assembly 
together, is a defence against tlic incroachmeut of 
desire: at least to me, who have taken pains to 
look at beauty abstracted from the consideration 
of its being the object of desire; at power, only 
as it sits upon another, without any hqpes of par- 
taking any share of it; at wisdom and capacity, 
without any pretensions to rival or envy its acqui- 
sitions. I say to me, who am really free from 
forming any hopes of beholding the persons of 
beautiful rvomen, or warming myself into ambition 
from the successes of other men, this world is not 
only a mere scene, but a very pleasant one. Did 
mankind but know tlie freedom which there is in 
keeping thus aloof from the world, I should have 
more imitators, than the powerfullest man in the 
nation has followers. To be no man’s rival in love, 
or competitor in business, is a character which, if 
it does not recommend you as it ought to benevo- 
lence among those whom you live uith, yet has if 
certainly this effect, that you do not stand so much 
in need of their approbation, as you would if you 
aimed at more, in setting your heart on the s.anie 
things which the generality doat on. , By this 
iheans, and with this easy philosophy, I am never 
less at a play than when I am at the theatre; but 
indeed I am seldom so well pleased with action as 
in that place; for most men follow nature no 
longer than while they are in their night-gowns, 
and all the busy part of the day arc in characters 
which they neither become, nor act in with plea- 
sure to themselves or their beholders. But to 
return to my ladies: was very well pleased 
to see so great a crowd of them assembled at 
a play, wherein the heroine, as the phrase is, is 
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so just a picture of the vanity of the sex in tor- 
mentiiig their admirers. The lady who pines for 
the man whom she treats with so much imperti- 
nence and inconstancy, is drawn with much art 
and humour. Her resolutions to be extremely civil, 
but her vanity arisingjust at the instant she r^olvcd’ 
to express herself kindly, are described as by one 
who had studied the sex. But wlien ray admiration 
is fixed upon tliis e.xcelleut character, and two or 
three others in the play, I must confess I was 
moved with the utmost indignation, at the trivial, 
senseless, and unnatural representation of the 
chaplain. It is possible there may be a pedant in 
holy orders, and d e have seen one or two of them 
in the world: hut such a driveller ns Sir Roger, so 
licrcft of all manner of pride, which is the charac- 
teristic of a pedant, is what one Avould not believe 
would come into tlie head of the same man who 
drew the rest of the play. The meeting between 
Wclford and him shows a wretch without any no- 
tion of flic dignity of his function ; and if is out of 
all common sense that he should give an account of 
[ himself ‘ as one sent foim or five miles in a morn- 
ing, on foot, for eggs.’ It is not to be denied, but 
this part, and that of the maid, whom he makes 
love to, .are .^excellently well performed; but a 
thing which is blameablc in itself, grows still more 
so by the success in the execution of it. It is so 
mean a thing to gratify a loose age with a scanda- 
lous representation of what is reputable among 
men, not to say what is sacred, that no beauty, no 
excellence in an author ought to atone for it;' nay, 
such excellence is an aggravation of his guilt, and 
an argument that he errs against the conviction of 
Ills own understanding and conscience. Wit should 
be fried by this rule, and an audience should rise 
against such a scene as throws down the reputation 
of any tiling which the consideration of religion 
or decency should preserve from contempt. But / 
all this evil arises from this one corruption of 
mind, that makes men resent offences aga'mst tlieir 
virtue, less than those against their understanding!' 
An author shall write as if he thought there was 
not one man of honour or woman of chastity in 
the bouse, and come off with applause; for an ior 
suit upon all the ten commandments uith the little 
critics is not so bad as the breach of an unity of 
time and place. Half wits do not apprehend the 
miseries that must necessarily flow from a dege- 
neraej’ of manners; nor do they know that order 
'is the support of society. Sir Roger and his mis- 
tress are monsters of the poet’s own forming; the 
sentiments in both of them are such as do not arise 
in fools of their education. We all know that a 
silly scholar, instead of being below every one he 
meets with, is apt to be exalted above the rank of 
sucli as are really his superiors : his arrogance is 
always founded. upon particular notions.of distinc- 
tion in his own head, accompanied with a pedantic 
scorn of all fortune and pre-eminence, when com- 
pared with his knowledge and learning. This very 
onje character of Sir Roger, as silly as it really is, 
has done more towards the disparagement of holy 
orders, and consequently of virtue itself, than all . 
the wit of that author, or any other, could make 
up for in the conduct of the longest life after it. 

I do not. pretend, in saying this, to give myself 
airs of more virtue than my neighbours, but assert 
it from the principles by which mankind must al- 
ways be governed. Sallies of imagination are to 
be overlooked, when they are committed out of 
warmth in the recommemkition of what is praise- 
worthy ; but a deliberate advancing of vice, with

they wrote. Acliilles was a Greek, and yiinens (he 
remote founder of Rome. By tliis means their 
countrymen (wliom they prineipally ])ropnse (o 
tliemsclves for their rentiers) were particularly at- 
tentive to all tlie parts of (iieir story, and symjta- 
thized with (heir heroes in all their ndventnres. A 
Roman could not but rejoice in (he cscnjtcs, suc- 
cesses, and victories of .-Enea-:, and be grieved at 
any defeats, misfortunes, or disappointments that 
befcl him ; ns a Greek must liave had (he same re- 
pard for Acliilles, And it is plain, that each of 
those poems have lost this creat tidvantnpe, amonp 
(hose readers to whom their heroes nrc as stranpers, 
or indiflcrcnl persons. 

illilton's poem is admirable in tins respect, since 
it is impos,.ible for any of its readers, whatever 
nation, conntrj-, or people he may helonp to, not 
-to be related to the persons who arc the principal 
actors in it; but what is still infinitely more to its 
adrnntape, the principal actors in this poem nrc 
not only our propenitors, but our representatives. 
• IVc have an actual interest in every thinp they do, 
and no less than our utmost happiness is concerned, 
and lies at stake in all their behaviour. 

I shall subjoin, as a corollary to (he forepoinp 
remark, an admirable observation out of Aristotle, 
which has been very much misrepresented in the 
quotations of some modern critics; ‘ If a man of 
perfect and consummate virtue falls into a misfor- 
tune, it raises our pits, but not our terror, because 
we do not fear that it may be our own case, who 
do not resemble the sulToring person.’ But, as that 
great philosopher adds, ‘ if ue see a man of virtue 
mixed with infirmities, fall into any misfortune, it 
does not only raise our pity but our terror ; because 
we nrc afraid that (he like misfortunes may hajipen 
to ourselves, tiho resemble the character of the 
suircrinp person.’ 

: Ishall take another opportunity to obscrv'c,that a' 
person of an absolntcand consummate virtue should 
never be introduced in tragedy, and shall onl 3 ' re- 
mark in this place, that tlic foregoing observation 
of Aristotle, though it may be true in other occ.a- 
sions, docs not hold in this ; because, in (he pre- 
sent case, though the persons M'ho fall into misfor- 
tune arc of the most perfect and consummate vir- 
tue, it is not to be considered as what may pos- 
sibly be, but what actually is our own case ; since 
we arc embarked with them, on the same bottom, 
and must be partakers of their happiness o'r mi- 
sery. - ' . - . 

In this, and some other very few instances, Aris- 
totle’s rules for epic poetry (which he had drawn 
from his reflections upon Homer) cannot be sup- 
posed to quadrate exactly, with the heroic poems 
which have been made since his time ; since it is 
plain his .rules would still have been more perfect, 
could he have perused the TEneid, which was made 
some hundred years after his death. 

In my next, I shall go through other parts of 
Milton’s poem ; and hope that what I shall there 
advance, as well as what I have already written, 
will not only serve as a comment upon Milton, but 
upon Aristotle.

I HAvr, upon several occasions (dint have occurred 
since, 1 first look into my thoughts the pre.srnt state 
of forniration) weighed witli myself, in behalf of 
guilty fnnalee, the impnises of flesh nnd blood, to- 
gether with tlie arts and gallantries of crafty men ; 
nnd reflect, wiili some sconi, tliat most part of 
what wc in our yoiilli think gay and polite, is no- 
thing else but an habit of indulging .a pruriency 
that way. It will cost some labour to bring people 
to so lively a sense of this, ns to recover the manly 
modesty in tlie behaviour of my men re.iders, 
nnd llic b.ashful grace in the faces of my women ; 
blit in all cases which come info dchate, there nrc 
certain things previously to ; c done before we can 
have a true light into (he subject matter; therefore 
it will, in the first place, be necessary to consider 
the impotent wenchcrsaiul indnstrioiis hags, who are 
supplied with, and arc constantly supjilying, new 
sacrifices to the devil of Inst. You arc to know 
then, if you nrc so happy ns not to know it already, 
that the great havoc which is_ made in the liabitn- 
tions of beauty nnd innocence, is committed by 
such ns can only lay waste nnd not enjoy the soil,- 
AVIicn you ohscrvc the present state of' vice .and 
virtue, the oircndcrs arc such ns one would think 
should have no impulse to wlmt they arc pursuing; 
ns in business, yon sec sometimes fools pretend to 
be knaves, so in pleasure, you will find old men 
set n|» for woncliers. This latter sort of men arc 
(be great basis nnd fund of iniquity in the kind we 
are speaking of: you shnll have an old rich man 
often receive scrawls from the several quarters of 
(he town, with descriptions of the new wares in 
(heir liands, if he will please to^ send word when 
he will he waited on. This interview is contrived 
nnd the innocent is brought to such indecencies as 
from time to time banish shame and raise desire. 
With these preparatives the hags break tlicir wards* 
by little and little, till tJicy are brought to lose all 
“apprehensions of what shall befal them in (be pos-' 
session of younger men. It is a common postscript 
of an hag to a young fellow whom she invites to a 
new' woman, ‘ She has, I assure j'ou, seen none but 
old Mr. Such-a-onc.’ It pleases the old fellow that 
the nympli is brouglit to him unadorned, and from 
his bounty she is accommodated with enough to 
dress her for other lovers. This is the most ordi- 
nary method of bringing beauty and poverty into 
the possession of the town : but the particular 
cases of kind keepers, skilful pimps, and all others 
w'ho drive a scpar.ite trade, and are not in (he ge- 
neral society or commerce of sin, will require dis- 
tinct consideration. At the sarae.time that we are 
thus severe on the abandoned, we' are to represent 
the case of others with that .mitigation as the cir- 
cumstances* demand. Calling names does no good ; 
to speak worse of any thing than it deserv^, does- 
only take oft’ from the credit' of the accuser, and 
has implicitly tlie force of an' apology in the be- 
half of the' person accused. AVe shall therefore 
according ns the circumstances difler, vary our ap' 
pcllationsof tlicse criminals; tliose who ofl’end only 
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(kanaimr*.

, We did not find any thing very remarkable in 
the eye, saving only, that the mnsciili amatorii, or, 
as we may translate it into English, the ogling 
muscles, were very much worn and decayed with 
use; whereas, on the contrary, the elevator, or 
the muscle which turns tlie eye towards heaven, did 
not appear to have been used at all. 

I have only mentioned in this dissection such 
new discoveries as we were able to make, and have 
not taken any notice of those parts which are to

She added, that she Imped she might depend 
upon having my encouragement a, soon ns it ar- 
rived; but ns this was a petition of too great im- 
portance to be answered extempore, 1 left her 
without a reply, and made the best of my way to 
Will Honeycomb’s lodgings, without whose advice 
I never communicate nn 3 ' thing to tlic public of 
this nature.

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ing to Aristotle’s method, arc the sentiments and 
the language. Before I enter npon the first of 
these, I must advertise my reader, that it is my 
design, ns soon ns I have finished my general re- 
flections on these four several heads, to give p.ar- 
ticular instances out of the poem which is now 
before us, of beauties and imperfections which maj’ 
be observed under each of them, as also of such 
other particulars as may not properly fall under 
any of them. Tliis I thouglit lit to premise, that 
the reader may not judge too hastily of this piece 
of criticism, or look upon it ns imperfect, before 
he has seen the whole extent of it. 

The sentiments in an epic poem arc tlic thoughts 
and behaviour whicii the aullior ascribes to the 
pe>-sons whom he introduces, and arc just when 
they arc conformalde to the characters of tlic seve- 
ral persons. The sentiments havc-likewise a rela- 
tion to things as well as persons, arid are then 
perfect wlicn they arc such as are adapted to the 
subject. If in either of these cases the poet cndc.i- 
Toiirs to argue or explain, to magnify or diminish, 
to raise love or hatred, pity or terror, or any other 
passion, we ought to consider whether the senti- 
ments he makes use of arc proper for those ends. 
Homer is censured by the critics for liis defect as 
to this particular in several parts of the Iliad and 
Odyssey, though at the same time those who have 
treated this great poet with candour, have attri- 
buted this defect to the times in which he lived. 
It was the fault of the age, and not of Homer, if 
there wants that delicacy in some of his scntiiccnts, 
which now appears in the works of men of a much 
inferior genius. Besides, if there are. blemishes in 
any particular tlioughts, there is an infinite beauty 
in tlie greatest part of them. In short, if there 
arc many poets who would not h.avc fallen into the 
meanness of some cf his sentiments, thetc arc none 
who could have risen up to the greatness of others. 
Virgil has excelled all others in the propriety of 
his sentiments, hlilton shines likctrisc very much 
in this particular; nor mu?fwc omit one consi- 
deration which adds to his honour and reputation. 
Homer and Virgil introduced penons whose cha- 
racters are commonly known among men, and such 
as are to be met with cither in hi.'^tory, or in ordi- 
nary conversation. Milton’s characters, most of 
them, lie out of nature, and were to be formed 
purely out of his own invention. It shows a greater 
genius in Shakspeare to have drawn his Caliban, 
than his Hotspur, or Julius Cmsar; the one was to 
be supplied out of bis own imagination, whereas 
the other might have been formed npon tradition, 
history, and observation. It was much easier there- 
fore for Homer to find proper sentiments for an 
assembly of Grecian generals, than for Milton to 
diversify his infernal council with proper charac- 
ters, and inspire them with a variety of sentiments. 
The loves of Dido and jEneas are only copies of 
what has passed between other persons. Adam 
and Eve, before the fall, are a diiferent species 
' from that of mankind, who are descended from 
them; and none but a poet of the most unbounded 
invention, and the most exquisite judgment, could 
have filled their conversation and behaviour with 
so many apt circumstances during their state of in- 
nocence. . 

Nor is it sufficient for an epic poem -to 'be filled 
with such thoughts as are natural, unless it abound 
also with such as are’ sublime. Virgil in this partl- 
' culnr falls short of Homer. He has riot indeed so 
many thoughts that are low and vidgar ; but at the 
iame time has not so many tlioughts that are sub- 
lime and noble. The truth of it is, Virgil seldom 
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rises into verj' astonishing sentiments, where he is 
not fired by the Iliad, He every where charms 
and pleases us by the force of his own genius; but 
seldom elevates and twausports us where he does 
not fetch his hints from Homer. 

Milton’s cliicf talent, and indeed Iiis distinguish- 
ing excellence, lies in the sublimity of his thoughts. 
There arc others of tlic moderns ulio rival him in 
every' otlicr part of poetry ; hut in the greatness of 
his EcntimcntS'hc (riuniplis over all the poets both 
modern and ancient, Homer only excepted. It is 
impossible for the imagination of man to distend 
itself with greater ideas, tlmii those which lie has 
laid together in his first, second, and six,th books. 
The seventh, which describes the crention of the 
world, is likewise wonderfully sulilimc, though not 
so apt to stir up emotion in the mind of the reader, 
nor consequently so perfect in the epic way of 
writing, because it is filled with less action. Let 
tlic judicious reader compare what Longinus has 
obserred on several p.-issagcs in Homer, and be 
will find parallels for most of them in the Para- 
dise Lost. 

Prom what has been said, we may'infer, that as 
(here are two kinds of sciitimfents, the natural and 
the .sublime, wliicli arc always to lie pursued in an 
heroic poem, tlicrc arc also fwo'kinds of thoughts 
which arc carefully to he avoided. The first are, 
such ns are nd'oeted and unnatural ; tlic second, 
such as arc mean and vulgar. As for the first kind 
of thoiiglils, we meet with little or nothing that is 
like them in Virgil. He has none of those trifling 
points and puerilities that arc so often to he met 
with in Ovid, none of the epigrammatic turns of, 
Luciin, none of tliosc swelling sentiments which are 
so freqiiont in Statins and Claudian, none of tliose 
mixed cniliellisliments of Tasso. Every thing is 
just and nntiiml. His sentiments show that hcTiad 
a pcrferl insight into human nature, and that he 
knew every thing whicli was the most proper to 
alTect it. 

Mr. Dryden has in some places, wliich I may 
hcrc.aftcr take notice of, misrepresented Virgil’s 
way of thinking as to this particular, in the trans- 
l.ation lie has given us of the /Einbid. I do not re- 
member thni Homer any where falls into the faults 
above mentioned, which were indeed the false 
refinements of later ages. Milton, it must be con- 
fessed, has sometimes erred in this respect, as' I 
shall show more at large in anothrr paper; though 
considering how all tlie poets of the age in which 
he writ were infected with this wrong way of 
thinking, he is rather to be admired that he -did 
not give more into it, than that he did sometimes 
comply with the vicious taste which still prevails 
80 much among modern writers. 

But since several thoughts may be natural which 
arc low and grovelling, an epic poet should not 
only avoid such sentiments as ^are, unnatural or 
affected, but also such as arc mean and vulgar, 
Homer lias opened a great field of raillery to men 
of more delicacy than 'greatness of genius, by the 
homeliness of some of his sentiments. But as I 
have before said, these are rather to be imputed 
to the simplicity of the age in which he lived, to 
which I may also add, of that which he described, 
than to any' imperfection in that divine poet. 
Zoilus among the ancients, and Monsieur Perrault 
among the modems, pushed their ridicule very far 
upon him, on account of some such sentiments, 
•There is no-blemish to be observed in Virgil under 
this head, and but a very few in -Milton.

conversation!:. Homcc, in the discourse from j 
whence I take the hint of the present si)cculatiou, 
la^s down excellent ndcs for conduct in conversa- 
tion with men of power; but he speaks witli an 
air of one who had no need of such an appUcution 
for any thing which related to him''elf. It shows 
he understood wliat it was to be a skilful courtier, 
by just admonitions against importunity, and show- 
ing how forcilile it was to speak modestly of your 
own wants. There is indeed something so shame- 
less in taking all opportunities to ‘■peak of your 
own affair-!, that he wlio is guilty of it towards 
him on whom he depends, fares like the licggar 
who exposes his sores, whicli, iii'-tcad of moving 
compassion, makes the man he Iicg-i of turn away 
from tlic object. 

I cannot tell what is become of him, but 1 re- 
member about sixteen years ago an honest fellow, 
who so justly understood how disagreeable the men- 
tion or appearance of his want would make him, 
tJiat I have often reflected upon him as a counter- 
part of 1ms, whom 1 have formerly mentioned *. 
Tliis man, whom 1 have missed for some years in 
my walks, and have heard was some way employed 
about the army, made it a maxim, that good wigs, 
delicate linen, anil a cheerful air, were, to a poor 
dependant, the same that working tools arc to a 
poor artificer. It was no small entertainment to 
me, who knew his circum-tances, to see him, who 
had fasted two days, altributc the thinness they told 
him of, to the violence of some gallantries he had 
lately been guilty of. The skilful dissembler car- 
ried on this with the utmost nddres*; and if any 
suspected hisalfairs were narrow, it was attributed 
to indulging himself in some f.isliionablc vice ra- 
ther than an irreproachable poverty, which saved 
his credit with tliosc on whom be depended. 

The main art is to be as little troublesome ns you 
can, and make all you hope for come rather as a 
favour from your patron than claim from you. But 
J am here prating of what is the method of pleas- 
ing so as to succeed in the world, when there are 
crow’ds who have, in city, town, court, and coun- 
try, arrived to considerable acquisitions, and yet 
seem incapable of acting in any constant tenor of 
life, but have gone on from one successful error to 
another: therefore 1 tliink 1 may shorten this in- 
quiry after the method of pleasing; and ns the old 
beau said to his son, once for all, ‘ Pray, Jack, be 
a fine gentleman;’ so may I, to my render, abridge 
my instructions, and finish the art of pleasing in a 
word, ‘ Be rich.’

Having already given an account of the dissection

It is not unpleasant to see a fellow, 
after growing old in attendance, and after having 
passed half a life in servitude, call himself the 
nnhappiest of all men, and pretend^ to be disap- 
pointed, because a courtier broke his word. He 
that promises' himself any thing but what may 
■naturally ari^e from his own property or labour, 
and goes beyond the desire of possessing above 
two parts in three even of that, laj's up for him- 
self an increasing heap of afflictions and disap- 
pointments. There arc but two means in the world 
of gaining by other hien, and these are by being 
either agreeable or considerable. The generality 
of mankind do all things for their own sakes; and 
when you hope any thing from persons above you, 
if you cannot say, ‘ I can be thus agreeable, or 
thus serviceable,’ it is ridiculous to pretend to the 
dignity of being unfortunate when they leave you ; 
you were injuflicious in hoping for any other than 
to be neglected for|Buch as can come within these 
descriptions of being capable to please, or serve 
your patron, whenyhis humour or interests call for 
their capacity either way. 

It would not, methinks, be a useless comparison 
between the condition of a man who^shnns all the 
pleasures of life,' and of one who makes it his bu- 
siness to pursue them. Hope in the recluse makes 
his austerities comfortable, while the luxurious man 
gains nothing but uneasiness from his enjoyments. 
What is the difference in the happinhss of him who 
is macerated by abstinence, and his who is sur- 
feited with excess? He who resigns the world has 
no temptation to envy, hatred, malice, anger, but 
is in constant possession of a serene mind : he who 
follows the pleasures of it, which are in their very 
nature disappointing, is in constant search of care, 
solicitude, remorse, and'confnsion.

. ENGLISH PROVERBS. 

Lucian rallies the philosophers in his time, who 
could not agree whether they should admit riches 
into the number of real goods; the professois of 
the severer sects threw them quite out, while others 
as resolutelj' inserted them. 

I am apt to believe, that as the world grew more 
polite, the rigid doctrines of the 'first were wholly 
discarded ; and I do not find any one so hardy at 
present as to deny that there are very great advan- 
tages in tlie enjoyment of a plentiful fortune. In- 
deed the best and wisest of men, though they may 
possibly despise a good part of those things which 
the world calls pleasure, can, I think, hardly be 
insensible of that weight and dignjty which a mo- 
derate share of wealth adds to their characters, 
counsels, and actions. 

We find it is a general complaint in professions 
and trades, that the richest members of them are 
chiefly encouraged, and 'this ■'is falsely imputed to 
the 111-nature of mankind, who are ever bestowing 
their favours on such as least want them. Where- 
as if we fairly consider their proceedings in this 
case, we shall find them founded on undoubted 
reason ; since supposing both equal in their natural- 
integrity, I ought, in common prudence, to fear 
foul play from an indigent person, rather -than from 
one whose circnntstances seem to have placed him 
above the bare temptation of money. 

This reason also makes the commonwealth regard 
her richest subjects, as those who are most con- 
cerned for her quiet and interest, and consequently 
fittest to be intrusted with her highest employ- 
ments. On the contrary, Catiline’s saying to those 
men of desperate fortunes, who appli^ themselves 
to him, and of whom he afterwarfs composed Ids 
army, that they had nothing to hope for but from 
I a civil war, was'tootrue not'to make the impres- 
sions lie desired. 

I believe I need not fear but that what T have 
said in praise of monej', will be more than suffi- 
cient with most of my readers to excuse the sub- 
ject of my present paper, which ! intend as an es- 
say on the ways to xaise a man’s fortune, or the 
art of growing rich. 

The first and most infallible method towards the 
attaining of this end is thrift. All men are not 
equally qualified for getting money, but it is in the 
power of eveiy one alike to practise this virtue 
and I believe there are very few persons, who it 
they plense'to reflect on their past lives, will not 
find that had they saved all those little sums which 
they have spent unnecessarily, they might at pre- 
sent have been masters of a competent fortune. 
Diligence justly claims the next place to thrift: 
I find both these excellently well recommended to 
common use in the three following Italian proverbs: 

• Never do thftt by proxy which jou can do yourself. 

Never defer that till to-moirow which you can do to-day. 

Never neglect small matters and expenses.

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in the world, I Iiavc certainly the worst memory 
of any man living,’ arc frequent expressions in the 
mouth of a pretender of this sort. It is a pro- 
fessed maxim with these people never to think; 
there is something so solemn in reflection, they, 
forsooth, can never give tliemselves lime for such a 
way of employing themselves. It happens often 
that this sort of man fs heavy enough in his nature 
to be a good proficient in such matters as arc at- 
tainable by industry ; but, alas ! he has such an 
ardent desire to be what he is not, to be too vola- 
tile, to have the faults of a person of spirit, that 
he professes himself the most unfit man living for 
any manner of application. lYhen this humour 
enters into tlie head of a female, she generally’ 
professes sickness upon all occasions, and acts all 
things with an indisposed air. She is oflended, but 
her mind is too lazy to raise her to anger, therefore 
she lives only as actuated by a violent spleen, and 
gentle scorn. She has hardly curiosity to listen to 
scandal of her acquaintance, and has never atten 
tion enough to hear them commended. Tills aflec- 
tation in both sexes makes them vain of bein"^ use- 
less, and take a certain pride in their insignifi- 
cancy. 

Opposite to this folly is anotlier no less unrea- 
sonable, and that is, the ‘ impertinence of being al- 
ways in a hurry.’ There are those who visit ladies, 
and beg pardon, before they are well seated in 
their chairs, that they just called in, but are obliged 
to attend business of importance elsewhere the 
very next moment. Thus they run from place 
to place, professing that tlicy are obliged to 
be still in another company than that whicli 
they are in. These persons who arc just a going 
somewhere else should never be detained ; let all 
the world allow that business 'is to be minded, and 
their affairs will bo at an end. Their vanity is to 
be importuned, and compliance with their multi- 
plicity of affairs would efl'ectually dispatch them. 
The travelHug ladies, who have half the town to 
see in an afternoon, may be pardoned for being 
in constant hurry; but it is inexcusable in men to 
come where they have no business, to profess tliey 
absent themselves where they have. It has been 
remarked by some nice observers and critics, that 
there is nothing discovers the true temper of a person 
so much as his letters. I have by me two epistles, 
Which are written by two people of the different 
humours above-mentioned. It is wonderful that a 
man cannot observe upon himself when he sits 
down to write, but that he will gravely commit 
himself to paper the same man that he is in the 
freedom of conversation. I have hardly seen a 
line from any of these gentlemen, but spoke them 
as absent from what. they were' doing, as they 
profess they are when they come into company. 
For the folly is, that they have persuaded diem- 
selves they really are busy. Thus their whole time 
is spent in suspense of the present moment to the 
next, and then from the next to the succeeding, 
which, to the end of life, is to pass away with 
pretence to many things, and execution of no- 
thing.

The third method mentioned liy Arl'totle^ is what 
aprees with the penlut of the (Irech lanpunpe more 
than with that of nn\ oilier (nnpue, nnd is there- 
fore more n-ed by Jlonier than Its nny other port. 
J tnean the Irnsthcnlnp of n phrase hy tlie addition 
of wont', which may either he in-erted or oniilled, 
as nho hj therxtendinpor eontraetinp of |iarl5ruhir 
words by the insertion or omistion of certain xjl- 
l.ibles. Milton has pul in pr.ictire this method of 
misinp hi« Iancnas;e, ns far ns the nature «if ntir 
fonpne will permit, as in the p:t->.'ipr niune-inrn- 
tioned, eremite, for wlial is hermit in enminon 
di‘eour‘e. If ^ou oh'erse the measure of hit sei>e, 
he has with crc.at judpment Mippre-sed n sjllahlr 
in .several words, nnd jhortened llnec of two m 1. 
Inbles into one; hy which method, liciide.s the 
nbovc-mcniinncd ndsantivpc, lie has pisen a preatrr 
variety to bis numbers. Ibit tliis practice is more 
particularly remarkable in the names of persons 
nnd of countries, ns l}c?hfhvb, llesicloUy nnd in 
many other jiarticulars, wherein he has either 
clianpcd the name, or made use of llml whlrli is 
not the most commonly knosvn, that lie miphl the 
better depart from the lanpiapc of the vnlpnr. 

The same reason recommended to him several 
old words, which nUo makes his poem nppe.or ilie 
more venerable, and gives it n prcnlcr nir of nn- 
tiquity. 

I must likewise take notice, that tlicre arc in 
Milton several words of Ins’ own coining, nsccrftc-! 
rcon, miscrealfd, heU-doomtd, embryon, atoms, and 
many others. If the render i« oITcjjdcd nt this li- 
berty in oar English poet, 1 svmild recommend 
him to a discourse in Plutarch, which shows us how 
frequently Horabr has made use of the same li- 
berty, 

Milton, by the above-mentioned helps, and by 
the choice of (he noblest words and phrases which 
our tongue wonld afford liim, has carried our lan- 
guage to a greater height than any of the English 
poets have ever done before or after him, nnd 
made the sublimity of his style equal to that of his 
Bcntim'cnis. 

I Imvc been the more particular in these obser- 
vations on Milton’s style, because it is that part of 
him in which he appears (he most singular. The 
remarks I, have here made upon the practice of 
other poets, with my observations out of Aristotle, 


will perhaps nlievinlr the prejudice which some 
lm\r taken to hi-, poem upon this account} though,' 
after nil, 1 mu-t rnufe-*. timt I think Ids Slavic, 
though ndmirnhle in gencrnl, i* in some plnces too 
nmeli ■'litTerird nnd oh;enred hy (lie frequent n-c of 
iho-.c method' which Aristotle liiis prcscrihrd for 
the raising of it. 

This rertniidiuies of tho'r 'cvenil ways of speech 
which Aiisloilr c.aU' ‘ foreign Inngniige,' nnd with 
which Milton ha* 'o ter\ much enrlclird, nnd in 
•oair place* darkened the Inngnnge of his jiocm, 
wit* the mure ptojier for lii' use, hernuse hi* jiorin 
is written in blank verse, Uhvine, without any 
other assistanee, ilitow* (lie laugiingr nlT from 
jiro*e, nnd \erv often maka-* an indifferent phrase 
pa-s unregarded; hut where (liryer*e i.* not built 
upt*u rinme-, there jminp of *niind mid energy of 
rtpre-‘iun nre indi‘priisalily nrees-nry to eiipjiort 
the style, nnd keep it fimn fulling into the flatness 
of jirose. 

’riio*e who base not a fn*tc for tliis elcsatinn of 
style, nnd are apt to ridicule .a poet when he de- 
parts from llie common forms of expression, would 
do well to see how .'\rl'lollc has treated an ancient 
author railed Euclid, for hi* insipid mirth upon 
till* nrcasion. Mr. Drydrn u*ed to call these sort 
of men hi* pro'e-eriiir*. 

1 slimild, tinder tlii* lie.ad of (he Inngimgc, ron- 
slder Milton'.* mimhers, In which he has made ti-c 
of <cvrral crnion*,w!ilrh nre not ru*lomary among 
other English poet*, a* may he particularly oh- 
senrd in hi* niilirig olf the letter V, when it pre- 
cede- a towel. Thlv, nnd some other innovations 
In the jne,a*urc of liis ver-e, has v.iried hi* iiumhem 
ill sneti a lunnnrr, as maker them incapable of 
satiating tlie ear, and cloying tfic render, which the 
time uniform measure would rerlainly hate done, 
nod which the jirrpetnnl rciuni* of rhyme never 
fail to do in lung narrative poem*. 1 shall close 
tlu*<e relierfiniit njmn (he Iniigimgc of Earadtsc 
I.o.t wltli oh-erving, that Milton has copied after 
Homer rather than Virgil In the length of his 
periods the eopioinnr>* of his plirnjcs, and ,t|ic 
ronuing of his seises into one anotlicr.

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exempt^ one man from subjection to another, so 
far as the order and economy of government will 
permit. 

Liberty should reach every individual of a peo- 
ple, as they all share one common nature; if it 
only spreads among particular branches, there had 
better be none at all, since such a liberty onlj' 
aggravates the misfortune of those who are de- 
prived of it, by setting before them a disagreeable 
subject of comparison. 

This liberty is best prcsei^cd, where the legisla- 
tive power is lodged iu several persons, especially 
if those persons are of dilTcrcnt ranks and interests; 
for where they are of the same rank, and conse- 
quently have an interest to manage peculiar to that 
rank, it differs but little from a despotical govern- 
ment in a single person. But the greatest security 
a people can have for their liberty, is when the 
legislative power is in the hands of persons so hap- 
pily distinguished, that by providing for the parti- 
cular interests of their several ranks, they are pro- 
viding for the whole body of the people; or, in 
other words, when there is no part of the people 
that has not a common interest with at least one 
part of the legislators. 

If there be but one body of legislators, it is no 
better than a tyranny ; if there arc only two, there 
will want a casting voice, and one of them must at 
length be swallowed up by disputes and conten- 
tions that will necessarily arise between them. 
Four would have the same inconvenience as two, 
and a greater number would cause too much con- 
fusion. I could never read a passage in Polybius, 
and another in Cicero to this purpose, without a 
secret pleasure in applying it to the English consti- 
tution, which it suits much better than the Roman. 
Both these great authors give the pre-eminence to 
a mixed government, consisting of three branches, 
the regal, the noble, and the popular. They had 
doubtless in their thoughts tlie constitution of the 
Roman commonwealth, in which the consul repre- 
sented the king, the senate, the nobles, and the 
tribunes the people. This division of the three 
powefs in the Roman constitution was by no means 
so d’lstinct and natural, as it is in the English form of 
government. Among several objections that might 
be made to it, I think the chief are those that 
affect the" consular power, which had only the or- 
naments without the force of the regal autliority. 
Their number had not a casting voice in it ; for 
which reason, if one did not chance to be employed 
abroad, while the other sat at home, the public 
business was sometimes at a stand, while the con- 
suls pulled two different ways in it. Besides, I 
do not find that the consuls had ever a negative 
voice in the passing of a law, or decree of the 
nenate; so that indeed they were rather the chief 
body of the nobility, or the first ministers of state, 
than a distinct branch of the sovereignty, in which 
none can be looked upon as a part, who arc not a 
part of the legislature. Had the consuls been in- 
vested with the regal authority to as great a degree 
ps our monarebs, llicre would never have been any 
occasions for a dictatorship, which had in it the 
power of all the three orders, and ended in die 
subversion of the whole constitntioh. 

Such an history as that of Suetonius, which gives 
us a succession of absolute princes, is to me an 
unanswerable argument against despotic power. 
"Where the prince is a man of wisdom and virtue, 
it is indeed happy for his people that he is abso- 
lute ; but since i-a the common run of mankind, for 
one that is wise and good you find ten of a con- 


trary character, it is very dangerons for a nation 
to stand to its chance, or to have its public happi- 
ness or misery depend on the virtue or vices of a 
single person. Look into the history I have men- 
tioned, or into any series of absolute princes, how 
many tyrants must you read tlirough, before you 
come to an emperor that is supportable. But this 
is not all; an honest private man often grows cruel 
and abandoned, when converted info an absolute 
prince. Give a man power of doing wliat he 
pleases with impunity, you extinguish his fear, and 
consequently overturn in him one of the great pil- 
lars of morality. This too we "find confirmed by 
matter of fact. How many hopeful heirs appa- 
rent to grand empires, when in the possession of 
them, have become such monsters of lust and cruelty 
as arc a reproach 'to human nature ! 

Some tell us we ought to make our governments 
on earth like that in heaven, which, say they, is 
altogether monarchical and unlimited. "Was man 
like his Creator in goodness and justice, I should 
be for nlJou'ing this great mode ] ; but wiiere good- 
ness and justice are not essential to the nder, I 
would by no means put myself into his hands to 
be disposed of according to his particular will and ’ 
pleasure. 

It is odd to consider the connection between 
despotic government and barbarity, and how the 
making of one person more than man, makes the 
rest less. Above nine parts of the world in ten 
are In the lowest state of slavery, and consequent- 
ly sunk in tlie most gross and brutal ignorance. 
Enropean slavery is indeed a state of liberty, if 
compared with that which prevails in the other 
three divisions of the world ; and tlicrefore it is no 
wonder that those who grovel under it, Jtave many 
tracks of light among them, of which the others 
are wholly destitute. 

Riches and plenty are the natural fmits of li- 
berty, and where these abound, learning and all 
the liberal arts will immediately lift np fbeir heads 
and flourish. As a man must have no sla\ish fears 
and apprehensions hanging upon his mind, who 
will iitdulgc the flights of fancy or speculation, and 
push his researches jnto all the abstruse corners of 
Irutli, so it is necessary for him to have about him 
a competency of all the conveniencies of life. 

The first thing every one looks after, is to pro- 
vide himself with necessaries. This point will 
engross our thoughts until it be satisfied. If tliii 
is taken care of to our bands, we look ont for 
pleasures and amusements; and among a great 
Bomber of idle people, there will he many whose 
pleasures- will lie in reading and contemplation. 
These are the two great sources of knowledge, and 
as men grow wise they naturally love to commu- 
nicate their discoveries; and others seeing the hap- 
piness of such a learned life, and improving by 
their conversation, emulate, imitate, and surpass 
one anotlier, until a nation is filled with races of 
wise understanding persons. Eaeciand plenty are 
therefore the great cherishers of knowledge : and 
as most of the despotic governments of the world 
have neither of them, they are naturally overrun / 
with ignorance and barbarity. In Europe, indeed, 
notwithstanding several of its princes are absolnfe, 
there are mpn famous for knowledge and learn- 
ing; but the reason- is, because the subjects are 
many of them rich and wealthy, the prmea not 
thinking fit to exert himself in his full tyranny like 
the princes of the eastern nations, lest his subjects 
sbonld be invited to new-mould their constitution,

My 
wares arc fit only for sneh as your renders; and I 
would bef; of yon to print this’ndilress In your 
jmper, that thn«c nho'e minds you adorn may take 
the ornaments for their pciNons and houses from 
me. This, sir, if 1 may presume to be;; it, will be 
the prenter favour, ns I have lately reecived rich 
silks and fine lace to a considerable value, which 
will be sold cheap for .a quick return, and ns 1 have 
nl«o a Inrpe stock of other ponds. Indian silks 
were formerly a preat branch of our trade; and 
since we must not soli them, vve must seek amends 
by dealinp in olherv. This I hope will plead for 
one who would lesicu the nuinlicrof tlic teasers of 
the Muses, and v\lio,snltiiip lits spirit to lii, circuin- 
stanccsjluimldcs tlie poet to cx.nlt tlie cltir.eu. Like 
n true tradesman, l»!mrdly ever look into nny 
books, but those of accounts. To s.ay the truth, 
1 cannot, 1 think, pivr you a better idea of my 
bcinp a downriplit man of traffic, than liy acknow- 
Icdpinp 1 oftener rend ttic advertisements, timu tlie 
matter of even your pajicr. I am under a preat 
temptation to take this opportunity of admonish- 
inp other writers to follow my example, and trou- 
ble the town no more; but .as it is my present bu- 
siness to increase tlic number of Imycrs ratlicr than 
sellers, 1 hasten to tell yon that 1 rim,

Upon taking my scat in a coDTcc-iiousc I often 
draw the eyes of tlic whole room upon me, when 
in the hottest sc.asons of news, and at a time per- 
haps that the Datcli mail is just come in, they hear 
me ask the coffcc-man for his last week’s bill of 
mortality'. 1 find that I have been sometimes taken 
on this occasion for a parish sexton, somctinies for 
an undertaker, and sometimes for a doctor of phy- 
sic, ^ In this, however, I am puided by tlic spirit 
of a philosopher, as 1 take occasion from thence 
to reflect upon the regular increase and diminu- 
tion of mankind, and consider tlic several various 
ways through which vve pass from life to eternity. 
I am very well pleased with these weekly admo- 
nitions, that bring into my mind sucli thoughts as

oiiplil (o 1)C tlic daily entertainment of every rca- 
Foimiile cre.-iliirc ; and can consider with pleasure 
to myself, liy wliicli of those deliverances, eras 
we coinmniily rjill tliem, distempers, I may possi- 
bly make my escape out tif this world of sorrows, 
into that condition of existence, wherein 1 hope 
to be linpplcr tluui it is possible for me at present 
to cnnecive. 

Hut this is not all (lie use I make of the above- 
mentioned vveekly paper. A bill of mortality is, 
in my opinion, an iiiiansvvomlilc argumeiit for a 
Providence. How can vve, williniit supposing our- 
selves under the constant care of a Supreme Reing, 
give nny poviihle account for that nice proportion, 
which wc find in every great city, between the 
deatlis and liirths of its iiiliabllant'-, and between 
Ihe number of mules nud tliat of females brought 
intollic woild? M'lmt else could adjust in so exact 
a manner the recruits of every nation to its losses, 
and divide tlicse new supplies of jieojilc inio sucli 
equal hollies of liotli »c.vcs? Clianec could never 
hold tlic linlnnce with so steady a Iiand. IVerc vve 
not emiiited out l»y an intelligent supervisor, wc 
should sometimes be overcharged with ninltitiidcs, 
and at otliers waste away into a desert: we sliould 
be soinrtimesa pojntius eirornm, as Floras elegantly 
expresses il, a geaemtioa of male?, and at otliers 
a spccii's of women. Y’c may extend Iliis consi- 
deration to every species of living creatures, and 
coiiMiler (he wliole animal world ns an huge nnny 
made iq) of innumerable corps, if I may use lliat 
term, v\ hose qiiot.as liavc been kept entire near five 
Ihoumml ycar.s, in so wonderful a m.anncr, tlmt 
there is ant prolialily a single species lost daring 
lliis long tract of time. Could wc liavc general 
bills of mortality of every kind of animals, or par- 
ticular ones of every sitccics in each continent and 
island, 1 could almost say in every wood, marsh, 
or mountain, what astonishing instances would tliey 
be of tlint Providence wliich watclics over all liis 
vvorkf, 

1 have heard of a grrwt man in the Romish 
cliiircli, who, upon reading tiiosc words in tlic fifth 
chapter of Genesis, ‘ And all tlic days that Adam 
lived were nine hundred and (liirty years, and he 
died ; and all tlie days of Sctli were nine hundred 
and twelve years, and he died; and all the d.ay-H 
of Mclliusclali were nine hundred and sixty-nine 
years, and he died immediately shut himself up 
in a convent, and retired from tlic world, as not 
thinking any thing in this life wortli pursuing, 
which had not regard to anotlicr. 

Tlic truth of it is, there is nothing in history 
which is so improving -to the render os those .ac- 
counts which vve meet with of the dcallis of emi- 
nent persons, and of their heliavioiir in tliat dread- 
ful season. I may’ also add, that there arc no 
parts in history which aflcct and please the reader 
in so sensible a manner. The reason I take to be 
this, because there is no other single circumstance 
in the story of any person, which can possibly be 
the case of every one who reads it. A battle or a 
triumph arc conjunctures in vvliicii not one ra.an in 
a million is likely to be qngaged ; but when we 
see a person at the point of death, we cannot for- 
bear being attentive to every tiling he says or does, 
because' we are sure that some time or otlier we 
shall ourselves be in the same melancholy circum- 
stances. Tlie general, the statesman, or the phi- 
losopher, are perhaps characters which we may 
never act in, but the dying man. is one whom,, 
sooner or later, vve shall certainly resemble. 

It is, perhaps, for the same kind of reason, (hat 
few books written In ' ’ have much

I was very glad 
to find that they did not neglect iny friend’s ad- 
monition, because there are a great many in this 
class of criiicisra who may he gained by it : hut 
indeed the truth is, that as to the work itself, it is 
every where nature. The persons are of the high- 
est quality in life, even that of princes; hut their 
quality is not represented by the poet with direc- 
tions that guards and waiters should follow them in 
every scene, hut their grandeur appears In great- 
ness of sentiments, (lowing from minds worthy their 
condition.' To make a character truly great, this 
author understands that it should have its founda- 
tion in superior thoughts, and maxims of conduct. 
It is very certain, that many an honest woman 
would make no diffichlty, though she had been the 
wife of Hector, for the sake of a kingdom, to 
marry the enemy of her husband’s family and 
countrj-; and indeed who can deny but she 
might lie still an honest woman, but no heroine? 
That may be defensible, nay laudable in one cha- 
racter, which would be in the highest degree ex- 
ceptionable in another. Wlicn Cato Uticensis 
killed himself, Gottins, a Roman of ordinary qua- 
lity and character, did the same thing; upon which 
one said, smiling, ‘ Cottius might have lived, though 
Cassar has seized tlie Roman liberty.’ Cottius’s 
condition miglit have been the same, let things at 
the upper cud of the world pass as they would. 
IVhat is further very extraordinary in this work, 
ir, that the persons are all of them laudable, and 
their misfortunes arise rather from unguarded vir- 
tue, than, propensity to vice The town has an 
opportunity of doing itself justice in supporting 
the representations of passion, sorrow, indignation, 
even despair itself, within the rules of dccenr.y, 
honour, and good-breeding; and since there is no 
one can_ flatter himself his life will be always for- 
tunate, they may here sec sorrow, as they would 
wish to bear it whenever it arrives.

ROSCOJIllON. 

I HAVE now considered Milton’s Paradise Lost' 
under those four great heads, of tlie fable, the cliaJ 
raclcrs, the sentiments, and the language * ; and 
have shown that he excels in general, under each 
of these heads. I hojic that I have made se- 
ver.'jl discoveries which may appear new, even to 
those who arc versed in critical learning. Were 
I indeed to choose my readers, by whose judgment 
I would stand or fall, they should not be such as 
arc acquainted only with the French and Italian 
critics, but also with the ancient and modem who 
have written in cither of the learned languages. 
Above all, 1 would have them well versed in the 
Greek and Latin jtoets, without which a man very 
often fancies tliat he understands a critic, when in 
reality he docs not coraprchciid his meaning. 

It is in criticism as in all other sciences and spe- 
culations; one who brings with him any implicit 
notions and observations, whicli he has made in his 
reading of the jiocts, will find his own reflections 
methodized and explained, and perhaps several 
little hints that had passed in liis mind perfected 
and improved, in the worlts of a good critic; 
whereas one who has not these previous lights is 
very' often an utter stranger to what he reads, and- 
apt to put a wrong interpi'elalion upon it. 

Nor is it sufiicient that a man, wlio sets up for a 
judge in criticism, should have perused tlie anthors 
above-mentioned, unless be has also a clear and lo- 
gical bead. Witliout this talent he is perpetually 
puzzled and perplexed amidst his own blunders, 
mistakes the sense of those he would confute, or, if 
he chances to think right, does not know how to 
convey his thoughts to another uith clearness and 
perspicuity. Aristotle, who was the best critic, 
was also one of the best logicians that ever ap- 
peared in the world. 

Mr. Locke’s Essay on Human Understanding 
would be thought a very odd book for a man to 
make himself master of, who would get a reputa- 
tion by- critical writings; though at the same time it 
is-very certain, that an author who has not learned 
the art of distinguishing between words and thirigs, 
and of Tanging his thoughts and setting them in 
proper lights, whatever notions he may have, will ' 
lose himself in confusion and obscurity. I miglit 
further observe, that there is not a Greek or Latin 
critic, who has not shown, even in the style of his 
criticisms, that he was a master of all the elegance 
and delicacy of his native tongup. 

The (ruth of it is, tlicre is nothing more absurd, 
than for a man to set np for a critic without a 
good insight into all the-parts of learning; whereas 
many of those who have endeavoured to signalize 
themselves by works of this nature,among our Eng- 
lish writers, are not only defective- in the above- 
mentioned particulars, but plainly discover, by the 
phrases which they make use of, and by their con- 
fused way of tliinking, that .they are notacqnainted.

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I will illustrate it a little, by nn cxnmple drawn 
from private life, which carries with it such a pro- 
fusion of liberality, that it can be exceeded by 
nothing but the humanity and good-nature which 
accompanies it. It is g letter of Pliny, which I 
shall here translate, because the action will best 
appear in its first dress of thouglit, without any 
foreign or ambitious ornaments. 

PLINY TO QUINTILIAN. 

‘ Though I am fully acquainted with the content- 
ment and just moderation of your mind, and the 
confonnit3' the education you have given your 
daughter bears to your own character j yet since 
she is suddenly to be married to a person of dis- 
tinction, whose figure in the world makes it neces- 
sary for her to be at a more than ordinary expense, 
in clothes and equipage suitable to her husband’s 
quality ; by which, though her intrinsic worth be 
not augmented, yet will it receive both ornament 
and lustre ; and knowing your estate to be as mo- 
derate as the riches of your mind arc abundant, J 
must challenge to myself some part of (he burthen; 
and as a parent of your child, I present her with 
twelve hundred and fifty crowns, towards tliese 
expenses ; which sum had been much larger, had 
I not feared the smallness of it would be the great- 
est inducement with you to accept of it Farewel.’ 

Tims should a benefaction be done with a good 
.grace, and shine in the strongest point of light; it 
should not only answer all tlic hopes and exigen- 
cies of the receiver, but even outrun his wishes. It 
is this happy manner of behaviour which adds new 
charms to it, and softens those gifts of art and 
nature which otherwise would be rather distasteful 
than agreeable. /UMthout it valour would dege- 
nerate into brutality, learning into pedantry, and 
the genleelcst demeanour into alVcctation. Even 
religion itself, unless decency be the bnnduiaid 
which waits upon her, is apt to make people ap- 
pear guilty of sourness and ill-humour: but this 
shows virtue in her first original form, adds a come- 
liness to religion, and gives its professors the justest 
title ‘ to the beauty of holiness.’ A man fully in- 
structed in this art, may assume a thousand shapes, 
and please in all ; he may do a thousand actions 
shall become none other but himself; not that the 
things themselves are different, but the manner of 
doing them. 

If you examine each feature by itself, Aglanra 
and Calliclea are equally handsome, but take them 
in the whole, and you cannot suffer the compari- 
son: the one is full of numberless, nameless graces, 
the other of as many nameless faults. 

The comeliness of person, and the decency of be- 
haviour, add infinite wdight to what is pronounced 
by any one. It is the want of this tliat often makes 
the rebukes and advice of old rigid persons of no 
effect, and leave a displeasure in the^ minds of 
those they are directed to : but youth and beauty, 
if accompanied with a graceful and becoming se- 
verity, is of mighty force to raise, even in the most 
profligate, a sense of shame. In Milton, the devil 
is never described ashamed but once, and that at 
the rebuke of a beauteous angel : 

' So spake the cherub, and bis grave rebuke, 

Severe In youthful beauty, added grace 
. Invincible. Abash’d the devil stood. 

And felt how awful Goodness is, and taw 
Virtue In her own shape how lovely I saw.and pin’d 
H:s loss.’ 

The care of doing nothing unbecoming has ac- 
companied the greatest minds to their last mo- 
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ments. They avoided even an indecent posture in 
the very article of death. Thus Ccesar gathered 
his rnlic about him, that he might not fall in a 
manner unbecoming of himself; and the greatest 
concern that npjicnred in the behaviour of Lncretia 
when she stabbed herself was, that her body should 
lie in nn attitude worthy the iniud which had in- 
habited it: '

Jhlrciiia hue cliam ciira cadcnlis crat.’

‘ ’Tn-as her last thought, how decently to fall.’

* I AM a young woman without a fortune; but of 
a very high mind : that is, good sir, I am to the 
last degree proud and vain. I am ever railing at 
thb rich, for doing things, which, upon search into 
my heart, I find I am only angry at, because I 
cannot do the same myself.

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The prudent still have fortune on their side. 

The fnmous Gracian *, in bis little book, wherein 
he lays down maxims for a man’s advancing him- 
I self at court, advises bis reader to associate himself 
with the fortunate, and to shun the company of the 
unfortunate ; which, notwitlistanding the baseness 
of the precept to an honest mind, may have some- 
thing useful in it, for those who push their interest 
in the world. It is certain, a great part of what 
wc call good or ill fortune, rises out of right or 
wrong measures and ‘schemes of life. 'When I hear 
a man complain of his being unfortunate in all his 
I undertakings, I shrewdly suspect him for a very 
1 weak man in his affairs. In conformity with this 
way of thinking. Cardinal Richelieu used to say, 
that unfortunate and imprudent, were but two, 
words for the same thing. As the cardinal hiinself 
had a great share both of prudence and good for- 
tune, his famous antagonist, the Count d’Olivarez, 
was disgraced at the court of Madrid, because it 
was alleged against him that he had never any 
i success in his undertakings. This, says an eminent 
author, was indirectly accusing him of imprudence. 

Cicero recommended Pompey to the Romans for 
their general upon three accounts, as he was a man 
of courage, conduct, and good fortune. It was, 
perhaps, for the reason above mentioned, namely, 
that a series of good fortune supposes a prudent 
management in the person whom it befals, that' 
not only Sylln the dictator, but several of the Ro 
.man emperors, ns is still .to be seen upon their 
medals, among their other titles, gave themselves 
that of Felix or Fortunate. Tlie heathens, indeed, 
seem to have valued a man more for his good for-

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-indeed the greatest insolence imaginaldc, in a crea- 
ture who would feel the extremes of thirst and 
hunger if he did not prevent l\is appetites before 
they call upon him, to he so forgetful of tlic com- 
mon necessity of human nature, ns never to cast 
an eye upon the poor and needy. TIic fellow who 
escaped from a ship which struck upon a rock in 
, tlic w’cst, and joined with the country people to 
destroy his brother sailors, and make her .a wreck, 
W'as thought a most execrable creature ; but docs 
not every man who cijoys the possession of what he 
naturally wants, and is unmindful of the unsup- 
plied distress of other men, betray the same tem- 
per of mind ? When a man looks about him, and 
with regard to riches and poverty, beholds some 
drawn in pomp and equipage, and they, and their 
very servants, with nn air of scorn and triumph, 
overlooking the multitude that pass by them ; and 
in the same street, a creature of the same make, 
crying out, in the name of all that is good and sa- 
cred, to bdiold his misery, and give him some sup- 
ply .against hunger and nakedness; who would be- 
lieve these two beings were of the same species? 
But so it is, that the consideration of fortune has 
taken up all our minds ; and as I have often com- 
plained, poverty and riches stand in our imagina- 
, tions in the places of guilt and innocence. But In 
all seasons there will be some instances of persons 
who have souls too large to be taken with popular 
prejudices, and while Ae rest of mankind arc con- 
tending for superiority in power and wealth, have 
their thoughts bent upon the necessities of those 
below tlicm. The charity-schools, which have been 
erected of late years, are the greatest instances of 
public spirit the age' has produced. But indeed, 
when we consider bow long this sort of beneficence 
has been on foot, it is rather from the-good ma- 
nagement 'of those institutions, than from the num- 
ber or value of the benefactions to them, that they 
make so great a figure. One would tliink it im- 
possible that, in the space of fourteen years, there 
shoidd not have been five thousand pounds bc- 
stow'ed in gifts this way, nor sixteen hundred chil- 
dren, including males and females, put out to 
methods of industry. It is not allowed me to 
speak of luxury and folly with thd severe spirit 
they deserve; 1 shall .only therefore say, I shall 
very readily compound wdth any indy in a hooped' 
petticoat, if she gives the price of one hnlf yard 
of the silk, towards clothing, feeding, and instruct- 
ing an innocent helpless cre.ature of her own sex, 
in one of these schools. The consciousness of such 
an action will give her features a nobler life on 
this illustrious day *, than all the jewels that can 
hang in her hair, or can be clustered in her bo- 
som. It would be uncourtly to speak in harsher 
words to the fair, but to men one may take a 
little more freedom. It is monstrous how a man 
can live xvith so little reflection, as to fancy he is 
not in a condition very unjust and disproportioned 
to the rest of mankind, while he enjoys wealth, 
and exerts no benevolence or bounty to others. As 
for this particular occasion of these ^hoolsj there 
^ cannot any olfer more worthy a generous mind. 
"Would yoU do an handsome thing without return ; 
do it for. an infant that is not sensible of the 
obligation. Wonld you do it for public good ; 
do it for one who w'ill be an honest artificer. "VVould 
yon do - it for the sake of heaven ; give it to one 
who shall be instructed in the worship of him for 
whose sake you gave it It is, methinks, a most 
laudable institution this, if it were of no other ex-

pcclation than that of producing a race of good 
and useful scivnuls, who will have more than a 
liberal, a religious education. "Wliat would not a 
mail do in common pnidcncc, to lay out in pur- 
I cli.aJc of one nboiil him, who would add to nil his 
ordefs he gave, the weight of the commandments, 
to enforce nn oliedicncc to tlicm? for one who 
would consider his master as Ids fntlicr, his friend, 
nnd benefactor, upon easy terms, and in expecta- 
tion of no other return, but moderate wages and 
gentle usage? It is tlie common yicc of children to 
run loo mucli among the servants; from such as arc 
educated in these places, tlicy would sec nothing 
hut lowliness in ,thc sen’ant, winch would not he 
disiiigcndous in the child. All the ill ofliccs and 
defamatory whispers, which take their birth from 
domestics, would be prevented, if this charity 
could be made universal ; and a good man might 
have n knowledge of the whole life of the persons 
he designs to take into his house for his own service, 
or that of his family or children, long before they 
were admitted. This would create endearing de- 
pendencies ; and the obligation would bave a pa- 
ternal air in the master, who would be relieved 
from much care nnd anxiety from the gratitude 
and diligence of an humble friend, attending him 
as his servant. I fall into this discourse from a 
letter sent to me, to givejnc notice that fifty boys 
would be clothed, and take their seats (at the 
charge of some generous benefactors) in St. Bride’s 
church, on Sunday next. I wish 1 could promise 
to myself Any thing which my correspondent seems 
to expect from a publication of it in this paper; 
for there can be nothing added to what so many 
excellent and learned men have said on this occa- 
sion. But that there may be something here which 
would move a generous mind, like that of him who 
wrote to me, 1 shall transcribe an handsome para- 
graph of Dr, Snape’s sermon on these charities, 
which my correspondent inclosed with his letter. 

‘ Tile wise providence has amply compensated 
the disadvantages of the poor aud indigent, in 
wanting many of the conveniencics of this life, by 
a more abundant provision for their happiness in 
the next. Had they been higher born, or more 
richly endowed, they would have wanted this man- 
ner of education, of which tho^e only enjoy the 
benefit, who are low enough to submit to it ; where 
tliey have such advantages xvithout money, and 
without price, as the rich cannot purchase with if. 
The learning which is given, is generally more edi- 
fying to them, than that which is sold to others. 
Thus do they become more exalted in goodness, by 
being depressed in fortune, and their poverty' is, in 
reality, their preferment.’

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as possible. He should certainly never let his narra- 
tion sleep fdr the sake of any reflections of his own. 
I have dften observed, with a secret admiration, 
that the longest reflection in the iEncid, is in tlmt 
passage of the tenth book, where Turnus is repre- 
sented as dressing himself in the spoils of Pallas, 
whom he had slain. Virgil here lets his fable stand 
still, for the sake of the following remark. ‘ How 
is the mind of man ignorant of futurity^ and un- 
able to bear prosperous fortune with moderation ! 
The time will come nhen Turnus shall wish tlint 
he had left the body of Pallas untouched, and 
curse the day on which he dressed himself in these 
spoib.’ As the great event of the yBneid, and the 
death of Turnus, whom iEneas slew because he 
saw him adorned with the spoils of Pallas, turns 
upon this incident, Virgil went out of his way to 
make this xeflection upon it, without which so 
small a circumstance might possibly have slipt out 
of his reader's memory. Lucan, who was an inju- 
dicious poet, lets drop his story very frequently for 
the sake of his unnecessary digressions, or his di- 
verticula, as Scaligcr calls tliem. If he gives us an 
account of the prodigies which preceded the civil 
war, he declaims upon the occasion, and shows 
how much happier it would be for man, if he did 
not feel his evil fortune before it comes to pass; 
and snfier, not only by its real weiglit, but by the 
apprehension of it. Milton’s complaint for his 
blindness, his panegyric on marriage, his reflections 
on Adam and Eve’s going naked, of the angels eat- 
ing,, and several other passages in his poem, are 
liable to the same exception, though 1 must con- 
fess there is so great a beauty in these very di- 
gressions, that I would not wish them out of bis 
poem. 

lhave, in a former paper*, spoken of the cha- 
racters of Milton’s Paradise Lost, and declared 
my opinion as to the allegorical persons who arc 
introduced in it. 

If we look into the sentiments, I think they are 
sometimes defective under the following heads; 
first, as there are several of them too much pointed, 
and some that degenerate even into puns. Of this 
last kind I am afraid is that in the first book, where, 
speaking of the pigmies, he calb them,

Another blemish that appears in some of his 
thoughts, is his frequent allusion to heathen fables, 
which are not certainly of a piece with the divine 
subject of which he treats. T do not find fault 
with these allusions, where tlie poet himself re- 
presents them as fabulous, as he does in some places, 
but where he mentions them as truths and matters 
of fact. The limits of my paper will not give me 
leave to be particular in instances of this kind ; 
the reader will easily remark them in his perusal 
of the poem, s 

A third fault in his sentiments, is an unnecessary 
ostentation of learning, which likewise occurs very 
frequently. Tt is certain that both Homer and 
Virgil were masters of all the learning of their 
times, but it shows itself in their works after an 
indirect and concealed manner, Milton seems am- 
bitious of letting us know, by his excursions on 
freewill and predestination, and hb many glances 
upon history, astronomy, geography, and the like, 
ns well as by tlie terms and phrases he sometimes 
makes use of, that he was acquainted with the 
whole circle of arts and sciences. 


If in the last place we consider the lafigflage of 
this great poet, we must allow what I have hinted 
in a former paper, that it is often too much la- 
boured, and sometimes obscured By old words, 
transpositions, and foreign idioms. Seneca’s ob- 
jection to the style of a great author, ‘ Rigci ejus 
oraiio, nihil in eft pladdum, nihil hne,^ is what many 
Critics make to Milton. As 1 cannot wholly refute 
it, so T have already apologized for it in another 
papefi to which I may further add, that Milton’s 
sentiments and ideas were so wonderfully sub- 
lime, that it would have been impossible for liim 
to have represented them in their full strength and 
beauty, without having recourse to these foreign 
assistances. Our language sunk under him, and 
was unequal to that greatness of soill which fur- 
nished him with such glorious conceptions. 

A second fault in Ins language is, that he often 
aflects a kind of jingle in his words, as in the fol- 
lowing passages and many others i 

‘ And brought into the world a world 6f woe. 

' Begirt tb’ altnighty throne 

Utiteching or besieging 

ThKs tempted our attempt 

At one slight bound high overleapt all bound.’ 

1 know there are figures fot this kind of speech J 
that some of the greatest ancients have been guilty 
of if, and that Aristotle himself has given it a placef 
in his rhetoric among the beauties of that art. But 
as it is in itself poor and trifling, it isy I think, at 
present universMly exploded by all the masters of 
polite writing. « 

The last fault which I shall take notice of in 
Milton’s style, is the frequent use of what tlie 
learned call technical words, or terms of art. It 
is one of the greatest beauties of poetry, to make 
hard things intelligible, and to deliver what is ab- 
struse of itself in suCh easy language as may be 
understood by ordinary readers ; besides that the 
knowledge of a poet should rather seem born with 
him, or inspired, than drawn from books and sys- 
tems. I have often wondered bow Mr. Drydenf 
could translate a passage out of Virgil after the 
following manner: 

‘ Tack to the larboard Snd stand off to setf, 

Veer starboard sea and laud 

Milton makes use of larboard in the same manner/ 
When he is updn building, he mentions doric pil- 
lars, pilasters, cornice, freeze, architrave. When 
he talks of heavenly bodies, you meet with * eclip- 
tic and eccentric, the trepidation, stars dropping 
from the zenith, rays culminating from the equator-/ 
to which might be added many instances of the 
like kind in several other arts and sciences. 

I shall in my next papers give an account of the 
many partietdar beauties in Milton, which would 
have been too long to insert under those general 
heads I have already treated of, and with which 
I intend to conclude this piece of criticism.

It is bbserved, that a man improves more by read- 
ing the story of a person eminent for prudence 
and virtue, than by the finest rules and precepts 
of moralitj'. In the same manner a representation 
of those calamities and misfortunes which a weak 
man suffers from wrong measures, and ill-concerted 
schemes of life, is apt to make a deeper impression 
upon our minds, than the wisest maxims and in- 
structions that can be given us, for avoiding the 
like follies and indiscretions in our own private 
conduct.

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which my Lady Mary very .often twits me witJt, 
when she would show me how kind her relations 
are , to me. She had no portion as I told you be- 
fore; but what she wanted in fortune she makes 
up in spirit. She at first changed my name to Sir 
John Envil, and at present writes herself Mary 
Entille, I have bad some children by her, whom 
she has christened with the surnames of her family, 
in order, as she Jells me, to wear out the homeliness 
of their parentage by the father’s side. Our eldest 
son is the Honourable Oddly Envillc, esq. and our 
eldest daughter Harriot Enville. Upon her first 
coming into my family, she turned off a parcel of 
very careful servants, who had.been long with me, 
and introduced in their stead a couple of black-a- 
moors, and three or four very genteel fellows in 
laced liveries, besides her Frenchwoman, who 'is 
perpetually making a noise in the bouse, in a lan- 
guage which nobody understands, except my Lady 
Marjf.

That all may laugh to see that glaring light, "1

"We are generally so much pleased with any little 
accomplishments, either of body or mind, which 
have once made us remarkable in the world, that 
_we endeavour to persuade ourselves it is not in the 
power of time to rob us of them. We are eternally 
pursuing the same methods which first procured us 
the applauses of mankind. It is from this notion 
that an author writes on, though he is come to 
dotage ; without ever considering that his memory' 
is impaired, and that .he hath lost that life, and 
those spirits, which formerly raised his fancy, and 
fired his imagination. The same folly hinders a 
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man jfrom submitting his behaviour to' his age,’ and 
makes Clodius, who was a celebrated dancer at 
five-and-twenty, still love to hobble in. a minuet, 
though he is past threescore. It is this, in a word, 
which fills the town with elderly fops and super- 
annuated coquettes. 

Canidio, a lady of this latter species, passed by 
me yesterday in her coach. Canidia was an haughty 
beauty of the last age, and was followed by crowds 
of adorers, whose jiassions only pleased her, as 
they gave her opportunities of playing the tyrant. 
She then contracted that awful cast of the eye and 
forbidding frown, which she has not yet laid aside, 
and has still all the insolence of beauty without its 
charms. If she now attracts the eyes of any be- 
holders, it is only by being remarkably ridiculous; 
even her own sex laugh at her affectation; and 
tlie men, who always enjoy an ill-natured pleasure 
in seeing an imperious beauty humbled and neg- 
lected, regard her ‘with the same satisfaction that 
a free nation sees a tyrant in disgrace. 

Will Honeycomb, who is a great admirer of the 
gallantries in King Charles the Second’s reign, 
lately communicated to me a letter written by a 
wit of that age to his mistress, who it seems'was a 
lady of Canidia’s humour; and though I do not 
always approve of my friend Will’s taste, I liked 
this letter so well, -that I took a copy of it, with 
which I shall here present my reader: 

TO CHLOE. 

‘ MADASr, 

‘ Since my waking thoughts have never b’een able 
to influence you in my favour, I am resdlved to 
try whether my dreams can' make any impression 
on you. To this end I shall give you an account of 
a very odd one which my fancy presented to me 
last night, within a few hours after I left yon. 

‘ Methought 1 was unaccountably conveyed into 
thd most delicious place mine eyes ever beheld: it 
was a large valley divided by a river of the purest 
I water I had ever seen.

On the top of it was figured the god 
Saturn, in the same shape and dress that the poets 
usually represent Time. 

‘ As I was advancing to satisfy my curiosity h 3 ' 
a nearer view, I was stopped by an object far 
more beautiful than any I had before discovered in 
the whole place. I fancy, madam, you will easily 
guess that tills could hardly be any thing but your- 
self : in reality it was so ; yon lay extended on the 
flowers by the side of the river, so that your hands, 
which were thrown in a negligent posture, almost 
touched the water. Your eyes were closed; but 
if your sleep deprived me of the satisfaction of 
seeing them, it left me at leisTire to contemplate 
several other charms, which disappear when your 
eyes are open.

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By a generous tympalliy in nature, 'wc feel our- 
selves disposed to mourn when nuy of our foUow- 
crcnturcs arc ndlicted; but iiyured innoecncc and 
beauty in distress, is nn object that curries in it 
somctliing inexpressibly moving: it softens the 
most manly heart with the teiidcrost sensations of 
love and compassion, till at lengtii it confessej its 
humanity, and flows out into tears. 

Were 1 to relate tliat part of Bmilia's life which 
has given her an opportunity of exerting the he- 
roism of Clirislianity, it woidd make too sad, too 
lender a story: but wlicn I consider her alone la 
the midst of her di-tresses, looking beyond, this 
gloomy vale of nfllletion and sorrou, into the jo}* 
of heaven and immnrlnlity, and when 1 sec her in 
conversation thoughtless and easy, ns if she were 
the most happy creature in the world, I am trans- 
ported with ndmirntion. Surely never did sueh a 
philosophic soul inhabit such n beauteous form I 
For beauty is often made a privilege against 
thought and reflection ; it lauglw at wi'doin, and 
will not abide the. gravity of its instructions. 

Were I able to represent Krailiu’s virtues in their 
proper colours, nnd their due. proportions, love or 
flattery might perhaps be thought to have drawn 
the picture larger than life; but ns this is but nn 
imjrcrfcct draught of so excellent a chanictcr, and 
ns I cannot, will not, hope to have any interest in 
her person, all that 1 can niy of her is but imiiar- 
lial praise extorted from me by the prevailing 
brightness of her virtues. So rare a pattern of fe- 
male excellence ought not to be concealed, but 
should be set out to tlic view nnd imitation of (he 
world ; for how amiable docs virtue appear tlius, 
as it were, made visible to us, in so fair an ex- 
ample 1 

llonoria's disposition is of a very dilTcrcnt turn: 
her thoughts arc wholly bent upon conquest nnd 
arbitrary power. That she has some wit nnd beauty 
nobody denies, and therefore has the esteem of nil 
her ncquaintancc ns a woman of an agreeable per- 
son and conversation ; but (whatever her husband 
may think of it) that is not suflicient for Honoria; 
she waves that title to rcsjicct ai a mean acquisi- 
tion, and demands veneration in the right of nn 
idol; for this reason her natural desire of life is 
continually checked with an' inconsistent fear of 
wrinkles and old age. 

Emilia cannot be supposed ignorant of her per- 
sonal clianns, though site seems to be so ; but she 
will not hold her happiness uj)on so precarious a 
tenure, whilst her mind is adorned with beauties of 
a more exalted and lasting nature. When in the 
full bloom of youth nnd beauty wc saw her sur- 
rounded with a crowd of adorers, she took no plea- 
sure in slaughter and destruction, gave no false 
deluding hopes which might increase the torments 
of her disappointed lovers; but having for some 
time given in to the decency of a virgin coyness, 
and examined the merit of their several pretensions, 
she at length gratified her own, by resigning her- 
iclf to the ardent passion of.Bromius, Bromius 
was then master of many good qualities and a 
moderate fortune, which was -soon after unexpect- 
edly increased to a plentiful estate. This for a 
good while proved his misfortune,. as it furnished 
his unexperienced age with the opportunities of 
evil company, and a sensual life. He might have 
longer wandered in the labyrinths of vice and 
folly, had not Emilia’s prudent conduct won him 
over to the government of his reason. Her inge- 
nuity has been constantly employed in humanizing 
his passions and refining his pleasures. She has 
showed him by her own example, that virtue is 


consistent with decent freedoms, nnd good-humour, 
or rather that it cannot subsist without them. Her 
good sense readily instnictcd her, that a silent 
example, :ind nn easy unrepining behaviour, will 
always he more jicrsnnslve than the severity of lec- 
tures nnd admonitions; and that there is so much 
pride interwoven into the nmltc of huinnn nature, 
that au ohstiimtc innn must only take the hint from 
another, and then he left to advise and correct him- 
self, Thus by an artful train of management, nnd 
unseen persuasions, having nt first hrouglit him not 
to dislike, and nt length to he ple.ased with that 
whirh otherwise lie would not have bore to hear 
of, she tlien knew how to press nnd secure this ad- 
vantage, by approving it :is his lliought, and se- 
conding It ns his pr()|)o.al. By this means she has 
gained nn interest in some of his leading ])assions, 
and made lliein accc.ssary to his reformation. 

There is nnolher jmrticulnr of Emili.a’s conduct 
which I cnniiot forbear mentioning: to some, per- 
haps, it may at first sight appear but a trifling in- 
considerable circmnstance; but for my part, 1 think, 
it highly worthy of observation, and to he recom- 
mencied to tlic consideration of tlic fair sex. 1 
have often thought wrapping-gowns nnd dirty linen, 
with nil tliat huddled ccconomy of dress which 
pas-es under the general name of ‘ a mob,’ the 
banc of conjugal, love, and one of lliCr readiest 
means imaginable to alienate the nfTcction of an 
husband, e.speclally a fond one. I have beard some 
Indies, who have been surprised by company in 
Biicti a ilesliabillc, apologize for it after this man- 
ner: ‘ Tnily, t am ashamed to he caught in this 
pickle: but my Imsband mid 1 were sitting all 
alone by ourselves, and I did not expect to see 
such good company.’ — This, by the wqy, is a fine 
compliment to the good man, which it is ten to one 
hut he returns in dogged answers and a churlish 
behaviour, without knowing what it is tliat puts 
him out of humour. 

Emili.a’s observation tenches her, that as little in- 
advertencies mid neglects cast a blemish upon a 
great character; so the neglect of apparel, even 
•among tlic most intimate friends, docs insensibly 
lessen tlicir regards to each other, by creating a fn- 
miliarity too low and contemptible. She undcr- 
Et.ands the importance of those things which tlic 
generality account trifles; and considers every 
thing ns a matter of consequence, that has the 
least tendency towards keeping up or abating the 
aflcction of her Imsband; him she esteems as a fit 
object to employ her ingenuity in pleasing, be- 
cause he is to be ple.ased for life. 

By the help of these, and a tliousand other 
nameless arts, which it is easier for her to practise 
than for another to express, by the obstinacy of 
her goodness and unprovoked submission, in spite-, 
of nil licr afiSictions and ill usage, Bromius is be- 
come a man of sense and a kind husband, and Emi- 
lia a happy wife. 

Ye guardian angels, to whose care heaven has 
intrusted its dear Emilia, guide her still forward 
in the paths of virtue, defend her from the inso- 
lence and.- wrongs of this undiscerning world; at 
length, when we must no more converse with such 
purity on earth, lead her gently hence innocent 
and unreprovable to a better place, where, by an. 
easy transition from, what she, now is, she may- 
shine forth an angel of light.

The reader will pardon me if I insert ns a note 
on (his beautiful pas-ape, the. account piven ns b\ 
the late inpenious Mr. Maundrcll of this .ancient 
piece of -norship, and proliably the first occ.a-sion 
of sncli .a superstition. ‘ IVc came to a fair larpc 
river — doiriitlcR (he. tineient river' Adonis, so (bu- 
rnous for the idolatrous rites performed here in la- 
mentation of Adonis. ^Vo had the fortune to see 
what may lie supposed to lie (he occasion of that 
opinion which Lucian relates concerninp this river, 
VIZ. That this stream, at certain sea>'onsof the year, 
especially nliout the feast of Aduni«, is of a liloody 
colour; which the heathens looked upon ns pro- 
ceeding from a kind of sympatliy in the river for 
the death of Adonis, who was killed by a wild 
hoar in the mountains, out nf which this stremn 
rises. Somctliiug like this we saw' nclunlly conic 
to pass; for (lie water was stained to a surjirising 
redness; and, as wc oliscrvcd in travelling, liad 
discoloured the sea a great way into a rcddi^l^ hue, 
occasioned doulitless by a sort of minium, or red 
earth, washed into the river hy (he violence of the 
rain, and not hy any shain from Adonis's lilood.’ 

The passage in the catalogue, explaining the 
manner liow spirits transform themselves by con- 
traction or enlargement of their dimensions, is in- 
troduced with great judgment, to make way for 
several surprising accidents in the sequel of the 
poem. There follows one .at the very end of the 
first book, wbicli is wh.at tlie French critics call 
marvellous, but .at the same time proliablc by re;i- 
•son of the passage Last mentioned. As soon ns the 
infernal palace is finlslicd, we arc told tlie multi- 
tude and rabble of spirits immediately shrank 
themselves into a small compass, (hat tJicrc might 
be room for such a numberless assembly in tliis ca- 
pacious hall. But it is tlie poefs refiDement upon 
this tliought wliicli I most admire, and which is in- 
deed very noble in itself. For he tells us, that 
notwithstanding the vulgar among the fallen spirits 
contracted their forms, tfiose of the first rank and 
dignity still preserved their natural dimensions: 

‘ Thus Incorporeal spirits to smallest forms 
ItediicM their shapes Immense, and were at large, 
Though wlthobt number, still amidst the hall 
Of that Infernal court. But far within, ’ 

And In their own dimensions tike themselves, 

The great seraphic lords and cherubim 
In close rgeess and secret conclave sat, 

A thousand demi-gods on ‘golden scats,

The character of JTammon, and the description 
of the Pandicinnniuin, are full of beauties. 

There are several other strokes in tlic first book 
wondcrfiilly poetical, and instances of tlmt sublime 
genius so peculiar to (lie author. .Such is the de 
seription of A zazd’s stature, ami the infernal stand 
ard whicli he unfurls; as also of that ghastly light 
by wbich the fiends appear to one another in their 
place of torments 1 

‘Tlic seal of desnlatlon, void nf light, 

.•tiTC what the gllmm’rlng of those livid Oamc* 
flaws pale and dreadful ’ 

The shout of the whole Iiost of fallen angels 
when drawn up in battle array : 

‘ The universal host up sent 

A shout that tore hell’s concave, and beyond 
rrlglited the reign of Chaos and old Night.' 

The review which (he leader makes of his in- 
fernal army: 

‘ He thro* the armed files 

Harli Ills experienc’d eye, and soon traverse 
The whole battalion views, tbelr order due. 

Their visage- and stature as of gods, 

Their number last he sums; and now bis heart 
Distends with pride, nnri hard’nlng In bis strength 
Glories ’ 

The' flash of light whicli ajipcarcd upon the 
drawing of their swords; 

‘ He spake ; and to confinn hW words out flew 
Millions of flaming soonU, drawn from the thigllB 
or nilghtv cherubim; the sudden blaze 
Far round Illumin’d hell.— ■* 

The sudden production of tlic Pandicinonium 

‘ Anon out of the earth a fabric huge 
Bo-c like an exhalation, with the sound 
Of dulcet symphonies and voices succt.’ 

The artificial illuminations made in it; 

— ‘ From the arch’d roof 

Pendent by subtle magic, many a row 
Of ttarrj' lamps and blazing crescents, fed 
With naphtha and aspbaltus, yielded light 
As from a sky ’ 

There are also several nohic similes and allusions 
in (he first bonk of Paradise Lost. And here I 
must oliscrvc, that when Milton alludes cither to 
things or persons, lie never quits his simile till it 
rises to some very great idea, whicli is often fo- 
reign to the occasion that gave birth to it. The 
resemblance docs not, perhaps, last tibove a line or 
two, but the poet runs on with the hint till he lias 
raised out of it some glorious image or sentiment, 
proper to infiame the mind of the reader, and to 
give it tlmt sublime kind of entertainment, which 
is suitable to the nature of an licroic jioein. Those 
who arc acquainted with Homer’s and Virgil’s way 
of writing, cannot but be pleased with this kind 
of structure in Milton's similitudes, I am the Inore 
particul.ar on this head, because ignorant readers, 
who have formed their taste upon the quaint similes, 
and little turns of wit, which are so much in voguo 
among modem poets, cannot relish these beauties 
which arc of a much higher nature, and are there- 
fore apt to censure Milton’s comparisons, in which 
they do not see any surprising points of likeness. 
Monsieur Perrault was a man of this vitiated relish, 
and for that very reason has endea\ cured to turn 
into ridicule several of Homer’s similitudes, which 
he calls ‘ comparaisons d longue gueucj ‘ long-tailed 
comparisons.’ 1 shall conclude tliis paper on the 
first book of Milton with the answer which hlon.

Itmav be worth while to observe, that Milton 
has represented this violent impetuous spirit, who 
is hurried on by Mirh preeipit.ite pas, ions, ns the 
first tliat rises In that .iss-emhlv, to rive his opriion 
upon their present po-ture ofntlairs. Aceordinrtv, 
he declares himself abniptlv for war, .anti tijipenrs 
incensed at his companions for losing fo murli time 
as even to dolihenite ujion it. All his seiitiinenth 
arc ra'sh, audarious, and desperate. Such is that 
of anninc themselves with their tortur<s-, nnd turn- 
ing their punishments upon him wlin iiitlictcd 
them:

Ilis preferring nnniliilatlon to fhnmc or misery, 
it alto highly sitiliihlc fo his charafier; av the eom- 
fort he draws from their tlisinrhing tlie peace of 
heaven, timt if it be not victory it is revenge, is .-i 
fcntimcnt tnily di.abolicnl, and liccomitig the bit- 
terness of tliis iinpincalilc spirit. 

Belial is dcscrilied in the ftr-t bonk, ns the idol 
of tlic lewd and luxurious. Ho is in the hocoiid 
book, pursuant to lliat description, cliar.ieterired as 
timorous and slotliful ; and if wc look into the sixth 
book, wc find litm cclclirafcd in llic battle of nn- 
gcls for notliing but that scolling siiceeli whicli he 
makes to Satan, on tlicir supposed advauttigc over 
the enemy. As his appearance is unifunn, and of 
a piece, in tlicsc three several view', we find his 
sentiments in the infcnial asscnilily every way con- 
formable to his ebaraetcr. Sucli are lii- apjirchen- 
sions of a second battle, bis horrors of nnnihila- 
'tion, ins preferring to Itc miserable, rather tlian 
‘ not to be,’ I need not obscn-c, that the contrast 
of thought in' this sjtcccli, nnd that vvliicli precedes 
it, gives an agreeable variety to the dcitate. 

hlammon’s cliaractcr is so fully drawn in the 
first book, that tlie poet adds nothing to it in tlic 
second. Wc were before told, tliat lie was the 
first wlio taught mankind to ransack the eartli for 
gold and silver, and that lie was the arcldtect of 
Pandmraonium, or the infernal jialace, where the 
evil spirits were to meet in council. His speech in 
this book is every way suitable to so depraved a 
cli.iractcr. How proper is tliat rellcctioii, of their 
being unable to taste the happiness of heaVen 
were they actually there, In the 'moutli of one, 
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who, wliile lie w.ns in Iteaven, is said to have had 
his mind dny/led willi tlic outward pomps nnd glo- 
rle- of tlic plncc, nnd to have been more intent on 
the riches of the pavement tlmn on tlie lieatific vi- 
sion. 1 sItiiU nl.o leave the render to itidge liow 
ngreenlilr the following sentiments arc to the sumr

The render may observe liow jual it was, not to 
omit in the firm hook tlic project tijion wliich tlie 
whole poem turns; as also tliat (he prince of the 
fallen nngcls was tlie only proper person to give it 
birth, and that the next to liiiii in dignity was tluf 
fittest to second and support it. 

There is besides, I think, soinctliing wonderfully' 
bc-iutiful, nnd very apt to nfiecl the reader's im.a- 
giimtion ill this ancient propliccy or report in he.n- 
ven, concerning the creation of man. Nothing 
could show more the dignity of the species, than 
this tradition which ran of them before their ex- 
istence, Tiiey are represented to have been the' 
talk of heaven Itcforc they were created. Virgil, 
in compliment to tlie lloinan commonwealth, makes 
the heroes of it appear in their state of jtrc-cxist* 
cncc; hut Milton does a far greater honour to man- 
kind in general, as lie gives us a glimpse of them 
even licfnrc tliey arc in being.

What duty will a man petfonn, what praise, what honour 
will he think worth purchasing' at the expense of bis 
ease, who is persuaded that pain is the greatest of evils ' 
And what ignomihv, what baseness will he not submit 
to in order to avoief pain, if he has determined it to be 
the ivorstof misfortunes? 

It is a very melancholy reflection, that men are 
usually so weak, that it is absolutely necessary for 
them to know sorrow and pain, to be in their right 
senses. Prosperous people (for happy there are 
none) are hurried away with a fond sense of their 
. present condition, and thoughtless of the mutability 
of fortune. Fortune is a term which we must use 
in such discourses as these, for what is wrought by 
the unseen hand of the Disposer of all things. But 
methinks the disposition of a mind which is truly 
great, is that which makes misfortunes and sorrows 
little when they befal ourselves, great and lament- 
able when they befal otlier men. The most unpar- 
donable malefactor in the world going to his death, 
and bearing it with composure, would win the pity 
of those who should behold him; and this not be- 
cause his calamity is deplorable, but because he 
seems himself not to deplore it. We suffer for him 
who is less sensible of bis own misery, and are in- 
clided to despise him who sinks under the weight 
of his distresses. On the other hand, without any 
touch of envy, a temperate and well-governed 
mind looks down on such as arc exalted with suc- 
cess, with a certain shame for the imbecility of 
human nature, thht can so far forget how liable it 
is to calamity, as to grow giddy witli only the 
suspense of sorrow, which is tlie portion of all men. 
He therefore who turns his face from the unhappy 
man, who will not look again when his eye is cast 
upon modest sorrow, who shuns affliction like a 
contagion, does but pamper himself up for a sacri- 
fice, and contract in himself a greater aptitude to 
misery by attempting to escape it. A gentlenmn, 
* where 1 happened to he last night, fell into a dis- 
► course which I thought showed a good discerning 
in him. He took notice, that whenever men have 
looked into their heart for the idea of true excel- 
lence in human nature, they have found it to con- 
sist in suffering after a right manner, and with a 
good grace. Heroes are always drawn bearing 
sorrows, struggling with adversities, undergoing all 
kinds of hardships, and having in the service of 
mankind a kind of appetite to difficulties and 
dangers. The gentleman went on to observe, that 
it is from this secret sense of the high merit which 
there is in patience under calamities, that the 
writers of romances, when they attempt to furnish 
« out characters of the highest excellence, ransack 
nature for things terrible ; they raise a new crea- 
tion of monsters, dragons, and giants; where the 
ffaoger ends, the hero ceases; when he won an 
empire, or gained his mistress, the rest of his story 
Is not worth relating. My friend carried his dis- 
course so far as to say, tliat it was for higher be- 
ings than men to join happiness and greatness in 
<he same idea; but that in our condition we have 
no conception of superlative excellence, or heroism, 
'but as it is surrounded with a shade of distress. 

It is certainly the proper education we sbonld 


give ourselves to he prepared for the ill events and 
accidents we are to meet with in a life sentenced 
to be a scene of sorrow ; but instead of this ex- 
pectation, we soften ourselves with prospects of 
constant delight, and destroy in our minds the seeds 
of fortitude and virtue, which should support ns in 
hours of angxiish. The constant pursuit of plea- 
sure has in it something insolent, and improper for 
onr being. There is a pretty sober liveliness in the 
ode of Horace to Delius, where he tells him, loud 
mirth, or imnloderate sorrow, inequality of beha 
viour either in prosperity or adversity, are alike 
ungraceful in man that is bom to die. Moderation 
in both circumstances is peculiar to generous minds. 
Men of that sort ever taste the gratifications of 
health, and all other advantages of life, as if they 
were liable to part with them; and when bereft 
of them, resign them with a greatness of mind 
which shows they know their value and duration. 
The contempt of pleasure is a certain preparatory 
for the contempt of pain. "Without this the mind 
is, ns it were, taken suddenly by an unforeseen 
event ; but he that has always, during health and 
prosperitj', been abstinent in his satisfactions, en- 
jo3’9, in the worst of difficulties, the reflection, that 
his anguish is not aggravated with the comparison 
of past pleasnres..which upbraid his present condi- 
tion, TuUy tells us a story after Pompey, which 
gives us a good taste of the pleasant manner the 
men of wit and philosophy had in old times, of 
alleviating the distresses of life by the force of 
reason and philosophy. Pompey, when he came 
to Rhodes, had a curiosity to v’lsit the famous phi- 
losopher Possldonius; but finding him in his sick 
bed, be bewailed the misfortune that he should 
not hear a discourse from him; ‘ But you' may,’ 
answered Possidonius; and immediately entered 
into the point of stoical philosophy, which says, 
pain is not an evil. During the discoiirse, upon 
every puncture he felt from his distemper, he 
smiled, and cried out, ‘ Pain, pain, be as imperti- 
nent and troublesome as yon please, I shall never 
own that thou art an evil.’ ' ' ■ 

‘ MR. SPECTATOR, 

‘ Having seen in several of your papers, a concern 
for the honour of the clergy, and their doing every 
thing as becomes their character, and particularly 
performing the public service with a due zeal and 
devotion ; I am the more encouraged to lay before 
them, by your means, several expressions used by 
some of them in their prayers before sermon, which 
I am not well satisfied in; as their giving some 
titles and epithets to great men, which are indeed 
due to them in their several ranks and stations, 
but not properly used, 1 think, in om- prayers. Is 
it not contradiction to say, illustrious, right reve- 
rend, and right honourable poor sinners? These 
distinctions arfe suited onlj' to our state here, and 
have no place in heaven ; we see they are omitted 
in the liturgy ; which, 1 think, the clergy should 
take for their pattern in their own forms of devo- 
tion *. There is another expreasion which I would

JAcry 
one knows tliat the roy.ol parly was routed, and 
all the heads of them, among Avliom was tlic cur- 
tain champion, imiiri-oncd at Exeter. It hap- 
pened to he his friend's lot at that time to go the 
western circuit. The trial of the rebels, as they 
were then called, was very short, and nothing now 
remained but to pass sentence on tlicin ; wlieii tbc 
judge bearing flic name of bis old friend, and ob- 
serving his face more attentively, wliicli he had 
"not seen for many years, asked him, If he was not 
formerly' a AVcstminstcr-scliolnr ? By the answer 
he was soon convinced that it was liis fonner gene- 
rous friend ; and witliout saying any thing more at 
that time, made the best of liis way to London, 
where," employing all his power and interest with 
the protccto^ he saved his friend from the fate of 
bis unhappy associates. ^

wards the father of a son, whom he lived to see 
promoted in the church, and who still deservedly

ROSCOMMON. 

' Horace advises a poet to consider thoroughly the 
nature and force of his genius. Milton seems to 
liave known perfectly well wherein his strength 
lay, and has therefore chosen a subject entirely 
conformable to those talents of which he was mas- 
ter. As his genius was wonderfully turned to the 
sublime, his subject is the noblest that could have 
entered into the thoughts of man. Every thing 
that is truly great and astonishing has a place ih 
it. The whole system of the intellectual world ; 
the chaos, and the creation; heaven, earth, and 
hell ; enter into the constitution of his poem. 

Having in the first and second boolcs represented 
the infernal world with all its horrors, the thread 
of his fable naturally' leads him into the opposite 
regions of bJiss and glory. 

If Milton’s majesty forsakes him any where, it 
fS in those parts of his poem where the divine per- 
sons -are introduced as speakers. One may, I 
think, observe, that the author proceeds with a 
kind of fear and trembling, whilst he describes the 
sentiments of the Almighty. He dares not give 
his imagination its full play, but chooses to confine 
himself to such thoughts as are drawn from the 
hooks of the most orthodox divines, and to such 
expressions as may be met with in scripture. The 
beauties, therefore, which we are to look for in 
these speeches, are not' of a poetical nature, nor 
so proper to fill the mind with sentiments of gran- 
deur, as with thoughts of devotion. The passions, 
which they are designed to raise, are, a divine 
love and religious fear. The particular beauty of 
the speeches in the third book, consists in that 
shortness and perspicuity of style, in which the poet 
has coached the greatest mysteries of Christianity, 
and drawn together, in a regular scheme, the 
whole dispensation of Providence with respect to 
man. Hejias represented all the abstruse doctrines 
of predestination, free-will and grace, as also the 
great points of incarnation and redemption, (which 
naturally grow up in a poem that treats of the fall 
of man) with great energy of expression, and in a 
clearer and stronger light than 1 ever met with in 
any other rvriter. As these points are dry in them- 
selves to thd generality of readers, the concise and 
clear manner in which he has treated them is very 
much to be admired, as is likewbe tliat pai-ticular 
art which he has made use of in the interspersing 
of all those graces of poetry which the subject was 
capable of receiving. 

The survey of the whole creation, and of 
every thing that is transacted in it, is a prospect' 
worthy of Omniscience, and as much above that 
in which Virgil has drawn his Jupiter, as the 
Christian idea of the Supreme Being is more ra- 
tional and sublime than that of the heathens. The 
phtticular objects on which he is described to have 
cast his eye, are represented in the most beautiful 
and lively manner : 

‘ Now had th’ Almlghtj^Fathcr from above 

(From tbe pure limpvri'an \i here he sits 

High thron’d above all height) bent do.vn hb eye, 

Hla own works and their works at once to view.- 


About him all the sanctities of heaven 
Stood thick as stars, and from his sight receiv’d 
Beatitude past utt’rance. On his.rigbt 
The radiant image of his glory sat, 

His only Son. On earth he first belield 
Our two first parents, yet the only two 
Of mankind, in the happy garden plac’d, 

Reaping immortal fruits of joy and love; 

Uninterrupted joy, unnValrd love, 

In blissful solitude. He then survey’d 
Hell and the gulf between, and Satan there 
Coasting the wall of Ueav’n on this side night, 

^ In tbe dun .air sublime; and re.adynoir 
To stoop with wearied wings and willing feet 
On the bare outside of this world, that seem’d 
Firm land Imbosom’d without firmament; 

Uncertain which, in ocean, or In air. 

Him God beholding from his prospect high, 

Wherein past, present, futnre he beholds, 

Thus to hts only Son foreseeing sp^e.’ 

Satan’s approach to the confines of the creation 
is finely imaged in the beginning of the speech 
which immediately follows. The efiects of this 
1 speech in the blessed spirits, and in the divine per- 
son to whom it was addressed, cannot but fill the 
mind of the reader with a secret pleasure and com- 
placency 3 

‘Thus while God spake, ambrosial fragrance fill’d 
All heav’n, and in the blessed spirits elect 
Sense of ncwjoy Ineffable diffus’d. 

Beyond compare the Son of God was seen 
Most glorious; In him all his Father shone 
Substantially express’d ; and in his face 
Divine compassion visibly appear’d, 

Love without end, and without measure grace.’ , 

I need not point oul the beauty of that circura- 
tance wherein the whole host of Angels are re- 
presented as standing mute; nOrshow how'propei' 
the occasion was to produce such a silence in hea- 
ven. The close of this divine colloquy, with' the 
hymn of angels that follows upon' it, afe so won- 
derfully beautiful and poetical, that 1 should not 
forbear inserting the whole passage, if tho bound* 
of my paper would give me leave ; 

‘ No sooner had th’ Almighty ceas’d, but all •' 

The multitude of angels with a shout 

(Loud as from numbers without number, sweet 

As from blest voices) utt’rlng joy, heav’n rung 

Witli jubilee, and loud Hosannas fill’d 

Th’ eternal regions, &c. &c. 

Satan’s walk upon the outside of the universe* 
which at a distance appeared to him of a globular 
form, but upon his nearer approach looked like an 
unbounded plain, is natural and noble: as' his 
roaming upon the frontiers of the creation be- 
tween that mass of matter, which was wrought into 
a world, and thatshapelessnnfonned heap of mate- 
rials, which still lay in chaos and confusion, strikes 
the imagination with something astonishingly great 
and wild, I have before spoken of the Limbo of 
Vanity, which the poet places upon this outennpst 
surface of the universe, and shall here explain my-' 
self more at large on that, and other parts of the 
poem, which are of the same shadowy nature, 
Aristotle observes, that the fable of an epic 
poem should abound in circnnMtances that are both 
credible and astonishing; or, as the French critics ‘ 
choose to phrase it, the fable should be filled with 
the probable and the marvellous. Tliis rule is as 
Jine and just as any in Aristotle’s whole Art of 
Poetry. 

If the fable is only probable, it difiTers nothing 
from a true history; if it is only marvellous, it is 
no better than a romance. The great secret, tliere- ' 
fore, of heroic poetry is, to relate such circum- 
stances as may produce in tlie reader at the same 
tunebotli belief and astonishment. This isbrougb;

‘ MR. SPECTATOR, 

‘ If you ever read a letter which is sent with the 
more pleasure for the reality of its complaints, 
this may have reason to hope for a favourable ac- 
ceptance; and if time be the most irretrievable 
loss, the regrets which follow will be thought, I hope, 
the most justifiable. The regaining of my liberty 
from a long state of indolence and inactivity, and 
the desire of resisting the further encroachment of 
idleness, make me apply to you; and the uneasiness 
with which I recollect the past years, and the ap- 
prehensions^ with which I e.vpect the future, soon 
determined me to it. Idleness is so general a dis- 
temper, that I cannot but imagine a speculation 
on this subject will be of imiversal use. There is 
hardly any one person without some allay of it ; 
and thousands besides myself spend more time in 
an idle uncertainty which to begin first of two af- 
fairs, than would have been sufficient to have 
ended them both. The occasion of this seems to 
be the want "of some necessary employment, to 
put the spirits in motion, and awaken them out of 
their lethargy. If I had less leisure, I should have 
more; for 1 should then find my time distinguished 
into portions, some for business, and others for the 
indulging of pleasures ; but now one face of indo- 
lence overspreads the whole, and I have no land- 
mark to direct myself by. Were one’s time a 
little straitened hy business, like water inclosetl 
in its banks, it would have some determined 
course ; but unless it be put into some channel it 
has no ciurent, but becomes a deluge without ei- 
ther use or motion. 

‘ When Scanderbeg, prince of Epirus, was dead, 
the Turks, who had but too often felt the force 
of his arm in the battles he had won from them, 
imagined that by wearing a piece of his bones near 
their heart, they should be animated with a vi- 
gour and force like to that which inspired him when 
living. As I am like to be but of little use whilst 
I live, I am resolved to do what good I can after 
my decease ; and have accordingly ordered my 
bones to be disposed of in this manner for the good 
of my countrymen, who are troubled with too ex- 
orbitant a degree of fire. All fox-hunters upon 
wearing md, would in a short time be brought to 
' endure their beds in a morning, and perhaps even 
quit them with regret at ten. Instead of hurrying 
away to tease a poor animal, and run away from 
their own thoughts, a chair or a chariot would be 
thought the most desirable means of performing 
a remove from one place to another. I should be 
a cure for the unnaturkl desire of John Trot for 
dancing, and a specific to lessen the inclination 
Mrs. Fidget has to motion, and cause her always 
to give her approbation to the present place she is 
in. In fine, no Egyptian mummy was ever half 
so useful in physic, as I should be to these feverish 
constitutions, to repress the violent sallies of youth, 
and give each action its proper weight and re- 
pose. 

‘ I can stifle any violent inclination, and oppose 
a torrent of anger, or the solicitations of revenge, 
with success. But indolence is a stream which 
flows slowly on, but yet undermines the founda- 
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tion of every virtue. A vice of a more lively 
nature were a more desirable tyrant than this 
rust of the mind, which gives a tincture of its na- 
ture to every action of one’s life. It were as 
little hazard to be tossed in a storm, as to lie thus 
perpetually becalmed: and it is to no purpose to 
have within one the seeds of a thousand good qua- 
lities, if 'we want the vigour and resolution neces- 
sary for the exerting them. Death brings all 
persons back to an equality; and this image of it, 
thiff slumber of the mind, leaves no difference be- 
tween the greatest genius and the meanest under- 
standing. A faculty of doing things remarkably 
praiseworthy, thus concealed, is of no more use 
to the owner, than a heap of gold to the man who 
dares not use iL 

‘ To-morrow is still the fatal time when all is to 
be rectified. To-morrow comes, it goes, and still I 
please myself with the shadow, whilst I lose the 
reality; unmindful that the present time alone is 
onrs, the future is yet unborn, and the pasl is 
dead, and can only live (as parents in tlieir chil- 
dren) in the actions it has produce^ . 

‘ The time we live ought not to be computed by 
the number of years, but by the use that has been 
made of it ; thus it is not the extent of- ground, 
but the yearly rent which gives the value to the 
estate. Wretched and thoughtless creatures, in 
the only place where covetousness were a virtue, 
we turn prodigals 1 Nothing lies upon ohr hands 
with such uneasiness, nor has there been so many 
devices for any one thing, as to make it slide 
away imperceptibly and to no purpose. A shil- 
ling shall be hoarded up with care, whilst that 
which is above the price of an estate, is flung away 
with disregard and contempt. There fs nothing 
now-a-days so much avoided, as a solicitous im^ 
provement pf every part of time; it is a report 
must be sbaoned as one tenders the name of a wit 
and a fine genius, and as one fears the dreadful 
character of a laborious plodder: but notwith- 
standing this, the greatest wits any age has pro- 
duced thought far otherwise; for who can think 
either Socrates or Demosthenes lost any reputation, 
by their continual pains both in overcoming the 
defects, and improving the gifts of nature. All 
are acquainted witJi the labour and assiduity with 
which Tully acquired his eloquence. Seneca in 
his letters to Lucilius assures him, there was not a 
day in which he did not either write something, or 
read and epitomize some good author; and I re- 
member Pliny in one of his letters, where he gives 
an account of the various methods he used to fill 
up every vacancy of time, after several employ- 
mentd which he enumerates; “ sometimes,” says he, 
“ r hunt : but even then I carry with me a pocket- 
book, that whilst my servants are busied in disposing 
of the nets and other matters,! may be employed in 
something that may be useful to me in my studies; 
and that if I miss of my game, I may at the le.ist 
bring home some of my own thoughts with me, and 
not have the mortification of having caught no- 
thing all day.” 

‘ Thus, sir, you see how many examples I recal 
to mind, and what arguments 1 use with myself, to 
regain my liberty: but as I am afraid-it is no or- 
dinary-persuasion that rvill be of service, I shall 
expect your thoughts on this subject with the great- 
est impatience, especially since the good will not 
be confined to me alone, but will be of universal 
use. For there is no hopes of amendment where 
men arc pleased with their ruin, and whilst they 
tliink laziness is a ' ' ‘Cr; ^ it

•Tis not enough a poem’s finely writ; 

It must affect and captivate the soul. 

Those, who know how many volumes have been 
written on the poems of Homer and Virgil, will 
easily pardon the length of my discourse upon 
Milton. Tlie Paradise Lost is looked upon by the 
best judges, as the greatest production, or at least 
the noblest vtork of genius in our language, and 
therefore deserves to be set before an English 
reader in its full beauty. For this reason, though 
I have endeavoured to give a general idea of its 
graces and imperfections in ray six-first papers, T 
thought myself obliged to bestow one upon every 
book in p.^rticular. The first three books I have 
already dispatched, and am now entering upon the 
fourth. I need not acquaint my reader tliat there 
are multitudes of beauties in this great author, 
especially in the descriptive parts of this poenr, 
which I have not touched upon, it being my inten- 
tion to point out tliosc only which appear to me 
the most evquisite, or those which are not so ob- 
vious to ordinary readers. Every one that has read 
the critics who have written u|fon the Odjssey, the 
Iliad, and the yEneid, knows very well, that though 
they agree in their opinions of the great beauties 
in those poems, they have nevertheless each of 
them discovered several master-strokes, which have 
escaped the observation mf the rest. In the same 
manner, I question not but any writer, who shall 
treat of this subject after me, may find several 
beauties in Milton, which I have not taken notice 
of. I must likewise observe, that as the greatest 
masters of critical learning difler among oue an-- 
other, as to some particular points in an epic 
poem, I have not bound myself scrupulously to the 
rules which any one of them has laid down upon 
that art, but have taken the liberty sometimes to 
join with one, and sometimes with anotlier, and 
sometimes to dift'er from all of them, when I have 
■ thought that the rea on of the tning was on my 
tide. 

We may consider the beauties of the fourth hook 
under three heads. In the first are those pictures 
qf still-life, which we meet with in the. description 
of Eden, Paradise, Adam’s Bower, &c. Tii the 
next are the macliines, which comprehend the 
•pecches and behaviour of the good and had an- 
gels. In the last is tiie conduct of Adam and Eve, 
who are the principal actors in the poem. 

In tlife description of Paradise, the poet has ob- 
tcricd Aristotle’s rule of lavishing all the orua- 
ments of diction on the weak unactive parts of the 
fable, which are not supported by the beauty of 
icntiinciits and characters. Accordingly the reader 
may ob»er\e, tliat the expresrioifi; are more florid 


and elaborate in these descriptions, than in most 
other parts of the poem. I must further arid, 
that though the drawings of gardens, rivers, rain-* 
hows, and tlie like dead pieces of nature, are justly 
censured in an heroic poem, when they run out 
into an unnecessary length ; the description of Pa- 
radise would have been faulty, had not the poet 
been very particular in it, not only as it is the 
'scene of tlie principal action, but as it is requisite 
to give us an idea of that liappiness from whicli 
our first parents fell. The plan of it is wonder- 
fully beautiful, and formed upon the short sketch 
which we Iiave of it in holy writ. Milton’s exube- 
rance of imagination has poured forth such a re- 
duiulaiicj of ornaments on this scat of happiness 
and innocence, that it would be endless to point 
out each particular. 

I must not quit this head without further ob- 
serving, that there is scarce a speech of Adam or 
Eve in the. whole poem, wherein tlie sentimenttf 
and allusions are not taken from (his tlieif delight- 
ful habitation. The reader, during their whole 
course of action, always finds himself in the walkb 
of Paradise. In short, as tlie critics have re- 
marked, that in those poems wherein shepherds are 
actors, the thoughts ought always to take a tinc- 
ture from the woods, fields, and rivers, so we may 
observe, that our fir^t parents seldom lose sight of 
their happy station in any thing they speak or do; 
aiid_, if the reader will give me leave to use the 
expression, that their thouglits are always ‘ Para- 
disiacal.’ 

We are in the next place to consider the ma- 
cliines of the fourth book. Satan being now within 
prospect of Eden, and looking round upon the 
glories of tlie creation, is filled with sentiments 
different from those which he discovered whilst he 
was in hell. The place inspires him with thoughts 
more adapted to it. He reflects upon the happy 
condition from whence he fell, and break! forth 
info a sjiecch that is softened with several transient 
touches of remorse and self-accusation : but at 
length he confirms himself in impenitence, and in 
his design of drawing man into his own state of 
guilt and misery. This conflict of passions is 
raised witli a great deal of art, as the opening of 
his speech to the sun is very bold and noble ; 

‘ O thoil that, with surpassing glory crown’d, 

Look’sl from thy sole dominion like the god 
Of this new world ; at whose sight all the starj. 

Hide their diminish’d heads : tothee I call, 

Hut with no friendly voice; and add thy name, 

0 Sun ! to tell thee how 1 hate thy beams, * 

That bring to my remerabrqnce from what stale, 

1 fell, how glorious once above thy sphere.’ 

Thisspeecb is, I think, thefincst that is ascribed 
to Satan in the whole poem. The evil spirit after- 
wards proceeds to make his discoveries concerning 
onr first parents, and to learn after what manner 
they may he best attacked. His bounding over 
the walls of Paradise; his sitting in the shape of a 
coriunrant upon the tree of life, which stood in 
tlie centre of it, and overtopped all the otlier trees 
of the garden ; his, alighting among the herd of 
animals, which are so beautifully represented as 
playing about A.dam and Eve, together with his 
transforming himself into difl’erent shapes, in oVder 
to hear tlieir conversation ; arc circumstances that 
give an agreeable surprise to the reader, and are 
devised uitli great art, to connect that seriesTof 
adventures In whicli the poet has cng.age this arti- 
fircr of fraud.

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The remaining part of E^e’s speech, in which 
she gi\e3 an account of herself upon her first crea> 
lioiij and the manner in which she was brought to 
Adam, is) I thinkj as beautiful a passage as any 
in Milton, or perhaps in any other poet whatso- 
ever. These passages are all worked off with so 
much art, that they are capable of pleasing tJie 
most delicate reader^ without offending the most 
sevorej 

‘ That day I oft remember, when from sleep, &c.* 

A poet of less judgment and invention than this 
great author, would have found it very difficult to 
have filled these" tender parts of the poem with 
sentiments proper for a state of innocence } to 
have described the warmth of love, and the pro- 
fessions of itj without artifice or hyperbole; td 
have' made the man speak the most endearing 
thifigs, without descending from his natural dig- 
nity, and the woman receiving tliem without de- 
parting from the modesty of her character; in a 
word, to adjust the prerogatives of wisdom and 
beauty, and make each appear to the other in its 
proper force and loveliness. This mutual subordi- 
nation of the two sexes is wonderfully kept up in 
the whole poem, as particularly in the speech of 
Eve I have before mentioned, and upon the con- 
clusion of it in the following lines : 

‘ So spalte our general mother, and with eyes 
Of conjugal attraction unreprov’d, 

And meek surrender, half embracing loan’d 
On oiir firnl father 


Naked met his under Uie flouring gold 
Of her loose trchse? hid ; he In delight 
Both 01 her beauty aud submissive charms 
Smil’d with superior love 

The poet adds, that tlie devil turned awaj with 
envy at the sight of so much happiness. 

We have another view of our first patents in 
their evening discourses, which is fulLof pleasing 
images and sentiments suitable to their condition 
and charactcrsi The speech of Eve, in particu- 
lar, is dressed up in such a soft and natural turn of 
words and sentiments, us cannot be sufficiently ad- 
mired. ■ 

I shall close my reflections Upon this book, with 
observing the masterly transition which the poet 
makes to their evening worship iu the follotviug 
lines i 

‘ Thus at their shddy lodge arriv’d, both stood. 

Both turn’d, and under open sky ador’d 

The God that made both sky, alr,yartb, and beav’n. 

Which they beheld, the moon’s resplendent globe. 

And starry pole : “ H’fiozi also mad st the vight. 

Maker omnipotent, and thou the day,'' &c. 

Most of the modern heroic poets have imitated 
ihc ancients in beginning a speech without pre- 
mising, that the person said thus or llins ; but as It 
is easy to imitate the ancients in the omission of 
two or three words, it requires judgment to d.o it 
in such a manner as they shall not be missed, and 
that the speech may begin naturally without them. 
There is a fine instance of this kind out of Homer, 
in the twenty-thir4 chapter of Longinus.

‘ MR. SPECTATOR, 

* The materials you have collected together to- 
wards a general history of clubs, make so bright 
a part of your, speculations, lliaf T think It is but' 
a justice wc all owe the learned world, to furnish 
you with such assistance as may promote that use- 
ful work. For this reason I could not forbear com- 
municating to you some imperfect informations of 
a set of men (if you will allow them a place in 
that species of being) who have lately erected 
themselves into a nocturnal fraternity, under the 
title of the Ivlohock-Cluh, a name horrowed, it 
seems, from .a sort of canibals in India, who sub- 
sist by plundering and devouring all the nations 
about them. The president is styled ‘ Emperor of 
the' Mohocks * and his arms are a Turkish cres- 
cent, which his imperial majesty bears at present 
in a very extraordinary manner engraven upon 
his forehead. Agreeable to their name, the avowed 
design of their institution is mischief; and upon 
this foundation all their rules and orders are- 
framed. An outrageous ambition of doing all pos- 
sible hurt to their fellow-creatures, is the great ce- 
ment of their assembly, and the only qualification 
required in the members. In order to exert this 
principle in its full strength and perfection, they 
take care, to drink themselves to a pitch, that is, 
beyond the possibility of attending to any motions 
of reason or humanity ; then make a general sally, 
and attack all that are so unfortunate as to walk 
the streets through wliich they patrolc.

To put the watch'to a total rout, 
and mortify some of tiiose inollensive militia, is 
reckoued a coitp-d'iclal. The particular talents 
by which these misanthropes are distinguished 
from one another, consist in the various kinds of 
barbarities which they execute upon their prisoners. 
Some are celebrated for a happy dexterity in tip- 
ping the lion upon them ; which is performed by 
squeezing the nose flat to,tlic face, and boring out 
the eyes with their fingers. Others are called the 
dancing-masters, and teach their scholars to cut 
capers, by running swords through their legs ; a 
new invention, whether origimUly French I cannot 
tell. A third sort are the tumblers, whose office it 
is to set women on their brads, and commit certain 
indecencies, or rather barbarities, on tlie limbs 
which they expose. But these I forbear to men- 
tion, because they caiinot but be very sliocking to 
the reader as well as the Spectator. In this man- 
per they carry on a war against mankind ; and, by 
the standing maxims of their policy, are to enter 
into no alliances but one, and that is oflensive and 
defensive with all bawdy-houses in general, of 
which they have declared themselves protectors and 
guarantees.

Such of them as have 
been bullies and scowerers of a long standing, 
and -nre grown veterans in this kind of service, 
tire, I fear, too hardened to receive any impres- 
sions from your admonitions. But I beg you 
would recomm'end to their perusal your ninth spe- 
culation. They may there be taught to take warn- 
ing from the club of Duellists ; and be put in mind, 
(hat the common fate of those men of honour was, 
(o be hanged.

in chancery. By this time 1 have suflicicntly tired 
your patience with my domestic grievances; which, 
I hope, you will agree, could not well be contained 
in a narrower compass, when you consider what a 
paradox I undertook to maintain in the beginning 
of my epistle, and which manifestly appears to be 
but too melancholy a trutli. And now I heartily 
wish the relation 1 tiave given of my •misfortunes 
may be of use and benefit to the public. By the 
example I have set before them, the truly Tirtuous 
w ives may learn to avoid those errors which have 
so unhappily misled mine, and which are visibly 
these three. First, In mistaking the proper ob- 
jects of her esteem, and fixing her aftcctions upon 
such things as are only the trappings and dccor.n- 
tioiis of her sex. Secondly, In not distiiiguishing 
what becomes the different stages of life. And, 
lastly, The ahusc and corruption of some excellent 
qualities, which, if circumscribed within just bounds, 
would have been the blessing and prosperity of her 
family, but, by a vicious extreme, are like to be 
the bane and destruction of it.

For my own l>arl, I ronid not hut be plrti'cd to 
vre the l.iiiglil ‘linw siieli an Imnr'i ptosion for the 
glory of hi' coantry, and snrli a n'sprctful grati- 
tii'le to the ineainry of it* jirlnre*.

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half the hangings.’ The knight added, if I would 
recommend beards in one of my papers, and en- 
deavour to restore human faces to their aiicient 
dignity, that, upon a month’s warning, he would 
undertake to lead up the fashion himself in a pair 
of whiskers. 

I smiled at my friend’s fancy; but, after we 
parted, could not forbear reflecting on the meta- 
morphosis our faces have undergone in this parti- 
cular. 

The beard, ' conformable, to the notion of my 
friend Sir Roger, was for raanj’ ages looked upon 
a.s the type of wisdom. Lucian more than once 
rallies the, philosophers of his time, who endea- 
voured to rival one another in beards ; and repre- 
sents a learned man who stood for a professorship 
in philosophy, as unqualified for it by the shortne-s 
of his beard. 

iElian, in his account of Zoilus, the pretended 
critic, who wrote against Homer and Plato, and 
thought himself wiser than all who had gone be- 
fore him, tells us, that this Zoilus had a very long 
beard that hung down upon his breast, but no hair 
upon' his head, which he always kept close shaved, 
regarding, it seems, the hairs of his head as so 
manj' sudkers, which, if they had been suficred to 
grow, might have drawn away the nourishment 
from his "chin, and by that means have starved his 
beard. 

I have read somewhere that one of the popes 
refused to accept an edition of a saint’s works, 
which were presented to him, because the saint, in 
his effigies before the book, was drawn without a 
beard. 

•We see by these instances what homage the 
world has formerly paid to beards; and that a 
barber was not then allowed to make those de- 
predations on the faces of the learned, which have 
been permitted him of late years. 

Accordingly several wise nations have been so 
extremely jealous of the least ruffle ofl'efed to i 
their beardsj that they seem to liave fixed the ; 
point of honour principally in that part. The - 
Spaniards were wonderfully tender in this parti- 
cular. Don Quevedo, in his third vision on the last 
judgment, has carried the humour very far, when 
he tells \is, tliat one of his vainglorious country- 
men, after having received sentence, was taken into 
custody by a couple of evil spirits ; but that bis 
guides happening to disorder his roustachoes, they 
were forced to recompose them with, a pair of 
curling-irons before they could get him to file off. 

If we look into the history of our own nation, 
wc shall find that the beard flourished in the Saxon 
heptarchy, but .was very much discouraged under 
the Noiman line. It shot out, however, from time 
to time, in several reigns under different shapes. 
The last effort it made seems to have been in 
Queen Mary’s days, as the curious reader may find, 
if he pleases to peruse the figures of C.ardinal Pole 
and Bishop Gardiner; though, at the same time, 
I thiuk it may be questioned, if zeal against po- 
pery has not induced our protestant painters to 
extend the beards of these two persecutors beyond 
their natural dimensions, in order to make them 
appear the more terrible. 

I find but few beards worth taking notice of in 
the reign of King James the First. 

'During the civil wars there appeared one, which 
makes too great a figure in story to be passed over 
in silence; I mean that of the redoubted Hudibras, 
an account of which Butler has transmitted to pos- 
Jfe^ity in the following lines: • 


‘ His tawny beard was th’ cnual grace 
Both of his wisdom and his face; 

In cut and dye so like a tile, 

A sudden view it would beguile: 

The upper part thereof was whey. 

The nether orange mix’d with grey.’ 

The whisker continued for some time among ui 
after the expiration of beards ; but this is a sub- 
ject which I shall not here enter upon, having dis- 
cussed ' it at large in a distinct treatise, which I 
keep bj’ me in manuscript, upon the raustachoc. 

If my friend Sir Roger’s project of introducing 
beards should take effect, I fear the luxury of the 
present age would make it a very expensive fa- 
shion. There is no question but the beaux would 
soon provide themselves with falsp ones of the light- 
est colours, and the most immoderate lengths. A 
fair beard of the tapestry size, which Sir Roger 
seems to approve, could not come under twenty 
guineas- The famous golden beard of iEsculapius 
would hardly be more valuable than one made in 
the extravagance of the fashion- 

Besides, we are not certain that the ladies would 
not come into the mode, when they take the air on 
horseback. They already appear in hats and fea- 
thers, coats’and periwigs; and I see no reason why 
we may not suppose that they would have their 
riding-beards on the same occasion. 

N. B. I may give the moral of this discourse in 
another paper.

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His ministers of vengeance and pnrsnlt 
Back to the pates of heav’n. The sulphurous hall 
Shot after us in storm, o’erblomi, hath laid 
I The 6ery surge, that trom the precipice 
Of heav’n receiv’d us falling: and the thunder, 

Wing’d with red lightning and impetuous rage, 

Perhaps has spent bis shafts, and ceases now 
To bellow through the vast and boundless deep.’ 

There are several other very sublime images on 
the same subject in the first book, as also in the 
second ; 

‘ what when we fled amain, pursued and struck 
With heav’n’s afflicting thunner, and besought 
The deep to shelter us ; this hell then seem’d 
A refuge from those wounds ’ 

In short, the poet never mentions any thing of 
this battle, but in such images of greatness- aud 
terror as are suitable to the subject. Among seve- 
ral others I cannot forbear quoting that passage 
where the Power, who is described as jtresiding 
Over the chaos, speaks in the second book ; 

‘ Thus Satan ; and him thus the Anarch old, 

With falt’ring speech and visage Incompos’d, 

Answer’d: “ I know Ihce, stranger, who tliou art, 

That mighty leading angel, who of late 
Made head against heaven’s King, tho’ overthrown 
1 saw and heard ; for such a num’rous host 
Fled not in Silence through the frighted deep 
With ruin upon ruin, rout on rout, 

Confusion worse confounded ; and heaven’s gates 
Pour’d out by millions her victorious bands 
Pursuing ” 

It required great preguancy of invention, and 
strength of imagination, to fill this battle \vith such 
circumstances as should raise and astonish the mind 
of the reader; and at the same time an exactness 
of judgment, to avoid every thing tliat might ap- 
pear light or trivial. Those who look into Homer 
are surprised to find his battles still rising one above 
another, and improving in horror to the conclusion 
of the Iliad. Milton’s fight of angels b wrought 
up with the same beauty. It is ushered in with 
B'ach signs of wrath as are suitable to Omnipo- 
tence incensed. The first engagement is carried 
on under a cope of fire, occasioned by the flights 
t)f innumerable burning darts and arrows which 
are discharged from either host. The second on- 
set is still more terrible, as it is filled with 
those artificial thunders, which seem to maJee the 
victory doubtful, and produce a kind of consterna- 
tion even in the good angels. This is followed by 
the tearing up of mountains and promontories ; till 
in the last i)lace the Messiah comes forth in the 
fulness of majesty and terror. The pomp of his 
appearance amidst the roarings of his thunders, 
the flashes 'of h'ls lightnings, and the noise of bis 
chariot-wheels, is described with the utmost flights 
of human imagination. 

There is nothing in the first and last day’s en- 
gagement which does not appear natural, and 
agreeable enough to the ideas most readers would 
conceive of a fight between two armies.of angels. 

The second day's engagement is apt to startle an 
imagination which has nrtt been raised and qualified 
for such a description, by the reading of the an- 
cient poets, and of Homer in particular. It was 
certainly a very bold tiiought in our nutbor, to 
ascribe the first use of artillerj' to the rebel angels. 
But as such a pernicious invention may be well 
supposed to have proceeded from such autaors, so 
it enters very properly into the thoughts of that 
being, who b all along described as aspiring to tbe 
majesty of Jiis M.i'cer. Such engines were the only 
instruments he could have made use of to imitate 
those thunders, that in all poetry, both sacred and 
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profane, are represented ns the arms of the Al- 
mighty. The tearing up the hills was not altb- 
gether so daring a thought as the former. We are, 
in some measure, prepared for such an incident by 
the description of Jllie giants’ war, which we meet 
with among the ancient poets. What still made this 
circumstance the more proper'^for the poet’s use, is 
the opinion of many learned men, that the fable 
of the giants’ war, which makes so great a noise 
in antiquity, and gave birtli to the sublimest. de- 
scription in Hesiod’s works, was an allegory founded 
upon this very tradition of a fight between the 
good and bad angels. 

It may, perhaps, be worth while to consider with 
whatjudgment Milton, in this narration, has avoided 
every thing that is mean and trivial in the descrip- 
tions of the Latin and Greek poets; and at the 
same time improved every great hint which he met 
with in their works upon this subjecL Homer, in 
that passage which Longinus has celebrated for its 
Bublimencss, and which Virgil and Ovid have co- 
pied after him, tells us that ^the giants thre>v Ossa 
upon Olympus, and Pelion upon Ossa. He adds fin 
epithet to Pelion (ftvociipuxxov), which very much 
swells the idea, by bringing up to the reader's 
imagination all file woods that grew upon it. 
There is further a great beauty in his singling out 
by names these 'three remarkable mountains so 
well known to the Greeks. This last is such a 
beauty, ns the scene of Milton's war could not pos- 
sibly furuisli him with. Clandian, in his fra'gment 
upon the giauts’ war, has given full scope to that 
wildness of imagination which was natural to him. 
He tells us, tliat tlie giants tore up whole islands 
by the roots, and threw[them at the gods. He de- 
scribes one of them in particular taking up Lem- 
nos 'in his arms, and whirling it to the skies, witli 
all Vulcan’s shop in the midst of it. Another 
tears up mount Ida, with the river Enipeus, which 
ran down the sides of it ; but the poet, not con- 
tent to describe him with this mountain upon his 
shoulders, tells us, that the river flowed down his 
back as he Iicld it up in that posture. It is visible 
to every judicious reader, that such ideas savour 
more of burlesque than of the sublime. They pro- 
ceed from a wantonness of imagination, and ra- 
ther divert the mind than astonish it. Milton has 
taken every thiug that is sublime in these several 
passages, and composes out of them the following 
great image : 

‘ From their foundations loos’ning to and fro, 

They pluck’d the seated hills, trith all their load. 

Hocks, waters, woods, and hy the shaggy tops 

Uplilting bore them in their hands t-’ ^ 

Wc have the full majesty of Homer in this short 
description, improved by the imagination of Clau- 
dian, without its puerilities. 

I need' not po'rat out tbe description of the fallen 
angels seeing tbe promontories Imaging over their 
heads in such a dreadfnl manner, with the other 
numberless beauties in this book, which are so 
conspicuous, that they cannot escape the notice of 
the most ordinary reader. 

There are indeed so many wonderful strokes of 
poetry in this book, and such a variety of sublime 
ideas, that it would have been impossible to have 
given them a place within the bounds of this pa- 
per. Besides that, I find it in a great measure 
done to, my hand at the end of my Lord Roscom- 
mon’s Essaj’ on Translated Poetry. I shall refer 
my reader thither for some of the master-strokes of 
the sixth book of Paradise Lost, though at tbe 
same time there are many of which ■

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but such a practkc is liable to hazard ; hut this 
therefore adds to the obligation, that, among 
traders, he -who obliges is as much concerned to 
keep the favour a secret, as he, ivho receives if. 
The unhappy distinctions among us in England arc 
so great, that to celebrate the intercourse of com- 
mercial friendship (nith which I am daily made 
acquainted) would be to raise the virtuous man so 
many enemies of the contrary party. I am obliged 
to conceal all I know of Tom the Bounteous, n ho 
lends at the ordinary interest, to give men of lets 
fortune opportunities of making greater adv.an- 
tages. He conceals, under a rough air and distant 
behaviour, a bleeding compassion and womanish 
tenderness. This is governed by n most exact cir- 
cumspection, that there is no industry wanting in 
the person whom he is to serve, and that he is guilty 
of no improper expenses. This I know of Tom ; 
but who dare say it of so known a tory? The 
same care I nas forced to use some time ago in the 
report of another’s virtue, and said, fifty instead of 
an hundred *, because the man I pointed at was a 
whig. Actions of this kind arc popular, without 
being invidious; for every man of ordinary circum- 
stances looks upon a man, who has this known be- 
nignity in his nature, as a person ready to be his 
friend upon such terms as he ought to expect it; 
and the wealthy, nho may envy such a character, 
call do no injury to its interests but by the imita- 
tion of it, in which the good citizen will rejoice 
to be rivalled. I know not how to form to myself 
a greater idea of human life, than in what is the 
practice of some wealthy men whom I could name, 
that make no step to the improvement of their 
own fortunes, wherein they do not also advance 
those of other men who would languish in poverty 
without that munificence. In a nation, where there 
arc so many public funds to be supported, I know 
not whether he can be called a good subject who 
does not embark some part of his fortune with the 
state, to whose vigilance he owes the security of 
the -nholc. -This certainly is aU immediate way of 
laying an obligation upon many, and extending his 
benignity the furthest a man can possibly, who is 
not' engaged in commerce. But he who trades, 
besides giving the state some part of this sort of 
cicdit he gives his banker, may,' in all the occur- 
rences of his life, have his eye upon removing want 
from the door of the industrious, and defending the 
unhappy upright man from bankruptcy. ’iVithout 
this benignity, pride or vengeance will precipitate 
a man to choose the receipt of half his demands 
from one whom he has undone, rather than the 
whole from one to whom he has shown mercy. 
’This benignity is essential to the character of a 
fair trader, and any man who design^ to enjoy his 
wealth with honour and self-satisfaction ; nay, it 
would not be hard to piaintain, that the' practice 
of supporting good and industrious men, would 
carry a man further, even to his profit, than in- 
dulging the propensity of serving and obliging the 
fortunate. My author argues on this subject, in 
order to incline men’s minds to those who want 
them most, after this manner: ‘ IVe must always 
consider the nature of things, and govern ourselves 
accordingly. The wealthy man, when he h.as re- 
paid you, is upon a balance with you ; but the 
person whom you favoured with a lodn, if he be a 
good man, will think himself in your debt after 
he has paid you. The wealthy and the conspicuous 
are not obliged by the benefits you do them ; they 
think they' conferred a benefit when they received 
>

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one. Your good officer are always suspCctcd, -and 
it is with them the same thing to expect their fa- 
vour as to receive it. But the man below you, who 
knows, in the good you have done htm^ you re- 
spected himself more than his circumstances, does 
not act like an' obliged man only to him from whom 
he has received a benefit, but also to all who are 
caj)ablc of doing him one. And whatever little 
oflices be can do for you, he is so far from magni- 
fying it, that he will labour to extenuate it in all 
his actions and expressions. Moreover, the regard 
to what you do to a great man, at best is taken no- 
tice of no further tlian by himself or his family; 
but what you do to a man of an immble fortune 
(provided always that lie is a good and a modest 
man), raises the alfections towards yon of all men 
of tlint cliaractcr (of which there are many) in the 
whole city," 

There is nothing gains a reputation to a preacher 
so mucli as his own practice ; I am therefore cast- 
ing about what act of benignity is in the power of 
a Spectator. Alas ! that lies but in a very narrow' 
compass; and 1 think the most immediately under 
niy patronage arc either players, or such wliosc cir- 
cumstances bear an affinity with theirs. All there- 
fore I am able to do at this time of this kind, is.,to 
tell the town, that on Frid.'iy the 11th of this in.* 
stant, April, there will be performed, in York- 
buildiiigs, a concert of vocal and instrumental ran- 
sic, for the benefit of Mr, Edward Keen, the father 
of twenty cliildrcn; and that this day the haughty' 
George Powd ho])cs all tlic good-natured part of 
the town will favour him, whom they applauded in 
Alexander, Timon, Lear, and Orestes, with their 
company this night, when he hazards all his heroic 
glory for their approbation in the humbler condi- 
tion of honest Jock Falstaff.

Ido not question but my country readers have 
been very much surprised at the several accounts 
they have met with in our public papers, of that 
species of men among us, lately known by the 
name of Moliocks. I find the opinions of the 
learned, as to their origin and desigtis, are alto- 
getliej various, insomneh that very many begin to 
doubt.wlicthcr indeed there w ere ever any such so- 
ciety of men. The terror which spread itself over 
the whole nation some years since on account of 
the Irish, is still fresh in most people's memories, 
though it afterwards appeared there was not the 
least ground for that 'general consternation.

Tliere 
i* a propriety in .‘dl thinp-; nnd 1 Imliese what 
yon bcliohirs call jn-t and *idilitne, in op)in«itinn to 
tnrpid and l)oinh:i*t cxpre‘*inn, may pise you an 
idea of what I mean, w hen I ray mode'ty is the 
certain indioition of a preal spirit, and Inipndencc 
Ihc ntTecfalion of it. lie that write* with judp- 
meiil, and never rises into improper svnnnth*, ma- 
nifests the (rue forccof penlus; in like manner, he 
who if quiet and equal in his helmviour, is sup- 
ported in that dcporlmcnt hy what wc may call 
true cournpe. Alas ! it i* not so easy a thing to 
he a brave man as the iinlhinkinp part of mankind 
imagine. To dare, is not nil that there is in it. 
Tlie privateer wc were just now talking of, had 
IjoldncEs enough lo attack his enemy, hut not 
grcatncfs of mind enough to admire the same 
quality exerted hy that enemy in defending hiin- 
Rclf. Thus his base and little mind was wholly 
taken up in the sordid regard to the prize of 
wliich he failed, nnd tlie damage done to his own 
vessel ; and therefore lie used an honest man, who 
defended his own from him, in the manner as lie 
would a thief tliaf should rob Iiim. 

‘ He was equally disajipointcd, and had not 
ppirit enough to consider, that one case would he 
laudable and the other crimin.al. Malice, rancour, 
natredjvongeancc, arc what tear tlic breasts of mean 
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men in fight ; hat fame, glory, conquests, dorircs 
of opporfuniile* to pardon nnd oblige their op- 
po*et-, arc what glow In the minds of the gallant.’ 
The captain ended hi* di*ront*e with a specimen 
of hi* hool.-lcarning ; and gave tis to understand, 
lint lie had rend a ITeiirh mithnr on the fulijert of 
jmtnr*. iii point of gallantry. ‘ I lo\c,’ faid Mr.

Ir we look into the three great liernie poems which 
linse npp'.ared ill tlo' world, we may oloervc tliat 
they ;ire built upon \ cry *light foundations. Homer 
li\< d near ::i;0 sear* .after the Trojan war ; and, n<i 
the writing of lii‘tory was not then in n e titnung 
ti.e Greek*, we nitiy aery well sitppo-e thal the frn. 
dition of .\rliillrs and UIy**e* had hrn.ight down 
hnt \rry few partieiilar^ to lii* know ledge ; tlmngli 
thi-re i. no qne'tion lint he lin* wrought into liic 
two poem* -nrli of their rcaiarktihlc adventures ns 
wrie still talked of atnoiig his cnnteinpoixirics. 

The story of /linens, on whirli 'I'irgil founded 
his poem, w.as likew i*e very hare of rirfnm*tnncrc, 
and hy that mean* nlTorded him an opportunity of 
emhellishiiig it witli fiction, nnd giving a fnll range 
lo Id* own Invenlion, IVc find, however, that he 
has interwoven, in the eoiirsc of his fnhlc, the 
principal jinrticnlnr.*, which were generally be- 
lieved nmong Ihc Roiiian:-, of jliiicns’s voyage and 
icltlcinenl in Italy. 

Tlie render may find .an abridgment of the 
whole story, ns collected out of llie ancient histo- 
rians, nnd ns it was received among (he Romans, 
ill Dionysius HnlicarnatviiF. 

Since none of the critics have considered Virgil’s 
fable with relation to (his history of yEncas, it 
nmy not perhaps he amiss to examine it in (his 
light, so far ns regards niy present’ iinrpose. Who- 
ever looks into tlic abridgment above-mentioned, 
will find that the clmracter of AJneas is filled with 
piety to the gods, and !i snpcistilinus observation 
of prodigies, or.acles, and predictions. Virgil has 
not only preserved this Uiaracter in the person of 
/Enc.as, lint has given a place in his poem to those 
particular prophecies which he found recorded of 
him in history and tradition. The poet took the 
matters of fact as they came down to him, nnd 
circumstanced tlicm after his own manner, to 
make tlicm appear tlic more natural, agreeable, or 
surprising. 1 believe very many readers have

The <e\i'ral wiles which arc put in jiractice hy 
the tempter, when lie fountl 1-ac -eparalcil from 
herhushnnd, the many plcaMnp images of nature 
which arc intenui\cd in (his jiart of the story, 
■with ilc qradiinl .and regular jirn^resi, to (lie fatal 
cata-trophe, are so very roinnrkuble, tliat it would 
be superlluous to point out their re.-pcctivc beau- 
tier. 

I have avoided mentioning nny particular simi- 
litudes ill my remarks on (his great work, Itcrau'c 
I have given a gcner.al accomit of them in my pa- 
per nn the fir.-l bonk. There is one, however, 
iu this part of the poem which I shall here quote, 
as it is not only very heanlifiil, but (he closest of 
nny in the whole poem; I mean tint where (lie 
fcrpent is dc«crilicd ns rolling forward in all his 
pride, animated by (he evil spirit, and conducting 
£vc to her destruction, while Adaui as as at too 
great a distance from her to give her his a-stdauce. 
Tht'sc several particulars, arc all of them wrought 
into the following similitude ; 

‘ Hope elevates, and joy 

Wrightens hb crest; .i, xdicn a wanJennp fire, 

Compact of uiictunui vapour, ulilch the nlEhl 
Oinilensci, and the cold env irons round, 

Kiiidlod through agllation to a tlaine, 

(Which oft, they sij, some evil spirit attends} 

Itoxcrmg and hiaziiig with dcliivivc Uflit, 

Misleads til’ amaz’d night-wanderer from his war 
To liogs and mires, aiul oft lliroujh pond or pool, 

There swallow’d up and lost, from succour far.' 

That Bccrct intoxication of pleasure, with all 
those transient flushings of guilt and joy, which 
the -poet represents in our first parents ujion their 
c.ating the forbidden fruit, to tliosc (laggings of 
sjiirit, damps of sorrow, and mutual accusations 
which succeed if, are conceived with ji wonderful 
imagination, and described in very natural senti- 
ments. 

When Dido, in the fourth TEncid, yielded to 
that fatal tcmjitation which ruined her, Virgil tells 
us the earth trembled, the heavens were filled with 
flashes of lightning, -and the nymphs howled upon 
the mountain tops. Milton, in the same poetical 
spirit, has described all nature ns disturbed upon 
Eve’s eating the forbidden fruit; 

‘ So saying, her rash hand In evil hour 
Forth reacmlng to the fruit, she pluck’d, she eat; 

Eartli felt the wound, and NaWirc from her scat 
Sighing, through all her vvhrks gavc-slgns of woe 
Tliat all was lost ' 

Upon Adam’s falling into the same guilt, the 
whole creation appears a second time in con- 
vulsions : 


' He setupkJ not to eat 

Agaliivt Ills heller kiiowlcdgej not deceiv’d, 

I'ut fondly (iicii-omc with lelli.-ile charm. 

).arth Irciiihh il Itum her ciitr.itl', as again

As all aatiiic sufl'ered by the guilt of our first 
parents, thetc symptoms of trouble and coiittcrn.a- 
tioa arc wonderfully imagined, not only as prodi- 
gies, liut ns marks of her sjinpathising in the fall 
of man, 

Ad.nm's converse with r.vc, nftcr having eaten 
(he forbidden frail, is an exact copj- of that be- 
tween .inpiter and .Tuno in (he forirtccntli Hind, 
.inno there njiproachcs .Inpiter with the girdle 
which slie hud received from Venus; ujion which 
he (ells her, that she njipearcd more cliarming and 
dcainihlc than she had ever done before, even 
when (heir loves were at the highest. The poet 
afterwards dc-crihes them ns repoving on n summit 
of mount Ida, which produced under (hem a bed 
of flowers, the lotus, tlic crocus, nnd the hyacinth ; 
nnd concludes his description with their falling 
n-lecp. 

IaH the render compare this with (he following 
passage in Milton, which begins witli Adam’s speech 
to live; 

" For never diil thy henuty, since the diy 
t 'WT liife first, mill wfildcil tliec, adoni’il 
wall all prrfeclloiiJ, ro liin.vmc my seme 
wall anliiiir to riijoy llit-o, f.iircr novv 
1 hail ever, houiity of llil . virliioiis tree.”

As no pncl seems ever to have studied Ilomer 
more, or to have more resembled him in the great- 
ness of genius, than Milton, I think t should have 
given but a very imperfect account of Its bc.autics, 
if I had not observed the most remarkable pas- 
sages which look like parallels in these two great 
authors. 1 might, in the course of these criticisms, 
have taken notice of many particular lines and ex- 
pressions which arc translated from the Greek 
poet ; but ns I thought this would hare appeared 
tod minute and over-curious, I have purposely- 
omitted them. The greater incidents, however, are 
not only set olT by being shown in the same light 
with several of the same nature in Homer, but by 
(hat means may be .also guarded agaiurt the caviU 
of the tasteless or ignoruuls

Tit n {gentleman who ohlifjes the world in pcncr.al, 
and me in particular, xxith his thouijlits upon edu- 
cation, has just sent me the following letter. 

* sin, 

‘ 1 T.VKn the liberty to send you a fourth letter* 
upon the eduention of youtli. In my last 1 gave 
you my thoughts .ahout some particular tasks whieli 
1 conceived it might not be amiss to mix' with tliclr 
usual exercises, in order to give them an early 
tc.a 5 oning of virtue; I sh.all in tins propo-e some 
others, which 1 fancy mightconirihute to give them 
a right turn for the world, and cimhlc them to 
make their w.ay in if. I 

‘ The design of learning i-, as I take it, cltlicr to 
render a man an .agreeable coinptmion to Itimself, 
and teach him to supjiort solitude witli jileiijurc; 
or, if he is not hnni to an estate, to fu]i]ily flint 
defect, and furnish liim with tlic means of acepiiring 
one. A person who applies himself to learning 
■with the first of tliesii views, may he said to study 
for ornament ; as lie who proposes to liiinsclf the 
second, properly studies for use. The one docs it 
to raise liimsclf a fortune; the other, to set off that 
which he is already possessed of. lint ns far the 
greater part of mankind arc included in the latter 
class, I shall only propose some methods at present 
for the service of such who cxjtcct to advance 
theimelvcs in the world by llicir learning. In 
order to xvhicli I sliall premise, tliat many more 
estates have been acquired by little accoinplisli- 
ments than 'by extraordinary ones; tliosc qualities 
wliich make the greatest figure in the eye of the 
world, not being alwaj'S the most useful in them- 
selves, or the most advantageous to their owners. 

‘ The posts whicli req[iiirc men of shining and 
unconimonjiarts to dischaigc them, are so very few, 
that many a grc.at genius gOcs out of the ■world 
without ever having had an opportunity to exert 
itself; whereas persons of ordinary endowments 
meet with occasions fitted to tlicir parts and capa- 
cities every day in tlie common occurrences of life. 

‘ 1 am acquainted with two persons w'ho were for- 
merly school-fcllowsf, and have been good friends 
ever since. One of them was not only thought an

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imjienetrahle hlocUhe.ad nt school, hut still main- 
laiiied liis reputation nt the university ; (he otlier 
wni the jiride of his master, and the. most celebrated 
person in the college of which he was ,a membe.r. 
The mail of genius is at present hmied in a coun- 
try p.ar.'Oimge of eight-score pounds a year ; while 
tlie Ollier, with the. hare abilities of a cuimnon 
scrivener, lias got an estate of above an hundred 
tlioiisaiid pounds, 

‘ 1 faiicy, from what 1 have said, it will almost 
.appear a dnuhlfiil ea^e to many ii wealthy citizen, 
wliollier or no he tmglit to xvisti his von should he n 
great genius: hut (his I nin s'.re of, that iiotliiiig is 
more ah.'-iird than to give a lad (lie eduention of 
one, wlmm iialiire has not favoured witli any pnr- 
tiriilnr marks of distinction. 

‘ The f.iiilt, therefore, of our grammar-schools is, 
that every hoy is pii.dicd on to works of genius: 
nliereas it would he far more advantageous for the 
greatest part of them to he (aught such little prac- 
tical arts and sr.lences as do not require any great 
share of parts to he master of them, and yet may 
come often into play during the course of a iiian^t 
life. 

‘ Such are all (lie parts of practical geometry. 
I have known n man contract .a friendship witli ti 
minister of state, upon cutting n dial in his win- 
dow; nnd remember a clergyman who got one of 
the best hcnefices in tlic west of England, by set- 
ting a country gentlciimn’s alTairs in some method, 
ntul giving Iilm im cxnrt survey of his estate. 

‘ Svhilc I am upon tliis subject, I cannot forbear 
mentioning n jiarlicular which is of use in every 
.«intion of life, and wliicli mcthiiiks every master 
should teacli his scholars; 1 mean tlic writing of 
English letters. To this end, instead of perplexing 
them with Latin epistle.', thcmc.s, and verses, there 
might he n punctual correspondence c.stablislicd 
between two bojs, who miglil act in nny imaginary 
part- of business, or be allowed sometimes to give 
a range to tlicir own fancies, nnd communicnlc to 
each Ollier wliatevcr trifies they thought fit, pro- 
vided iieitlicr of tlicin ever failed at the appointed 
time to nnswer his correspondent's letter. 

‘ I believe I may venture to nfiirrajthat the gene- 
rality of boys would find themselves more advan- 
taged by this custom, wlicn tlicy come to be men, 
(linn by nil (he Greek and Latin tlicir masters can 
tc.rch them in seven or eight 5 ears. 

‘ Tlic want of it is very visible in many leamod 
persons, who, wliilc they arc admiring the styles of 
Dcmo-theiics or Cicero, want phrases to express 
tlicrasclves on tlic most common occasions, I have 
seen a letter from one of tlicsc Latin orators, which 
would have been deservedly laughed at by a com- 
mon attorney. 

‘ Under this head of WTiting, I cannot omit nc- 
coinpLsand sliort-hnnd, which arc learned with little 
pains, and very properly come into the number of 
such arts as I have been here recommending. 

‘ You must doubtless, sir, oliscrve, that I have 
hitherto chiefly insisted upon these things for such 
bo^s as do not appear to have any tiling extraor- 
dinary in tlieir natural talents, nnd consequently 
arc not qualified for the finer parts of learning ; 
yet I believe I might carry this mutter still further, 
and venture to assert, that a lad of genius has some- 
times occasion for tlicse little acquirements, to be 
ns it were the forerunners of his parts, and to in- 
troduce him into the world. , 

‘ History is full of examples of persons who, 
though they have had the largest abilities, have

T n.wr been very often tempted to write invcr- 
tives upon (hose who have detracted from my 
work', or spoken in derogation of iny perron; but 
1 look upon it a' a particular happiness, that I 
have alw.ays hindered my roscntment'i from pro- 
ceeding to this extremity. I once had gone 
through half n satire, hut found 'o many motions 
of linm.anity rising in me towards the perrons whom 
I had severely treated, that 1 threw it into the firt 
without ever finishing it. I have been nngry 
enough to make several little epigrams and lam- 
poons; and, after having admired them :i d.ay or 
two, have likewise committed them to the fiamc'. 
These 1 look upon as so many sacri!ic«N to hunm- 
nit 3 ', and have received much gretitcr .satisfaction 
from the suppressing such performances, than I 
could have done from any reputation they might 
have procured me, or from any mortification they 
might have given my enemies, in case I had made 
them public. If a man has any talent in writing, 
it shows .a good mind to forbear answering calum- 
nies and reproaches in the same spirit of bitter- 
ness with which tlicj- arc olTcrcd. But when a man 
has been at some jtnins in making snit.ablc returns 
to an enemy, and has the instruments of revenge 
in his hands, to let drop his wrath, and stifle his 
resentments, seems to have something in it great 
and heroical. There is a particular merit in such 
a way of forgiving an enemy; and the more vio- 
lent and unprovoked the offence has been, the 
greater stilfis the merit of him who thus forgives It. 

1 never met with a consideration that is more 
finely spun, and what has better pleased me, than | 
one in Epictetus *, which places an enemy in a 
new light, and gives us a view of him altogether 
different from that in which we arc used to regard 
him. The sense of it is as follows: * Docs a man 
reproach thee for being proud or ill-natured, en- 
vious or conceited, ignorant or detracting? Con- 
sider with thyself whether his reproaches arc true. 

• 'Encbltldlon, or Compendium of the Stoic Philosophy, 
cap. 48 and 04 . 
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If they arc not, consider that thou art not the per- 
son whom he ropronches, but that he reviles an 
imaginary being, and perhaps loves what thou 
re.-illy nri, though he hates what thou appearest to 
be. If Ills reproaches are true, if thou art the 
envioii' ill-nafurcd man he tnkes thee for, give (hy- 
Belf another turn, become mild, aflable, and ob- 
liging, nnd his reproaches of thee natnr.ally cease. 
His reproaches may indeed continue, hut thou art 
no longer tlie person whom he reproaches.’ 

I often apply this nile to m 3 .self; nnd svlicn I 
hear of a satirical speech or writing that is aimed 
at me, I ex:iniine 1113 - own heart, whether I deserve 
It or not. If 1 bring in a verdict ngaiii'-t nnself, 
1 endenvonr to rectify my conduct for the future 
in those jiarticnlnrs which have drawn the censure 
upon me; but if the whole invecli\c be grounded 
upon n fabehood, 1 trouble m 3 self no further 
about it, and look njion my name at the head' of 
it to signify no more tlian one of tliosc fictitious 
names made u'c of 1 ) 3 - nn nnthor to introduce an 
iinngiiinry character. AVIiy should a man be sen- 
sible of the sling of a reprtmcli, who i.s n stranger 
to the gnllt that is implied in it? or, subject him- 
self to the pcnnlt 3 ‘, sthen he knows lie lias never 
committed the crime? This is n piece of fortitude, 
which every one owe- to his own innocence, nnd 
without which it is iinpo-'ihle for a man of any 
merit, or figure, to live at pence with himself, in 
a eonnlry that abounds with wit and lihcrlv. 

The f.imoiiH Mon'icnr Balzac, in n letter to tlic 
Chancellor of Fmnce, who had prevented the pub- 
lication of a book ngninst liim, ha' the follow ing 
word', wliicli nre a lively jiicliire of the grcatncs.s 
of mind so visible In the work' of that author ; ‘If 
it wtis a new thing, it may be I should not be dis- 
pleased with the suppression of the first libel that 
should’ ahnse me; hut since Ihcrc arc cnoiigli of 
them to make a small library, I am secretly pleased 
to sec the number increased, and take deliglit in 
nii'lng a heap of stones that envy has cast at me 
without doing me any harm.’ 

The iiullior here alludes to tho,‘!c monuments* of 
the e.T.'tcrn nations, which were mountains of 
stones raised upon the dead bodies by travellers, 
that used to c.ast every one his stone upon it ns (hc 3 ’ 
passed by. It is certain that no monument is so 
glorious ns one which is thus raised by tlic hands nf 
envy. For m 3 ' part, I admire an author for sncli 
a temper of mind as enables him to bear an nndc 
served reproach without resentment, more than for 
■all the wit of any the finest satirical reply. 

Thus far I thought ncccssar 3 ' to explain myself 
in relation to those who have animadverted on this 
paper, ami to show (he reasons why I have not 
thought fit to return them any formal answer. I 
must further add, that the work rvonld have been 
of very little use to the public, lind it been filled 
witJi personal reflections and deflates ; for which 
rc.asoii I have never -once turned out of my way 
to observe those little cavils which have been made 
against it by envy or ignorance. The common fry 
of scribblers, who have 'no other way of being 
taken notice of hpt by attacking what has gained 
some reputation in the world, would have furnished 
me with business enough, had they found me dis- 
posed to enter the lists with them. 

, I shall conclude w'ith the fable of Boccalini’s 
traveller, who vv.'is so pestered with the noise of 
grasshoppers, in his cars, (hat he alighted from his 
horse in great wrath to kill them all. ‘ This,’ sa 3 's

Tnn tcntli hook of Paradise Lost has n prealer va- 
riety of perrons in it than any other in the whole 
]ini m. The niilhor upon llie vvindinc np of his nc- 
tion, introduces all iho-c who had .'in\ concern in 
it, and shows with preat beauty the inducncc which 
it had upon each of them. It is like the last act 
of a well-written trapedy, in which all who had n 
part in it nrc penerallv drawn iij) before the audi- 
ence, and rcprcscntcO under those circnmstnnccs 
in which the determination of the action places 
them. 

I Bhall therefore consider this book under four 
beads, in relation to the celestial, the infernal, the 
human, and the imaginary persons, who liavc their 
respective parts allotted in if. 

To bepin with the celestial persons. The puar- 
dian anpels of Paradise are described ns rctuminp 
to heaven njion the fall of man, in order to ap- 
prove their vigilance; their arrival, their manner 
of reception, with the sorrow wliich appeared in 
themselves, and in those spirits who arc said to re- 
joice at the co.iversion of a sinner, arc very finely 
laid together in the following lines: 

‘ Up into hcnv’n from Psradige in haste 
Th’ angelic guards ascended, mute and sad 
Tor man ; for of bis state by this they knew : 

Jluch wond’rlng how the subtle fiend had slol’n 
Entrance unseen. Soon as th’ unwelcome news

The cool of tlie evening being 
a cireinnsiancc with wlticli linly writ introduces 
till? great scene, it is poetically dcscrilted Ity our 
ntillior, who Im? nlso Kept religiously to tlic form of 
vrortls in wltirlt (lie three several sentences were 
p.i?-,ed upon Adam, Dve, and the serpent. Ifc 
litis rallicr cho?en to iieglecl the ntimcrousncss of 
his verse, titan to devinte fiom those sjtceclici 
wliicit nrc recorded on litis great occasion. Tltc 
guilt and confusion of our first jt irent?, standing 
naked before their judge, i? louclied witlt great 
beauty. Upon the arrival of Sin and Denlli into 
the. work? of the creation, tlie Almiglity is again iii- 
trodneed :is sjteaking to Ills nngcis tltat surrounded 
him: 

‘ .'^ce! with wlnl heat Ihrse dogi of hell advance, 

To waste and havoc joiidcr world, wliicli 1 
bo f.iirand goml crc.vtcd;’ ^cc. 

The following ])n??agc is formed upon that glo- 
rious im.age in holy writ, which compares the voice 
of an inniiiner.iMe host of angels, uttering linllc- 
Injali-. to the voice of miglity thundcrings, or of 
many waters:

■Whir!! aliiidcs to tliat passage in scrijttiire so won- 
derfully poetical, and terrifying to the imnginu-

{tories tire certainly tome of tlic finert rompO'itions 
of Renins; hut, ns I liave hefore olisereed, are not 
Jisreeahle to (lie natiirt’ of an lieroir poem. Thh 
of .Sin and Dctith is very c.\<|ui-ilo in its kind, if 
not con-idcred :i5 a part of such n vvnrk. ‘I’he 
tniihs contained in it are so cle.ar tind ojien, tiial J 
sliall not lose time in evptaininf: them; but sh.dl 
only observe, that a render, w Iio know s (he streii"lh 
of (lie Dnplish tonpie, will lie .amazed to tliiuk 
how the poet could (inil ‘uch apt words and phrases 
to describe tlic ncllons of those Iwo imaginary per- 
sons, and particiilaily in dial part wlicra' Death is 

с. vhibitcd as forming a bridp* over titc chaos; a 
work suitable to the genius «)f Milton. 

Since the subject I am upon gives me an oppor- 
tunity of. siicaking more at large of such sliadowy 
and imaginary persons as m:i> be introduced into 
heroic poems, I sliall beg leave to cvplain myself 
in a matter which is curious in its kind, and which 
none of tlic critics have treated of. It is certain, 
Homer and Virgil arc full of Imaginary persons, 
who arc very beautiful In poetry when they arc 
just shown without being engaged in any scries of 
action. Homer indeed represents Sleep ns a per- 
son, and ascribes a short jiart to him in Ids Iliad; 
but we most consider, that though wc now regard 
sucii a jierson as entirely shadowy and unsubstan- 
tial, the heathens made statues of him, placed him 
in their temples, and looked upou-him sls a real 
deity. When Hontcr makes use of other such al- 
legorical persons, It is only in short expressions, 
■which convey an ordinary thought to the mind in 
the most pleasing manner, and may rather be look- 
ed upon as poetical phrases, than allegorical de- 
scriptions. Instead of telling us tiiat men naturally 
fly when they arc terrified, he introduces the per- 
rons of Flight and Fear, who, he tells us, are inse- 



parable companions. Instead of saying that (he 
time wasenme when Apollo oiiglit to have received 
his recompense, he tolls us that the Hours brought 
him III! reward. Instead of dcscrihing the effects 
which Minerva's fcgis' produced in battle, he tells 
«•>, that the brims of it were enconiposscd by Ter- 
ror, lloul, Hisrord, Fury, Piir.siiil, Mnssarre, and 
Death, In the same figtirc of speaking, he repre- 
rents Viriory ns following Diomedes; Discord ns 
tlie mntlicr of funerals nml moiimiiig; Venus as 
dre-'ed by (lie Graces; Bellona ns wearing Terror 
and Gonstenintion like u garment. 1 might give 
several other iiisiniires out of Homer, ns well as a 
great many nut of Virgil. Milton has likewise 
very often made iwe of the same way of speaking, 
n*; where he (ells iw, (hat Victory sat on the 
riglit Iiand of (he Mr.-Hiah, when lie marelird 
forth ngainst the rebel angels; that at (he rising of 
the sun, (tie Hourii unbarred the gates of light; 
(Iiat Di'-cnrd was the daughter of .Sin. Of the 
same nature .are (liose expressions, vvlicrc, describ- 
ing tlic singing of the niglitingalc, lie ndds, ‘ Silence 
was pleased ;' and tipnn the Messiah's bidding 
pence to the ehao?, ‘ Confusion Iic.ard bis voice.’ 

I might ndd Inimmcrablc instances of our poet’* 
writing in this licautiful figtirc. It is jilaiii tliat 
these I have mentioned, in which persons of an 
imaginary nature arc iulroduecd, nre such short 
allegories as nre not designed to be taken in (lie 
literal sense, but only to convey particular circuin- 
-stitiires to tile leader, after an unusual and enter- 
taining manner. Hut when such persons arc intro- 
duced ns principal aclors, and engaged in a series 
tif ndventiires, they take too much upon (hem, and 
are by no means proper for an heroic poem, whicli 
oiiglit to appear credible in its priiieipnl parts. I 
raniint forbewr tlieriTore, thinking, that Sin and 
Death arc ns improper agents in a work of tliis 
nature, ns Strength and Necessity in one of the 
(ra<:.-ilies of ANchylns, who represented those two 
per-ons nailing down Prometheus to n rock ; for 
witicli he has been justly censured by the greatest 
critics. 1 do not know any imaginary person 
made use of in a more sublline. nianncr of .think- 
ing than that in one of tlic projilicts, who, dc- 
fcriliing God ns descending from heaven, and vi- 
siting (fie bins of mankind, adds that dreadful 
circumstance, ‘ Before him went the Pestilence.’ 

It is cerinin this imaginary person might liave been 
described in all her jinrplc spots. Tlic Fever 
might have marclicd before her. Pain might have 
stood nt her rlglit liand, Plircnsy on her left, and 
Dentil in her rear. She might Iiavc been intro- 
duced as gliding down from the tail, of a comet, 
or darted from the eartii in a flash of lightning. 
She might have tainted the atmosphere with her 
lircath. Tlic verj' glaring of lier eyes might have 
scattered infection. But I believe every reader 
will think, thnt in such BubHme writings the men- 
tioning of her, ns it is done in scripture, has some- 
thing in it more just, as well ns great, than all 
that the most fanciful poet could have bestowed 
upon her in the richucss of his imagination.

To a fell adversary, his hate or shame : 

Which infinite calamity shall cause 

To human life, and household peace confound.’ '' 

Sir Roger listened lo this passage with great 
.attention ; and, desiring Mr. Honeycomb to fold 
down a leaf at the place, and lend him his book, 
the knight put it up in his pocket, and told us that 
he would read over those verses again before he 
went to bed.

I nAVE lately received the following letter from a 
.country gentlemrai: 

‘ JIH. SPECTATOR, 

‘ The night before 1 left London, I went to see a 
play called The Humoroui LieDtenant* * . Upon the 
rising of the curtain I was very much surprised 
with the great concert of cat-calls which was exhi- 
bited that evening, and began to think with myself 
that I had made a mistake, and gone to a music- 
meeting instead of the playhouse. It appeared 
indeed a little odd to me, to see so many persons 
of quality, of both sexes, assembled together at a 
kind of caterwauling; fori cannot look upon that 
performance to have been' any thing better, what- 
ever the musicians themselves might think of it. 
As I had no acquaintance in the house to ask ques- 
tions of, and was forced to go out of town early 
the next morning, 1 eould not learn the secret of 
this matter. IVhat I would therefore desire of you, 
is, to give me some account of this strange instru- 
ment, which I fdund the company called a cat-call; 
and particularly to let me know whether it be a 
piece of music lately come from Italy. For my 
own part, to be free with you, I would rather bear 
an English fiddle ; though I durst not show niy 
dislike whilst I was in the playhouse, it being niy 
chance to sit the very next man to one of the per- 
formers. ‘ I am, SIR,

In compliance with ’Squire Shallow’s request, I 
design this paper as a dissertation upon the cat- 
call. In order to make myself a master of the 
subject, 1 purchased one the beginning of last 
week, though not without great difficulty, being 
informed at two or three toy-shops that the players 
had lately bought them all up. 1 have since con- 
sulted many learned antiquaries in relation to its 
original, and find them very much divided among 
themselves upon that particular. A fellow of the 
royal society, who is my good friend, and a great 
proficient in tlic mathematical part of music, con- 
- eludes, from the simplicity of its make, and the 
nnifoniiity of its sound, that the cat-call is older 
than any of the inventions of .Tubal. He ob.serves 
very well, that musical instmments took their first 
rise from the notes of birds, and other melodious 
nniinals; ‘ and what,’ says he, ‘ was more natural 
than for the first ages of.mankind to imitate the 
voice of a cat that lived under the same roof with 
them;’ lie added, that the cat had contributed 
more to h.annony than any other animal ; as we 
arc not only beholden to her for this wind instru- 
ment, but tor our string-music in general t. 

Another virtuoso of my acquaintance will not 
allow the cat-call to be older than Thespis, and is 
npt to think it appeared in the world soon after 
the ancient comedy; for which reason it has still a 
place in our dramatic entertainments. ISor mu;t 1

here omit what a very curious gentleman, who is 
lately returned from bis travels, has more than once 
assured me, namely, that there was lately dug up 
at Rome the statue of a Momus, who holds an in- 
strument in his right hand very much resembling 
our modern cat-call. 

, There are others who ascribe this invention to 
Orpheus, and look .upon the cat-call to be one of 
those instriunents which that famous musician made 
use of to draw the beasts about him. It is certain, 
that the roas’ting of a cat does not call together a 
greater audience of that species, than this instru- 
ment, if dexterously played upon in proper time 
and place. 

But, ndtwithstanding these various and learned 
conjectures, I cannot forbear thinking, that the 
cat-call is originally a piece of English music. Its 
resemblance to the voice of some of our British 
songsters, as well as the use of it, which is pecu- 
liar to our nation, confirms me in this opinion. It 
has at least received great improvements among 
ns, whether we consider the instrument itself, or 
those several quavers and graces whicli are thrown 
info the playing of it. Every one might be sen- 
sible of this, who heard that remarkable over- 
grown cat-call which was placed in the centre of 
the pit, and presided over all the rest at the celc 
brated^ perfoiimance lately exhibited in Drury- 
lane. 

Having said thus much concerning the original 
of the cat-call, we are in the next place/to con- 
sider the use of it. The cat-call exerts itself to 
most advantage in the British theatre. It very 
much improves the sound of nonsense, and often 
goes along with the voice' of the actor who jiro- 
nounces it, as the violin or harpsichord accompanies 
the Italian rccitativo. 

It has often supplied the place, of the ancient 
chorus, in the words of Mr. ***. In short, a 
bad poet has as great an antipathy to a cat-call, 
as many people have to a real cat. 

Mr. Chillier,' in his ingenious essay upon music, 
has the following passage : 

‘ I believe it is possible to invent an instrument 
that shall have a quite contrary effect to those 
martial ones .now in use; an instrument that shall 
sink the spirits, and shake the nerves, and curdle 
the blood, and inspii*e despair and cow.'trdice and 
consternation, at a surprising rate. ’Tis probable 
the, roaring of lions, the warbling of cats and 
screech-owls, together with a mixture of the howl- 
ing of dogs, judiciously imitated and compounded, 
might go a great way in this invention. Whether 
such anti-music as' this might not be of .service in a 
camp, I shall leave to the militarv men to con- 
sider." 

AVhat this learned gentleman supposes in specu- 
lation, 1 h.ave known actually verified in practice. 
The cat-call has struck a damp into generals, and 
frighted heroes off the stage. At the first sound 
of it 1 have seen a crowned head tremble, and .a 
princess fall into fits. The humorous lieutenant 
himself could not stand it ; nay, I am told that 
even Almanzor looked like a mouse, and trembled 
at the voice of this terrifying instrument. 

Ah it is of a dnimatic nature, and peculiarly 
appropriated to the stage, I can by no means aji- 
provc the thought of that angry lover, who, after 
an unsuccessful pursuit of some years, took lea\c 
of his mistress in a serenade of cat-calk. 

I must conclude this paper with the account I 
h.Tve lately received of an ingenious artist^ w.'io 
has long btudied this iojfnimcnt, and is very well 
versed in all the rules of the drama. He teaches

IVc have tlie same thought expressed a second 
time in the intercession of the Messiali, which is 
conceived in very cmphatical sentiments and ex- 
pressions. 

Among the poetical parts of scripture, which 
Milton has so finely wrought into this part of his 
narration, 1 must not omit that wherein Ezekiel, 
speaking of the angels who appeared to him in a 
vision, adds, that every one had four faces, and 
that their wliolc bodies, and their backs, and tlveir 
hands, and their wings, were full of eyes round 
about: 

‘ The cohort bright 

Of w.stchful cherubim, four faces each 
Had, like a double Janus, all Iheir shapie 
Spangled with eyes——’ 

The assembling of all the angels of heaven to 
hear the solemn decree passed upon man, is repre- 
sented in very lively ideas. The Almighty is here 
descrilicd as remembering mercy in the midst of 
Judgment, and commanding Michael to deliver his 
message in (he mildest terms, lest the spirit of man, 
whicli was already broken with the sense’ of his 
guilt and misery, should fail before him ; 


Milton has shown a wonderful art in describing 
that variety of passions, which arise in our 6rst pa- 
rents upon the breach of the commandment that 
had been given them./ We see them gradually 
passing from the triumph of tlieir guilt, through 
remorse, shame, despair, contrition, prayer and 
hope, to a perfect and complete repentance. At 
the end of tho tenth book they are represented as 
prostrating themselves upon the ground, and wa- 
tering the earth with their tears : to which the poet 
joins this beautiful circumstance, that they offered 
lip their penitential prayers, on the very place 
where their Judge appeared to them when he pro- 
nounced their sentence : 

‘ They forthwith to the place , 

Hepalrlng where he judg’d them, prostrate fell 
Before him rev’rent, jind both confess’d 
Humbly their faults, and pardon begg’d, with tears 
Watering the ground ’ 

There is a beauty of the same kind in a tragedy 
of Sophocles! where Oedipus, after having put out 
his own eyes. Instead of breaking his neck from 
the palace battlements (which furnishes so elegant 
an entertainment for our English audience) desires 
that he may be condneted to mount Citliaeron, in 
order to end his life in that very place where he 
was exposed in his infancy, and where he should 


‘ Vet lest they faint 

At the sad sentence rigorously urg’d, 

For I behold them sofened, and with tears 
Beivalling their excess, all terror hide. 


The conference of Adam and Eve is full of 
moving sentiments. Upon tlieir going abroad, after 
(he melancholy night which they had passed together, 
they discover the lion and the eagle, .pursuing each 
of them their prey towards the eastern gates of 
Paradise. There is a double beauty in this inci- 
dent, not only as it presents great and just omens, 
which are always agreeable in poetry, but as it 
expresses that enmity which was now produced in' 
the animal creation. The poet, to show the like 
changes in nature, as well as to grace his fable 
with a noble prodigy, represents the sun in an 
eclipse. Tills particular incident has likewise a 
fine effect upon tlie imagination of the reader, in 
regard. to what follows; for at the same time that 
the sun is under an eclipse, a bright cloud descends' 
in the western quarter of the heavens, filled with, 
an host of angels, and more luminous than the sun 
itself. The whole theatre of nature is darkened, ' 
that this glorious machine may appear with all its 
lustre a d magnificence :

Death’s ministers, not men, who thus deal death

Milton, to keep up an agreeable variety in his 
visions, after having raised in the mind of his 
reader the several ideas of terror which arc con- 
formable to the description of war, passes on to 
those softer images of triumphs and festivals, in that 
vision of lewdneiss and luxury which ushers in the 
flood. 

As it is visible that the poet had his eye upon 
Ovid's account of the universal deluge, the reader 
may observe with how much judgment he has 
avoided every thing that is redundant jor puerile 
in the Latin poet. AVe do not here see the wolf 
swimming among the sheep, nor any of those wan- 
ton imaginations, wliich Seneca found fault with, 
as unbecoming the great catastrophe of nature. If 
oiir poet has imitated that verse in which Ovid 
tells us that there was nothing but sea, and that this 
sea had no shore to it, he has not set the thought in 
such a light as to incur tlie censure whicli critics 
have passed upon it. The latter part of that verse 
in Ovid is idle and superfluous, but just and beau- 
tiful in Milton.

MILTON. 


In Milton the former part of the description docs 
not forestal the latter. How much more great and 
solemn on this occasion is that which follows in 
our English poet, 

‘ And in their palaces, 

Where luxury late reign’d, sea-monsters whelp’d 
And htabled ’ 


than that in Ovid, where we are told that the sea- 
calfs lay in those places where the goats were used 
to browse 1 The reader may find several other pa- 
rallel passages in the Latin and English description 
of tlie deluge, wherein our poet has visibly the ad- 
vantage. The sky’s being overcharged with clouds, 
the descending of the rains, the rising of the seas, 
and the appearance of the rainbow, are such de- 
scriptions as every one must take notice of. The 
circumstance relating to Paradise is so finely ima- 
gined, and suitable to the opinions of many learned 
autliors, that I cannot forbear giving it a place in 
this paper. ' 

‘ Then shall this mount 

Of Paradise by might of waves be mov’d 
Out of his place, pushed by the homed flood ; 

. With all hia verdure Bpoil’d, and trees adrift, 

Down the great river to th’ op’ning gulf.

_ The transition which the poet makes from the 
vision of the deluge, to the concern it occasioned 
in Adam, is exquisitely graceful, and copied after 
Virgil, though tlie first thought it introduces is ra- 
ther in the spirit of Ovid ; 

‘ How didjt thou grieve then, Adam, to behold 
The end of all thy offspring, end so sad, 

DepopnlaUon ! Thee another flood. 

Of tsars and sorrow, a flood thee also drown’d, 


And sunk thee as thy sons; till gently rear’d 
By th' angel, on thy feet thou stood’at at last, 

Tho’ comfortless, as when a father mourns 
His children all in view destroy’d at once.’ 

r have been the more particular in my quota- 
tions out of the eleventh book of Paradise Lost, 
because it is not generally reckoned a noug the 
most shining books of this poem ; for which rc.uon 
the reader might be a|)t to overlook those many 
passages in it which deserve our admiration. The 
eleventh and twelfth arc indeed built upon that 
single circumsttincc of the removal of our first pa- 
rents from Paradise; but though this is not in it- 
self so great .a subject as that in mojt of the fore- 
going books, it is extended and diversified with so 
many surprising incidents and pleasing episodes, 
that these two last hooks can by no means be looked 
upon as unequal parts of this divine poem. - I must 
further add, that, had not Milton represented our 
first parents as driven out of Paradise, his fall of 
man would not have been complete, and conse- 
quently bis action would have been imperfect.

Miltox, after havini; represented in \i‘ion the his- 
tory of mankind to the fir-.t preat period of nature, 
dispatches the rcmainiiip pntt of it in n.arration. 
He has dcTiscd a very handfOinc re.-tson for the 
nnpcl's jirocccdinp with Adam after flits manner; 
(honpli donbtlcts tlic true reason was, the diflic»lty 
ashicli the jmet would have found to have .sha- 
dowed out so mired and complicated a story in 
visible obiects. I eould wMi, Iiowrscr, (hat the 
autlior had done it, whatever pains it iniplit have 
cost him. 'j’o pise my opinion freely, I think that 
the cxhibltinp part of (lie history of mankind in 
vision, and part in n.arralivc, is ns if an ltis(«ry- 
painter slinuld put in colmir.s one half of his sul>- 
jeet, and write ilown tlic rcinaiiiinp jiart of it. If 
Alilton’s poem flaps any where, it is In (his narra- 
tion, where in some places the author has been ro 
•attentive to liis divinity, tliat lie lias ncplccted his 
poetry. Tlie narration, however, rises very liap- 
jiily on several occasions, where the subject is ca- 
pable of poetical ornaments, as particularly in (lie 
confusion wliich be describes amonp tlie builders 
of llabcl, and in his short sketch of (hp plnpues of 
Epypt. The storm of hail and'firc, with the dark- 
ness that overspread tiie land for three days, arc 
described with great strength. The beautiRil pas- 
sage wliich follows, is raised upon noble hints in 
scripture.

tpiictudcs, ill a state of tranquillity and satisfaction, 
liliiton’s fable, avhicli had so many other qualifica- 
tions to recommend it, avas deficient in this jiarti- 
cular.

sion, which by the moral, which by tlic sentiment, 
and wliich by the c.vpression. I have likewise en- 
dc.avoured to show how the {teuiitr of the poet 
sliincs by a baiijiy invention, a distant allusion, or 
njudiciou' imitation; how he lias copied or im- 
proved llomcr or Virpl, and raises his own ima- 
pinations by the use wliich he has mndc of scvenil 
pneticnl passnecs in scriiUurr. 1 miclit have in- 
lerlcd also several passages in Tasso, uhirli one 
author has imitated; but, as 1 do not look tipon 
Tasso to be a sudicient vonelicr, 1 would not per- 
plex iny reader with such (piotations as iniftlit do 
more honour to the Italian than the. Mn^lidi poet. 
In short, I have endeavoured to particularize those 
innumcrahlc kinds of he.ahly, which it would be 
tedious to rccaiiitiilate, but wliich are c-scntial to 
poetry, and which may be met within (he works 
of this great author. Had 1 thought, at my first 
engagin'; in this design, that it would have ted me 
to so great a length, I believe I sliould never have 
entered upon it; but the kind reception which it 
lias met with among those whose judgments I Imvc 
a value for, as well ns tlic uncommon demands 
wliicli my bookseller tells me have been made for 
these particular discourses, give me no reason to 
repent of the pains I ha\c been at in composing 
them. .

IIavt of my. fair readers, as well as very gay and 
•n’cll-rcceivcd persons of the. other sc.v, arc e.x- 
Ircmcly perplexed at the Latin sentences at the 
head of my speculations. 1 do not know whether 
I ought not to indulge them with translations or 
each of them * : however, I have lo-dny taken 
down from the top of the stage in Drury-lniic, a 
bit of Latin which often stands in their view, and 
signifies, that ‘ Tlic whole world acts the player.’ 
It is certain, that if wc look all round us, and be- 
hold the different employments of mankind, yon 
liardly sec one who is not, as the player is, in an 
assumed character. Tlie lawyer, who is vehement 
and loud in .a cause wherein he knows he h.as not 
the truth of the question on his side, is a player ns 
to the personated part; but incomjmrably meaner 
than he as to the prostitution of himself for hire; 
because the pleader’s falsehood introduces injus- 
tice; the player feigns for no otiicr end but to di- 
vert or instruct you. The divine, whose passion* 
transport him to say any thing with any view but 
promoting the interests of true piety and religion, 
is a player with a still greater imputation of guilt, 
in proportion to his depreciating a character more

in tlic world. '\Ylirn 1 am r.ommcuding AYilk.s for 
repre.senling (he (endemcfs of a liiishand and n fa- 
ther in “ Machetli,” tlie rnntritiou of a reformed 
prodigal in “ Harry (he rourlli,’' (he winning emp- 
tine"! of a young man of rood-nature and wealth 
in “ The Trip to the .Tubiree,'' the odiciousiic'^ of 
no artful servant in " Tiie Fox;” when thus I ce- 
lebrate "NYilks, T talk to till the world who are en- 
gaged in any of those eiremnslniicev. If I were to 
S]ieak of merit neglected, inisajiplied, or misunder- 
stood, might not 1 say F'-lcoiirt has a great capa- 
city? Hut it is not the !n(crc-.t of niher.s who bear 
a figure on the stage, that Iiis talents w ere under- 
stood; it is (heir biisinr.S', to impo'c upon Itim what 
cannot lirenme him, or keep out of his Imnd.s any 
thing in which lie would shine. ^Yerc one to raise 
a suspicion of liiinself in a man who jia^scs upon 
the world for a fine thing, in order to alarm him 
one might say, if I.ord Foppington svere not on 
the stage (Ciliher nets the fnUe pretenjinns to a 
genteel bcliaviour so very justly), he would have 
in the generality of maulitiid more (hat would ad- 
mire tlian deride him, '\YIieii wc come to rharac- 
(ers directly comical, it is not to he imagined 
what effect a well-regulated stage would have 
upon incn’.s manners. 'J’lic craft of an usurer, tlic 
absurdity of a ricli fool, the nwkwwrd roughness 
of n fellow of half courage, (he ungraceful mirth 
of a creature of half wit, might be for ever put 
out of countenance by proper parts for Dogget. 
.Tohnson, by acting Corbacchio the other night, 
must have given all who saw him a thorough dc- 
tctiation of aged avarice. The pctulancy of a 
pccvisli old fellow, who loves and hates he knows 
not why, is very excellently performed by the 
ingcninu.s Mr. William •Pcnkctlimau. in “ The Fop’s 
Fortune;” where, in the character of Don Clio- 
Icrick Snap Shorto dc Testy, he answers no ques- 
tions but to those whom he likes, nnd wants no 
account of any thing from (hose lie approves. Mr. 
Penkethman is also master of as many faces in tlic 
dinnb-sccnc as can be expected from a man in the 
circumstances of being ready to perish oiit'of fear 
and hunger. He wonders throughout the whole 
scene very masterly, without neglecting his vic- 
tuals. If it be, as I have heard it sometimes men- 
tioned, a great qualification for (he world to fol- 
low business and pleasure too, what is it in the 
ingenious Mr. Penkethman to repre,scnt a sense of 
pleasure and pain at the same time ; as you may- 
see him do this cs'cning? 

As it is certain tiiat a stage ought to be wholjy 
suppressed, or judiciously encouraged, while there

There were ten sheets 
of it, which might have been reduced to two, had 
there not been those abominable interpolations I 
have before mentioned. Upon the reading of it in 
cold blood, it looked rather like a conference of 
fiends than of men. In short, every one trembled 
at himself upon hearing calmly what he liad pro- 
pounced amidst the heat and inadvertency of dis- 
course. 

‘ J shall oply mention another occasion whgrein 
he made use of the same invention to cure a diffe- 
rent kind of men, who are the pests of all polite 
conversation, and murder time as much as either of 
the two former, though they do it more innocently ;

They at last began to 
reflect upon this barbarous way of treating one 
anothecj and by this means awakened out of that 
lethargy with which each of them had been seized 
for several years. 

‘ As you have somewhere declared, that extra- 
ordinary and uncommon characters of mankind are 
the game which you delight in, and as I look upon 
you to be the greatest sportsman, or, if you please, 
the Nimrod among this species of writers, I thought 
* this discovery wmuld not be unacceptable to you.

1 have 
been told also, that all the time of Lent, in Ito- 
man catholic countries, the persons of condition 
administer to.Ihe necessities of the poor, and attend 
the beds of Ipzars and diseased persons. Our pro- 
testant ladies and gentlemen arc so much to seek 
for proper ways of passing time, that they are 
obliged to Punchinello for knowing what to do 
with themselves. Since the case is so, I desire only 
you -would intreat our-people of quality, who are

I shall conclude with obseiwing, that as the same 
man may be both modest and assured, so it is also 
possible for the same person to be both impudent 
and bashful. 

'We have frequent instances of this odd kind of 
mixture in' |)eople of depraved minds and mean 
education ; who, though they arc not able to meet 
a man’s e5'es, or pronounce a sentence riithout 
confusion, can voluntarily commit the greatest'vil- 
lanies, or most indecent actions. 

Such a person seems to have made a resolution 
to do ill even in spite of himself, and in defiance 
of all those checks and restraints his temper and 
complexion seem to have laid in his waj'. 

Upon the whole, I would endeavour to establish 
this maxim, that the practice of virtue is the most 
proper method to give a man a becoming assu- 
rance in his words and actions. Guilt always 
seeks to shelter itself in one of the extremes, and 
is sometimes attended with both.

ROWE. 

There is a fault, which, though common, wants a 
name. ' It is the very contrary to procrakination. 
As we lose the present hour by delaying from day 
to day to execute what we ought to do immedi- 
ately, so most of us take occasion to sit still, 
and throw away the time in our possession, by re- 
trospect on what is past, imagining we have al- 
ready acquitted ourselves, and established our cha- 
racters in the sight of mankind. But when we tlius 
put a value upon ourselves for what we have al- 
ready done, any further than to explain ourselves 
in order to assist our .future conduct, that will give 
us an over-weening opinion of our merit, to the 
‘prejudice of our present industry. Tlie great 
rule, methinks, should be, to manage the instant in 
which we stand, with fortitude, equanimity, and 
moderation, according to men’s respective circum- 
stances. If our past actions reproach ns, they 
cannot be atoned for by our own severe reflections 
so elfectually as by a contrary behavioiw. If they 
are praiseworthy, the memory of them is of no 
use but to act suitably to them- Thus a good pre- 
sent behaviour is an implicit repentance for any 
miscarriage in what is past; but present slackness 
will not make up for past activity. Time has 
swallowed up all that we contemporaries did yes- 
terday, ns irrevocably as it has the actions of the 
antediluvians. But we are again awake, and what 
shall we do to-day, to-day which passes while we 
are yet speaking? Shall we remember the folly of 
last night, or resolve upon the exercise of virtue 
to-morrow ? Last nigh,t is certa'mly gone, and to- 
morrow may never arrive. This instant make use 
of. Can you oblige any man of honour and vir- 
tue? Do it immediately. Can you visit a sick 
friend ? Will it revive him to see you enter, and 
suspend yoar own ease and pleasure to comfort his 
weakness, and hear the impertinences of a wretch 
•in pain? Do not stay to take couch, but.be gone. 


Your mistress will bring sorrow, and your bottle 
madness. Go to neither. — Such virtues and diver- 
sions as these are mentioned, because they oceur to 
-all men. But every man is sufficiently convinced, 
that to suspend the use of the present moment, and 
resolve better for the future only, is an unpardon- 
able folly< What I attempted to consider, wa3 
the mischief of setting such a vnluc upon what is 
past, as to think we have done enouglij Let a 
m.an have filled all the offices of life with the high- 
est dignity till yesterday, and begin to live only to 
himself to-day, he must expect he will in the ef- 
fects upon his reputation be considered as the man 
who died yesterday. The man who distinguishes 
himself from the rest, stands in a press of people; 
those before him intercept his progress, and those 
behind him, if he does not urge on, will tread him 
dowm. CiEsar, of whom it was said, that he thought 
nothing done while there was any thing left for him 
to do, went on in performing the greatest exploits, 
without assuming to himself a privilege of taking 
rest upon the foundation of the merit of his former 
actions. It was the manner of that glorious cap- 
tain, to write down wliat scenes he had passed 
through; but it was rather to keep his affairs in 
method, and capable of a clear review, in case 
they should be examined by others, than that he 
built a renown upon anything that was past. I 
shall produce two fragments of his, to demonstrate, 
that it was his rule of life to support himself ra- 
ther by what he should perform, than what he had 
done already. In the tablet which he wore about 
him the same year in which he obtained the battle 
of Pharsalia, there were found these loose notes of 
his own conduct. It is supposed, by the circuin- 
•stances they alluded to, that they might beset down 
the evening of the same night. 

‘ My part is now but begun, and my glory must 
be sustained by the use I make of this victory ; 
otherwise my loss will be greater than that of Pom- 
pcy. Our personal reputation will rise or fall as 
we bear our respective fortunes. All my private 
enemies among the prisoners shall be spared. I 
will forget this, in order to obtain such another 
day. Trebutius is ashamed to see me : I -will go 
to his tent, and be reconciled in private. Give all 
the men of honour, who take part with me, the 
terras I offered before the battle. Let them owe 
this to their friends who have been long in my inte- 
rests. Power is weakened by the full use of it, 
but extended by moderation. Galbinius i^ prond, 
and will be servile in his present fortune; let him 
wait. Send for Stertinius; he is modest, and his 
virtue is worth gaining. I hive cooled my heart 
With reflection, and am fit to rejoice with the army 
to-morrow. He is a popular general who can ex- 
pose himself like a private man during a battle ; 
but he is more popular who can rejoice but like a 
private man after a victory.’ 

What is particrdarly proper for the example of 
all who pretend to industry in the pursuit of ho- 
nour and virtue is, that this hero was more than 
ordinarily solicitous about his reputation, when a 
common mind would have thought itself in secu- 
rity, and given itself a loose to joy and triumph. 
But though this is a very great instance of his tem- 
per, I must confess I am more taken with his re- 
flections when he retired to his closet in some dis- 
turbance upon the repeated ill omens of Calphur- 
nia’a dream, the night before his death. The lite- 
ral translation of that fragment shall conclude this 
paper.

wltieh they misc in the nnimal spirits. 1 scarce 
remember, in my own observation, to have met 
with many old men, or with such, wlto (to use onr 
English phrase) wear well, that had not at least a 
certain indolence in their hnmonr, if not a more 
than ordinary gaiety and cheerfulness of heart. 
The tnith of it is, health and cheerfulness mutually 
beget each other; ssith this diflerence, that we 
seldom meet with a great degree of health which is 
not attended with a certain cheerfulness, but very 
often see cheerfulness where there is no grc.nt de- 
gree of health. 

Cheerfulness bears the s.ame. friendly regard to 
the mind a' to the body. It banishes all anxious 
care and discontent, soothes and composes tlie pac- 
sions, and keeps the soul in a perpetual calm. IJut 
having already touched on this last consideration, 

I shall here take notice, that the world in which 
wc arc placed, is filled with innmnorable objects 
that arc proper to raise and keep alive this happy 
temper of mind. 

If wc consider the world in its snh-crviency to i 
man, one would think it was made for onr nee; I 
but if wc consider it in Its natural Iicauly and har- 
mony, one would be apt to conclude it was made ' 
for our pleasure. Tlic sun, w hich is as the great 
soul of the univene, and produces all tlic necessa- 
ries of life, has a particular influence in cliccring 
the mind of man, and making the licart gl.nd. 

Those several living crcainrcs whicli air made 
for onr service or sustenance, at the same time 
cither fill the woods with their muMc, furnisli ns 
with game, or raise pleasing idais in ns l)y the de- 
light fulness of their appearance. Fountains, lakes, 
and rivers, arc as refreshing to tlic imagination, ns 
to the soil through which they pass. 

There arc writers of great distinction, who have 
made it an argument for Providence, that the whole 
earth is covered with green rather than with any 
other colour, as being such a right mixture of light 
and shade, that it comforts and strcngtliens the eye, 
instead of w eakening or grieving it. For this rea- 
son several paintcra have a green cloth hanging 
near tlicm, to ease the eye upon, after too grc.at 
an application to ihcir colouring. A famous mo- 
dern philosopher* accounts for it in the following 
manner : All colours that are more luminous, over- 
power and dissipate the animal spirits wliich arc 
employed in sight : on tlic contrary, tliose tlial arc 
more obscure do not give tlic nnimal spirits a sufli- 
cient exercise; wherc.-is the rays that produce in 
us the idea of green, fall upon the eye in such a 
due proportion, that they give the animal s|)irits 
their proper play, and by keeping up the struggle 
in a just balance, excite a very pleasing and agree- 
able sensation. Let the cause be what it will, the 
effect is certain ; for which reason the poets ascribe 
fo this particular colour the epithet of cheerful. 

To consider furtlier this double end in the works 
of nature, and how they arc at the same time both 
useful and entertaining, we find that the most im- 
portant parts in the vegetable world are those 
which are the most beautiful. These are the seeds 
by which the several races of plants arc propagated 
and continued, and which are always lodged in 
flower* or blossoms. Nature seems to hide her 

t Sir Isaa* Newton, 
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priucipal design, nnd to he industrious in making 
the earth gay and dcllglttfnl, while she is carrying 
on her great work, and intent upon her own pre- 
servation, Tlic hn-.handinan after tlic s.amc manner 
is employed in lasing out the whole country into 
a kind of garden or landscnpe, and making every 
thing smile about him, whilst in reality he thinks of 
nothing Init of the harvest, and the increase which 
is to arise from it, 

Wk may furtlier observe how Providence has 
taken care to keep np tliis ehcerfnlness in tlicmind 
of man, by having formed it after such a manner, 
ns to make it cnjiable of conceiving delight from 
scvcnil objects wliicli seem to have very little use 
in them ; ns from the wildness of rocks and deserts, 
nnd the like grotesrpie parts of nature. Tlmsc wlio 
nre versed in philosopliy may still carry tins consi- 
deration liiglicr, by observing that if matter had 
appeared to ns endowed only with tliosc rc.nl qua- 
lities wliich it ncfnally jios-csscs, it would have 
made but a very joyless and uncomfortable figure: 
nnd why has Providence given it ,a power of pro- 
ducing in us such imaginary qualities, ns tastes nnd 
colours, rounds nnd smclU, licnt and cold, but flint 
man, while he is conversant in the lower stations 
of nature, might have his mind cheered nnd de- 
lighted with agrceahle sensations? In short, the 
whole universe is a kind of theatre filled wifli ob- 
jects that either raise in Us pleasure, amusement, 
or ndiniralion. 

Tlic reader's own flionghts will suggest to Iiim tlic 
vici'-iitude of daymiid night, the change of seasons, 
with all tlmt variety of scenes which diversify the 
face of nature, nnd fill the mind with a jicrpclual 
succession of hcaulifiil nnd pleasing images. 

1 shall not here mention the Several entertain- 
ments of art, uitli the pleasures of friendship, 
hooks, conversation, nnd other accidental diver- 
sions of life, because I would only fake notice of 
sudi incitements to a chccrfid fcm|)cr as olTcr them- 
selves to persons of all ranks nnd conditions, and. 
which may sufficiently show us that Providence did 
not design this world should he filled witli murmurs 
nnd rcpiniiigs, or that the heart of man should be 
involved in gloom and melancholy. 

I the more inculcate this cheerfulness of temper, 
as it is .1 virtue in which our countrj'men arc ob- 
served to he more deficient than any other nation. 
Melancholy is a kind of demon that haunts our 
island, .nnd often conveys herself to us in an east- 
erly wind. A celebrated French novelist, in op- 
position to thosC who begin their romances with 
the flowery season of the year, enters on his story 
thus: ‘ In the gloomy month of November, when 
the people of England hang and drown them- 
selves, a discoDsolatc lover walked out into the 
fields,’ &c, ' 

Every one ought to fence against the temper of 
his climate or constitution, nnd frequently to in- 
dulge in himself those considerations which may 
give him a serenity of mind, and enable him to 
bear up cheerfully against those little evils and 
misfortunes which arc common to human nature, 
and which by a right improvement of them will 
produce a satiety of joy, and an uninterrupted 
happiness. 

At the same time tliat I would engage my reader 
to consider the world in its most agrcc.able lights, 
I must owh there arc many evils which naturally 
spring up amidst the entertainments that arc pro- 
vided for us; but these, if rfghtly considered, should 
be far 'from overcasting the mind with sorrovy, or 
destroying that cheerfulness of temper which I 
have been recommending. ' inter*'

Their pious sires a better leison taught. 

Kqthing has more surprised the learned in Eng- 
land, than the price of which a sraall book, entitled, 

* Spaccio della Bestia triomfante,’ bore in a late 
auction *. This book was sold for thirtj pounds. 
As it was written-by one Jordanus Bninus, a pro- 
fessed atheist, witli a design to depreciate religion, 
every one was apt to fancy, from the extravagant 
price it bore, that there must be something in it 
very fonnidable. 

i must confess that, happening to get a sight of 
one of them myself, 1 could not forbear perusing 
it with this apprehension ; but found there was so 
very little danger in it, that T shall venture to give 
ray readers a fair account of the whole plan upon 
which this w'onderful treatise is built. 

Tlie author pretends that Jupiter, once upon a 
time, resolved upon a reformation of the constel- 
lations for which purpose, having summoned the 
stars together, he complains to them of the great 
decay of the worship of the gods, which he thought 
so mueh the harder, having called several of tliosc 
celestial bodies by the names of tltc heathen deities, 
and by that means made the heavens as it were a 
book of the pagan theology. Momus tells him, 
that this is not to be wondered at, sinefe there were 
so many scandalous stories of the deities. Upon 1 
which the author takes occasion to cast reflections 
upon all other religions, concluding that Jupiter, 
after a full hearing, discarded the deities out of 
heaven, and called the stars by the names of the 
moral virtues. 

This short fable, which has no pretence in it to 
reason or argument, and but a very small share of 
wit, has however recommended itself wholly by 
its impiety, to those weak men who would distin- 
guish themselves by the singularity of their opi- 
nions. 

■ • Of the library of Charles Barnard^ Esq. In 1711, for 28f. 
It Is now very scarce, and has fetched the exorbitant price 
of oOt. The author of this book, Giordano Bruno, was a 
native of Nola, in the kingdom of Naples, and published his 
Spaccio, &C. at Sir Philip Sidney’s request, at London, whi- 
ther he came after being expelled Geneva, and continued 
about Uvo years in the liouse of Mr. Castlenau, King 
Henry Ill.’a ambassador to Queen Elizabeth. He was very 
well known to lier majesty, and beloved by the most polite 
part of the court; but his best friends were Sir Philip Sidney 
and Foulkes Greville, who were very Intimate together, and 
then the most learned and witty gentlemen in England. 
With these, and sdme others of their club, Bruno held assem- 
blies; but as they treated of subjects of a very delicate na- 
ture, which could not suit the taste or capacity of every 
body, they kept the door always sliut, and none but select 
persons were admitted Into the company. There were but 
twenty copies printed of his book, which is an odd compo- 
sition ; for he treats all kinds of miracles as fables, and main- 
tains that the heatlien theology is not by far so unintelligible, 
absurd, and monstrous, as the Jewish and Christian theology. 
He wishes that men, laying aside all prejudices, would admit 
of no other rule of their conduct but the law of nature, which 
he divides Into forty-eight articles, according to the number 
of the constellations in heaven, to each of which he gives 
the name of one of these virtues. Morhoff, PolyhlsL 1. 1, 8, 
2'i. speaking of atheists, says, ‘ Jordanum tamen Bru- 

tium huic clasH von anmimcrarem, manifato iniUo 

aClicivni vestigia von deprehendo.’ Bruno published many 
other writings said to be atheistical. 'The book spoken of 
here, w.as printed, not at Paris, as is said in the title-page, 
nor in 1544-; but at London, and in 1584, 12mo. and dedi- 
cated to Sir Philip Sidney. There was an edition of it in 
English, 1713.— Bruno at length fell into the hands of the 
Inquisition at Venice ; and, refusing to retract, tvas burnt at 
the stake, Feb. 17, 1600. 
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There are two considerations which have been 
often urged against atheists, and which they never 
yet could get over, Tlie first is, that the greatest 
and most eminent persons of all ages have been 
against them, and always complied with the public 
forms of worship established in their respective 
countries, when there was nothing i.n them cither 
derogatory to the honour of the Supreme Being, 
or prejudicial to the good of mankind. 

The Platos and Ciceros among the ancients; 
the Bacons, the Boyles, and the Lockes, among 
our own countrymen, are all instances of what I 
have been saying; not to mention any of the di- 
vines however celebrated, since our adversaries 
challenge all those, as men who have too much in- 
terest in this ciise to be impartial evidences. 

But what has been often urged as a considera- 
tion of much more weight, is not only the opinion 
of the better sort, but tlie general consent of man- 
kind to this great truth ; which I think could not 
possibly have come to pass, but from one of tne 
three following reasons; cither that the idea of a 
God is inn'dte and coexistent with the mind itself; 
or, that tliis triUli is so very obvious, that it is dis- 
covered by the first exertion of reason in persons 
of the most ordinary capacities; or lastly, that it 
has been delivered down to us through all ages by 
a tradition from the first man. 

The atheists are equally confounded, to which- 
ever of tlicse three causes we assign it ; they have 
been so pressed by tliis last argument from the 
general consent of mankind, that after great search 
and pains they pretend to have found out a nation 
of atheists, I mean that polite people the Hot- 
tentots. 

I dare not shock my readers with the description 
of the customs and manners of these' bar'barians, 
who are in every respect scarce one degree above 
brutes, having no language among them but a con- 
fused gabble, which is neither well understood by 
themselves nor others. 

It is not however to be imagined how much the 
atheists Iiave gloried in these their good friends 
and allies. 

If we boast of a Socrates or a Seneca, they may 
now confront them with these great philosopher* 
the Hottentots. 

Though even this point has, not without reason, 
been several times controverted, Iisee no manner 
of harm it could do to religion, if we shoidd en- 
tirely give them up this elegarlt part of mankind. 

Methinks nothing more shows the weakness of 
their cause, than that no division of their fellow- 
creatures Join with them, but those among whom, 
they themselves own reason is almost defaced, and 
who have little else but their shape which can en- 
title them to any place in the species. - 

Besides these poor creatures, there have now 
and then been instanefes of a few crazed people in 
several nations,' who have denied the existence of 
a deity. 

The catalogue of these is howeveV very short; 
even Vanini *, the most celebrated champion for 

* Lucilio Vanini was born at Taurisano, in the kingdom 
of Naples, in 158.7. He was a great lover of learning from 
his infancy, and applied himself to the study of philosophyj 
physic, and astronomy, which insensibly led him into the 
whims of astrology. But the greatest part of his time he 
bestowed upon divinity: he also understood the civil and 
canon law. When he had finished his studies at Padua, he 
was ordained priest, and soon became a preacher. He never- 
j theless devoted part of his time to tlie reading of Aristotle, 

' Averrocs, Cardan, and Pomponatius, which were his favourite 
authors. It is said, that he received from them the seeds of 
atheism, and drew thence those monstrous doctrines which 
he afterwards taught otbew. After be had died through

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Instead of tins care over their words and actions, 
rcconiirwnded by a poet in old Queen .Bess's days, 
the modern way is to say and do what yon please,' 
and yet be the prettiest sort of woman in the world. 
■If fathers and brothers willdefend a lady’s lionoiir, 
she is quite as safe as in her own innocence. Many 
of the distressed, who suffer under the malice of 
evil tongues, are so harmless that they are every 
day they live asleep till twelve at noon ; concern 
themselves with nothing but their own persons till 
two ; take their necessary food between that time 
and four; visit, go to the play, and sit up at cards 
till towards the ensuing morn ; and tlie malicious 
world shall draw conclusions from innocqnt glances, 
short whispers, or pretty familiar railleries with 
fashionable men, that tliese fair ones arc not as 
rigid ns vestals. It is certain, say these * goodest’ 
creatures, very well, that virtue does not consist in 
constqiinpd behaviour aud wry faces : that must 
be allowed ; but there is a decency in the aspect 
•and manner of ladies, contracted from a habit of 
virtue, and from general reflections that regard a 
modest conduct, all which maj' be understood, 
though they cannot be described. A young woman 
of this sort claims an esteem mixed with affection 
and honour, and meets with no defuraation ; or, if 
she does, the wild malice is overcome with an un- 
disturbed perseverance in her innocence. To speak 
freely, there are such coveys of coquettes about 
this town, that if the peace were not kept by some 
impertinent tongues of their own sex, which keep 
them under some restraint, wc should have no 
manner of engagement upon them to keep them in 
any tolerable order. 

As I am a Spectator, and behold how plainly 
one part of womankind balance the behaviour of 
the other, whatever I may think of tale-bearers or 
slanderers, I cannot wholly suppress them, no more 
than a general would discourage spies. The enemy 
would easily surprise him who they knew had no 
intelligence of their motions. It is so far other- 
wise with me, that I acknowledge I permit ashe- 
slanderer or two in every quarter of the town, to 
live in the characters of coquettes, and take all the 
innocent freedoms of the rest, in order to send 
me infonnation of the behaviour of their respective 
sisterhoods. 

But as the matter of respect to the world which 
looks on, is carried on, metliinks it is so very easy 
to be what is in the general called virtuous, that it 
need not cost one hour’s reflection in a month to 
preserve that appellation. It is pleasant to hear 
the pretty rogues talk of virtue and vice among 
each other. ‘ She is the laziest creature in the 
.world ; but, 1 must confess, strictly virtuous : the 
peevishest Hussy breathing ; but as to her virtue, 
she is without blemish. She has not tl^c least cha- 
• rity for any of her acquaintance ; huf I must 
allovV her rigidly virtuous.’ As the unthinking part 
of the male world call cveiry man a man of honour 
who is not a coward; so the crow'd of the otlier- 
Bex terms every woman who will not be a wench, 
virtuous.

Where Homer represents Pheenix, the tutor of 
Achilles, as persuading his pupil to lay aside his 
resentment, and give liimself up to the entreaties of 
I his countrymen, the poet, in order to make him 
speak in character, ascribes to him a speecli full of 
those fables and allegories which old men take de- 
light in relating, and which are very proper for 
instruction. ‘ The gods,’ says he, ‘ suffer themselves 
to be prevailed upon by entreaties. Wlicn mortals 
have offended them by their transgressions, they, 
appease them by. vows and sacrifices. You must 
know, Achilles, that Prayers are the daughters of 
Jupiter. They are crippled by kneeling, have 
their faces full of scars and wrinkleSj and their C5’e3 
always cast towards heaven. They are copst^it 
attendants on the goddess Ate, and march behind 
her. This goddess walks forward with a hold and 
haughty air, and, being very light of foot, runs 
through the whole earth, grieving and afflicting the. 
sons of men. She gets the start of Prajers, who 
always follow her, in order to heal those persons 
whom she wounds. He who honours these daugh-i 
ters of Jupiter, when,jthey draw near to him, re^ 
ceives great benefits from them; but as for him who 
rejects them, they entreat their father to give his 
orders to the goddess Ate, to punish him for his 
hardness of heart.’ This noble allegory needs but 
little explanation ; for whether the goddess Ate sig- 
nifies Injury, as some have explained it ; or guilt in 
general, as others; or divine justice, as I am the 
more apt to .think ; the interpretation is obvious 
enough. ^ 

I sliall produce another heathen fable relating to 
prayers, which is of a more diverting kiud. One 
would think by some passages in it, that it was 
composed by Lucian, or at least by some author 
who has endeavoured to imitate his way of writing; 
but as dissertations of this nature are more curious 
than useful, I shall give my reader the t/iblc, with- 
out any further inquiries after the author.

If the open ]»rofos5ors of impiety desersc the ut- 
most application and endeavours of moral writers 
to recover them from vice and folly, lunv much 
more may those lay a claim to tlieij* caie and com- 
j)assion, who arc walkinc in the patlis of death, 
while they fancy tlicinscUes cn^a^ed in a course 
of virtue ! I shall cnde.avour therefore to lay down 
some rules for the discovery of those vices th.-it 
lurk in the secret corners of the soul, and to show 
my reader those methods by uhich he may arrive 
at a true and impartial knowledge of himself. The 
Usual means prescribed for this purpose, arc to 
examine ourselves by the rules which arc laid down 
for our direction in ‘aicrcd w rit, and to compare 
our lives with the life of that person who acted up 
to the perfection of human nature, and is the 
standin;; evample, as welt ns the great guide and 
instnictor, of those who receive his doctrines. 
Though these two heads cannot be too ranch in- 
sisted upon, I shall but just mention them, since 
they have been handled by many great and emi- 
nent writers. 

I would therefore propose tiie following methods 
to the consideration of such as would find out their 
secret faults, and make .a true estimate of them- 
selves. 

In the first place, let them consider well what 
arc the characters which they bear among their 
enemies. Our friends very often flatter u^, as much 
as our own hearts. They either do not see our 
faults, or conce.al them from 115 , or soften them by 
their representations, after such a mnnricr, that we 
think them too trivial to be taken notice of. An 
adversary, on the contrarj-, makes n stricter scat eh 
into Jts, discovers every flaw and imperfection in 
one tempers; and though his malice may set them 
in too strong a light, it has generally some ground 
for wimt it advances. A friend exaggerates a 
man’s virtues, an enemy inflames Ids crimes. A 
wise man should give a just attention to both of 
tlicm, so far as they may tend to the improvement 
of one, and the diminution of the oilier. Piularch 
has written an essay on tlie benefits whicli a m.an 
may receive from his enemies, and, among the good 
fruits of enmity, mentions this in particular, that 
by the rcproaclics which it casts upon us we see 
the worst side of ourselves, and open our eyes to 
-several blemishes and defects in our lives and con 
-versations, which we should not have observed 
without the help of such ill-natured monitors. 

In order likewise to come at a true knowledge 
of ourselves, we should consider on the otiicr hand 
how far we may deserve the praises and approba- 
tions which the world bestow upon us; wllctlicr 
tile actions they celebrate proceed from laudable 
and worthy motives ; and how far we arc really 
.^possessed of the virtues which gain us applause 
"ong those with whom we converse. Such 
.’Cfion is absolutely necessary, if we consider 
apt we are cither to value or condemn onr- 
R by the opinions of others, and to sacrifice 
> ■ of our own hearts to the judgment of 

I ’ e, that we may not deceive our- 
so much, importance, we should 
stress on any supposed virtues 
, c of a doubtful nature ; and 
all those in which multitudes 
us, who are as good and wise 
ould always act witli great 
•spection in points where 
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it is not impossible that we may be dcCcivcdi 


Iiitemjierate zeal, bigotry, and persecution for any 
party or ojiinion, how praiseworthy soever they 
may appear to weak men of our own ]irinciplcs, 
produce infinite calamities among mankind, and 
are highly criminal in their own nature ; mid yet 
how many persons eminent for piety suffer such 
monstrous and alwiird principles of action to take 
root in their minds under the colour of virtues 1 
For my own part, I must own, I never yet knew 
any parly so just and reasonable, Hint a man could 
follow it in its liciglit and violence, and at the 
same time be innocent. 

We should likewise be very apprehensive of 
those actions wliicli proceed from natural constitu- 
tions, favourite passions, particular education, or 
whatever promotes onr woi idly interest or advan- 
tage. Ill these and the like coses, a man’s judg- 
ment is c.asily perverted, and a wrong bias hung 
upon his mind. Those are tlic inlets of prejudice^ 
the unguarded avenues of the mind, Iiy wdiich a 
thousand errors and secret faults find admission, 
without being observed or taken notice of. A 
wise man will suspect those actions to which he is 
directed l>y something besides reason, and always 
apprehend some concealed evil in every rcsolutiofl 
tli.it is of n dis|)ntal)lc nature, when it is conform- 
able to his parlicidnr temper, his age, or way of 
life, or when it favours Ins plc.asurc, or his profit, 
'IIiiTc is nothing of grculcr importance to us 
than thus diligently to sift onr thoughts, and cx.'i- 
mine all thc*c dark rcccfscs of the mind, if we 
would establish our souls' in such a solid and su'i- 
stntuinl virtue, ns will turn to account in that 
great day when it must stand the test of infinite 
wisdom and justice. 

I shall conclude this essay with observing, that 
the two kinds of hypocrisy I have here spoken of, 
namely, that of deceiving the world, and that of 
imposing on ourselves, arc touched with wonderful 
beauty in tlie hundred and thirty-ninth psalm. The 
folly of the first kind of hypocrisy is there set forth 
by reflections on God’s omniscience and omnipre- 
sence, wliicii arc celebrated in as noble strains of 
poetry .as any other 1 ever met with either sacred 
or profane. Tlie other kind of hypocrisy, where- 
by a man deceives himself, is intimated in (he two 
last verses, where the jisalmist addresses himself to 
the great Searcher of hearts in that cmphatical 
petition, ‘ Try me, O God, and seek the ground of 
my licarl; prove me, and examine my tlioughtsi 
Look well if tlicrc be any way of wickedness in 
me, and lead me in the way everlasting.’

■ ItOSCOMMON. 

Y'nFA* I consider (iiis preat city in its several qnnr- 
tersand divisions, 1 look npon it as an n;rp:rcp:atc 
of varions nations distinpnlshed from caeli other !)y 
their respective customs, manners, and interests. 
The courts of two countries do not so much ditler 
from one another, as the court .and city, in theic 
peculiar w.a5s of life and conversation. In short, 
the inhabitants of St. James's, notwitlistanding 
they live under the same laws, and speak the same 
languace, arc a di;tinct people from tliosc of 
Chcapsidc, ^^Ilo arc likewise removed from those 
of the Temple on the one side, .and those of Smith- 
field on the other, by several climates and decrees 
in their way of thinking and conversing together. 

For this reason, -when any public allhir is upon 
the anvil, I love to hear the rcllections that arise 
upon it in the several districts and parislics of Lon- 
don .and Y’estminster, and to ramble up .and down 
a whole day togetlicr, in order to make myself ac- 
quainted with the opinions of my Ingenious cnunlry- 
mcn. By this means I know the faces of all the princi- 
pal politicians within the bills of mortality: and .as 
every collcc-house has some particular statesman be- 
longing to it, who is the mouth of the street where 
he lives, 1 always take care to place myself near 
him, in order to know his judgment on the present 
posture of aflairs. The last progress that I made 
with this intention was about three months ago, 
when we had a current report of the King of 
France's death. As I foresaw tliis would produce 
a new face of things in Europe, and many curious 
speculations in our British colfcc-Iiouscs, 1 was very 
desirous to, learn the thoughts of our most eminent 
politicians on that occasion. 

That 1 might begin as near the fountain-head as 
possible, I first of all called in at St. James’s, 
where 1 found the whole outw'ard room in a buz of 
politics. The speculations were hut very indiffe- 
rent towards the door, but grew finer as you ad- 
vanced to the upper end of the room, and were 
so very much improved by a knot of theorists, rvho 
sat in the inner room, within the steams of the cof- 
fee-pot, that 1 there heard tlic whole Spanish mo- 
narchy disposed of, and all the line of Bourbon 
provided for in less than a quarter of an hour. 

T afterwards called in at Giles’s, where I saw a 
board of French gentlemen sitting upon the life 
and death of their grand monarque. Those among 
them who had espoused the whig interest, very po- 
sitively affirmed,- that he departed this life about a 
week since, and therefore proceeded without any 
further delay to the rcle.asc of their friends in the 
g.allics, and to their own re-establishment; but, 
finding they could not agree among themselves, I 
proceeded on my intended progress. 

Upon my arriv.il at Jenny Man’s, I saw an alert 
young fellow that cocked his hat upon a friend of 
his, who entered just at the same time w'ith my- 
self, and accosted him after the following manner: 
‘ Well, Jack, the old prig is dead at last. Sharp’s 
the word. Now or never, boy. Up to the walls 
of Paris directly.’ With several other deep reflec- 
tions of the same nature, 

I met with very little variation in the politics be- 


tween Cliaring-crossnnd Covent-garden. And upon 
my goi.ag into AVill’s, 1 found their discourse w.as 
gone oil’ from the death of the French king to that 
of Monsieur Bnilcau, Racine, Corneille, and se- 
veral other poets, whom they regretted on this oc- 
easiiin, ns persons who would have obliged the 
world with very noble elegies on the death of so 
great a prince, and so eminent a patron of learn- 
ing.. 

At a colTcc-honsc near the Temple, I found a 
couple of young gentlemen engaged very smartly in 
n dispute on the succession to the Spanish monarcliy. 
One of them seemed to liavc been retained as ad- 
vocate for the Duke of Anjou, the other for his 
Imperial majesty, 'llicy were both for regulating 
the title to tiiat kingdom by the statute laws of 
England: but finding tliem going out of my depth, 
I passed forward to Paul’s Church-yard, where 1 
listened with great attention to a learned man who 
gave the comp.ar.y an account of the deplorable 
slate of France during the minority of the dccc.ased 
king. 

1 then turned on my right hand into Fish-street, 
where the ehief politician of that quarter, upon 
hearing the news, (after having taken a pipe of to- 
bacco, and ruminated for some time) ‘ If,’ says he, 
‘ the King of France is certainly dead, we sliall 
Imve plenty of mackarcl this season : our fishery 
will not be disturbed by privateers, .as it lias been 
for these ten ycarspnsL’ He nfterv>ards considered 
how the dcatli of this gre.at man would alTect our 
pilchards, and by several other remarks infused a 
general joy into his wliole audience. 

‘1 afterwards entered a by-colTcc-housc, that 
stood at the upper end of a narrow lane, where I 
met with a non-juror, engaged very warmly with a 
laccinan who was tlic great support of a neigh- 
bouring conventicle. The matter in debate was, 
whether the late French king was most like Augus- 
tus Cicsar, or Nero. The controversy was carried 
on with great heat on both sides, and as each of 
them looked upon me very frequently during the 
course of their debate, 1 was under some .appre- 
hension that they would appeal to me, and there- 
fore laid down my penny at tlie bar, and made the 
bc.'t of my way to Chcapsidc. 

I here gazed npon the signs for some time before 
I found one to my purpose. The first object I 
met in the coffee-room, was a jicrson who expressed 
a great grief for the death of the French king; 
but, upon his explaining himself, I found his sor- 
row did not arise fromtlie loss of the monarch, but 
for his having sold out of the Bank about three 
daj-8 before he heard tlie news of it. Upon which 
a haberdasher, who was the oracle of the eofl’ce- 
liouse, and had his circle of admirers about him, 
called several to witness that he' had declared his 
opiuion above a week before, that the French king 
was certainly dead ; to which he added, that, con- 
sidering tlic late advices we had received from 
France, it was impossible that it could be other- 
wise. As he was laying these together, and' dic- 
tating to his hearers with great authority, there 
came in a gentleman from Garraway’s, who told 
us that there were several letters from France just 
come in, with advice that the king was in good 
health, and v/as gone out a hunting the very morn- 
ing the post came away : upon which the habeiw 
dasher stole off" his hat that hung upon a wooden 
peg by him, and retired to his shop with great con- 
fusion. This intelligence put a stop to my travels, 
which I had prosecuted with so much satisfaction ; 
not being a little pleased to hear so many different

For my 
part, I could never consider this preposterous re- 
pugnancy to nature any otherwise, than not only 
as the greatest folly, but also one of the most hei- 
nous crimes, -since it is a direct opposition to the 
disposition of Providence, and (as Tully expresses 
it) like the sin of the giants, an actual rebellion 
against heaven.

POPE. 

1 AW very sorry to find,by the opera bills for this day, 
that we are likely to lose the greatest performer in 
dramatic music that is now living, or that perhaps 
ever appeared upon a stage. I need not acquaint 
my reader, that I am speaking of Signior Nicolini. 
The town is highly obliged to that excellent artist, 
for having shown us the Italian music in its per- 
fection, as well as for that generous approbation 
he lately gave to an opera * of our own countiy, 
in which the composer endeavoured to do justice to 
the beauty of the words, by following that noble 
example, which has been set him by the greatest 
foreign masters in that art. 

I could heartily wish there was the same appli- 
cation and endeavours to cultivate and improve 
our church-music, as have been lately bestowed on 
that of the stage. Our composers have one very 
great incitement to it. They are, sure to meet with 
excellent words, and at the same time a wonder- 
ful variety of them. Thcye is no passion that is 
not finely expressed in those parts of the inspired 
writings which are proper for divine songs and an- 
thems. 

There is a certain coldness and indifference in 
the phrases of our European languages, when they 
are compared witli the oriental forms of speech ; 
and it happens very luckily, that the Hebrew idioms 
run into the English tongue with a particular grace 
and beauty. Our language has received innu- 
merable elegancies and improvements, from that 
infusion of Hebraisms, which are derived tp it out 
of the poetical passages in holy writ. They give 
a force and energy to our expression, warm and 
animate our language, and convey our thhughts in 
more ardent and intense phrases, ^an any that are 
to be met with in our own tongue. There is some- 
thing so pathetic in this kind of diction, that it 
often sets the mind in a flame, and makes our 
hearts bum within us. How cold and dead docs a 
prayer appear, that is composed in the most ele- 
gant and polite forms of speech, which arc natural

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to our tongue, , wheii it is not heightened by that 
solemnity of phrase which may be drawn from the 
sacred writings! . It has been said by some of the 
ancients, that if the gods were .to talk with men,' 
they would ccrtaiidy speak in Plato’s style ; bnt I 
think we may say with justice, that when mortals 
converse with their Creator, they cannot do it in 
so proper a style as in that of the holy scriptures. 

If any one w'onld judge of the beauties of poetry 
that are to be met with in the divine writings, and 
examine how kindly the Hebrew manners of speech 
mix and incorporate with the Englishlanguage ^ after 
having perused the book of Psalms, let him read a 
literal translation of Horace or Pindar. He will 
find in these two last such an absurdity and confu- 
sion of style, with such a comparative poverty of 
imagination, as will make him very sensible of what 
I have been here advancing.' 

Since we have therefore such a treasury of words,' 
so beautiful in themselves, and so proper for the 
airs of music, I cannot bnt wonder that persons of 
distinction should give so little attention and enJ 
couragement to that kind of music, which would 
have its foundation in reason, and which would 
improve our virtue in proportion as it raises our 
delight. The passions that are excited by or- 
dinary compositions generally flow from such silly 
and absurd occasions, that a man is ashamed to 
reflect upon them seriously j but the fear, the love,' 
the sorrow, the indignation that are' awakened in 
the mind by hymns and anthems, make the heart 
better, and proceed from such causes as are alto- 
gether reasonable and praise-worthy. Pleasure and' 
duty go band in hand, and the greater our satisfac.* 
tion is, the greater is our religiofi. 

Music among those who were stj'led the chosen 
people was a religious art. The songs of Sion, 
which we’have reason to believe were in high re- 
pute among the courts of the eastern monarchs,' 
were nothing else but psalms and pieces of poetry 
that adored or celebrated the. Supreme Being; 
The greatest conqueror in this. holy nation, after 
the manner of the old Grecian lyrics, did not only 
compose the words of his divine odes, but generally 
set them to mnsic himself : after which, his works, 
though they were consecrated to the tabernacle, 
became the national entertainment, as weU 'as the 
devotion of his people. 

The first original of the drama was a religious- 
worship consisting only of a chorus, 'U'hicb was no- 
thing else but a hymn to aAeity. As luxury and 
voluptuousness prevailed over innocence and reli- 
gion, this form of worship degenerated into tra- 
gedies; in which, however, the chorus so far re- 
membered its first office, 'as to brand every thing 
that was vicious, and recommend every thing 
that was laudable, to intercede with heaven for 
the innocent, and to implore its vengeance on the 
criminal. 

Homer and Hesiod intiibate to us how this art 
should be applied, when they represent the muses 
as surrounding Jupiter, and warbling their hymns 
about his throne. I tnight show, from, innumerable 
passages in ancient writers, not only that vocal and 
instrumental music were made use of in their reli- 
gious worsliip, but that their most favourite diver- 
sions were filled with songs and hymns to their re- 
spective deities. Had we frequent entertainments 
of this nature among us, they would not a little 
purify and exalt our passions, give our thoughts a 
proper (urn, and cherish those divine impulses in the 
soul, which every one feels that has not stifled them 
by sensual and Immoderate p>

Eloquent words a graceful manner want. 

Most foreign writers, who have given any charac- 
ter of the English nation, whatever vices they 
ascribe to if, allow, in general, that the people are 
naturally modest. If proceeds perhaps from this 
our national virtue, that our orators are observed 
to make use of less gesture or action than those of 
other countries. Our preachers stand stock still in 
the pulpit, and will not so much as move a finger 
to set off the best sermons in the world. "We meet 
with the same speaking statues at our bars, and in 
all public places of debate. Our words flow from 
us in a sifiooth continued stream, without those 
strainings of the voice, motions of the body, and 
majesty of the hand, 'which are so much celebrated 
in tlie orators of 6reece and Rome. We can talk 
of life and death in cold blood, and keep our tem- 
per in a disconrse which turns upon every thing 
that is dear to us. Though our zeal breaks out in 
the finest tropes and figures, it is not able to stir- 
a limb about us. T have heard it observed more 
than once,- by those who have seen Italy, that an 
nntravclled Englishman canuot relish all the beau- 
ties of Italian pictures, because the postures which 
are expressed in them are often such as are pecu- 
liar to that country. One who .has not seen an 
Italian in the pulpit, will not know what to make 
of that noble gesture in Raphael’s picture of St. 
Paul preaching at Athens, where the apostle is re- 
presented as lifting up both his arms, and pouring 
out the thunder of his rhetoric amidst an audience 
of pagan philosophers. 

It is certain, that proper gestures and'vehement 
exertions of the Voice cannot be too much studied 
by a public orator. They are a kind of comment 
to what he utters, and enforce every thing he says, 
with weak hearers, better than the strongest argu- 
ment he can make use of. . -They keep the audience 
awakc^ and fix their attention to what is delivered 
to thorn, at the -same time that they show the 
speaker is in earnest, and affected himself with 
what he so passionately recommends to others. 
Violent gesture and vociferation naturally shake 
the hearts of tlie ignorant, and fill them with a kind 
of religious horror. Nothing is more frequent than 
to sec women weep and tremble at the siglit of a 
moving preacher, though he is placed quite out of 
their hearing; as in England we very frequently 
see people luUed asleep with solid and elaborate 
discourses of piety, who would be warmed and 
transported out of themselves by the bellowing and 
distortions of enthusiasm. 

If nonsense, when accompanied with such an 
emotion of voice and body, has such an influence 
on men's minds, what might we not expect from 
many .of those admirable discourses which are 
printed in our tongue, were they delivered with a 
becoming fervour, and with the most agreeable 
graces of voice and gesture? 

We arc told that the great Latin orator very 
much impaired his health by this lalenim contentio, 
this vehemence of action, with which he used to* 


deliver himself. The Greek orator was likewise 
so very famous" for this particular in rhetoric, timt 
one' of his antagonists, whom he had banished from 
Athens, reading over the oration which had pro-, 
cured his banishment, and seeing his friends ad- 
mire it, could not forbear asking them, if they- 
were so much aflected by the bare reading of it, 
how much more they would have been alarmed, 
had they heard him actually throwing out such a 
storm of eloquence? 

How-cold and -dead a figure, in comparison of 
these two great men, d6es an orator often make at 
the British bar, holding up his head with the most 
insipid serenity, and stroking the sides of a long 
wig that reaches down to his middle! The truth 
of it is, there is often nothing more ridiculous than 
the gestures qf an English speaker ; you see some 
of them running their hands into their pockets as 
far as ever they .can thrust them, and others look- 
ing with great attention on a piece of paper tliat 
.has nothing written in it; you may see many a, 
smart rhetorician turning his hat in his hands, 
moulding it into several different Cocks, examining 
sometiiiics the lining of it, and sometimes the butr 
ton, during the whole course of his harangue. A 
deaf-man would think he was cheapening a bea- 
.ver, when perhaps he is talking of the fate of the 
British natioh. I remember, when I was a young- 
man, and used to frequent 'Westminster-hall, there 
was a counsellor who never pleaded without a 
piece of packthread in his hand, which he Used to 
twist about a thumb or a finger all the wbile he 
was speaking: the wags of those days used to call 
it ‘ the thread of his discourse,’ for he was unable 
to utter a word without it. One of his clients, who 
was more merry than wise, stole it from. him one 
day in the midst of his pleading ; but he had better 
have let it alone, for he lost his cause by his jest. ' 

I have all along acknowledged myself to be a 
dumb man, and therefore may be tWight-avery 
improper person to give rules for oratory ; but I 
believe every one will agree with me in this, that 
we ought either to lay aside all kinds of gesture 
(which seems tp be very suitable to the genius of 
our nation), or at least to make usp of such only: 
as arc graceful and expressive, ^

CREECH. 

OtJR sight is the most perfect and most delightful 
of all our senses. It fills the mind with the'lai^est 
variety of ideas, convenes with its objects at the 
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greatest distance; and continuts the longest in ac- 
tion without being tired or satiated with its proper 
enjoyments. The sense of feeling can indeed give 
ns n notion of extension, shape, and all other ideas 
that enter at the eye, e.xcept colours; but at the 
same time it is very much straitened and confined 
in its operations, to the nuinlier, bulk, and dis- 
tance of its particular objects. Our sight seems 
designed to supply all these defects, and may be 
considered as a more delicate and diffusive kiud of 
touch, tlmt sprcnds itself over an infinite multitude 
of bodies, comprehends the largest figures, and 
brings into our reach some of the most remote parts 
of the universe. 

It is this sense which furnishes the imagination 
with its ideas; so that by ‘ tlie pleasures of the 
imagination,’ or ‘ fancy,’ (which I shall use pro- 
miscuously) 1 here'mean such ns arise from visible 
objects, either wlicn we have tlicm actually in our 
view, or when wc call up their ideas into our 
minds by paintings, statues, descriptions, or any 
the like occilsion. We cannot indeed have asingic 
image in the fancy that did not make its first en- 
trance through the sight ; but wc have the power of 
retaining, altering, and cotnpounding those images, 
nhich we have once received, into all the varieties 
of picture and vision that are most agreeable to 
the imagination : for by tliis faculty a man in a 
dungeon is capable of entertaining himself with 
scenes and landscapes more beautiful tlian any that 
can be found in the whole compass of nature. 

There arc few words in the English language 
which arc employed in a more loose and uncircum- 
scribed sense than those of the fancy and the imn^ 
gination. I tlicreforc thought it necessary lo fix 
and determine the notion of these two words, as I 
intend to make use of them in the thread of my 
following speculations, that the reader may con- 
ceive riglitly what is the subject which I proceed 
upon. I must therefore desire him to remember, 
that by ‘ the pleasures of the imagination,’ I mean 
only such pleasures us arise originally from sight,. ' 
and that 1 divide these pleasures into two kinds: 
my design being first of all to discourse of those 
primary pleasures of the imagination, which en- 
tirely proceed from such objects as are before our 
eyes; and in the next place to speak of those se- 
condary pleasures of the imagination which flow 
from the ideas of visible objects, when the objects 
are not actually before the eye, but are called up 
into our memories, or formed into agreeable vi- 
sions of things that are either absent or fictitious. 

The pleasures of the imagination, taken in the 
full extent,- are not so gross as those of sense, nor 
so refined as those of the understanding. The last 
arc indeed more preferable, because they are 
founded on some new knowledge or improvement 
in the mind of man ; yet it must be confessed, 
that those of tlie imagination are . as great and as 
transporting as the other. A beautiful prospect 
delights the soul, as much as a demonstration ; and 
a description in Homer has charmed more readers 
than a chapter in Aristotle. Besides, the pleasures 
of the imagination have this advantage above those 
of the- understanding, that they are more obvious, 
and more easy to be acquired. It is but bpening 
the eye, and tlie scene enters. The colours paint 
themselves on the fancy, with very little attention 
of thought or application of mind in the be- 
holder. We are struck, we know not how, with 
the symmetry of any thing we see, and imme- 
diately assent to the beaut)’ of an object, without 
inquiring into the p” ‘ causes ■ ■■ -ions 
of' it.

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us for a kiiul of refreshment, nnil takes otT from 
that satiety we arc apt to complain of, in our 
usual anil ordinary entertainments. It is this that 
bestows charms on a monster, and makes even the 
imperfections of nature j)lc.ase us. It is this that 
rccoinmcnds variety, where the mind i^ ever^' in- 
stant called olT to somcihinp; new, and tlie atten- 
tion not sullcred to dwell too lonjr, find wfiste itself 
on any particular object. It is this, likeuisc, that 
improves what is creat or beautiful, and makes it 
afibrd the mind a double cnterlainmenl. Groves, 
fields, and meadows, arc at any season of tlie year 
pleasant to look upon, but never so much ns in the 
opening of the spring, when they are fill new and 
fresh, witli their first gloss upon them, and not yet 
too much accustomed and familiar to the eye. For 
this reason there is nothing that more enlivens a 
prospect than rivers, jettcaus, or falls of water, 
where the scene is” jierpctually shifting nnd enter- 
taining the sight every moment with something that 
is new. AVc arc quickly tired with looking upon 
hills and valleys, where every thing continues fixed 
and settled in the same place and posture, but find 
our thoughts a little agitated and relieved at the 
sigiit of such objects as arc ever in motion, nnd 
sliding away from beneath the eye of the be- 
holder. 

But tliere is.nothing that makes its way more di- 
rectly to the soul than beauty, which immediately 
diffuses a secret sfitisfaction find com])laccncy 
through the imagination, and gives a finishing fo 
any thing that is great or uncommon. The very 
first discovery of.it strikes the mind with an inward 
joj', and spreads a cheerfulness and delight through 
all its facultie'. There is not perhaps any real lieauty 
or deformity more in one piece of matter than ano- 
ther, because we might lia-, o been so made, that what- 
soever now appears loathsome to us,mighthaveshown 
itsclfagreeable; butwefind by expcricnccthat there 
arc several modifications of matter which the mind, 
without any previous consideration, pronounces at 
first sight beautiful or deformed. Thus we sec tli.at 
every different species of sensible creatures has its 
different notions of beauty, and that cacii of them 
is most affected with the beauties of its own kind. 
This is no where more remarkable than in birds of 
the same shape and proportion, wlicre wc often 
see the mate determined in his courtship, by the 
single grain or tincture of a feather, and never 
discovering any charms but in the colour of its 
species.

There is a second kind of beauty that wc find in 
tlic several products of art and nature, which does 
not work in the iin-iginafion w ith that warmth and 
violence as the beauty that appears in onr jiropcr 
siiecics, hnt is apt however fo raise in ns a secret 
delight, and a.kiiid of fondness for the places or ob- 
jects in which wc discover if. This consists eitlier in 
the gaiety or variety of colours, in the symmetry and 
proportion of parts,. in the arrangement and disposi- 
tion of bodies, or in a just mixture and concurrence 
of all together. Among these several kinds of beau- 
ty the eye takes most delight in colours. AYe no 
where meet witl) a more glorious or pleasing show 
in nature, than wliat appears in (he heavens at the 
rising and setting of the sun, which is wholly made 
lip of those different stains of light that' show 
themselves in clouds of a different situation. , For 
this reason wc find (he ports, who are always ad- 
dressing themselves to the imaginalion, borrowing 
more of their epithets from colours than from any 
odicr topic. 

As the fancy delights in every (hing that is great, 
strange, nr beautiful, and is still more pleased the 
more it finds of these perfections in the same ob- 
ject,' so it is capable of receiving a new satisfac- 
tion by the nssistance of another sense. Tims any 
continued sound, as the music of birds, or a fall of 
wafer, awakens cverj' moment the mind of the, be- 
holder, and makes him more attentive to the seve- 
r.al beauties of the place (hat lie before him. Thus 
if there arises a fragrancy of smells or perfumes, 
(hey heighten the pleasures of flic imagination, and 
make even the colours and verdure of the land- 
scape appear more agreeable ; for the ideas of 
both senses recommend each other, and are plea- 
santer (ogeflicr, than wlicn they enter the mind se- 
p.ar.atcly: as the different colours of a picture, 
when. they are well disposed, set off one another, 
and receive an additional beauty from the advan- 
tage of flicir situation.

ROSCOMHON. 

Tp tve' consider Ihc works of nature and art, as 
they arc qualified to entertain the imascination, we 
shail find the last very defective, in comparison of 
the former ; for though they m.ay sometimes appear 
as beautiful or strange, they can have nothing in 
them of that vastness and immensity, which alTord 
so great an entertainment to the mind of the be- 
holder. The one may be as polite and delicate as 
the other, but can never sho'w herself so august and 
magnificent in the design. There is something 
morebold and masterly in the rough careless strokes 
of nature, than in the nice touches and embellish- 
ments of art. The beauties of the most stately’ 
garden or palace lie in a narrow compass, the ima- 
gination immediately runs them over, and requires 
something else to gratify her; but in the wide 
fields of nature, the sight wanders up and down 
without confinement, and is fed with an infinite 
variety of images, without any certain stint or num- 
ber. For this reason we always find the poet in 
love with the country life, w’hcrc nature appears 
in the greatest perfection, and furiiislics out alt 
those scenes that are most aj)t to delight the ima- 
gination.

But though there arc scvcr.al of these wild scenes, 
that .arc more delightful than .any artificial shows; 
yet wc find the works of nature still more pleasant, 
the more they resemble those of art: for in this 
case our plc;isure rises from !i double principle; 
from the ngrceablcncss of the objects to the eye, 
and from tlieir similitude to other objects. We are 
pleased as well with comparing their beauties, as 
with surveying them, anil can represent them to 
our minds, either as copies or originals. Hence it 
is that wc take delight in a prospect which is well 
laid out, and divci’sified with fields and meadows, 
woods, and rivers; in those accidental landscapes 
of frees, clouds, and cities, that arc sometimes found 
in the veins of marlilr, in the curious fret-work of 
rocks and grottos; and, in a word, in any thing 
that liatli such a variety, or regularity as may seem 
the eflcct of design in what wc call the works of 
chnnee. 

If the products of nature rise in value according 
as they more or less rcscmhle those of art, we may 
be sure that artificial works receive a greater ad- 
v.mlage from flieir resemblance of such ns arc 
natural; because here the similitude is not only 
pleasant, hat the paUern more perfect. The pret- 
tiest lanrlscajic I ever saw, was one drawn on the 
ivnlls of n dark room, wliidi stood opposite on one 
side to a navigable river, and on the other to a 
park. The experiment is very common in optics*. 
Here you might discover the waves and fluctuations 
of the water in strong and proper colonrs, with the 
picture of a sliip entering at one end, and sailing 
by degrees through the wliolo piece. On another 
there appeared the green shadows of trees, waving 
to and fro with the wind, and lierds of deer among 
tlicin in miniature, leaping about upon the wall. 

1 must confess, the novelty of such a sight may be 
one occasion of its pleasantness to the imagination ; 
but certainly the chief reason is its ne-ar resem- 
bl.ancc to nature, as it docs'not -only, like other 
pictures, give the colour and figure, but the motion, 
of the things it represents. 

Wc h.ave before observed, that there is generally 
in nature something more grand and august, than 
what wc meet with in the curiosities of art. When, 
therefore, we sec this imitated in any measure, it 
gives us a nobler and more extlUcd kind of plea- 
sure than what we receive from the nicer and 
more accurate productions of art. On this account 
our English gardens arc not so entertaining to the 
fancy as tliose in France and Italy, where we see .a 
large extent of ground covered over with an agree- 
'able mixture of garden and forest, which represent 
every' where au artificial rudeness, much more 
charming than that neatness and elegancy which 
we meet with in those of our own country. It 
might indeed be of ill consequence to the public, ^ 
as well as unprofitable to private persons, to ali- 
enate so much ground from pasturage, and the 
plough, in many parts of a coun,try that is so well 
peopled, and cultivated to a far grc.ater advantage. 
But why may not a whole estate bg thrown into a 
kind of garden by frequent plnnt.ations, that may 
turn as much to the profit as the pleasure of the 
owner? A marsh overgrown with willows, or a

In the sfoond ploee we ;ne to consider creat* 
nr,-s of w'lnner in architerlnre, which has such 
force n|)on the iinatrinatioii, that a small iniildio'r, 
wlsere it appear-, sh.all pi%e tlic wind nohler ide.is 
than one of twenty times the hulk, where the man- 
ner is ot dinars or little. Tims, perhap-, a man 
would have been more tistonislicd with the majestic 
air that appeared in one of Lv-ippus's flatncs of 
Alevander, tlinnph no bipper than tlie life, than he 
iniphl have been witli mount Atho-, had it been 
cat into the lipnre nf the hero, ticrordinp to the 
proposal of I’liidias, willi a river in one hand, and 
a city in the other. 

Let :inv one reiiert on the di-po-ition of mind he 
finds in hiin-clf, at his lir-t entrance into the I’.aii- 
thcon at Rome, and how the invijrination i< lillcd 
with something preat and amarinp; and, at the 
same time, enn-idcr how little, in proportion, he 
L .aiVected witli the inside of ,a pothie catliednil, 
thnuph if bq live times larper tbaii (lie oilier; vvliicli 
ran aii e from nothinp else but the prcatiic-s of the 
manner in liie one, and the meaninsss in the other. 

1 have seen an nliservntion upon tin- subjeet in 
a French .nnihor. which very nntrli pleaded me. It 
is in Monsieur I'reart’a Paralb 1 of the Ancient and 
Modern .•\rehiterturc. 1 slmll pive it the reader 
w itii t!ie same terms of art wliii.li In' has made me 
of. ‘ I am ohaeniii"’,' savs he, ‘ ti lliinp which, in 
my opinion, is very curious; whence it proceeds, 
that in the s.iinc (ptantily of sn]ierficies, ilic one 
manner sceni= great ami niagiiifircm, and the other 
imornnd tritiing; the reason is line and iincoinmon. 
J say then, that to introduce into archiiectinc this 
"r.imlcur of manner, we onplil so to proceed, that 
tlic division of the principal mcinlier- of the order 
may consist but of few iiarfs, that they he all great, 
and of a hold and ample relievo and swelling; and 
th.al-flic eye licliolding notiiing little tiiid mc.iii, 
the imaginnlinn may be more vigorously looebed 
nnd jifiected with tlie work that siaiuls Iieforc it. 
For cvaniple; in a cornice, if tlic gola or cynia- 
liiiin of the corona, the cojiinp, the niodillioiis or 
dentelli, make .a iiohle show by ilieir gniceful pro- 
jections, if wc see none of that ordiiary conrusion 
wliicli is the result of tho-c little cavities, quarter 
rounds of tlic asir.agal, and I know not how many 
other intermingled iiarticuk'.rs, wliich produce no 
elfect in flrcr.t and iinesy works, and which very 
unprofilaiily take up place to the prejudice of the 
pnncip.al member, it is most certain that this man- 
ner will appear solemn and great ; ns, on the con- 
tr.iry, that it will have but a poor and mean cflVct, 
wlicre there is a redundancy of those smaller orna- 
ments, wdtich divide and scatter the angles of the 
siplit into such a multitude of rays, bo pressed toge- 
ther that the whole will appear liut a confusion.’ 

Among nil the figures of arcliitccture, thcCearc 
none that have a greater :iir limn the concave and 
the convex; and wc find in all the ancient and 
modern arciiilccture, as well in the remote parts df 
China, as in countries nearer lioinc, that round 
. pillars and vaulted roofs make a great part of 
those buildings which are designed for pomp and 


magnificence, I'hc reason 1 take to be, beennse. 
In tlie-e figures w c genernlly see more of the body, 
than in those of other kinds. There arc, indeed, 
figure-* of bodies, where tlie eye may take in two- 
thirds of the Furfaee ; but as in, sucli bodies the 
sight must split upon several angles, it does not 
take in one uni form idea, but several ideas of the 
same kind. Look upon tlie outside . of a dome, 
your eye half surrounds it ; look upon the inside, 
and at one glance you liave ail the prospect of it; 
the entire emicavity fulls into your eye iit once, tlic 
sight bring :is the centre Hint collects and galliers 
into it (he lines of the wliole rircumference : in a 
sf|iiare pillar, the sight ofien lakes in but a fourth 
part of the siirf.ici* ; ;ind in a square concave, must 
move up and down to (lie difierent sides, before it 
is master of all tlie inward surface. I-Mr this rea- 
son, till* fancy is infinitely more -truck with the 
view of the tipen air, and skies, tliat pa-ises througli 
an nn'li, flian what comes througli a square, or any' 
other figure. The figure of the miiihovv does not 
eoiilribiite le'i to its magnificence, than (he co- 
loiir-- to its beauty, it is very poetically de-,cribcd 
by tlie son of Sirach : ‘ Look upon (he rainbow, 
and prai-e Iiiiii (hat tnade it; very beautiful it is 
in it- briglilnes-; it enroinpas>c-i the lieavciN willi 
a glorious circle, ,nnd the lianils of the Most High 
have Iiended it.’ 

Having thus spoken of (liat greatness which af- 
fect-, the juind in architecture, 1 might next, show 
the pleU'iire that ri-es in tlic imnginalinn from 
what njipenrs new nnd beaiiflfid in this art; bat 
as every beholder has nalurnlly a greater taste of 
these two jierfeclioas in every bnllding which 
olfers itself to his victv, than of that which I have 
liitherlo eonsiderod, I 'hall nut (rouble my reader 
with any relleclions upon it. It is snfiicicnt for 
my pri-Neni purpo-e to observe, that there is no- 
thing in this whole art which Jilcascs the imagina- 
tion, Inn 113 it is great, uncomnton, or beautiful.

CllECCII. 

AVr may observe, that any stnplc clrcttmslnncc of 
what wc have formerly scon, often raises up n 
witolc scene of iinugory, anti awakens ntttnbcrless 
ideas that before slept in the imagination ; sucli a 
particular smell or colour is able to fill the mind, 
on a sudden, witli the piettire of the fields or gar- 
dens where we fir-t met with it, and to bring up 
into view all the variety of images that once at- 
tchdcil it. Our imagination takes the hint, nnd 
leads U5 unc.vpcrtedly into citic- or theatres, jilains 
or meadows. Wc may furtlicr observe, when the 
fancy thus reflects on the scenes tliat Imvc passed 
in it formerly, those whicli were at first plcm-ant to 
behold, appear more so upon reflection, nnd that 
the memory heightens the dcligliifuincss of tlio ori- 
ginal. A Cartesian would account for both these 
instances in tlic following manner: 

The set of ideas which w'C received from such a 
prospect or garden, liaving entered the mind at the 
same time, have a set of traces belonging to them 
in the brain, I)ordcring very near upon one an- 
other; when, fherefore, any one of these ideas 
arises in the imagination, and consequently dis- 
patches a flow of animal spirits to its proper trace, 
these spirits, in the violence of their motion, run 
not only into tlie trace to which tiicy were more 
particularly directed, but into several of tliose that 
lie about if. By this means they awaken other 
ideas of tlie same set, wliich immediately deternunc 
a new disjiatch of spirits, that in the same manner 
open otlier nciglibourlng traces, till at last the 
wliole set of them is blown up, ami the whole 
prospect or garden flourisiics in the imagination. 
But because the pleasure wc receive from these 
places far surmounted, and overcame the little dis- 
agreeablcness wc found in tliem ; for this reason 
there was at first a wider jiassagc worn in the 
])lcasurc traces, and, on the contrary, so narrow a 
one in those whicli belonged to the disagreeable 
ideas, that they were quickly stopped up, and 
rendered incapable of receiving any animal spirit*, 
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nnd consequently of exciting any unpleasant ideas 
ill the iiiciuory. 

It would iie in vain to inquire, wlietlier the 
power of imnginiun: tilings strongly proceeds from 
any greater pcrfcetion in llic loiil, or from any 
Hirer texture in ihe brain of one man fbnii of nn- 
ntliiT. Bui this is cerluiii, that a noble writer 
.should be born wifli tliis faculty in its full strengtli 
:iiul vigour, so ns to be ublc to receive lively ideas 
from outward object', to rolniii tlicin" long, and to 
rniige tlieiii togctlier, upon occ.asion, in .sncli figures 
and roprcseiilaiioiis, as are most likely to hit tlie 
fancy of tlic render. A )iiiet should lake as much 
pains ill forming Ills linngiiiaiion, as a pliilosojilicr 
ill euUivnling bis uiiderslandliig. He must gain a 
due rclisli of the works of nature, and be tho- 
rouglily conversant in tlic vnrious scenery of a 
country life. 

M'hcn he is stored willi country images, if he 
would go beyond pastoral, and the lower kinds of 
poetry, he ought to neqiiainl himself with the pomp 
and magnificence of court*. lie should be very 
well versed in every thing that is nolilc and stately 
ill the productions of nrf, wlietlier it njijicar in 
pointing nr statuary, in flic great works of nrclii- 
tectiirc vvliicli arc in tlieir present glory, or in the 
ruins of those vrliicli flourished in former ages. 

Such advantages ns tlicic help to open a man’s 
fhoiiglil'-, and to enlarge his imagination, nnd will 
therefore have their influence on nil kinds of 
writing, if the niilhnr knows how to make right 
use of tlicni. And .among those of llic learned Inn- 
guagc.^ who excel in tills talent, the most perfect 
in their several kinds nrc pcrlmps Homer, Virgil, 
and Ovid, The first strikes the imnglnntion won- 
derfully with what is great, the second with what 
is benutifnl, nnd flic Inst with what is strange. 
Reading tlie Hind, is like travelling fhrongli a 
coiiiifry iinlnlinliitcd, where tlic fancy is entertained 
with a tlinusand savage prospects of vast deserts, 
wide unculiivatcil inarslirs, huge forests, misshapen 
rocks nnd jirccipiccs. On the contrarjs the yBneid 
is like a well-ordered garden, where it is impos- 
Eiblc to find out any part unadorned, or to cast 
our cyc.s upon a single spot tliat does not produce 
some benuliful plniit or flower. But when vve 
are in the Mctnmoriiboscs, wc nrc walking on cn- 
clmiitcd ground, and see nothing but scenes of 
magic lying round us. 

Homer is in bis province, when be is describing 
a battle or a multitude, a hero or a god. Virgil is 
never belter pleased than when lie Is in Ills clysium, 
or copying out an entertaining picture. Homer’s 
cpitlicts generally mark out what is great; Virgil’s, 
wliat is ngrcchblc. Nothing can be more magni- 
ficent tlian the figure Jupiter makes in the first 
Iliad, nor more charming tliaii that of Venus in 
the first ./Encid.

It, is not strange, tliat we should take delight in 
. inch passatrc-s .as arc apt to produce hope, joy, ad- 
minition, love, or tlie like emotions, in us, because 
they never rise in the tnind without an inward 
pleasure rrhieli attends them. But how comes it 
to jtass, that we dtoiild take delight in being terri- 
fied or dejected by a description, when we find so 
innch unea>-iness ifi the fear or grief which wc re- 
ceive from any other ocau-ion ? 

If we consider, therefore, the nature of this ple.a- 
Eure, we shall find tlint it does not arise so pro- 
perly from the desrriplion of what is terrible, as 
from tlie reflection wc make on ourselves at the 
time of rending it. When we look on such hideoim 
objert':, wc are not a little ple.'iscd to think wc are 
in no danger of them. We enn-ider them, at the 
lamc time, as dreadful and harmless; so that liic 
more frightful .appearance they make, the greater 
is the ple.aiure we receive from the sense of our 
.own safety. In short, we look ujion the frrror.i 
of ;i deseription, with the same r.urio-'ity and satis- 
faction tlial we survey n dead monster.

It is for the same reason that wc arc delighted with 
the. reflecting upon dangers that arc iia't, or in 
looking on .a ])rcci))ice .at a distance, wliich would 
fill us with a dilTercnt kind of Iiorror, if we saw it 
hanging over our heads. 

Ill the like manner, when wc read of torments, 
wounds, deaths, and the like dismal accidents, our 
pleasure docs not flow so propexly from the grief 
W’liich such melancholy descriptions give us, as from 
tlic secret comparison wliicli w-c make between 
ourselves and the person wlio sulTcrs. Such repre- 
sentations tcacli ns to set a just value upOn our 
own condition, and make us prize our good for- 
tune, which exempts us from the like calamities. 
This is, however, such a kind of pleasure ns wc arc 
not capable of receiving, when wc sec a person 
actually lying niidcr tlie tortures that wc meet with 
in a description ; because, iu this case, the object 
presses too close upon our senses, and bears so hard 
upon us, that it docs not give us time or leisure to 
reflect on ourselves. Our thoughts arc so intent 
upon the miseries of the sufl'erer, Ikat wc cannot 
turn them upon our own liappiucss. 'VVhcrc.as, on 
the contrary, we consider the misfortunes wc rend 
in history or poijtry, cither as past, or as fictitious; 
so that the reflection upon ourselves rises in us in- 
sensibly, and overbears the sorrow we conceive for 
.the sufferings of the afllictcd,, 

^ But because the mind of man requires something 
more perfect in matter tlian what it finds there, 
and can never meet with any sight in nature which 


sunicicnlly nnswers its highest ideas of pleasant- ' 
ness; or, in other words, bcc.ausc the imagination 
can fancy to itself things more great, strange, or 
beautiful, than (he eye ever saw, and_ is still sen- 
sible of some defect in wlint i( lias seen; on (his 
neconnt It Is tlie part of a poet to humour the ini.a- 
ginalion in onr own notions, by mending and per- 
fecting naliire wlierc be describes a reality, and by - 
adding greater bonnlies than are pUt together in 
nature, w here lie describes a fiction. 

lie is not obliged to attend her in (lie slow-.ad- 
vniircs wliicli she mnkc.s from one season to another, 
or to observe her coiidnrt in the successive pro- 
dne.tion of jilanls and flower.^. lie may draw into 
his description all the licnnlics of tlic spring and 
autumn, and mnkc the wliolc year contribute somc- 
thing to reader it the more agreeable. His rose- 
trees, woodbines, and jessamines, may flower (oge- 
(lier, and bis beds be covered at the same time 
with lilies, violets, and amaranths. Ills soil is not 
restrained to. any jiarlirnhir set of plants, hut is 
projirr cillicr for oaks or niyrlles, and adapts itself 
to the jirodnets of every climate. Oranges may 
grow wild in it ; myrrh’ may be met with in every 
liedge; anil if lie thinks it proper to have a grove 
of spices, be can quickly command sun cnougli to 
mite it. If all this will no! furnish out nn ngree- 
nhle scene, he ran make several new species of 
tloivcrv, with richer scents and higher colours than 
any (hat grow in the gardens of nature. His con- 
certs of birds may be ns full and liarmonious, and 
bis woods ns tbiek and gloomy, as lie plcascf. lie 
is at nn more cxpencc in a long vista than a short 
one, nnd can ns e.a.sily tlirow his cnscade.s from a 
precipice of half a mile Iiigli, ns from one of twenty 
.vnrds. He lias his choice of the winds, and can 
(urn the course of his rivers in all the viiricty of 
nie.nnders, that arc most dcligiitful to the readers’ 
imagination. In a word, he lias the modelling of 
nature in his own liands, nnd may give her what 
cliimns he jilenscs, jirovided he docs not reform her 
too much, nnd run into absurdities by endimvour- 
ing to excel.

It is the most aj^rccablc talent of an historian to 
be able to draw \ip bis armies and fijtht his battles 
in proper expressions, to set before our eyes the 
divisions, cabals nnd jealousies of jprat men, nnd 
to lead us step by step into the several actions nnd 
events of his history. "We love to sec the subject 
unfoldiuE; itself by just degree?, and breaking upon 
us insensibly, that so we may be kept in a pleasing 
suspense, nnd have time given us to raise our ex- 
pectation', nnd to side with one of the parlies 
concerned in the relation. T confess this shows 
more the art than the veracity of the historian ; but 
I am only to speak of him ns he is qualified to 
lease the imagination. And in this respect Livy 
as, perhaps, excelled nil who went before him, 
or have written since his time. He describes 
every thing in so lively a manner, that his whole 
history is an admirable picture, nnd touches on 
sncti proper circumstances in every story, that his 
reader becomes n kind of spectator, and feels in 
himself all the variety of passions wliich arc cor- 
respondent to the seseral parts of the relation. 

But among this set of writers there arc none who 
more gratify nnd enlarge the imagination, than the 
authors of the new philosophy, whether we consi- 
der their theories of the eartli or heavens, the di'- 
coveries they have made by glasses, or any other 
of their contemplations on nature. AVc arc not a 
little pleased to find every green leaf swarm with 
millions of animals, that at their largest growth 
arc not visible to the naked eye. There is some- 
thing very engaging to the fancy, as well ns to our 
reason, in the treatises of metals, mineral*, plant', 
and meteors. But whoti we survey the whole earth 
at once, nnd the several planets that lie within its 
neighbourhood, we arc filled with a pleasing asto- 
nishment, to see so many worlds hanging one above 
another, and sliding round tliclr axles in sucli an 
nraar,ing pomp nnd solemnity. If, after this, we 
contemplate those wild fields of other, llml reach 
.in height .as far ns from Saturn to the fixed stars, 
and run abroad almost to an infinitude, our imagi- 
nation finds its capacity filled with so immense a' 
prospect, and puts itself upon the stretch to com- 
prehend it. But if ue yet rise iiighcr, nnd con- 
sider the fixed stars as so many vast oceans of 
flame, that are each of them attended with .a dif- 
ferent set of planets, and still discover new firma- 
ments and new lights that are sunk further in those 
nnfathomablc dejiths of ether, so as not to be seen 
by the strongest of our telescopes, we nrc lost in 
such a labyrintli of suns and worlds, and confouDded 
with tlic immensity and magnificence of nature. 

Nothing is more pleasant to the fancy, tluin to 
enlarge itself by degrees, in its contemplation of 
the various proportions which its several objects 
bear to each other, when it compares the 'body of 
man to the bulk of tbo whole earth, tlic '^artli to 
the circle it describes round the sun, that circle to 
the sphere of the fixed stars, the splicrc of the fixed 
stars to the circuit of the whole creation, the whole 
creation itself to the infinite space that is every 
where ditfused about it; or when the imagination 
works downward, and considers the bulk of a hu- 
man body in respect of an animal a hundred times 
less than a mite, the particular limbs of such an 
animal, the dilTcrcnt springs which actuhte the 
limbs, the spirits which' set these springs agoing, 
and the proportionablcminutcuessof these several 
parts, before tliey have arrived at their full groivth 
and perfection ; but if, after all this, we take the 
least particle of these animal spirits, and consider. 


it.s capacity’ of being wrought into a world that 
shall contain within tliosc harrow dimensions a 
heaven nnd earth, stars nnd planets, nnd every 
diflerent speciej of living creatures, in the same 
analogy and proportion they hear to each otlicr in 
our own nniverse; such a speculation, by reason of 
its nicety, appears ridiculous to those who have 
not turned their thoughts that way, tliough at the 
s.'imc time it is founded on no less than the evi- 
dence of a demonstration. Nay, we may yet 
carry it further, nnd discover in ihe smallest par- 
ticle of this little world, a new inexhausted fund 
of mntter, capable of being spun out into another 
universe. 

1 have dwelt the longer on this subject, because 
I think it mny show us the projicr limits ns well ns 
the defectiveness of our imagination; how it Is 
confined to a very small quantity of space, nnd 
immediately stopjicd in its operations, when it cn- 
dc.avours to take in any tiling (hat is very great or.^ 
very little. Let n man try to conceive the dilTc- 
rent hulk of an nniinnl, which is twenty, from an- 
other which is nn hundred times less than a mite, or 
to compare in his thoughts n length of a thousand 
diameters of the eartli, with tliiit of a million; and 
he will quickly find that he has no dilTerent mcn« 
surcs in liis mind, adjiisled to such extraordinary 
degrees of grandeur or minuteness. The uiiJcr- 
staiidiiig, indeed, opens iin infinite space on every 
side 6f us; but the imagination, after a few faint 
eflbrts, is immediately at a stand, and finds herself 
swallowed up in the immensity of the void tiiat 
surround.' it ; our reason can iiursuc a particle of 
nmltcr throiigli an infinite variety of divisions; but 
the fancy soon loses sight of it, and feels in itself 
a kind of cliusm, that wants to be filled with mat- 
ter of a more sensible bulk. IVc can neither widen 
nor contract the faculty to (he dimensions of either 
extreme. The object is too big for our capacity, 
when'wc would comprehend the circumference of 
.a world, and dwindles into nothing, when -we en- 
deavour after the idea of nn atom. 

It is possible this defect of imagination may not 
be in the soul itself, but ns it acts in conjunction 
with the body. Perhaps there may not lie room 
ill the brain 'for such a variety of impressions, or 
the animal spirits may be incapable of figuring 
them in siicli .a manner, as is necessary to excite 
so very large or very minute ideas. However it 
be, we may well suppose, that beings of a higher 
nature very much excel us in this respect, as it is 
probable t)ie soul of man will be infinitely more 
perfect hereafter in this -faculty, os well as in all 
the rest; insomuch tlint, perhaps, thd imagination 
will be nblc to keep pace with tlic understanding, 
and to form in itself distinct ideas of all the diffe- 
rent modes and quantities of space.

I no not know any thing which gives greater di«- 
turliance to conversation, tliau tlie false notion 
some people have of raillerA'.

Yourgcntlcman of n satirical 
vein is in the like condition. To say a thing which 
pcridcxcs the heart of him you speak to, or brings 
blushes into his face, is a degree of murder; and 
it is, I think, nn unpardonable olTcncc to show a 
man you do not care whether he is pleased or dis- 
pleased. Rut won’t you then take n Je-l ? — Yes: 
but pray let it be a jest. It is no jest to put me, 
who nm so unliappy ns to have an utter aversion to 
speaking to more tlia'n one mnu at a lime, nuder a 
neci'ssity to cxidain myself in much com))any, rtud 
reducing me to shame and derision, except I per- 
form what my infirmity of silence disaliles me to 
do. 

Callisthcncs lias great wit, accompanied with 
tliat quality, without which a man can Iiavc no wit 
.at all, a sound judgment. This gentleman rallies 
the best of any man I know, for he forms bis ridi- 
cule upon n clrcumsl.aucc which yon .arc in your 
heart not unwilling to grant him ; to wit, that* you 
are guilty of an excess in something which is in it- 
self laudable. He very well understands what you 
would be, and needs not fear your anger for de- 
claring you arc a little too much that thing. The 
generous will bear being reproached ns lavish, and 
the v.aliant .as r.ash, witliout being jirovokcd to re- 
sentment .against their monitor. What has been 
said to be a niark of a good writer will fall in 
with tlie chnmctcr of a good companion. The 
good writer makes liis reader better, pleased with 
himself, and the agrce.able man makes bis friends ! 
enjoy tiiemselves, rather tlian him, while he is in 
their company. Cnllistlicnos does this with ini- 
mitable pleasantry. He -whispered a friend the 
other (fay, so as to be overheard by a young of- 
ficer, -who gave symptoms of cocking upon the 
company, ‘ That gentleman has very mucli of the 
air of a general officer.’ The youth immediately 
put on a composed behaviour, and behaved hlraseif 
suitably to the conceptions he believed the com- j 
pany had of him. It is to be allowed that Cal- 
listliciies will m.ake a man run into impertinent re- 1 
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I hations, to his own advantage, and express tlie sa- 
I tisfaelion he basin his o\Vn de.ar self till hc’is very 
[ ridiculous; hut in this c.asc the man is made a fool 
by his own eonscal, :ind not exposed as such whe-' 
ther lie will or no. I take it therefore, that, to 
make raillery ngrrc.able, a man must either not 
know lie is rallied, or think never the worse of 
himself if he sees he is. 

Areliis is of a quite contrary genius, and is more 
genenilly ndniircd than Cailistliencs, hut not with 
justice, Acetus h.as no regard to the modesty or 
weakness of tlie person lie rallii f ; but if the tpm- 
lity or humility gives him .any superiority to the 
man he would fall upon, he has no merry on making 
the oii'-pt. lie ran be ple.ascd to see liis best friend 
out of couiiti'nance, v. hilellie laugh is loud in his 
own npplnuse. liis raillery .aUv.ays puls the com- 
pany into little divi^ons and separate interests, 
while that of Callhllirnes cements it, and makes 
escry man not only licticr pleased w’Uh himself, 
but also with .all the rest in the conversation. 

To rally well, .if is absoInCcly necessary fliat 
kindness must nm through all you s.ay; and you 
must ever pre.'crvc tlie character of a friend to 
support >our pretensions to be free with a m.-fn, 
Acetus ought to be bauislicd liiiinan society, be- 
cause he rai'-es his inirili upon gising pain to the 
perenn u;ion wliom he is pleasant. Nothing but the 
ninlcvoh'iici' wliirli is loo general towards tliosc 
who excel, could make his company tolerated; 
hut ihev will) whom he converses arc sure to see 
some man sacrificed wherever he is admitted; and 
all (he credit he lias for wit, is owing to the grati- 
fication it gives to other men’s ill-nature. 

liliniitiiis has a wit that conciliates a man’s love, 
at the same time that it is exerted against his 
faults. He h.xs nn art in keeping the person he, 
nillics in countcimncc, by insinuating Hint he him- 
self is guilty of the same imperfection. Tiiis he 
does with so’ murli addre.-s, (hat he seems rather to 
bewail hiinscir, than f.nll upon his friend. 

It is really monstrous to see how unaccountably 
it prevails among men, to take tlic liberty of dis- 
plea'^ing aach oilier. One would think sometimes 
iliat tlie contention is, who shall' be most dis- 
agreeable. Allusions to past follies, hints which . 
n-vivc wlmt a man has a mind to forget for ever, 
and deserves that all the rest of the world should, 
arc commonly hrought forth even in compan^^ of 
men of distinction'. They do not thrust with the 
skill of fencers, but cut up with the barbarity of 
biitclicrs. It is, mclliinks, below' jlic character of 
men of humanity and good manners, to be capa- 
ble of mirth while there is aiij' one of the company 
in pain and disorder. Tlicy who Iiave the true taste 
of conversation, crjoy themselves in a coinmnni- * 
cation of each other’s excellences, and not in a 
triumph over their imperfections. Fortius would 
havp been reckoned a wit, if there had never been 
a fool in the world : he wants not foils to be a 
bc.auty, but lias that natural pleasure in observing 
perfection in others, that [his own faults are over- 
looked out of gratitude by all bis acquaintance. 

After these several characters of men who suc- 
ceed or fail in raillery, it may not be amiss to re- 
flect a little further -what one takes to be the most 
agreeable kind of it; and that to me ajipears 
when the satire is directed against vice, with nn 
air of contempt of the fault, bnt'no ill-will to the 
criminal. Mr. Congreve’s Doris is a masterpiece 
in this kind. It is the character of a wbinan ut- 
terly abandoned ; but her impudence, by the finest 
piece of raillery, is made only " osity:

* A MAX who has it in his power to choose his own 
company, would certainly be much to blame should 
he not, to the best of his judgment, take such as 
arc of a temper most suitable to his own ; and 
where that choice is wanting, or where a man is 
mistaken in his choice, and yet under a necessity 
of continuing in the same company, it will cer- 
tainly be his intertit to carry himself as easily as 
possible. 

* In (his I am sensible T do but repeat what has 
been said a thousand times, at which however I 
think nobody has any title to lake exception, but 
they who never failed to put this in practice. Not 
to use any longer preface, this being the season of 
the year la which great numbers of all sjrts of 
people retire from this place of business ana plea- 
sure to country solitude, 1 think it not improper to 
advise them to take with them as great a stock of 
good-humour as they can ; for though a country 
life is descrihed as tlieraost pleasant of all others, 
and though it may in truth he so, yet it is so only 
to those who know how to enjoy leisure and re- 
tirement. 

‘ As for thosc^who can’t live without (he con- 
stant helps of business or company, let (hem con- 
sider that in the country there is no Excliangc, 
there arc no playhouses, no variety of coOce-houscs, 
nor many of those other amusement, which serve 
here ns so many reliefs from the repeated occur- 
rences in their own families; but that there the 
greatest part of (heir time must be spent within 
themselves, and consequently it behoves them to 
consider how agreeable it will be to them before 
tliey leave this dear town. 

‘ I remember, Mr. Spectator, we were very well 
entertained, last year, with the advices you gave 
us from Sir Roger’s country scat*; which I the 
rather mention, because it is almost 'impossible not 
to live pleasantly, where the master of the family 
■is snch a one as you therc'dcscribc your friend, 
who cannot therefore (I mean as to bis domestic, 

. character) be too often recommended to the imita- 
tion of oUiers. How amiable Is that affability and 
benevolence with which he treats his neighbours,

mily! nnd yet how seldom imitated 1 Instead of 
which we commonly meet with ill-natured expos- 
tulations, noise, nnd eludings And this I hinted, 

bpcausc tlic humour nnd dispostion of the head 
is what chiefly influences all the other parts of a 
family. 

‘ An ngreement m.d kind correspondence be- 
tween friends and ncquninlancc is tlic greatest 
pleasure of life. This is an uiidouhtcd (nitli; and 
yet any man who judges from the practice of the 
World will be almost persuaded to believe the 
Contrary ; for how can we suppose people should 
he so industrious to make themselves uneasy ? 
AVhat can cng.nge them to entertain and foment 
jealousies of one anotlicr upon every the least oc- 
casion 1 Yet so it is, there arc people wlio (as it 
should seem) delight in bring troublesome and vexa- 
tious, who (as Tully speaks) niirfi sunt alacrilatc ad 
liliganduni, ‘ have a certain cliccrfulncss in wrang- 
ling.^’ And thus it Imjipcns, (hat there are very 
few families in which there arc not fends and 
nnimnsilics, tJiougli it is every one’s interest, there 
more particularly, to avoid them, because there 
(ns I would willingly hope) no one gives anotlicr 
uneasiness, witliout feeling some ^linrc of if. But I 
am gone licyond what 1 designed, and liad almost 
foqgot what I cliiefly proposed ; wliirh was, barely 
to tell you how hardly we, who pass most of our 
time in town, dispense with a long vac.ation in the 
country, how uneasy we grow to ourselves, and to 
one nnoflier, when oiir conversation is confined ; 
insomuch that, by Miclmcimns, it is odds but we 
come to downright squabbling, and make os free 
with one another to our faces, as we do witli (he 
rest of the world lichind their backs. After I 
have told you this, 1 ani to desire that you would 
now and then give us a lesson of good-humour, a 
family piece, wliicb, since we arc all very fond of 
you 1 hope may liavc some influence upon us. 

‘ After tl^cfe plain obscrv’ations, give me leave to - 
give you an hint of wliiit a set of company of my 
•acquaintance, who arc now gone info the country, 
and have the use of an absent nobleman’s seat, 
have settled nmong tlicinscivcs, to avoid the incon- 
veniences above mentioned.

Whoever says 
n peevish thing, or acts any thing which bctrjiys a 
sourness or indisposition to company, is immedi- 
ately to be conveyed to his chambers in tlie infir- 
mary; from wlicnce lie is not to be relieved,, till- 
by his manner of submission, and the sentiments 
expressed in his petition for tliat purpose, lie ap- 
pears to (he majority of the company to be again 
fit for society. ' You are to understand, that all 
ill-natured words or uneasy gestures are sufficient 
cause for banishment ; speaking impatiently to 
servants, making a man repeat what lie says, or 
any thing that betrays inattention or dishuinoar, 
arc also criminal without reprieve. But it is pro- 
vided, that whoever observes the ill-natured fit 
coming upon himself, and voluntarily retires, shall 
be received at his return from the infirmary with 
the highest marks of esteem. By these and other 
wholesome methods, it U expected .that, if they

Pan and Ceres followed them 
with four reapers, who danced a morricc * to the 
sound of oaten pipes and cymhal'. Then ear.ic 
(he atfeudaut month';. .Tune retained stil? .some 
small likenc's of the spring; lint the other two 
teemed to step with a Ic'-s vigorous tread, espe- 
cially .-ViiguM, who seemed almn-l to f.iint, whilst, 
for. half (lie. steps lie took, the dog-'tar levelled his 
rays full at his head. Tliey passed on, and made 
way for a per-on (hat seemed to hciid a. little 
under (he weight of years; his hcard'and hair, 
which were full grown, were composed of an equal 
nnmhcrof hlnck and grey; he wore a rohe wliicli 
lie had girt round him, of a yellowish cavl, not un- 
like the colour of fallen leaves, which he walked 
upon. I (iiought he lianlly made amends for r.\- 
jielling the foregoing scene by (he large quantity 
of fruits which he bon; in his liaiuK. 'Plenty 
walked by bis side witli an henltliy fre.-h counte- 
nance, pouring out from an horn all the various 
jiroducts of the year. Pomona followed with n 
glass of cyder in her hand, with IJacchus in n 
charint drawn by tigers, accoinpnnicd Iiy a vvliole 
troop of satyr.s, fanii'', and sylvans. September, 
w lio came neM. seemed in his looks to ]iromisc a 
new Spring, and wore the livery of tliosc inoiith^ 
Tile .'■nccccdiiig month was all soiled with (he juice 
of grape-, n« if he had just come from tlic wine- 
press. Isovcmbcr, tlmugli lie w.as in tliis division, 
yet liy tlic many stops he made seemed rather in- 
elincd to the Winter, which followc.l close at his 
liccls. lie advanced in the shape of an old man in 
the extremity' of age; (he hair he had was so very 
wliitc, it', seemed a real si.ow ; his cyc= were red 
and -jiiercing, and his beard liinig witli a great 
quantity of icicles; he was wrapped up in furs, 
.but yet so pinclicd with e.xcess of cold, (hat liis 
limbs were all contracted, and his body lieiit to 
the ground, so that he could not have supported 
himself had it not been for Coinus, the god of 
revels, and Necessity, the motliiT of Fate, who 
fustaiued him on each splc. The siiajic and mantle 
of Comus was one of tlic things that most s-jcjiriscd 
me; as he adv.anccd towards me, his countenance 
seemed the most desirable I had ever seen. On 
the fore-part of his mantle was pictured joy, de- 
light, and satisfaction, with a tlioufand emblems of 
merriment, and jests with faces -looking two ways 
at once ; but as he passed from me, I was amazed 
at a shape so little correspondent to his face; Ins 
Jicad was bald, and all the rest of Ids limbs ap- 
peared old.and deformed. On the hinder part of 
Ids mantle was represented Murder with dishc- 
rellcd hair and a dagger all bloody. Anger in a

robe of srarlcl, and Suspicion squinting with both 
eyes; but, above all, (he most conspicuous wns the 
battle of the Lapithm and the Centaurs. I detested 
SI) . hideous a shape, and turned my eyes upon Sa- 
turn, who w.'is .stealing away behind him, with a 
scythe in one hand and an hour-glass in the other, 
iiniihservod. IJeliind Necessity was Vesta, the god- 
dc-'S of tire, with a lamp which was'jicrpctunlly 
supplied with oil, and whose flame was eternal. 
.She cheered the nigged brow of Ncces-ity, .md 
warmed her so far as almost to make her assume 
the fe.'itures and likeness of Clioice. December, 
.lannary, and ]\'bnmrv, passed on after the rest, 
all in funs; there was little distinction to be made 
ninongst them ; and (hey were more or less dis- 
plc.ising, ns tliey discovered more or Ic^s haste 
towards the grateful return of Sjiring.’

A vnuv ngrce.able friend of mine, the other day, 
carrying me in his coach into the country to dinner, 
fell inlo disrnnrse concerning the ‘ care of parents 
due to their children,' and the ‘ jilely of children 
towards their parent^.’ He wns reflecting upon the 
siicfe-sion of particular virtues and q'lalities there 
might be preserved from one gcnenition to another, 
if lliesc regards were reciprorally held in venera- 
tion: lint ns he never fails to mix an air of mirth 
and gond-liinnour with his good sense and I'casivi' 
ing, he entered into the following relation; 

* I wn.L not be confident in what century, or 
under what reign it happened, that this want of 
inntnal confidence and right understanding be- 
tween father nnd son was fatal to (lie family of 
(he Valentines in Germany. Basilius Valentinus'* 
was n person who Imd arrived at the utmost per- 
fection in the hermetic art, nnd ■initiated his son 
Alexandrinus in the same mysteries; but, as yoi> 
know they arc not to be altiined but by the pain- 
ful, the pious, the chaste, ami iniro of heart, B.asi- 
tins did not lipen In him, liceaibe of his youtli, and 
the deviations too natural to it, the greatest secrets 
of wiiicli he was master, as weii knowing that the 
operation would fail in the hands of a man so 
liable to errors in life as Alcx.nndrinn.s. But bc- 
Jicviiig, from a certain indisposition of mind os 
well .as body, his dissolotioii w.as drawing nigh, he 
called .A.lc.xandrinus to him, .and as he lay on a 
couch, over ag.ainst whicli liis son was seated, and 
prepared by sending out his servants one after an- 
other, and .admonition to examine that no one 
overheard them, he revealed the most' important 
of his secrets with the solemnity and langiUigc of 
an adept. ■“ Aly son,” said he, “ many have been 
the watchings, long the lucubrations, constant the 
labours, of thy father, not only to gain a great and 
plentiful estate to his posterity, but also to take 
care that he bliould have no posterity. Be not 
amazed, my child, I do not mean that thou shalt

they were afterwards obliged to look upon as tlicir 
wives in every ouc of these yearly rciicounlcrt. 
The children (hat sprnng from this alliance, if 
males, were sent to' their respective fathers ; if fe- 
males, coiitinurd with llicir mothers. By means of 
this anniversary mirniv.al, which lasted about p. 
week, the commonwc.alths were recruited from 
time to time, and supplied xvltlv their respective 
lubjects.

and sonnet. These were as the first rudiments of 
arcliitecture, painting, and poetry, among this sa- 
vage people. After any advantage over the ene- 
my, botli sexes used to jump together and make a 
clattering with thtir snords and sliields, for joy, 
which in a few years produced several regular 
tunes and set dances. 

As the two armies romped upon these ocaisions, 
the women eoraplained of the thick bushy beards 
and long nails of their confederates, who there- 
upon took care to prune themselves into sucli fi- 
gures as were most plc.asing to tlieir female Alends 
and allies. 

IVlien they had taken any spoils from the ene- 
my, the men would make a present of every thing 
that w.as rich and showy to the women whom they 
most admired, and would frequently dress the necks, 
or heads, or arms of their mistresses, with any tiling 
which they thought appeared gay or pretty. The 
women observing that the men took delight in 
looking upon them when they were adorned with 
such trappings and gewgaws, set their heads at 
work to find out new inventions, and to nutsliinc 
one another in all councils of war or the like so- 
lemn meetings. On the other hand, the men ob- 
serving Iinw the womcn'shcarlswcrcsct upon finery, 
begun to embellish themselves, and look ns agree- 
ably .ns they conld in the eyes of their associates. 
In short, after a few years conversing together, the 
women had learnt to smile, and the nicn to ogle, 
the women grew soft, and the men lively. 

■When they had thus insensibly formed one nn- 
ollicr, upon finishing of the war, uliicli concluded 
with an entire conquest of their common enemy, 
the colonels in one army mniTied tlio colonels in 
the other; the captains in the same manner look 
the captains to their wives: the whole body, of 
common soldiers were matched after Uie example 
of their leaders. By (Iiis means the two republics 
incorporated with one another, and became the 
most flourishing and polite govcrniucnt in the part 
of the world which (hey inhabited.

I mean that of the ladies who' 
dress themselves in a Iiat and feather, a riding coat 
and a periwig, or at least tie up their hair in a 
bag or ribbon, in imitation of the smart part of 
the opposite sex. As in my yesterday’s paper I 
gave an account of the mixture of two sexes in 
one commonwealth, 1 shall here take nofico of 
this mixture of two sexes in one person. I havo 
already shown my dislike of this immodest custom 
more than once ; but, in contempt of every thing 
I liavc liilbcrto said, I am informed that the higli- 
wnys about this great city arc still very much in-* 
fested will) these female cavaliers, 

I remember when I w.'is at my friend Sir Roger 
do Covcrlcy’s about this time twelvemonth, aa 
equestrian lady of this order appeared u'pon the 
plains which lay nt a distance from his Iiouse.

Yet, considering the thing wants such amend- 
ments, it was canied with great order. James 
Wilier came on first ; preceded by two disabled 
drummers, to,show, I supjiosc, that the prospect 
of maimed bodies did not in the least .deter liim. 
There ascended with the daring Miller a gentle- 
man, whose name 1 could not learn, w ith a dogged 
air, as unsatisfied that he was not principal. This 
son of anger lowered at the whole assembly, and 
weighing himself as he marched round from side to 
side, witli a still' knee and shoulder, he gave inti- 
mations of the purpose ’he smothered till he saw 
the issue of this encounter. Jlillcr had a blue rib- 
bon tied round the sword arm; which ornament 1 
conceive to be the remain of that custom of wear- 
ing a mistress's favour on such occaMons of old. 

Miller is a man of six foot ciglit inches height, 
of a kind but bold aspect, well fashioned, and 
rcadj of his limbs ; and such readiness ns spoke his 
c.ase in them, uas obtained from a habit of motion 
in military exercise. 

• The expectation of the spectators was now al- 
most at its height, and the cjfowd pressing in, se- 
veral active persons thought they were, jdneed ra- 
ther according to their fortune than their merit, and 
took it in their heads to prefer themselves from the 
open area or pit to the galleries. The dispute be- 
tween desert and property brought many to the 
ground, and raised others in proportion to the 
highest scats by turns, for the space of ten mi- 
nutes, till Timothy Buck came on, and the whole 
assembly, ghing up their disputes, turned their 
eyes upon the champions. Then it was that every 
man’s afl'ection turned to one or the other irresisti- 
bly. A judicious gentleman near me said, * 1 could, 
methinks, be Miller's second, but I had rather 
have Buck for mine.’ Miller had an audacious 
look, that took the eye; Buck, a perfect com- 
posure, that engaged tlic judgment. Buck came 
on in a plain coat, .and kept all his air till the in- 
stant of engaging; at which time he undressed to 
bis shirt, his arm adorned with a bandage of red 
ribbon. No one can describe the sudden concern 
in.thc whole assembly; the most tumultuous crowd 
in nature was as still and as much engaged as if all 
their lives depended on the first blow. The com- 
batants met in tile middle of the stage, and shiking 
bands, as removing all malice, tliey retired with 
much grace to the extremities of it; from whence 
they immediately faced about, and approacltcd 
each other, Miller with a heart full of resolution, 
Buck with a watchful untroubled countenance; 
Buck regarding principally his ow'n defence. Miller 
chiefly thoughtful of annoying his opponent. It 
is not easy to describe the many escapes and im- 
perceptible defences between two men of quick 
eyes and ready limbs ; but Miller’s heat laid him 
open to the rebuke of the calm Buck, by a large 
cut on the forehead *. Much clTusion of blood 
covered his eyes in a moment, and the huzzas of 
the crowd undoubtedly quickened the anguish. 
The assembly was dUided into parties upon their 
-diflerent ways of fighting; while a poor nymph in 
one of the galleries apparently suffered for Miller, 
and burst into a flood of tears. As soon as his 
wound was wmipped up, he came on again with a 
. little rage, which still disabled him further. But 
what brave man can be wounded into* mor# pa-

tience and caution ? Tlie next was a waftfl eager 
onset, which ended in a decisive stroke on the left 
leg of Miller. The lady in the gallery, during th'» 
second strife, covered her face ; and for my part, 
I could not keep my thoughts from being mostly 
cmplovcd on the .consideration of her unhappy 
circumstance that moment, hearing the clash of 
swords, nnd apprehending life or victory concerned 
lier lover in every blow, but not daring to satisfy 
herself on wliom they fell. The xiound was ex- 
posed to the view of all who could delight in it, 
nnd sew cd up on the stage. The surly second cf 
Miller declared at this time, that he would that 
day fortnight fight Mr. Buck at the same weapons, 
declaring himself the master of tlic renowned Gor- 
man ; but Buck denied him the honour of that 
courageous disciple, and, asserting that he himself 
had taught that champion, accepted the challenge. 

Tiicre is something in nature very unaccountable 
on such occasions, when we sec the jicople take n 
certain painful gratification in beholding these en- 
counters. Is it cruelty that administers this sort of 
delight? or is it a pleasure' which is taken in the 
exercise of pity? It was, methought, pretty re- 
markable, that the business of the day being a trial 
of skill, the popularity did not run so high as one 
would have expected on the side of Buck. Is it 
that people’s passions have tlicir rise in self-love, 
.and thought themselves (in spite of all the courage 
they liad) liable to the fate of Miller, but could 
not so easily' think themselves qualified like Buck? 

Tuliy speaks of this custom with less horror than 
one would c.vpect, though he confesses it w'as much 
abused in his time, and seems directly to approve 
of it under its first regulations, when criminals only 
‘fought before the people. ‘ Cntdclc gladiaiorum 
spcclaailum cl inhumanum nonnullis vidcri sold; et 
hand scio annon ila sil ui mine fit; ciim verb sonlcs 
ferro depugualant, aurihus foriassc multay oculis 
qnidem nulla, poteral esse forlior conlra doloran et 
mortem disuplina.' ‘ TIic shows of gladiators may 
be tliouglit barbarous and.inhumnn, and 1 know not 
but it is so as it is now practised ; but in those times, 
when only criminals were combatants, the car per- 
haps might receive many better instructions, but it 
is impossible that any thing which affects our eyes, 
should fortify us so well against pain and death.’

It is said, it is soon over; tliat is, all the 
mischief he does is quickly disjjatched, -which, I 
think, is no great recommendation to favoor. I 
have known one of those good-natured passionate 
men say in a mixed company, even to his own 
■wife or child, such things as the most inveterate 
enemy of his family would not have spoken, even 
in imagination. It is certain that quick sensibility 
is inseparable from a ready understanding ; but 
why should not that good understanding call to it- 
self all its force on such occasions, to master that 
sudden inclination to afiger ? One of the greatest 
souls now in the world * is the most subject by 
nature to anger, and yet so famous for a conquest 
of himself this waj', that he is the known example 
■tvhen you talk of temper and command of a man’s 
self. To contain the spirit of anger is the worthiest 
discipline we can put ourselves to. When a man 
has' made any progress this way, a frivolous fellow 
in a passion 'is tq him as contemptible as a froward 
child. It ought to be the study of every man, for 
his own quiet and peace. When he stands com- 
bustible and ready to flame upon every thing that 
touches him, life is as uneasy to himself as it is to 
all about him. Syncropius leads, of all men living, 
the most ridiculous life ; he is ever oflending, and 
begging pardon. If his man enters the room with- 
out what he sent for — That blockhead,’ begins 
he — ‘ Gentlemen, I ask your pardon, bnt servants 

now-a-days The wrong plates are laid, they 

are thrown into the middle of the room; his wife 
stands by in pain for him, which he sees in her 
face, and answers as if he had heard all she was 
thinking; — ‘ Why? what the devil! Why don’t 
you take care to give orders in these things?’ His 
friends sit down to a tasteless plenty of every 
thibg, every minute expecting new insults from his 
impertinent passions. In a word, to eat with, or 
visit Syncropius, is no other than going to see him 
exercise his family, exercise their patience, and his 
own anger. 

It is monstrous that the shame and confusion in 
which this good-natured angry man must needs be- 
hold his friends, while he tlius lays about him, does 
not give him so much reflection as to create an 
amendment. This is the most scandalous disuse of 
reason imaginable; all the harmless part of him is 
no more than that of a bull-dog, they are tame no 
longer than they are not ofiended. One of these 
good-natured angry men shall, in an instant, assem- 
ble together so majiy allusions- to secret circum- 
stances, as are enough to dissolve the peace of all 
the families and friends he is acquainted With, in 
a quarter of an hour, and yet the next moment be 
the best-natured man in the whole world. If you 
would see passion in its piu-ity, without mixture of 
reason, behold it represented in a mad hero, drawn 
by a mad poet. Nat. Lee makes his Alexander 
say thus: 


‘ Away ! begone ! and give a whirlwind room, 

Or I wiil blow you up like dust' Avaunt! 

Madness but meanly represents my toil. 

Eternal discord ! 

Fury I revenge ! disdain and indignation ! 

Tear my swol’n breast, make n-ay for 6re and tempest 
My brain is burst, debate and reason quench’d; 

The storm is up, and my hbt bleeding heart 
Splits with the rack, -n-hile passions, like the wind, 

Rise up to heav’n, and put out all the stars.’

The next disagreeable person to the outrageous 
gentleman, is one of a much lower order of anger, 
and he is what we commonly call a peevish fellow, 
A peevish fellow is one who has some reason in 
himself for being out of humour, or has a natural 
incapacity for delight, and therefore disturbs all 
who are happier than himself with pishes and 
pshaws, or other well-bred interjections, at every 
thing that is said or done in his presence. Thera 
-should be physic mixed in the food of all which 
these fellows eat in good company. This degree 
of auger passes, forsooth, for a delicacj of judg- 
ment, that won’t admit of being easily pleased; 
bnt none above the character of wearing a peevish 
man’s livery ought to bear with his ill manners. 
All things among men'of sense and condition should 
pass the censure, and have the protection of the 
eye of reason. 

No man ought to be tolerated in an habitoal hu- 
mour, whim, or particularity of behaviour,, by any 
who do not wait upon him for bread. Next to the 
peevish fellow is the snarler. .This gentleman deals 
mightily in what we call the irony ; and as those 
sort of people exert themselves most against those 
below them, you see tlieir humour best in their talk 
to their servants. ‘ That is so like you ; yon are a 
fine fellow; thou art the quickest head-piece;’ 
and the like. One would think the hectoring, the 
storming, tlie sullen, and all the different species 
and subordinations of tlie angry should be cured, , 
by knowing they live only as pardoned men ; and 
how pitiful is the condition of being only suffered I 
But I am interrupted by the pleasantest scene of 
anger and the disappointment of it that I have 
ever known, which happened while I was yet 
writing, and I overheard as I sat in the back-roo'm 
at a French bookseller’s.

I haVe already given my reader an account of a 
set of merry fellows who are passing their summer 
together in the country, being provided of a great 
house, where there is not only a convenient apart- 
ment for every particular person, but a large in- 
firmary for the reception of _such of them as arc 
any way indisposed, or out of humour *.

I DO not know wlicthe^ I enough explained myself 
fo the world, when I invited all men to be assistant 
to me in this my work of speculation* ; for I have

pear in public t but preferring the general weal 
and advantage to any considetations-of myself, I 
am resolved for the future to publish any Specta- 
tor that deserves it entire, and without any Mtera- 
tibn ; assuring the world (if thete can be need of 
it) that it is noue of mine ; and if the authors think 
fit fo subscribe their Dames, I will add them. 

I think the best vyay of promoting this generous 
and useful design, will be by giving out subjects or 
themes of all kinds whatsoever, on which (with a 
preamble of the extraordinary benefit and advan- 
tage that may accrue thereby to the public) I will 
invite all manner of persons, whether scholars, ci-

public-spirited or selfish ; and under what fortune 
or circumstance soever, whether the contented or 
miserable, happy or unfortunate, high or low, rich 
or poor (whether so through want of money, or de- 
sire of more), healthy or sickly, married dr single j 
nay, whether tall or short, fat or lean ; and of 
what trade, occupation, profession, station, coun-

, ‘ In Russel-court, over against the Cannon-ball, 
at the Snrgeon’s-artr.s, in Drury-lane, is lately 
come from his travels, a surgeon who hath prac- 
tised, surgery and physic, both by sea and land, 
these twenty-four years.

There is an ingenious 
fellow, a barber, of my acquaintance, who, be- 
sides bis broken fiddle and a dried sea-monster, has 
a’twine-cord, strained with two nails, at each end, 
over his window, and the words ‘ rainy, dry, wet,’ 
and so forth, written to denote the weather, ac- 
cording to the rising or falling of the cord. We 
very great scholars are not apt to wonder at this : 
but 1 observed a very honest fellow, a chance cus- 
tomer, who satin tlie chair before me to be shaved, 
fix his eye up'on this miraculous performance during 
the operation upon his chin and face. When 
those and his head also were cleared of all incum- 
brances and excrescences, he looked at the fish, 
then at the fiddle, still grabbling in his pockets, 
and casting his eye again at the twine, and the 
words writ on each side; then altered his mind as 
to farthings, and gave my friend a silver sixpence. 
The business, as I said, is to keep up the amaze- 
mertt ; and, if my friend bad had only the skeleton 
and kit, he must have been contented with a less 
payment. But the doctor we were talking of, adds 
to his long voyages, the testimony of some people 
‘ that has been thirty. years lame.’ When I received 
ray paper, a sagacious fellow took one at the same_ 
time, and read fiil he came to the thirty. years 
confinement of his friends, and went otf very well 
convinced of the doctor’s suflRciency. You have 
many of those prodigious persons, who have had 
some extraordinary accident at their birth, or a 
great disaster iu some part of their lives. Any ' 
thing, however foreign from the business the people 
want of you, will convince them of your ability 
in that you profess. There is a doctor in Mouse- 
alley, near Wapping, , who sets up for curing ca- 
taracts, upon the credit of having, as his bill sets 
forth, lost an eye in the emperor’s service. His 
patients come in upon this, and he shows the mus- 
ter-roll, whlcli confirms that he was in his imperial 
majesty’s troops ; and he puts out their eyes with 
great success. Who would believe that a man 
should be a doctor for the curebf bursten children, 
by declaring that his father and grandfather were 
bom bursten ? But Charles Ingolston, next door to 
the Harp, in Barbican, has made a pretty penny 
by that asseveration. The generality go upon their 
first conception, and think no further; all the rest , 
is granted. They take it, that there is something 
uncommon in you, and .give you credit for the 
rest. You may be sure it is upon that I go, when 
sometimes, let it be to the purpose or not, I keep 
a Latin sentence in my front; and I was not a - 
little pleased, when I observed one of my readers 
say, casting his eye upon my twentieth paper, 

‘ More Latin still } What a prodigious scholar is 
this man !’ But as I have here taken much liberty 
uith this learned doctor, I must make up all I 
have said by repeating what he seems to be in 
earnest in, and honestly promises to those wlio will

nOSCOMMON. 

Sixer, two or three writers of comedy, who arc 
now living:, have taken their farewell of the since, 
those who suerced them, findinp themselves inirn- 
pablc of rising: up to their wit, humour, and g;ood 
sense, have only imitated tltcin in some of tltose 
loose ungpinrded strokes, in which they complied 
with the corrupt taste of the more vicious part of 
their audience. Y'hcn persons of trlow penitts at- 
tempt this kind of writing, they know no dificr- 
cncc between being merry and being lewd. It 
is witli an eye to some of these, depeneratc compo- 
sitions that I have written tlie following discour>e. 

Y'erc our F.nplish stage hut half so virtuous as 
tliat of the Greeks or Roman', we shotdd quickly 
see (he innuenre of it in the lichaviour of all the 
politer part of m.ankind. It would not he fa'Iiioa- 
ahle to ridicule religion, or its profes'or.- ; the man 
of plc.a.'urc would not he the eoinpletc gentleman; 
v.anity would be out of countenance; and every 
quality whieli is ornamental to liiiman nature, 
would meet with that esteem which is due to it. 

If the I'.nglisli stage wore under the same regu- 
lations (he Athenian was formerly, it would have 
the same efiect that had, in recommending the re- 
ligion, the govcnuncnl, and public worship of its 
countrj’. "Were our plays subject to jiropcr inspec- 
tions and limitations, we miglit not only jiass away 
several of our vaennt hours in the highest enter- 
tainment, blit should always rise from them wiser 
and better than we sat down to them. 

It is one of the mo.W unacconnmblc things in our 
age, that the lewdness of our theatre should he so 
much complained of, so well exposed, and so little 
redressed. Tt is to be Iiopcd that some lime or 
other we maybe at leisure to restrain the licen- 
tiousness of the thc.atrc, and make it contribute Us 
assistance to the advancement of morality, and to 
the reformation of the age. As matters stand .at 
present, multitudes arc shut out from this noble 
diversion, by rc<Tson of those abuses and cornip- 
tions that accompany it. A father is often afraid 
that big daughter should be ruined by those enter- 
tainments, which were invented for the accomplish- 
ment and refining of Imnian nature. The Athenian 
and Roman plays were written with such a regard 
to morality, that Socrates used to frequent the 
one, and Cicero the other. 

It happened once, indeed, that Cato dropped 
into 'tile Roman theatre, when the Floralia were 
to be represented; and, as in that performance, 
which was a kind of religious ceremony, there were 
several indecent parts to be acted, the people re- 
fused to see them whilst Cato was present. Mar- 
tial, on this hint, made the following epigram, 


which we nin:t suppose was applied, to'somc grave 
friend of hi.s that had been uceidcntally present, 
nt Konic sucli ciUcrt.nimncut.

An accident of this nature might happen once 
in an age among the Greeks or Romans; hut (hey 
were loo wise nnd good to let (he constant nightly 
cntcrlninmenl he of such a niitiirc, that jicojilc of 
the most sense and virtue could not he at it. What- 
ever vices arc rciircsriitcd upon (he stage, they 
ought (o he so marked and branded by tlie poet, as 
not to appear either laudable or amiable in tlic 
person who is tainted witli tliem. Hut if we look 
into the F-nglisli comedies nbovc mcnlioncd, we 
would think they were formed upon .a quite con- 
trary maxim, and that lliis rule, though it held 
good upon the heathen stage, was not to he re- 
garded in Christian theatre.'. 'I’herc is another 
rule likewise, whieli was observed by authors of 
antiquity, and wliich tlic.'c modem geniuses h.avc 
no regard to, nnd tliat was, never to elionsc an im- 
proper sniijeci for ridicule. Now a siiliject is im- 
proper for ridicidc, if it is apt to stir up liorror 
and coimnisemtion rattier than laughter. Frtr this 
reason, we do not find any comedy, In so polite an 
author ns Terence, raised upon tlicviolations of the 
marriage-bed, Tlie falsehood of tlie wjfe or hus- 
linnd Ims given occasion to noble tragedies; but, a 
Sripio nnd Ijcliii.s would liavc looked upon incest 
or murder to have licen ns proper subjects for co- 
med.y. On tlie contrary, cuckoldom is tiic basis of 
most of our modern pla.ys. If nn nldcnnan ap- 
pears upon (lie st.Tge, yon may be^siirc it is in or- 
der to be cuckolded. An husband that is a little 
grave or elderly, generally meets with the same 
fate. Knights nnd baronets, country squires, nnd 
justices of the quorum, come up to town for no 
other pnrjmje. I have seen poor Dogget cuckolded 
ill nil (licsc capacities. In short, our English 
writers arc ns frequently severe upon tins innocent 
unhappy creature, commonly known by the name 
of a cuckold, as tlie ancient comic writers were 
upon an eating parasite, or a vain-glorious soldier. 

At the same time the poet so contrives matters, 
that the two criminals arc the favourites of the' 
audience. We sit still, nnd wish well to them 
through the whole play, arc-jilc.'iscd when they meet 
with proper opportunities, and out of humour when 
(hey arc disappointed. The (ruth of it is, the ac- 
complished gciitlcmau upon (he English stage is the 
person that is familiar with other men’s wives, and 
indifferent to his own ; as the fine woman is gene- 
rally a composition of sprightliness and falsehood. 

1 do not know whether it proceeds from barren- 
ness of invention, depravation of manners, or ig- 
nornnee of mankind, but I liave often wondered 
that our ordinary poets cannot frame to themselves 
the idea of a fine man who is not .a whoremaster, 
or of a fine woman that is not a jilt. 

I have sometirtes thought of compiling a system 
of ethics, out of the writings of those comipt 
poet', under the title of. Stage Morality. But I

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cent diversions and cntcrJainmenls; since the mind 
may inscndhly fall ofl’ from the reli'Ii of virtuous 
actions, and, by degrees, exchange tliat pleasure 
svhich it takes in the performance of its duty, for 
delights of a much more inferior and unprofitable 
nature. 

The last use rvhich I shall make of tills remark- 
able jiropcrty in luiman nature, of being delighted 
■n ith (hose actions to which it is aecustomed, is, to 
show Imw absolutely necessary it is for us to gain 
habits of virtue in tliis life, if we would enjoy the 
pleasures of the next. The state of bliss we call 
JIc.avcn nill not be eapable of nfiectiug those 
minds which arc not tlms qualified for it; we must, 
in this world, gain n relish of truth and virtue, if 
we would be able to taste that knowledge nnd 
pcrfoclioii, which tire to make us happy in the 
next. The seeds of those s])lritunl Joys nnd rap- 
ture*, which arc to rise up and flourish in the soul 
to all eternity, must be planted InTicr during this 
her present state of probation. In short, Ilc.aven 
is not to be looked upon only as the reward, but ns 
the natur.'il etVeet of a religious life. 

On the other hand, those e\il spirits, who, by 
long custom, have contmeted in the body babits 
of lust and scnsnality, malice and revenge, nn .aver- 
sion to every thing that is good, Just, or Inndnble, 
.are n.aturnlly seasoned and prepared for pain and 
misery. Their torments have already taken root in 
them ; they cannot be happy wlien divcated of the 
body, unless we may suppose, that Providence will 
in a manner create them anew, and work .a mi- 
r.aclc in the rectification of their faculties'. They 
in.ay, indeed, taste .a kind of malignant plc.asiirc in 
liiosc actions to which they arc accustomed, whilst 
in this life; bat when they arc removed from nil 
tlmsc objects which nrc here npt to gratify them, 
(Iicy will naturally become tlicir own tormentors, 
and cherish in thcmbclvcs those painful iinbits of 
mind which nrc called in scripture phrase, ‘the 
jvorm which never dies.’ This notion of Iicnven 
•and hell is so very conformable to the light of na- 
ture, that it was discovered by several of tlic most 
exalted be^atlicns. It lias been finely improved by 
many eminent divines of the last age, as in parti- 
cular by Archbisho]) Tillotson and Dr. Slicrlock ; 
but there is none wlio Ii.as raised such noble specu- 
lations upon it as Dr. ScOtt, in the first book of bis 
Christian Life, which is one of tlic finest and most 
rational schemes of divinity that is written in our 
tongue, or in any other. That excellent author has 
shown how every particular custom and habit of 
virtue will, in its own nature, produce the heaven, 
'or a state of happiness, in him who sh.all hereafter 
practise it: as, on the contrary, how every custom 
or habit of vice will be the natural hell of him in 
whom it subsists,

•Tnn first steps towards ill nrc very carefully to be 
avoided, for men inscnsilily go on when they nre 
once entered, and do not keep up a lively aldior- 
rcnce of tlie least unworthiness. There is a certain 
frivolous falsehood that people indulge themselves 
in, which ought to be had in greater detestation 
than it coiflmonly meets w'ith. \7hat I mean is, a 
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neglect of promises made on small and indificreiit 
occasions, such as parties 'of pleasure, onterfain- 
ments, nnd sometimes meetings out of curiosity, in 
men of like faculties, to be in each otlicr’s com- 
pany. There nrc many causes to whicli one may 
assign this light infidelity. Jack Sippet never 
keeps the Iiour lie lins appointed to come to .a 
friend’s to dinner; but he is nn insignificant fellow' 
who docs it out of vanity. He could never, he 
knows, make any. figure in company, but by giving 
a little disturbance at liis entry, and therefore takes 
rare (o drop in when lie thinks you nrc Just seated. 
He takes his place after having discomposed every 
body, nnd desires there may be no ceremony; then 
does lie begin to call himself tlic saddest fellow, in 
disapjiointing so many places as he was invited to 
elsewhere. It is the fop’s vanity to name lionses 
of better cheer, and to ncqiiaiiit yon that he chose 
yours out of ten dinners which he was obliged to 
be at that day. The Inst time 1 had (he fortune 
to ent with him, he was imagining how very fat he 
should have been had he eaten all he liad ever been 
invited to. But it is impcriincnt to dwell upon 
(he mnnners of sncli a wretch ns obliges all whom 
he disappoints, though Iiis circumstances constrain 
them to be civil to liim. But there arc tliosc that 
every one would be glnd to see, who fall into the 
same detestable habit. It is a merciless thing that 
nny one can be nt ease, and suppose a set of people 
who have a kindness for him, nt (Imt moment 
waiting nut nf respect to him, nnd refusing to taste 
(heir food or conversation, with (he utmost impa- 
tience, One of these promisers sometimes slinll 
make his excuses for not coming nt all, so Jatc that 
half the company have only to Inmcnl, that they 
hn\c neglected matters of moment to meet him 
whom they find a (riflcr. They immediately re- 
pent of the vnllic they had for him ; nnd such treat- 
ment repented, makes company never depend upon 
ills promises any more; to that he often comes nt 
(he middle of a meal, where he is secretly sliglitcd 
by (he persons with whom lie cats, and cursed by 
(he servants, whose dinner is dcl.aycd by his pro- 
longing tlicir master’s entertainment. It Is won- 
derful that men guilty this way could never have 
observed, that the whiling time, and gathering 
together, nnd waiting a little before dinner, is the 
most awkwnrdly passed away of anj' part in the 
four-nnd-twenty hours. If (hey did think nt .all, 
they would rcllcct upon their guilt, in lengthening 
such a suspension of agreeable life. The constant 
offending this way, has in a degree .an clTcct upon 
the honesty of his mind who is guilty of it, as com- 
mon swearing is a kind of habitual perjury. It 
makes the soul unattentive to what an oath is, even 
while it utters it at the lips. Phocion beholding a 
word 3 ' orator, wliile he was making a magnifiernt 
spcccli (0 the people, full of vain promises; ‘ Mcr 
tliinks,’ said he, ‘ I am now fixing my eyes upon a 
cyprcss-trcc ; it lias all the pomp and beauty imar 
ginablc in its branches, leaves, and height, but, 
.alas! it bears no fruit.’ 

Though tlic c.Tiicctation which is raised by im- 
pertinent promises is thus barren, their confidence, 
even after failures, is so great, tliat they subsist by 
still p'romising on, I Iiavc heretofore discoursed of 
the insignificant liar, the boaster, and the castle- 
builder*, and treated them as no ili-dcsigning men 
(though they are to be placed among the frivolously 
false ones), but persons who fall into (hut way 
purely to recommend themselves by their vivaci-

' paint filial afl'ection in its utmost beauty, lie could 
not have a more lively idea of it than in bclioldlng 
Fidelia serving her father at his hours of rising, 
meals, and rest. 

When the general crowd of female youth are 
consulting their glasses, preparing for balls, assem- 
blies, or plays; for a young lady', who, could he 
regarded among the foremost in those places, either 
for her person, wit, fortune, or conversation, and 
yet contemn all these entertainments, to sweeten 
the heavy hours of a decrepit parent, is a resigna- 
tion truly heroic. Fidelia performs the duty of a 
nurse with all the beauty of a bride ; nor docs she 
neglect her person, because of her attendance on 
him, when he is too ill to receive company to 
jvhom she may make an appearance. 
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Fidelia, who gives biin up her youth, docs not 
think it any great sacrifice to add to it. the spoiling 
of her dre.-s. Her care and exactness in her habit, 
convince her fiillicr of the alacrity of her mind ; nnd 
she has of all women the best foundation for alTcct- 
ing ilic praise of a seeming negligence. Wliat adds 
to the entertainment of tlic good old man is, that 
Fidelia, uhere merit and fortune cannot he over- 
looked by epistolary lovers, reads over (he nc- 
cmints of her conquests, plays on her spinet the 
gayest airs (nnd while she is doing so, you would 
think her formed only for giillantry), to intimate to 
him the pleasures she despises for Iiis sake. 

Those who think themselves the pattern of good- 
breeding and gallantry would be astonished to hear 
(hat, in (hose, intervals v.'hen (he old gentleman is 
at ease, and can hear company, there nrc at his, 
house, in the most regular order, assemblies of 
people of the highest merit; where there is con 
versalinn without tnciillon of (he faults of the ab- 
sent, benevolence between men and women with- 
out passion, nnd the highest subjccLs of morality 
treated of as natural and accidental discourse; ail 
which is owing to the genius of Fidelia, who at 
once makes her father’s way to another world easy,' 
nnd herself capable of being an honour to his name 
in (his.

of my wives but in bed. And, lastly, for religion, 
I have ever been a constant churchman, both fore- 
noons and afternoons on Sundays, never forgetting 
to be thankful for any g.nin or advantage I had 
hadlliatday; and on Saturday nights, upon cast- 
ing uj) my accounts, T always was grateful for the 
sum of my week’s profits, and at Christmas for 
that of the whole year. It is true, perhaps, that 
my devotion has not been the most fervent; which, 
1 think, ought to be imputed to the evenness and 
scdatencss of my temper, which never would ad- 
mit of any impetuosities of any sort ; and I can 
remember that in my youth and prime of man- 
hood, when my blood ran brisker,' I took greater 
pleasure in religious exercises than at present, or 
many years past, and that my devotion sensibly 
declined, as age, which is dull and unwieldy, came 
upon me. 

‘ I have, I hope, here proved, that the love of 
money prevents all immorality arid vice ; which if 
you will not allow, you must, that the pursuit of it 
obliges men to the same kind of life as they would 
follow if they were really virtuous; which is all I 
have to say at present, only recommending to you, 
hat you would think of it, and turn ready wit into 
ready money as fast as you can. I conclude,

Tnr.nr is nothing so scandalous to a government, 
nnd dctcsttiblc in the eyes of all good men, as de- 
famatory papers nnd pamphlets; hut at the same 
time flicrc is nothing so dilficiilt to tatnc ns a satiri- 
cal author. An angry writer, who cannot appear 
in print, nntnnilly vents his spleen in libels and 
lampoons. A g.ay old woman, says the fable, see- 
ing all her wrinkles represented in a large look-' 
ing-glass, threw it upon the ground in .t jmssion,- 
nnd broke it into a tlionsand picrcs ; bat ns she wns 
afterwards surveying the fragments with a spiteful 
kind of plraturc, she could not forbear uttering 
herself in the following soliloquy. ‘ What have L 
got by this revengeful lilow of mine? I have only 
nuilliplicd my deformity, nnd see an hundred ugly 
faces, where before I saw but one.’ 

It has been proposed, to oblige every person 
that writes a liook, or a paper, to swear liimsclf 
(he .author of it, nnd enter down in a public re- 
gister hi- name and place of abode. 

This indeed would h.avc cdVctually suppressed 
all printed scandal, whicli generally appears under 
borrowed nnmc«, or under none at nil. But it is 
to be fc.arcd, that sncli an expedient would not 
only destroy scandal, lint learning. It would 
operate promiscuously, nnd root up the corn and 
tares together. Not to mention some of the most 
celebrated works of piety, which have proceeded 
from anonymonc. authors who have made it their 
merit to convey to us so great a charity in secret;, 
there nre few works of genius that come out at 
first with the autlinr's name. Tiie writer generally 
makes a (rial of them In the world before he owns 
them; .and, I believe, verj' few, who arc capable 
of writing, would set pen to paper, if they knew 
beforehand that tlicy must not publish their pro- 
ductions but on .such conditions. For my own 
part, I mast declare, the papers I present the pub- 
lic arc like fairy favours, wliicli shall last no longer 
than \riiilc the autJior is concealed. 

That which makes it particul.arly difiicuU to re- 
strain these sons of calumny and defamation is, that 
all sides arc equally guilty of it, and (hat every 
dirty scribbler is countenanced bj' great names,, 
whose interest he propagates by sucli vile nnd in- 
famous methods. I have never yet heard of a mi- 
nistry who have inflicted an exemplary punishment 
on an author that has supported their cause with 
falsehood and pcandal, and treated in a most cruel 
manner the names of those who have been looked 
upon as their rivals and antagonists. Would a go- 
vernment set an everlasting mark of their displea- 
sure upon one of those infamous writers, who 
makes his court to tliem by tearing to pieces the 
reputation of a competitor, we should quickly see 
an end’put to this race of vermin, that are a scan- 
dal to government, and a reproach to human na- 
ture. Such a proceeding would make a' minister 
of state shine, in historj'^, and would fill all mankind 
with .a just abhorrence of persons who ">

But notwithstanding we have the same tale told 
us in so many difierent papers, and, if occasion 
requires, in so many articles of the same paper, 
notwithstanding in a scarcity of foreign posts we 
hear the same story repeated by different advices 
from Paris, Brussels, the Hague, and from every 
great town in Europe ; notwitlislanding the multi- 
tude of annotations, explanations, reflections, and 
various readings which it passes thnmgh, our time 
lies heavy on our hands till the arrival of a fresh 
mail ; we long to receive further particulars, to 
hear what w ill be tlie next step, or wliat will be 
the consequences of that which lias been already 
taken. A westerly wind keeps the whole town in 
suspense, and puts a stop to conversation. 

This general curiosity has been raised and in- 
flamed by our late wars, and, if rightly directed, 
miglit be of good use to a person who has such a 
thirst awakened in him. Why should not a man, 
Avho takes delight in reading every thing that is 
new, apply himself to history', travels, and other 
writings of the same kind, where he will find per- 
petual fuel for his curiosity, and meet with much 
more pleasure and improvement than in these pa- 
pers of the Aveek ? An honest tradesman, who lan- 
guishes a whole summer in expectation of a battle, 
and perhaps is balked at last, may here meet with 
half a dozen in a day. He may read the news of 
a whole campaign in less time than he nowbestoivs 
upon the productions of a single post. Eights, 
conquests, and revolutions, lie thick togetlier. The 
reader’s curiosity is raised and satisfied every mo- 
ment, and his passions disappointed or gratified, 
without being detained in a state of uncertainty 
from day to day, or lying at the mercy of sea and 
wind ; in short, the mind is not here kept in a 
perpetual gape after knowledge, nor punished 
with that eternal thirst which is tlie portion of all 
our modern news-mongers and coffee-house politi- 
cians. 

All matters of fact, which a man did not know 
before, are news to him; and I do not see. Iiow 
• any haberdasher in Chcapside is more concerned 
in the present quarrel of tlie Cantons, than he was 
in that of the League. At least, I believe every 
one will allow me, it is of more importance to an 1 
Englishman to know tlie history of his ancestors, 
than that of his contemporaries who live upon the 
banks of the Danube or the Boristhencs. As for 
those who are of another mind, I shall recommend 
to them the following letter from a prqjcctor who 
is willing to turn a penny by this remarkable curi- 
osity of his countrymen.

In short, they have a relish for every 
thing that is news, let the matter of it be what it 
.will ; or, to speak more properly, they are men of 
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a voracious appetite, but no taste. Now, siri 
since the great fountain of news, I mean the war, 
is very near bciug dried up ; and since these gentle- 
men have contracted such an inextinguishable 
thirst after it; I have taken their case, and my 
own into consideration, and have thought of a pro- 
ject which may turn to the advantage of us both. 
I have thouglits of publishing a daily paper, which 
shall comprehend in it all the most remarkable oc- 
currences in every little town, village, and hamlet, 
•that lie within ten miles of London, or, in other 
words, Avithin the verge of the penny-post. I Jiave 
pitched upon this scene of intelligence for tsvo 
reasons ; first, because the carriage of letters will 
be very cheap ; and secondly, because I may re- 
ceive them every daj-. By this means my readers

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.To be ever unconcerned, and ever looking on 
new objects witli an endless curiosity, is a delight 
known only to those who are turned for specuha- 
tion; nay, they who eijoy it must value things 
only .as they arc the objects of speculation, without 
drawing any worldly advantage to themselves from 
them, but just as they are u hat contribute to their 
amusement, or tite improvement of the mind. 1 
lay one night last week at Richmond; ;uid being 
restless, not out of dissatisfaction, but a certain 
busy inclination' one sometimes has, 1 rose at four 
in the morning and took boat for London, with a 
resolution to rove by boat and coach for the next 
fonr-and-twenty hours *, till the many difl'crcnl ob- 
jects I must needs meet with should tire my ima- 
gination, and gi\c me an inclination to a repose 
more profound than.l was at that time capable of. 
I beg people’s pardon for an odd humour I am 
guilty of, and was often that daj', which is sa- 
luting any person whom I like, whether I know 
him or not. This is n pnrticularity would be tole- 
rated in me, if they considered that the greatest 
pleasure 1 know I receive at my eyes, and that I 
am obliged to an agreeable person for coming 
abroad into my view, as another is for a visit of 
conversation at their own houses. 

The hours of the day and night .arc taken up in 
the cities of London nnd tVestminster, by people 
as ditTcfent from each otlicr as those u ho are born 
in ditferent centuries. Men of six o’clock give way 
to those of nine, they of nine to the generation of 
twelve ; and they of twelve disappear, and make 
room for the fashionable world, who ha\c made 
iw 0 o’clock the noon of tlie day. 

"When we first put off from shore, wo soon fell in 
with a fleet of gardeners, bound for the several 
market-ports of London; and it was the most 
pleasing scene imaginable to sec the cheerfulness 
with which thoaC industrious people phed their 
way to a certain sale of their goods. The banks 
on each side are as well peopled, and beautified 
with as agreeable plantations, as any spot on the 
earth; but the Thames itself, loaded with the pro- 
duct of each ^hore, added very much to the land- 
scape. It was very easy to-observe b 3 '' their sail- 
ing, and the countenances of the ruddy virgins who 
were supercargoes, the part of the town to which 
they were bound. There was an air in the pur- 
veyors for Covent-garden, who frequently converse 
with morning rakes, very unlike the seeming so- 1 
briety of those bound for Stocks-market. 

Nothing remarkable happened in our voyage; 
but T landed with ten sail of apricot boats, at 
Strand-bridge, after having put in at Nine Elms, 
and taken in melons, consigned by Mr. Cuffe, of 
that place, to Sarah Sewell and company, at their 
stall in Covent-garden. "We arrived at Strand- 
bridge at six of the clock, and were unloading; 
when the hackney-coachmen of the foregoing night i 
took their leave of each other at the Dark-house, 
to go to bed before, the day was too far spent. 
Chimnej'-sweepers passed by us as we made up to 
the market, and some raillery happened between I 
one of tlie fruit wenches and tliose black men, j 
about the Devil and Eve, with allusion to their 
several professionn I could not believe any place 
more entertaining than Covent-garden ; where I 
strolled from one fruit-shop to another, with crowds 
of agreeable young women around me, who were 
purchasing fruit for their respective families. It 
was almost eight of the clock before I could leave 
that variety of objects. I took coach and followed 
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a young lady, who tripped into another just before 
me, attended by her maid. I saw immediately she 
was of the family of the Vainloves. There are a 
set of these who, of all things, affect tlie play of 
blindman’s-buff, and leading men into love for they 
know not whom, who are fled they know not where. 
Tills sort of woman is usiinlly a janty slattern: she 
hangs on her clothes, plays her head, varies her 
posture, and changes place incessantly, and all with 
the appearance of striving at the same time to hide 
herself, and yet give you to understand she is in 
liuniour to laugh at you. Yon must have often 
seen the coachmen make signs with their fingers, 
as they drive b 5 ' each other, to intimate how much 
they have got that day. Tlicy can carry on that 
Language to give intelligence where they are driv- 
ing. 'In an instant my coachman took the wink 
to pursue; and the lady’s driver ga\e the hint 
that he was going through Long-acre towards St. 
James’s: while’ he Whipped up James-street, we 
drove for King-street, to save the pass at St. Mar- 
tin’s-lane. The coachmen took care to meet, jostle, 
and tlireaten each other for way, and be entangled 
at the end of Newport-street and Long-acre, The 
fright, you must believe, brought down the lady’s 
coach-door, nnd obliged her, with her mask off, to 
inquire into the bustle, when she secs the man she 
would avoid. The tackle of the coach-window is 
so bad slic cannot draw it up again, and she drives 
on sometimes wholly discovered, and sometimes 
half escaped, according to the accident of car- 
riages in licr way. One of these ladies keeps her 
scat in a Irackncy-coacli, as well as the best rider 
docs on a managed horse. The laced shoe on her 
left foot, with a careless gesture, just appearing 
on (lie opposite cushion, held her both finn, and in 
a proper attitude to receive the next jolt. 

As she was an excellent coach-woman, many 
were the glances at each other winch we had for 
an hour and an half, in all parts of the town, by 
the skill of our drivers; till at last my lady was 
conveniently lost,' with notice from her coachman 
to ours to make off, and he should hear where she 
went. This chase was now at an end ; and the 
fellow who drove her came to ns, and discovered 
that he was ordered to come again in an hour, for 
that slie was a Silk-worm, I was surprised with 
this phrase, but found it was a cant among the 
Imckjiey fraternity for their best custoraci's, women 
who ramble twice or thrice a week from shop to 
shop, to turn over all the goods in town without 
buying any thing. The Silk-wonns arc, it seems, 
indulged by the tradesmen ; for though they never 
buy, they arc ever talking of new silks, laces, and 
ribbons, and serve the owners in getting them 
customers, as their common dunners do in making 
them pay. 

The day of people of fashion began now to break, 
and carts and hacks were mingled with equipages • 
of show and vanity; tvlien I resolved to walk it, 
out of cheapness : but my unhappy curiosity is 
such, that I find it always my interest to take 
coach; for some odd adventure among beggars, 
ballad-singers, or the like, detains and tlirows me 
into expense. It happened so immediately ; for 
at the corner of Warwick-street, as I was listening 
to a new ballad, a ragged rasc^il, a beggar who 
knew me, came up to me, and began to turn the 
eyes of the good company upon me, by telling mo 
he was extreme poor, and should die in the street 
for want of drink; except I immediately would 
have the charity to give him sixpence to go into 
the next ale-house and saVS his life. He urged, 
with a melancholy face, that all his family had

I wondered at a set of old whimsical botanists, 
who sj)ent tliCir whole lives in the coutemjilation 
of some witliercd Egyptian, Coptic, Armenian, or 
Chinese leaves; while others made it tlieir business 
to collect, in voluminous hcrbals, all the several 
leaves of some one tree. The flowers aflhrd a most 
diverting entertainment, in a wonderful variety of 
figures, coli^.irs, nnd scents; however, most of them 
withered soon; or at best arc but annual'. Some 
professed florists make them their constant study 
and employment, and despise all fniit; nnd now 
and then a few fanciful people spend all their time 
in (he cultivation of .a single tulip, or .a carnation. 
But the most agreeable .amusement seems to be (he 
well choosing, mixing, .and binding (ogetlier these 
flowers in pleasing nosegays, to present to ladies. 
The scent of Italian (lowers is obscia’cd, like their 
other i)crfnmcs, to be too strong, and to hurt the 
brain; that of the French with glaring gaudy co- 
lours, yet faint andlanguid: German and northern 
flowers have little or no smell, or sometimes .an 
unpleasant one. The ancients Imd a secret to give 
a lasting beauty, colour, and sweetness, to some of 
their choice flowers, which flourish to this day, nnd 
which few of (he moderns can clTcct. These arc 
becoming enough and agreeable in their season, 
.and do often handsomely adorn an entertainment; 
but an ovcr-fondne=s of them seems to bo .a disease. 
It rarely happens to find a plant vigorous enough 
to liavc (like an orange-tree) at once beautiful and 
shining leaves, fragrant flowers, and delicious, nou- 
rishing fruit. ‘sin,

The author of the following letter 
carries the matter so high, as to intimate that the 
liberties of Englantl have been at the mercy of n 
prince merely as he was of this pleasant cliaracter. 

‘ Srn. SPECTATOR, 

‘ There is tio one passion which all mankind so 
naturally give into as pride, nor any other passion 
which appears in such difTerent disguises. It is to 
be found in all habits and complexions. Is it not 
a question, whethj:*r it does more harm or good in 
the world ; and if there be notsuch a! thing as what 
we may r.all a viituous and laudable pride? 

. ‘ It is this passion alone, when misapplied, that 
lajs us so open to flatterers ; and he who can agree- 
ably condescend to sooth our humour or temper, 
finds always an open avenue to our soul ; especially 
if the flatterer happen to be our superior. 

‘ One might give many instances of this in a late 
English monarch, under the title of “ The Gaieties 
of King Charles II.” This prince was by nature 
e.vtremely familiar, of very easy access, and much 
delighted to see and be seen ; and this hap|)y tem- 
per, which in the highest degree gratified his 
people’s vanity, did him more service with his lov- 
ing subjects than all his other virtues, though it 
must be confessed the had many. lie delighted; 
though a mighty king, to give and take a jest, as 
they say ; and a prince of this fortunate disposi- 
tion, who were inclined to make an ill use of his 
power, may have any thing of his people, be it 
never so much to their prejudice. But this good 
king made generally a very innocent iisc, as to the 
vtbiic, of this insnaring temper; for, it is well 
nown, he pursued pleasttre more than ambition. 
He seemed to giory in being the first man at cock- 
matches, horse-races, balls, and plays ; he appeared 
highly- delighted on those occasions, and never 
failed to warm and gladden the heart of every 
spectator. He more than once dined with his good 
citizens of London on their lord-mayor’s day, and 
did so the year that Sir Robert A'’iner was mayor. Sir 
Robert was a very loyal man, and, if you will al- 
low the expression, very fond of his sovereign ; 
but, what with the joy be felt at heart for the ho- 
nour done him by his prince, , and through the 
warmth he was in with continual toasting healths 
to the royal family', his lordship grew a little fond 
of his majesty, and entered into a familiarity not 
altogether so graceful in so public a place. The 
king understood very well howto extricate himSelf 
in all kinds of difficulties, and, with an hint to the 
company to avoid ceremony, stole otf and made 
towards his coach, which stood ready for him in 
Guildhall-yard. But the mayor liked hi§ company 
so well, and w'as grown so intimate, that he pur- 
sued him hastily, and catching him fa!st by the 
hand, cried out with a vehement oath and accent, 
“ Sir, yon shall stay and take t’other bottle.” The' 
airy monarch looked kindly at him over his shoul- 
der, and with a smile and graceful air (for I saw 
him at the time, and do now) repeated this line of 
the old song, 

“ He that Is tlnmk is as great as a king,” 

and immediately returned back and complied with 
his landlord. . 

‘ I give yon this story, Mr. Spectator, because, 
as I Said, I saw the passage ; and 1 assure you it 
is very true; and yet no common one ; and when 1 
tell you the sequel, you -will say I have a better 
reason for it. This very mayor afterwards erected 


a statue of his merry monarch in Stocks-m’avket 
and did the crow’n many and great services; .and 
it was 'owing to this humour of the king, that his 
family had so great a foitunc shut up in the exche- 
quer of their pleasant sovereign. The many good- 
natured condescensions of this prince are vulgarly 
known ; and ft is excellenlly said of him by a 
great hand + which writ his character, tliat he was 
not a king a quarter of aa hour together in his 
whole reign. He would receive visits even from 
fools and hal f ’madmen ; and at times I have met 
with people who have boxed, fought at back-sword, 
and taken poison, before King Charles II. In a 
word, lie was so pleasant a man, that no one could 
be sorrowful under his- government. This made 
him capable of baffling, with the greatest ease ima- 
ginable, all suggestions of jealousy ; and the peo- 
ple could not entertain notions of any thing ter- 
rible in him whom they saw every way agreeable. 
This scrap of the familiar part of that prince’s his- 
tory I thought fit to send jon, in compliance to the 
request you lately made to your correspondents.

I WAS lately entertaining myself with comparing 
Homer's bnlance, in which Jupiter is represented 
as weigliing the fates of Hector and Achilles, with 
a passage of Virgil, whqrein that deity is intro- 
duced as weighing the fates of Ttwnus and Alneas.

* This equestrian statue was originally made for John So- 
bieeki, King of Poland, but by some accident it had been’’ 
left on tile workman’s hands. To save time and expense, the 
Polandcr was converted Into a Britain, and the Turk under-,, 
neath his liorse into Oliver Cromwell, to complete the com- 
pliment. Unfortunately, the turban on the Turk’s head was 
overlookedfand left an undeniable proof of this story. See 
Stow’s Surv'ey, &c. ed. 1755, vol. i. p. 517. This statue, 
formed of white marble, was erected on a neat conduit, in 
1675 i but when, in 1735, the city-council fixed on- Stoclcs- 
market for the site of a house of residence for the lord-mayors 
of London, the statue was removed, to makd way for the 
Mansion-house: the first stone. of which was laid October 25, 
1739, by MicJtjah Perry, Esq. then lord-mayor. — On the 2kth 
of Mayj 1779, Robert Viner, Esq. applied to the court of 
common council to have this statue (which had been erected 
by bis ancestor) delivered to him for bis use ; and tlie court 
complied with the request.

I AM wonderfully jdeased when I meet with any 
passiige in an old Greek or Latin author, that is 
not blown upon, and which I have never met with 
in a quotation. Of this kind is a beautiful saying 
in Theognis: ‘ Vice is covered by wealtli, and vir- 
tue by poverty;’ or, to give it in the verbal trans- 
lation, ‘ Among men there are Some who have their 
vices to&cealed by wc'alth, and others who have 
their virtues concealed by poverty.' Every man's 
observation will supply him with instances of rich 
men, who have several faults and defects that are 
overlooked, if not entirely hidden, by means of 
their riches; and, I think, we cannot find a more 
natural description of a poor man, whose merits 
are lost in his poverty, than that in the words of 
the wise man: ‘ There was a little city, 'and few 
men within it; and there came a great king against 
it, and besieged it, and built great bulwarks against 
it. Now there was found in it a poor wise man, .and 
he, by his wisdom, delivered the city : yet no man 
remembered that same poor man. Then said I, 
wisdom is better than strength; nevertheless, the 
poor man’s wisdom is despised, and his words are 
not heard.’ ^ 

The middle condition seems to be the most ad- 
vantageously situated for the gaining of wisdom. 
Poverty turns our thoughts loo muth upon the sup- 
plying of our wants, and riches upon our enjoying 
superfluities; and, as Cowley has said in another 
case, ‘ It is hard for a man to keep a steady €ye 
I upon truth, who is always in a battle, or a tri- 
umph.’ 

If M'e regard poverty and wealth, as they are 
apt to produce virtues or vices in the mind of man, 
one may observe that there is a set of each of these 
growing out of poverty, quite different from' that 
which arises out of wealth. Humility and patience, 
industry and temperance, are yery often the good 
qualities of a poor man. Humanity and good- 
nature, magnanimity and a sense of honour, are as 
often tlie qualifications of the rich. On the con- 
ytrary, po\erty is apt to betray a man into envy, 
riches into arrogance; poverty is too often attended 
with fraud, vicious compliance, repining, murmur, 
and discontent. Riches expose a man to pride and 
luxury, a foolish elation of heart, and, too great a

fondness for the present world. In short, the mid- 
dle condition is most eligible to the man who would 
improve himself in virtue, as I have before shown 
it is the most advantageous for the gaining of 
knowledge. It was upon this consideration that - 
Agur founded his prayer, wliich for the wisdom of 
it is recorded in holy writ ; ‘ Two things have I 
required of thee; deny me them not before 1 die. 
Remove far from me vanity and lies ; give me 
neither poverty nor riches; feed me with food con- 
venient for me: lest I be full and deny thee, and 
say. Who is the Lord? or lest 1 be poor and steal, 
and take the name of my God in vain.’ ^ 

I siiall fill the remaining part of my paper with 
a very pretty allegory, which is wrought into a 
plaj’ by Aristophanes, the Greek comedian. It 
seems originally designed as a satire upon the rich, 
though, in some parts of it, it is, like the foregoing 
discourse, a kind of comparison between wejilth 
and poverty. 

Chremylus, who was an old and a good man, 
and withal exceeding poor, being desirous to leave 
some riches to his son, consults the oracle of Apollo 
upon the subject. The oracle bids him follow the 
first man he should see upon his going out of the 
temple. The person he chanced to see was to ap- 
pearance nn old sordid blind man ; but upon his 
following him from place to place, he at last found, 
by his own confession, that he wsis Plutus, the god 
of riches, and that he was just come out of the 
house of a miser. Plutus further told him, that 
when he was a boy, he used to declare, that as 
soon as he came to age he would distribute wealth 
to none but virtuous and just men; upon which 
Jupiter, considering the pernicious consequences 
of such a resolution, took his sight away from him, 
and left him to stroll about the world in the blind 
condition wherein Chremylus beheld him. With 
much ado Chremylus prevailed upon him to go to 
his house, where he met an old woman in a tat- 
tered raiment, who had been his guest for many 
years, and whose name was Poverty. The oild 
woman refusing to turn out so easily as he would 
have her, he threatened to banish her not only 
from his own house, but out of all Greece, if she 
made any more words upon the matter. Poverty 
on this’ occasion pleads her cause very notably, and 
represents to her old landlord, that should She be 
driven out of' the country, all their trades, arts, 
and sciences, would be driven out with her ; and 
that if every one was rich, they would never be 
supplied with those pomps, ornaments, and conve-' 
niencies of life, which made riches desirable. She 
likewise represented to him the several advantages 
which she bestowed upon her votaries in regard to 
their shape, their health, and their activity, by pre- ■ 
serving them from gouts, dropsies, unwieldiness, 
and intemperance. But whatever she had to say 
for herself, she was at last forced to troop off. 
Chremylus immediately considered how he might 
restore Plutus to his sight; and, in order to it, con- 
veyed him to the temple of iEsculapius, who was 
famous for cures and miracles of this nature. By 
this means the deity recovered his eyes, and began 
to make a right use of them, by enriching every 
one that was distinguished by piety towards the 
gods, and -justice towards men ; and at the same 
time by taking away bis gifts from the impious and 
undeserving. This produces several merry inci- 
dents, till in the last act Mercury descends with 
great complaints from the gods, tha,t since the good 
men were grown rich, they had received no sacri- 
fices; which is confirmed by a priest of J miter, 
who enters with a remc t sin ate

The Supreme 
Being has made the best arguments for his own 
existence, in the formation of the heavens and the 
earth : and these are arguments which a man of 
sense cannot forbear attending to, who is out of 
the noise and hurry of human atfairs. Aristotle 
says, that should a man live" under ground, and 
' there converse with works of art and mechanism, 
and should afterwards be brought up into the 
open daj', and see the several glories of the heaven 
and earth, he w'ould immediately pronounce them 
the works of such a being as we define God to be. 
The Psalmist lias very beautiful strokes of poetry 
to this purpose, in that exalted strain ; ‘ The hea- 
vens declare the glory of God; and the firmament 
showeth his handy work. One day telleth another; 
and one night certifieth another. There is neither 
speech nor language; but their voices are heard 
among them. Their sound is gone out into all 
lands; and their words into the ends of the worl'd.’ 
As 'such a bold and sublime manner of thinkipg 
furnishes very noble matter for an ode, the reader 
may see it w rought into the following one : 

“ The spacious firmament on high, 

With all the blue ethereal sky. 

And spangled heavens, a shining frame, 

Their great Original propl.iiin : 

Th’ unwearied sun, from day to day, 

Does his Creator’s power display. 

And publishes to every land 
The works of an almighty hand. 

Soon 03 the ev’nlng shades prevail, 

The moon takes up the wondrous tale, 

And nightly to the list’nlng eaith 
Repeats the story of her birth : 

Whilst all the stars that round her burn. 

And all the planets in their turn. 

Confirm the tidings as they roll, 

And spread the truth from pole to pole.

■\VnEN iEneas, the hero of Virgil, is lost in the 
wood, .'iiid a perfect stranger in the place on which 
he is landed, he is accosted by a lady in an habit 
for the chase. She^inquires of him, whether lie has 
seen pass by that w.iy any young woman dressed 
:is she was? w helher she were following the sport 
in the wood, or any other way employed, accord- 
ing to the custom of huntresses ? The hero aowvers 
with the respect due to Uic beautiful appearance 
she m.tde ; tells her, he saw no such person as she 
inquired for; but intimates that he knows her to 
he of the deities, and desires she would conduct a 
stranger. Her form from her first appearance ma- 
nifested she was more than mortal; but, though she 
was certainly a goddess, the poet does not make 
her known to be the goddess of beauty till she 
moved. All the charms of an agreeable person 
arc then in their highest c.xertion, every limb and 
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feature appears with its respective grace. It is 
from this observation that I cqniiot help b'eing so 
passionate an admirer as I am of good dancing *. 
As all art is an imitation of nature, this is an imi-” 
tation of nature in its highest excellence, and at a 
time when she is most agreeable. The business of 
dancing is to display beauty ; and for that reason 
all distortions and mimicries, as such, are what 
raise aversion instead of pleasure: but things' that 
arc in themselves excellent, are ever attended with 
imposture and false imitation. Thus, as in poetry, 
there arc labouring fools who write anagrams and 
acrostics, there arc pretenders in dancing, who 
think merely to do wliat others cannot, is to exceL 
Such creatures should be rewarded like him who 
had acquired a knack of throwing a grain of com 
through tlie eye of a needle, with a bushej to keep 
his liands in use. The dancers on our stages are 
very faulty in this kind; and what they mean by 
wrltliing themselves into such postures, as it wonld 
be a pain for any of the spectators to stand in, 
and yet hope to please those spectators, is unintel- 
ligible. Mr. Prince has a genius, if he were encou- 
raged, wonld prompt him to better things. In all 
the dancc.s be invents, yon see he keeps close to 
the characters he represents. He does not hope to 
please by making his performers move in a manner 
in which no one else ever did, but by motions 
proper to the characters he represents. He gives 
to clowns and lubbards clumsy graces; that is, he 
makes them practise what they w ould think graces: 
and 1 have seen dances of his, which might give 
hints that wonld be useful to a comic writer. These 
performances have pleased the taste of such as 
-have not reflection enough to know their excel- 
lence, because they ore in nature; and the dis- 
torted motions of others have offended tiiose who 
could not form reasons to themselves for thefr 
displeasure, from their being a contradiction to 
nature. 

When one considers the inexpressible advantage 
‘there is in arriving at some excellence in this art, 
it is monstrous to behold it so much neglected. 
The following letter has in it something very na- 
tural on this subject. '

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last degree of happiness which we can hope for 
here. Bad characters are dispersed abroad with 
profusion, I hope for example sake, and (as pu- 
nishments are designed by the civil power) more 
for the deterring the innocent, than the chastising 
the gailtj’. The good are less frequent, whether it 
be that there are indeed fewer originals of this 
kind to copy after, or that, through the malignity 
of our nature, we rather delight in the ridicule 
than the virtues we find in others. However, it is 
but just, as well ns pleasing, even for varict}', some- 
times to give the world a representation of the 
bright side of human nature, as well as the dark 
and gloomj'. The desire of imitation may, perhaps, 
be a greater incentive to the practice of what is 
good, than the aversion we may conceive at what 
is blameable: the one immediately directs you 
what you should do, whilst the other only shows 
you what you should avoid ; and I cannot at pre- 
sent do this with more satisfaction, than by en- 
deavouring to do some justice to the character of 
Manilius. 

It would far exceed my present design, to give 
a particular description of Manilius through all the 
parts of his excellent life. I shall now only draw 
him in his retirement, and pass over in silence the 
various arts, tlie courtly manners, and the unde- 
signing honesty, by which he attained the honours 
he has enjoyed, and which now give a dignity and 
veneration to the ease he does enjoy. 'Tis here 
that he looks back with pleasure on the waves and 
billows through which he has steered to so fair an 
haven : he is now intent upon the practice of 
every virtue, which a great knowledge and use of 
mankind has discovered to be the most useful to 
them. Thus in his private domestic employments 
he is no less glorious than in his public; for it is 
in reality a more difficult task to be conspicuons in 
a sedentary inactive life, than in one that is spent 
in hurry and business; persons engaged in the lat- 
ter, like bodies violently agitated, from the swift- 
ness of their motion have a brightness added to 
them, which often vanishes when they are at rest; 
but if it then still remain, it must be Ihe seeds of 
intrinsic worth that thus shine out without any fo- 
reign aid or assistance. 

His liberality in another might almost bear the 
name of profusion : he seems to think it laudable 
even in the excess, like that river* which most 
enriches when it overflows. But Manilius has too 
perfect a taste of the pleasure of doing good, ever 
to let it be out of his pow6r ; and for that reason 
he -will have a just economy, and a splendid fru- 
gality at home, the fountain from whence tliose 
streams should flow which he disperses abroad. 
He looks with disdain on those who propose their 
deathj as the time when they are to begin their 
munificence ; he will both see and enjoy (w hich he 
then does in the highest degree) what he bestows 
himself ; he will be the living executor of bis own 
bounty, whilst they who have the happiness to be 
within his care and patronage, at once pray for the 
continuation of his life, and their own good for- 
tune. No one is out of the reach of his obliga- 
tions; he knows how, by proper and becoming 
methods, to raise himself to a level with those of 
the highest rank; and his good-nature is a sufficient 
warrant against the want of those who arc so un- 
happy as to be in the very lowest. One may say 
©f him, as Pindar bids his muse say of Theron, 

‘ Swear, that Theron sure has sworn. 

No one near him aUould be poor. 

* The Nile, in Egypt- 


Swear that none ever had such a graceful art. 

Fortune’s fVee gifts as freely to Impart, 

With an unefivlous hand, and an unbounded heart’ ' ' 

Never did Atticus' succeed better in gaining the 
universal love and esteem of all men ; nor steer 
with more success between the extremes of two 
contending parties. ’Tis his peculiar happiness, 
that, while he espouses neither with an intemperate 
zeal, he is not only admired, but, what is a more 
rare and unusual felicity, he is beloved and ca- 
resscd’by both; and I never yet saw any person, 
of whatever age or sex, but was immediately struck 
with the merit of Manilius. There are many who 
are acceptable to some particular persons, whilst 
the rest of mankind look upon them with coolness 
and indiflerence; but he is the first whose entire 
good fortune it is, ever to please and to be pleased ; 
where he comes, to be admired; and wherever he 
is absent, to be lamented. His merit fares like 
the pictures of Raphael, which are cither seen with 
admiration by all, or at least no one dare own he 
lias'no taste for a composition which has received so 
universal an applause. Envy and malice find it 
against their interest to indulge slander and ob- 
loquy. ’Tis as hard for an enemy to detract from, 
as for a frieud to add to his praise. An attempt 
upon bis reputatioq is a sure lessening of one’s 
own; and tnerc is but one way to injure him, 
which is to refuse him his just commendations, and 
be obstinately silent. 

It is below him to catch the sight with any care 
of dress; his outward garb is but the emblem of 
his mind. It is genteel, plain, and unaffected ; he 
knows that gold and embroidery can add nothing 
to the opinion which all have of his merit, and 
that be gives a lustre to the plain^t dress, whilst 
’tis impossible the richest should -communicate any 
to him. He is still the principal figure in the room. 
He first engages your eye, as if there were some 
point of light which shone stronger upon him than 
on any otlier person. 

He puts me in mind of a story of the famous 
Bossy d’Amboise, who, at an assembly at court, 
where every one appeared with the utmost magni- 
ficence, relying upon his own superior behaviour, 
instead of adorning himself like the rest, put on 
tliat day a plain suit of clothes, and dressed all his 
servants in the most costly gay habits he could pro- 
cure. The event was, that the eyes of the whole 
court were fixed upon him; -all the rest looked 
like his attendants, while, he alone had the air of 
a person of quality and distinction. 

Like Aristippus, whatever shape or condition he 
appears in, it still sits free and easy upon him; but 
in some part of his character, ’tis true, he differs 
from him; for as he is altogether equal to the large- 
ness of his present circumstances, the rectitude of 
his judgment has so far corrected the inclinations of 
his ambition, that he will not trouble himself with 
either the desires or pursuits of any thing beyond 
his present enjoyments. 

A thousand obliging things flow from him upon 
every occasion; and they are always so just and 
natural, that it is impossible to think he was at the 
least pains to look for them. One would think it 
was the demon of good thoughts that discovered to 
him those treasures, which he must have blinded 
others from seeing, they lay so directly in their 
way. Nothing can equal the pleasure is taken in. 
hearing him speak, bnt the satisfaction one re- 
ceives in the civility and attention he pays to the 
discourse of others. His looks are a silent com- 
mendation of what is good and praise-worthy, and ' 
a secret reproof to what is licentious and extrava-

It has as much surprised me as any thing in na- 
ture, to have it frequently said, that he was not a 
good player : but that must be owing to a partia- 
lity for former actoi s in the parts in which he suo- 

■ needed them, and judging by comparison of what 
was liked before, rather than by the nature of the 
thing. When a man of his wit and smartness could 
put on an utter absence of common sense in hit 
face, as he did in the character of Bulfinch in the 
Northern Lass, and an air of insipid cunning and 
vivacity in the character of Pounce in the Tender 
Husband, it is folly to dispute his capacity and 
(uccess as he was an actor.. 

Poor Eastcourtl let the vain and proud be at 
rest, thou wilt no more disturb their admiration of 
their dear selves; and thou art no longer to drudge , 
in raising the mirth of stupids, who know nothing 
of thy merit, for tliy maintenance. 

It is natural for the generality of mankind to 
run into reflections upon our mortality, when dis- 
turbers of the world are laid at rest, but to take 
no notice when they who can please and divert 
are pulled from us. But for iny part, I cannot 
but think the loss of such talents as the man of 
whom I am speaking was master of, a more me- 
lancholy instance of mortality than the dissolution 
of persons of never so high characters in the world, 
whose pretensions were that they were noisy and 
mischievous. 

But I must grow more succinct, and, as a Spec- 
tator, give an account of this extraordinary man, 
who, in bis way, never had an equal in any age 
before him, or in that wherein he lived. I speak 
of him as a companion, and a man qualified for 
conversation. His fortune exposed him to an ob- 
sequiousness towards the worst sort of company, 
but his excellent qualities rendered him capable 
of making the best figure in the most refined. I 
have been present with him among men of the 

■ most delicate taste a whole night, and have known 
him (for he saw it was desired) keep the discourse 
to himself the most part of it, and maintain his 
good-humour with a countenance in a language so 
delightful, without offence to any person or thing 
upon earth, still preserving the distance his cir- 
cumstances obliged him to ; I say, I have seen him 
do all this in such a charming manner, that 1 am 
sure none of those i hint at will read this, without 
giving him some sorrow for their abundant mirth, 
and one gush of tears for so many hursts of laughter. 

I wish it were any honour to the pleasant crea- 
ture’s memory, that my eyes are too much buffused 
to let me go on

To detraot from other men, and turn tUcir dijadvantages 
to our own profit, Is more contrary to nature, than death, 
poverty, or grief, or any tiling which can affect our 
oodles, or external circumstances. 

AM persuaded there are few men of generous 
ytnciplcs, who would seek after great places, 
■lire it not rather to have an opportunity in their 


hands of obliging their particular friends, or those 
whom they look upon as men of worth, than to 
procure wealth and honour for themselves. To an 
honest mind the best perquisites of a place are tho 
advantages it gives a man of doing good. 

Those who are under the great officers of state, 
and are the instruments by which they act, have 
more frequent opportunities for the exercise of 
compassion and benevolence, than their superiors 
themselves. These men know every little case that 
is to come before the great man, and if they are 
possessed with honest minds, will consider poverty 
as a recommendation in the person who applies 
himself to them, and make the justice of his cause 
the most powerful solicitor in hb behalf. A man 
of this temper, when he is in a post of business, be- 
comes a blessing to the public. 'He patronises the 
orphan and the widow, assists the friendless, and 
guides the ignorant. He does not reject the per- 
son’s pretensions, who does not know how tb ex- 
plain them, or refuse doing a good office for a 
man because he cannot pay the fee of it. fn short, 
though hfe regulates himself in all his proceedings 
by justice and equity, he finds a thousand occa- 
sions for all the good-natured offices of generosity 
and compassion. 

A man is unfit for such a place of trust, who is 
of a sour untractable nature, or has auy other pas- 
sion that makes him uneasy to those who approach 
him. Roughness of temper is apt to discounte- 
nance the timorous or modest. The proud man dis- 
courages those from apprbaching him, who are of 
a mean condition, and who most want his assist- 
ance. The Impatient man will not give himself 
time to be informed of the matter that lies before 
him. An officer, with one or more of these unbe- 
coming qualities, is sometimes looked upon os a 
proper person to keep off impertinence and soli- 
citation from his superior; and tliis is a kind of 
merit, that can never atone for the injustice which 
may very often arise from it. 

There are two other vicious qualities, which 
render a man very unfit'for such a place of trust. 
The first of these is a dilatory temper, which com- 
mits innumerable cruelties without design. The 
ma.vim wliich several have laid down for a man’s 
conduct in ordinary life, should be inviolable with 
a man in office, never to think of doing that to- 
morrow' which may be done to-day. A man who 
defers doing what ought to be done, is guilty of 
injustice so long as he defers it. The dispatch of 
a good office is very often as beneficial to the soli- 
citor as the good office itself. In short, if a man 
compared the inconveniences which another suf- 
fers by his delays, with the trifling motives and 
advantages which he himself may reap by such a 
delay, he would never be guilty of a fault which 
very often docs an irreparable prejudice to the 
person who depends upon him, and which might 
be remedied with little trouble to himself. 

But in the last place there is no man so improper 
to be employed in business, as he who is in any 
degree capable of corruption; and such an one is 
the man who, upon any pretence whatsoever, re- 
ceives more than what is the stated and unques- 
tionci) fee of his office. Gratifications, tokens of 
thankfulness, dispatch money, and the like specious 
terms, arc the pretences under w hich corruption vciy 
frequently sliclters itself. An honest man will how- 
ever look on all these methods as unjustifiable, and 
will 'enjoy himself better in a moderate fortune 
that is gained with honour and reputation, than in 
an overgrown estate ' <kcrc'* he ac-

EUHIPID. 

The wise ■with hope support the pains of life. 

The time present seldom affords sulHcient employ- 
ment to the mind of man. Objects of pain or 
pleasure, love or. admiration, do not Jic thick 
enough together in life to keep the soUl in con- 
stant action, and supply an immediate exercise to 
its faculties. In order, therefore, to remedy this 
defect, tliat the mind may not want business, but 
always have raateriali for thinking, she is endowed 
with certain powers, that can recal what b passed, 
Jind anticipate what is to come. 

That wonderful facplty, which we call the me- 
mory, b perpetually looking back, when we have 
nothing present to entertain us. It is like those 
repositories in several animals that are filled with 
stores of their former food, on which they may 
ruminate when their present pasture fails. 

As the memory relieves the mind in her vacant 
moments, and prevents any chasms of thought by 
ideas of what is past, we have other faculties that 
agitate and employ her upon what b to come. 
These are the passions of hope and fear. 

'By these two passions we reach fofward info fu- 
turity, and bring up to our present thoughts ob- 
jects that lie hid in the remotest depths of time. 
We suffer misery, and enjoy happiness, before tliey 
are in being j we can set the sun and stars forward, 
or lose sight of them by wandering into those re- 
tired parts of eternity, when the heavens and earth 
shall be no more. 

By the way, who can imagine that the existence 
of a creature is to be circumscribed by time, 
whose thoughts are not? Jlnt I shall, in this paper, 
confine myself to that particular passion which 
goes by the name of Hope. 

Our actual enjoyments are so few and transient, 
that man would be a very miserable being, were 
he not endowed with this passion, which gives him 
a taste of those good things that may possibly come 
into his possession. ‘ We should hope for every 
thing tliat is good,’ says the old poet Linus, ‘ be- 
cause there is nothing which may not he hoped for, 
and notliing but what the gods are able to give us.’ 
Hope quickens all the still parts of life, and keeps 
the mind awake in her roost remiss and indolent 
hours. It gives habitual serenity and good hu- 


mour. It is altind of vital heat in the soul, that 
cheers and gladdens her, when she docs not attend 
to it. It makes pain easy, and labour pleasant. 

Beside these several advantages w'hich rise from 
hope, there is another which is none of the least, 
and that is, its great efficacy in preserving us from 
setting too high a value on present enjoyments. 
The saying of Ctesar is very well known. When 
he had given away all hb estate in gratuities 
-amongst his friends, one of them asked what he 
had left for himself;' to which that great man re- 
plied, ‘ Hope.’ His natural magnanimity hinder- 
ed him from prizing, what he was certainly pos- 
sessed ofj and turned all ,hi3 thoughte upon some- 
thing more valuable than he had in view. I ques- 
tion not but ’every reader will draw a moral from 
this story, and apply it to himself without my direc- 
tion. 

The old story of "Pandora’s box (w'hich many of 
the learned believe was formed among the heathens 
upon the tradition of the fall of man) shows us 
how deplorable a state they thought the. present 
life, without hope. To set forth the utmost con- 
dition of misery, they tell us, that our forefather, 
according to the pagan theology, had a greatr vessel 
presented him by Pandora. Upon his lifting up 
the lid of it, says the fable, there flew out all thd 
calamities and distempers incident to men, from 
which, till that time, they had been altogether 
exempt. Hope, who had been inclosed in the cUp 
with BO much bad company, instead of flying off 
with the rest, stuck so close to the lid of it, that it 
was shut down npon her. 

I shall make but two reflections upon what^ 
have hitherto said. First, that no kind of life is 
so' happy as that which is full of hope, especially 
when the hope is yvell grounded, and when the ob- 
ject of it is of an exalted kind, and in its nature 
proper to make the person happy who enjoys it. 
This proppsitioD must be very evident to those who 
consider how few are the present enjoyments of 
the most happy man, and how insufficient to give 
him an entire satisfaction and acquiescence in them. 

My next observation is this, that a religious life 
is tliat which most abounds 'in a well-grounded 
hope, and such an one as is fixed on objects that 
are capable of making us entirely happy. This 
hope in a religious man b much more sure and cer- 
tain than the hope of any temporal blessing, as it is 
strengthened not only by reason, but by faith. It' 
has at the same time its eye perpetually fixed on that 
state, which implies in the verjrootion of it the 
most full and the most complete happiness. 

I have before shown how the influence of hope 
in general sweetens life, and makes our present 
condition supportable, if not pleasing; but a reli- 
gious hope has still greater advantages. It does 
not only bear up the mind under her sufferings, 
but makes her rejoice in them, as they may be the 
instruments of procuring her the great and ultimate 
end of all her hope. 

Religious hope has likewise this advantage above 
any other kind of hope, that it is able to revive 
the dying man, and to fill his taind not only with 
secret comfort and refreshment, but sometimes with 
rapture and transport. He triumphs in his ago- 
nies, whilst the soul' springs forward with delight 
to the great object which she has always had in 
view, and leaves the body with an expectation of 
being re-united to her in a glorious and joyful re- 
surrection. 

I shall conclude this essay with those emblema- 
tical expressions of a lively hope, which the 
psalmist made use of in the midst of those dangers

To the sight we owe not 
only all the discoveries of philosophy, but all the 
divine imagery of poetry that transports the intel- 
ligent reader of Homer, Milton, and Virgil. 

‘ As the sight has polished the world, so does it 
supply us with the most grateful and lasting plea- 
sure. Let love, let friendship, paternal affection, 
filial piety, and conjugal duty, declare the joys 
the sight bestows on a meeting after absence. But 
it would be endless to enumerate all the pleasures 
and advantages pf sight ; every one that has it, 
every hour he makes use of it, finds them, feels 
them, enjoys them. 

‘ Thus, as our greatest pleasures and knowledge 
are detived from the sight, so has Providence been 
more curious in the formation of its seat, the eye, 
than of the organs of the other senses. That stu- 
pendous machine is composed in a wonderful man- 
ner of muscles, membranes, and humours. Its mo- 
tions are admirably directed by the muscles ; the 
perspicuity of the humours transmit the rays of 
light ; the rays are regularly refracted by their fi- 
gure, the black lining of the scelerotes effectually 
prevents their being confounded by reflection. It 
is wonderful indeed to consider how many objects 
the eye is fitted to take in at once, and successively 
in an instant, and at the same time, to make a 
judgment of their position, figure, or colour. It 
watches against our dangers, guides our steps, and 
lets in all the visible objects, whose beauty and

* The enjoyment of sight then being so great a 
■blessing, and the loss of it so terrible an evil, how 
excellent and valuable is the skill of that artist 
which can restore the former, and redress the lat- 
ter ? My frequent perusal of the advertisements in 
the public newspapers (generally the most agree- 


able entertainment they afford) has presented me' 
with many and varions benefits of this kind done 
to my countrymen by that skilful' artist Dr. Grant, 
her majesty’s oculist extraordinary, whose happy- 
hand has brought and restored to sight several hun- 
dreds in less than four years. Many have received 
sight by his means who came blind from their mo- 
ther’s womb, as in the famous instance of Jones of 
Newington.

‘ I AM now in the country, and employ most of 
my time in reading, or thinking upon what I have 
read.

This my way of 
life I know would subject me to the imputation 
of a morose, covetous, and singular fellow. These 
and all other bard words, with all manner of in- 
sipid jests, and all other reproach, would be matter 
of mirth to me and my friends ; besides I M'onld 
destroy the application of tlie epithets morose and 
covetous, by a yearly relief of my undeservedly

By this means, when a 
stranger walks with me, he is surprised to see seve- 
ral large spots of ground covered with ten thou- 
sand different colours, nnd has often singled out' 
flowers that he might have met with under a-com- 
raon hedge, in a field, or in a meadow, as some 
of the greatest beauties of the place. The only 
method 1 obse?ve in this particular, is, to range in 
the same quarter the pioducts of the same season, 
that they may make their -appearance together, 
and compose a picture of the greatest variety. 
There is the same irregularity in my plantations, 
which run into as great a wildness a? their natures 
will permit- I take in none that do not naturally 
rejoice in the soil ; and am pleased, when I am 
walking in a labyrinth of my own raising, not to 
know whether the next tree 1 shall meet with is an 
apple, or an oak, an elm, or a pear-tree. My 
kitchen has likewise it's particular quarters as- 
signed it ; for, besides tbe wholesome luxury which 
that place abounds with, I have always thought a 
kitchen garden a more pleasant sight than the finest 
orangery or artificial green-house. 1 love to see 
every thing in its perfection ; and am more pleased 
to survey myrows of coleworts and cabbages, witli 
a thousand nameless pot-herbs, springing up in their 
full fragrancy and verdure, than to see the tender 
plants of foreign countries kept alive by artificial 
heats, or withering in an air and soil that are not 
adapted to them. .1 must not omit, that there is’a 
fountain rising in the upper part of my gaMeu' 
which forms a little wandering rill, and administers 
^o the pleasure as well as the plenty of the place 
I have BO condtfeted it, that It visits most of my 
plantations ; and have taken particular care to let 
it run in the same planner as it would do in an

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men, tlre--womeD, and a number of other trades, 
Trliich -would be useless in a simple state of nature, 
draw their subsistence; though it is seldom seen 
that such as these are extremely rich, because their 
original fault of being founded upon -vanity keeps 
them poor by the light inconstancy of its nature. 
Tile variableness of fashion txums the stream of 
business, which flows from it, now into one chan- 
nel, and anon into another ; so that the different 
sets of people sink or flourish in their turns by it. 

‘ From the shops we retired to the tavern, where 
I found my friend express so much satisfaction for 
the bargains he had made, that my moral reflec- 
tions (if I had told them) might have passed for a 
reproof ; so I chose rather to fall in with him, and 
let the discourse run upon the use of fashions. 

‘ Hcrciwe remembered how much man is govern- 
ed by his senses, how livelily he is struck by the ob- 
jects which appear to him in an agreeable man- 
ner, how much clothes contribute to make us 
agreeable objects, and how much we owe it to 
ourselves that we should ajipear so 

‘We considered man as belonging to societies ; 
societies aS formed of different ranks distinguished 
by habits, that alt proper duty or respect might 
attend their appearance. 

* We took notice of several advantages which 
are met with in the occurrences of conversation ; 
bow the bashful man has been sometimes so raised, 
as to express himself with an air of freedom, 
when he imagines that his habit introduces him to 
company with a becoming manner ; and again, how 
a fool in fine clothes shall be suddenly heard with 
attention, till he has betrayed himself ; whereas a 
man of sense, appearing with a dress of negli- 
gence, .shall be but coldly received, till he be 
proved by time, and established in a character. 
Such things as these we could recollect to have 
happened -to our own knowledge so very' often, 
that we concluded the author + had his reasons, 
who advises his son to go in dress rather above his 
fortune than under if. 

‘ At last the subject seemed so considerable, that 
it was proposed to have a repository built for fa- 
shions, as there are chambers for medals and other 
rarities. The building may be shaped as that 
which stands among the pyramids, in the form of a 
woman’s head This may be raised upon pillars 
whose ornaments shall bear a just relation to the 
design. Thus there may be .an imitation of fringe 
carved in the base, a sort of appearance of lace in 
the frieze, and a representation of curling locks, 
with bows of ribbon sloping over them, may fill 
up the work of the cornish. The inside may be 
divided into two apartments appropriated to e.ach 
sex. The apartments may be fill^ with shelves, 
on which boxes are to stand as regularly as books 
in a librarj’. These are to have folding-doors, 
which, being opened, you are to behold a baby ^ 
dressed out in some fashion which has flourished, 
and standing upon a pedestal, where the time of 
its reign is marked down. For its further regula- 
tion, let it be ordered, tliat every one who invents 
a fashion shall bring in his box, whose front he may 
at pleasure have either worked or painted -with 
some amorous or gay device, that, like books with 
gilded leaves and covers, it may the sooner draw 
the eyes of the beholders. And to tlie end that 
these may be preserved with all due care, let there

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be a keeper appointed, who shall be a gentleman 
qualified with a competent knowledge in clothes; 
BO that by this means the place will be a ’comfort- 
able support for some beau who has spent his estate 
in dressing. 

‘ The reasons offered, by which we expected 
to gain the approbation of the public, were as 
follows : 

‘ First, That every one who is eonsiderable 
enough to be a mode, and has any imperfection of 
nature or chance, which it is possible to hide by 
the advantage of clothes, may, by coming to this 
repository, be furnished herself, and furnish all 
who are under the same misfortune, with the most 
agreeable manner of concealing it; and that, on 
the other side, every one, who has any beauty in 
face or shape, may also be furnished with the 
most agreeable manner of showing it. 

‘ Secondly, That whereas some of our young 
gentlemen, who travel, give us great reason to 
suspect that they only go abroad to make or im- 
prove a fancy for dress, a project of this nature 
may be a means to keep them at home, which is 
in effect the keeping of so much money in the 
kingdom. And perhaps the balance -of fashion in 
Europe, which now leans upon the side of France, 
may be so altered for the future, that it may be- 
come as common with Frenchmen to come to 
England for their finishing stroke of breeding, 
as it has been for Englishmen to go to France 
for it. 

‘ Thirdly, Whereas several great scholars, who 
might have been otherwise useful to the world; 
h.ave spent their time in studying to describe the 
dresses of the ancients from dark hints, which they 
are fain to interpret and support with much learn- 
ing; it will from henceforth happen, that they 
shall be freed from the trouble, and the world from- 
useless volumes. This project will be a registry, 
to which posterity may have recourse, for the 
clearing such obscure passages as tend that way in 
authors ; .and therefore we shall not for the future 
submit ourselves to the learning of etymology, 
which might persuade the age to come, that the 
farthingale was worn for cheapness, or the furbe- 
low for warmth. 

‘ Fourthly, Whereas they, who are old them- 
selves, have often a way of railing at the extrava- 
gance of youth, and the whole age in which their 
children live ; it is hoped that this ill-humour will be 
much suppressed, when we can have recourse to 
the fashions of their times, produce them in our 
vindication, and be able to show, tiiat it might 
have been as expensive in Queen Elizabeth’s time 
only to wash and quill a ruff, as it is now to buy 
cravats or neck handkerchiefs. 

‘We desire also to have it taken notice of, that 
because we would show a particular respect to fo- 
reigners, -which may induce them to perfect their 
breeding here in a knowledge which is very proper 
for pretty gentlemen, we have conceived tire motto 
for the house in the learned language. There is to 
be a picture over the door, -with a looking-glass 
and a dressing chair in the middle of it : then on 
one side are to be seen, above one another, patch- 
boxes, pin-cushions, and little bottles; on the 
other powder-bags, puffs, combs, and briishe? ; 
beyond these, swords with fine knots, whose points 
are hidden, and fans almo.st closed, with the 
handles downward, are to stand Out interchange- 
ably from the sides, till they meet at the top, and 
form a semicircle over the rest of the figures ; be- 
neath all, the writing is to run in this prettv ""d- 
ing manner:

cond husband, while her first was yet living. The 
first husband, who rvas supposed to have been dead, 
returning to his house after a long absence, raises 
a noble perplexity for the tragic part of the play. 
In the meanwhile, the nurse and the porter con- 
ferring ujion the diflicultics that would ensue in 
such a case, honest Samson thinks the matter may 
be easily decided, and solves it very judiciously by 
the old proverb, that, if Iiis master be still living, 
‘ the man must have his marc again.’ There is 
nothing in my time which has so much surprised 
and confounded the greatest part of my honest 
countrymen, as the present controversy between 
Count Rechteren and hfonsicur Mcsnngcr, which 
cmplojs the wise heads of so many nations, and 
holds all the alTairs of Europe in suspense. 

Upon my going into a colTcc-housc yesterday, 
and lending an car to the next table, which was 
encompassed with a circle of inferior politicians, 
one of them, after having read over the news very 
attentively, broke out into the following remarks; 
‘ I am afraid,’ says he, ‘ this unhappy rupture be- 
tween the footmen alUtrccht wilt retard the peace 
of Christendom. I wish tlie pope maj' not be at 
the bottom of it. Ilis holiness has a very good 
hand at fomenting a division, ns the poor Swiss 
cantons have lately experienced to their cost. If 
Monsieur \Vhat-d‘jc-catl-liim's domestics wilt not 
come to an accommodation, I do not know how 
the quarrel can be ended but by a religious war.’ 

‘ AVhy, truly,’ says a wiseacre that sat by him, 
‘ were i as the king of France, I would scorn to 
take part with tlic footmen of either side: here’s 
all the business of Europe stands still, because 
Monsieur Mesnager’s man has had his head broke. 
If- Count Rcctrum * had given them a i)ot of ale 
after it, all would have been wfll, without any of 
this bustle; but they say he’s a warm man, and 
docs not care to be made mouths at.’ 

Upon this, one that had held his tongue hitherto, 
began to exert himself; declaring, that he was very 
well pleased tlic plenipotentiaries of our Christian 
princes took this matter into their serious consi- 
deration ; for that lackey's were never so saucy 
and pragmatical ns they are now-a-days, and that 
hc'should be glad to see. them taken down in the 
treaty of peace, if it might be done without pre- 
judice to the public affairs. 

One who sat at the other end of the table, and 
seemed to be in the interest of the French king, 
told them, th.at they did not take the matter right, 
for that his most Christian majesty did not resent 
this matter because it was an injury done to hlon- 
sieur Mesnager’s footmen; ‘ for,’ says he, what are 
Monsieur Mesnager’s footmen to him ? but because 
it was done to his subjects. Now,’ says he, ‘ let 
me tell you, it w'ould look very odd for a subject 
of France to have a bloody nose, and his sovereign 
not to take notice of it. lie is obliged in honour 
to defend his people against hostilities; and, if the 
Dutch will be so insolent to a crowned head as, in 
any wise, to cuff or kick those who are under his 
protection, I think he is in the right to call them 
to an account for it,’ 

This distinction set the controversy upon a new 
foot, and seemed to be very well approved by most 
that heard it, until a little warm fellow, who had 
declared, himself a friend to the house of Austria, 
fell most unmercifully upon his Gallic majesty, as 
encouraging his subjects to make mouths at their 
betters, and afterwards screening them from the 
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punishment that was due to their insolence. To 
which he added, that the French nation was so 
addicted to grimace, that, if tliere was not a stop 
put to it at the general congress, there would be 
no walking the streets for them in a lime of peace, 
especially if they continued masters of the West 
Indies. The little man proceeded with a great 
dc.al of warmth, declaring (hat, if the allies were 
of his mind, he would oblige tlic French king to 
burn his gallics, and tolerate the protestant reli- 
gion in his dominions, before he would slicatli his 
sword, lie concluded with calling Monsieur Mes- 
nager an insignifirunt prig. 

The dis])U(c was now growing very w'arm, and 
one does not know wlierc it w'oiild have ended, 
hnd not a young man of about onc-and-twenty', 
who .seems to have been brought up w'ith an eye to 
the law, l.akcn the debate into his hand, and given 
it as bis opinion, that neither Count Rechteren nor 
Monsieur Mesnager had behaved themselves right 
in (his affair. ‘ Count Rechteren,’ says he, ‘ should 
Imvc mndc affidavit that his servants had been 
nlfrontcd, and then Monsieur Mesnager wonld have 
done him justice, by taking away their liveries 
from them, or some other way that he might have 
thought tlic most proper; for, let me tell you, if .a 
man makes a mouth at me, I am not to knock the 
teeth out of it for liis pains. Then again, us for 
Monsieur Mesnager, upon his servants being beaten, 
why, he might have liad his action of assault and 
batterv. But as the case now' stands, if you will 
have my opinion^ 1 think they ought to bring it to 
le forces.’ 

I heard a great deal more of this conference, 
but I must confcBs with little etlificntion ; for all I 
could learn at lust from tlicsc honest gentlemen 
was, that the matter in debnte was of too hlgli a 
nature for such heads as thciis, or mine, to com- 
prehend.

The Ttry detcriptlon af thb folly, U ordhary 
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life, is sufficient to expose it; but, Trlien it appears 
in a pomp nnd dignity of style, it is very apt to 
amuse and terrify the mind of the reader. Hero- 
dotus and Plutarch very often apply their judg- 
ments as impertinently as the old nomnn I have 
before mentioned, though their manner of relating 
them makes the folly itself appear venerable. In- 
deed, most historians, as well Christian as pagan, 
have fallen into tliis idle superstition, and spoken 
of ill success, unforeseen disasters, and terrible 
events, as if they had been let into the secrets of 
Providence, and made acquainted with that pri- 
vate conduct by which the world is governed. One 
would think several of our own historians in par- 
ticular had many revelations of this kind made to 
them. Our old English monks seldom let any of 
their kings depart in peace, who had endeavoured 
to diminish the power or wealth of which tlie eccle- 
siastics were in those times possessed. William the 
Conqueror’s race generally found their Judgments 
in the New Forest, where their father had pulled 
down churches and monasteries. In short, read 
one of the chronicles written by an author of this 
frame of mind, and yon would think you were 
rending an history of tlie kings of Israel or Judah, 
where the historians were actually inspiredj and 
where, by a particular scheme of, Providence, the 
kings were distinguished by. judgments, or bless- 
ings, according as they promoted idolatry, or the 
•worship of the true God. 

I cannot but look upon this manner of judging 
upon misfortunes, not only to be very imcharitable 
in regard to the person whom they befal, but very 
presumptuous in regard to Him who is supposed to 
inflict -them. It is a strong argumeut for a state 
of retribution hereafter, that in this world virtuous 
persons arc very often unfortunate, and vicious 
persons prosperous; which is wholly repugnant to 
the nature of a Being who appears infinitely wise 
and good in all his works, unless we may suppose 
that such a promiscuous and undistinguishing dis- 
tribution of good and evil, which was necessary 
for carrying on the designs of Providence in this 
life, will be rectified, and made amends for in an-, 
other. W'^c are not therefore to expect that fire 
should fall from heaven in the ordinary course of 
prpvidcnce; nor when we see triumphant guilt, or 
depressed virtue in particular persons, that Omni- 
potence will make bare .bis holy arm iu the de- 
fence of the one, or punishment of the other. It 
is snffiefent that there is a day set apart tor the 
hearing and -requiting of both, according to their 
respective merits. 

• The folly of ascribing temporal judgments to any 
particular crimes, may appear from several consi- 
.derntions. I shall only mention two. First, that, 
generally speaking, there is no calamity or afflic- 
tion, which is supposed to have happened ns a_ 
judgment to a vicious man, which docs not some- 
times happen to men of approved religion and 
virtue. When Diagoras, the atlieist, was on board 
one of tlie Athenian ships, there arose a very vio- 
lent tempest : upon which the mariners fold him, 
.that it was a just judgment upon them for having 
taken so impious a man on board. Diagoras begged 
them to look upon the rest of the ships that were 
in the same distress, and asked them wlicther or no 
"Diagoras was on board every vessel in tlie fleet. 
We arc all involved in the same calamities, and 
eubjcct to the same accidents: and, «hcn we see 
any one of the species under any particular op- 
pression, wc should look upon it as arising from the 
common lot of human nature, rather than from ihe 
guilt of the person who suffers. 


Another consideration, that may check onr pre" 
sumption in putting such a construction upon a 
misfortune, is this, that it is impossible for us to 
know what are calamities, and what are blessings. 
How many accidents have passed for misfortunes, 
which have turned to the welfare add. prosperity 
of the persons in whose lot they have fallen ! How 
many disappointments have, in their consequences, 
saved a man from min ! If we could look into the 
effects of every thing, we might be allowed to 
pronounce boldly upon blessings and judgments; 
but for a man to give his opinion of what he secs 
but iu pari, and in his begiiinings, is an unjusti- 
fiable piece of rashness and folly. The story of 
Biton and Clitobus, which was in great reputation 
among the heathens (for we see it quoted by all 
(he ancient authors, both Greek and Latin, who 
have Avritten upon the immortality of the soul), 
may teach us a caution in this matter. These two 
brothers, being tlie sons of a lady who was priestess 
to Juno, drew their motiier's chariot to the temple 
at the time of a great solemnity, the persons being 
absent who by their office were to have drawn her 
chariot on that occasion. The mother was so trans- 
ported with this instance of filial duty, that she 
petitioned her goddess to bestow upon them the 
greatest gift that could be given to men; upon 
which they were both cast into a deep sleep, and 
the -next morning found dead in the temple. This 
was such an event, as would have been constmed 
into a judgment, had it liappencd to the two bro- 
thers after an act of disobedience, and would 
doubtless have been represented as such by any an- 
cient historian who had given us an account of it.

‘ Of all the young fellows wlio are in their pro- 
gress through any profession, none seem to have so 
good a title to the protection of the men of emi- 
nence in it, as the modest man ; not so lunch be- 
cause his modesty is a certain indication of his 
merit, ns because it is a certain obstacle to the pro- 
ducing of it. Note, as of all professions this virtue 
is thought to be more particularly unnecessary in 
that of the law than in any otlier, I shall only apply 
myself to the relief of such who follow this pro- 
fession with this disadvantage. What aggravates 
the matter is, that those persons who, the better to 
prepare themselves for this study, have made some 
progress in others, have, by addicting themselves to 
letters, increased their natural modesty, and con- 
scqueiuly Iieightcncd the obstruction to this sort of 
preferment; so that every one of these may empha- 
tically be said to be sucli a one .is “ labnurcth and 
taketh pains, and is still the more behind.” It may- 
be a matter worth discussing tlien,\\hy that, whirli 
made a youth so amiable to the ancients, should 
make him appear so ridiculous to the moderns?

Vinimira, she turns her head another way, and 
the answer is made to the dear Uxander. If 
you tell a merry talc, the application is still di- 
rected to her dear; and when she should commend 
you, she says to liim, ns if he had spoke it, * That 
is, my dear, so pretty.’ — ^This' puts me in mind of 
what I have somewhere read in the admired me- 
moirs of the famous Cervantes; 'where, while ho- 
nest Sancho Pnn(;n is putting some necessary hum- 
ble question concerning; Rozinantc, his supper, or 
his lodging, the knight of the sorrowful countenance 
is ever improving the harmless lowly hints of his 
’squire to the poetical conceit, rapture, and flight, 
in contemplation of the dear Diilclnea of his aflcc- 
tions. « 

On the other side, Dictamnus and Moria are ever 
tquabbling; and you may observe them, alt the 
time they arc in company, in a state of impatience. 
As Uxander and Viramira wish you all gone, that 
they may be .at freedom for dalliance: Dictamnus 
and Morin wait your absence, that they may spc.ak 
llieir harsh interpretations on each other’s words 
and actions during the time you were witli them. 

It is certain tliat the greater part of the evils 
attending this condition of life arises from fashion. 
Prejudice in this case is turned the wrong way ; 
and, inste.ad of expecting more happiiicsj timn we 
shall meet with in it, we arc lauglied into a pre- 
possession that we shall be disappointed if we 
hope for lasting satisfactions. 

With .all persons who have made good sense the 
rule of action, marriage is described as the state 
capable of the Iiighcst human felicity. Tully has 
epistles full of aflcctionatc pleasure, when he writes 
to his wife, or speaks of his children. But, above 
nil the hints of this kind I have met with in writers 
of ancient date, I am pleased with an epigram of 
Marti.al, in honour of the beauty of Ids wife Cleo- 
patra. Commentators say it w.ns written the day- 
after his wedding-night. When his spouse was re- 
tired to the bathing-room in the heat of the day, 
he, it seems, came in upon her when she was just 
going into the water. To her beauty and carriage 
on this occasion we owe the following epigram, 
which I showed my' friend Will Honeycomb in 
French, who has translated it as follows, without 
understanding the original. I expect it will please 
the English better than the Latin reader; 

‘ when my bright consort, now nor wife nor maid, y 
Asham’d and ^^'anton, of embrace afraid, > 

Fled to the streams, the streams ray fair betray’d ; j 
To my fond eyes sbe all transparent stood ; 

She blush’d j I smil’d at the slight-covering flood. 

Thus through tlie glass the lovely lily glows ; 

Thus through the ambient gem shines forth the rose. 

I saw new charms, and plung’d to seize my store, 

Kisses I snatch’d — the waves prevented more.’ 

My friend would not allow that this luscious ac- 
count could be given of a wife, and therefore used 
the word consort; which, he learnedly said, would 
serve for a mistress as well, and give a more gen- 
tlemanly turn to the epigram. But, under favour 
of him, and all other such fine gentlemen, I cannot 
' be persuaded but that the passion a bridegroom 
has for a virtuous young woman, will, by little and 
little, grow into friendship, and then it is ascended 
to a higher pleasure than it v/as in its first fervour. 
Without this happens, he is a very unfortunate man 
who has entered into this state, and left the habi- 
tudes of life he might have enjoyed with a faithful 
friend. But when the ,wlfe proves capable of fill- 
ing serious as well as joyous hours, she brings hap- 
piness unknown to friendship itself. Spenser 


speaks of each kind of lovd with great jnstice, and 
attributes the highest praise to friendship ; and in- 
deed there is no disputing that point, but by making 
that -friendship take place between two married 
persons; ' 

‘ Ilnrd is the doubt, and difBcult to deem. 

When all three kinds of love together meet. 

And do dispart the heart with power extreme, 

Whetlier shall weigh tlie balance down ; to wit. 

The dear affection unto kindred sweet. 

Or raging fire of love to womankind, 

Or zeal of friends combin’d by virtues meet i 
But of tliem all, the band of virtuous mind 
Metbinks the gentle heart should most assured bind. 

‘ For natural affection soon doth cease. 

And quenched Is with Cupid’s greater flame 1 
But faithful frlsndshlp doth them both suppress.

A just reverse of fortune on him waits. 

It is common wilb me to nin from book to book, 
to exercise my mind with many objects, and qua- 
lify myself for my daily labours. After an hour 
spent in this loitering way of reading, something 
will remain to be food to the imagination. The 
writings tliat please me most on such occasions are 
stories, for the truth of which there fs good au- 
thority. The mind of man is naturally a lover of 
justice 5 and when we rend a story wherein a cri- 
minal is overtaken, in whom there is no quality 
which is the object of pity, the soul enjoys a cer- 
tain revenge for the oflence done to its nature, in 
the -wicked actions committed in the preceding 
part of the history. This will be better understood 
by the render from the following narration itself, 
than from any thing which I can say to intro- 
duce It. 

"When Charles, Duke of Burgundy, snmamed the 
Bold, reigned over spacious dominions now swal- 
lowed up by the power of France, he heaped 
many favours and honours upon Claudius Rhyn- 
sault, a German, who had served' him in his war* 
against the injnlts of h'ls neighbours. A great part 
of Zealand -was at that time in subjection to that 
dukedom. The prince himself was a person of 
singular humanity and justice. Rbynsault, with no 
other real quality than courage, had dissimulation 
enough to pass upon his generous and unsnspicioui 
master for a person of blunt honesty and fidelity, 
without any vice that could bias him from the 
execution of justice. His highness, prepossessed 
to his advantage, .npon the decease of the governor 
of his chief town of Zealand, gave Rhynsault that 
command. He was not long seated in dmt govern- 
ment, before be cast, his -eyes upon Sapphira, a 
woman of exquisite beauty, the wife of Paul Dan- 
velt, a wealthy merchant of the city under his pro- 
tection and government. Rhynsault was a man

Levity of behaviour is tlie bane of all that is good and 
virtuous. 

‘ DEATi aiR. SPECTATOR, ' Tunbridge, Sept. 18. 

‘ I AM a young ivoman of eighteen years of age, 
and I do assure you a maid of unspotted reputa- 
tion, founded upon a very careful carriage in all 
my looks, words, and actions. At the same time 
I must own to you, that it is with much constraint 
to flesh and blood that my behaviour is so strictly 
irreproachable; for I am naturally addicted to 
mirth, to gaiety, to a free air, to motion, and 
gadding. Now, what gives me a great deal of 
anxiety, oml is some discouragement in the pursuit 
of virtue, is, that the young women who nm into 
greater freedoms with the men arc more taken 
notice of than I am. The men arc such unthink- 
ing sots, that they do not prefer her who restrains 
all her passions and affections, and keeps much 
witliin the bounds of what is lawfnl, to her who 
goes to the utmost verge of innocence, and parlies 
at the very brink of viec, whether she shall be a 
wife or a mistress. But I must appeal to your 
speetatorial wisdom, wlio, I find, have passed very 
much of your time in the study of woman, whether 
this is not a most unreasonable proceeding. I 
have read somcwlicrc that Hobbes of Malmcsbnry 
asserts, that continent persons have more of wlmt 
they contain than those who give a loose to their 
desires. According to this nde, let there be equal 
age, equal wit, and equal good-humour, in the wo- 
man of prudence, and her of liberty, Vhat stores 
has he to expect who takes the former ? What re- 
fuse must he be contented with who chooses the 
latter? Well, but I sat down to write to you to 
vent my indignation against several .pert creatures, 
who arc addressed to and courted in this place, 
while poor I, and two or three like me, arc wholly 
unregarded. 

‘ Every' one of these affect gaining the hearts of 
your sex. This is generally attempted by a parti- 
cular manner of carrying themselves with fami- 
liarity. Glyccra has a dancing walk, and keeps 
time in her ordinary gait. Chloe, her sister, who 
is unwilling to interrupt her conquests, comes into 
the room before her with a familiar run. Dulcissa 
tabes advantage of the approach of the winter, 
and has introduced a very pretty shiver; closing 
up her shoulders, and shrinking as she moves. All 
that arc in this mode carry their fans between both 
hands before them. Dulcissa herself, who is author 
of this air, adds the pretty run to it ; and has also, 
when she is in very good humour, a taking fami- 
liarity in throwing herself into the lowest seat in 
the room, and letting her hooped petticoats fall 
with a lucky decency about her. I know she prac- 
tises this way of sitting down in her chamber; and 
indeed she does it as well as yon may have seen 
an actress fall down dead in a tragedy'. Not the 
least indecency in her posture. If you have ob- 
served what pretty carcases arc carried off at the 
end of a verse at the theatre, it will give you a 
notion how Dulcissa plumps into a cliair. Here is 
a little country girl tliat is very canning, that makes 
her use of being young and unbred, and outdoes 
the ensnarers, who are almost twice her age. The 
air that she takes is to come into company after a 
walk, and is very successfully out of breath upon 


occasion. Her mother is in the secret, and calls 
her romp, and then looks round to see what young 
men stare at her. 

* It would take up more than can come into one 
of your p.Tpcrs, to enumerate all the particular airs 
of the younger company in this place. But I can- 
not omit Dulccorclla, whose manner is the most 
indolent imaginable, but still as watchful of con- 
quest as the busiest virgin among ns. She has a 
peculiar art of staring at a young fellow, till she 
sees she has got him, and inflamed him by so much 
observation. When she secs she has him, and he 
begins to toss his head upon it, she is immediately 
short-sighted, and labours to observe what he is at 
a distance, with her eyes half shut. Thus the cap- 
tive tliat thought her first struck, is to make very 
near approaches, or be wholly disregarded. This 
artifice has done more execution than all the ogling 
of tlic rest of the. women here, with the utmost 
variety of half-glances, attentive heedlessnesses, 
childish inadvertencies, haughty contempts, or arti- 
ficial oversights. After 1 have said thus much of 
ladies among us who fight thus regularly, lam to 
complain to you of a set of familiar romps, who 
have broken through all common rules, and have 
thought- of a very' effectual way of showing more 
charms than all of us. These, Mr. Spectator, are 
the swingers. You arc to know these carelea 
pretty creatures arc very innocents again ; and it 
Is to be no matter what tliey do, for it is all harm- 
less freedom. They get on ropes, as you must have 
seen the children, and are swung by their mep 
visitants. The jest is, that Mr. Such-a-one can 
name the colour of Mrs. Such-a-one’s stockings; 
and she tells him he is a lying thief, so he is, and 
full of roguery; and she will lay a wager, and her' 
sister shall t6ll the truth if he says right, and he 
cannot tell what colour her garters arc of. In .this 
diversion there are very many pretty shrieks, not 
so much for fear of falling, as that tlieir petticoats 
should untie ; for there is a great care had to avoid, 
improprieties; and the lover who swings the lady 
is to tie her clothes very close with his hatband, 
before she admits him to throw up her heels. 

‘ Now, Mr. Spectator, except you can note these 
wantonnesscs in their beginnings, and bring us so- 
ber girls into observation, there is no help for it; 
we must swim with the tide; the coquettes are too 
powerful a party for us. To look info the merit 
of a regular and well-behaved woman is a slow 
thing. A loose trivial song gains the affections, 
when a wise homily is not attended to. There is 
no other way but to make war upon them, or we 
must go over to them. As for my part, I will show 
all the world it is not for want of charms that I 
stand so long unasked: and if you do not take 
measures for the immediate redress of us rigids, as 
the fellows call us, I can move with a speaking 
mien, can look significantly, can lisp, can trip, 
can loll, can start, can blush, can rage, can weep, 
if I must do it, and can be frighted as agreeably 
as any she in England.

.Sgritudinem Iniidftre, imam rtm maxime detestabilem, 
quorum cj£ tavdem phtlosophorum t 

CICERO. 

What kind of philosophy Is it, to extol melancholy, the 
most detestable thing in nature! 


Anonx an age ago, it was the fashion in England, 
for every one that would be thought religious, to 
throw as much sanctity as possible into his face, 
and in particular to abstain from all appearances 
of mirth and pleasantry, which were looked upon 
as the marks of a carnal mind. The saint was of 
a sorrowful countenance, and generally eaten up 
with spleen and inelanclioly. ' A gentleman, who 
■was lately a great ornament to the learned world*, 
has diverted me more than once with am account 
of the reception which he met with from a very 
famoiis’indepcndent minister, who was head of a 
college -f in those times. This gentleman was then’ 
a young adventurer in tlie republic of letten, and 
just fitted out for the university with a good cargo 
of Latin and Greek. His friends were resolved 
that he should try his fortune at an election which 
was drawing near in the college, of which the inde- 
pendent minister whom I have before mentioned 
was governor. ‘ The youth, according to enstom, 
waited on him in order to be examined. He was 
received at the door by a servant who was one of 
that gloomy generation tliat were then ia fashion. 
He conducted him, with great silence and serious- 
ness, to a long gallery, which was darkened at 
hoon-day, and had only a single candle burning in 
if. After a short slay in this melancholy apart- | 
ment, he was led into a chamber hung witji black, 
where he entertained himself for some time by the 
glimmering of a taper, until at lengtli the head of 
the college came out to him, from an inner room, 
with half a dozen night-caps upon his head, and 
religious horror in his countenance. The young 
man trembled : but his fears Increased, when, in- 
stead of being asked what progress he had made in 
learning, he was examined how he abounded in 
grace. His Latin and Greek stood him in little 
stead ; he was to give- an account only of the state 
of his soul; whether he was of the number of the 
elect; what was the occasion of his conversion; 
upon what' day of the month and hour of the day 
it happened; how it was carried on, and when 
completed. The whole examination was summed 
up with one short question, namely, whether he

was prepared for death? The hoy, who had heed 
bred up by honest parents, was frighted out of his 
wits at the solemnity of the proceeding, and by the 
last dreadful interrogatory ; so that, upon making 
his escape out of the house of mourning, he could 
never be brought a second time to tlie examina- 
tion, as not being able to go through. the terrors 
of it. 

Notwithstanduig this general form and outside of 
religion is pretty well worn out among us, there 
are many persons who, by a natural unclicerfulness 
of heart, mistaken notions of piety, or weakness 
of understanding, love to indulge this uncomfort- 
able way of life, and give up themselves a prey 
to grief and melancholy. Superstitious fears and 
groundless scniples cut -them oil’ from the pleasures 
of conversation, and all those social entertainments, 
which arc not only innocent, but laudable: as if 
mirth was made for reprobates, and cheerfulness of 
heart denied tliose who are the only persons that 
have a proper title to if. 

Sombrius is one of these sons of sorrow. He 
thinks himself obliged in duty to be sad and dis- 
consolate. He looks on a sudden fit of laughter as 
a breach of Ids baptismal vow. An innocent jest 
startles him like blasphemy. Tell him of one who-’ 
is advanced to a title of honour, he lifts up his 
hands and eyes; describe a public ceremony, he 
shakes his head; show him a gay equipage, he 
blesses himself. All the little ornaments of life 
are pomps and vanities. Mirth is wanton, and wit 
profnne. lie is scandalised at youth for being 
lively, and at childhood for being playful. He sits 
at a christening, or a marriage-feast, as at a fune- 
ral ; sighs at the conclusion of a merry story, and 
grows devout when the rest of the company grow 
pleasant. After all, Sombrius is a religious man, 
and would have behaved himself very properly,, 
had he lived when Christianity was under a general 
persecution. 

I would by no means presume to tax such cha- 
raefers witli hypocrisj', as is done too frequently j 
that being a vice which I think none but He, who 
knows the secrets of men’s hearts, should pretend- 
to discover in another, where the proofs of it do' 
not amount to a dcmousti-ation. On the contrary, 
as there aremany excellent persons,who are weighed 
down with this liabitual sorrow of heart, they rather 
deserve our compassion than our reproaches. I 
think, however, they would do well to consider 
whether such a behaviour does not deter men from 
a religious life, by representing it as On unsociable' 
state, that extinguishes all Joy and gladness,- dark- 
ens tlie face of nature; and destroys the relish of 
being Itself. 

I have, in former papers, shown how great a’ 
tendency there is to cheerfulness in religion, and 
how such a frame of mind is not only the most 
lovely, but tlie most commendable, in a virtuous 
person. In short, those who represent religion in- 
so unamiable a light, are like the spies sent by 
Moses to make a discovery of the land of promise,^ 
when by their reports they discouraged the people 
from entering upon it. Those who show ns the 
joy, the cheerfulness, the good-humour, that natu- 
rally spring up in this hai>py state, are like the 
spies bringing along with them the clusters of 
grapes, and delicious fruits, that might invite their 
companions into the pleasant country which pro- 
duced them *.

‘ Those ancients who were the most accurate in 
their remarks on the genius and temper of man- 
kind, b\ considering the various bent and scope of 
our actions throughout the progress of life, have 
with great exactness allotted inclinations and ob- 
jects of desire particular to every stage, according 
to tlie ditferent circumstances of our conversation 
and fortune, through the several periods of it. 
Hence they were disposed easily to excuse tliose 
excesses which might possibly arise from a too 
eager pursuit of the alTections more immediately 
proper to each state. They indulged the levity of 
childhood with tenderness, overlooked the gaiety 
of youth with good-nature, tempered the forward 
ambition and impatience of ripened manhood with 
discretion, and kindly imputed the tenacious ava- 
rice of old men, to their want of relish for any 
other enjoyment. Such allowauces as these were 
no less advantageous to common society than oblig- 
ing to particular persons; for by maintaining a 
decency and regularity in the course of life, they 
supported the dignity of human nature, which then 
sUlfers the greatest violence wlien the order of 
things Is inverted; and in nothing is it more re- 
markably vilified and ridiculous, than when feeble- 
ness preposterously attempts to adorn itself with 
that outward pomp and lustre, which serve only to 
set off the bloom of youth with better advantage, 
I was insensibly carried into reflections of thU na- 
ture, by just now meeting Paulino (who is in his 
climacteric) bedecked with the utmost splendour of 
dress and equipage, and giving an unbounded loose 
to all manner of pleasure, whilst his only son is de- 
barred all innocent diversion, and may be seen 
frequently solacing himself in the Mall with no 
other attendance than pne antiqualed servant of 
■ hb father’s for a companion and director. 

‘ It is a monstrous want of reflection, that a man 
cannot consider, that when he cannot resign the 
' pleasures of life in his decay of appetite and in- 
clination to them, his ’son must have a much un- 
easier task to resist the impetuosity of growing 
desires. The skill therefore sbonld methinlts be, to 
let a son want no lawful diversion, in proportion 
to his future fortune, and the figure he is to make 
in the world. The first step towards virtue that I 
have observed, in young men of condition that have 
run into excesses, has been that they had a regard 
to their quality and reputation in the management 
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of their vices. Narrowness in their circamstances 
has made many yonth^ to supply themselves as de- 
bauchees, commence cheats and rascals.

The young man did not want natural 
talents; but the father of him was a coxcomb, who 
affected being a fine gentleman so nnmercifully, 
that he could not endure in his sight, or the fre- 
quent mention of one, who was his sou, growing 
into manhood, and thrusting him out of the gay 
world. I have often thought the father took a 
secret pleasure in reflecting that, when that fine 
house and scat came into the next hands, it would 
revive his memor}, as a person who knew how to 
enjoy them, from observation'of the rusticity and 
ignorance of his successor. Certain it is that a man 
may, if he will, let his heart close to the having no 
regard to any thing but his dear self, even with 
exclusion of his very children.

‘ In short, to use no further preface, if I should 
tell you that I have seen a hackney-coachman, when 
he hits come to set down his fare, wliicli lias con- 
sisted nf two or three very fine ladies, hand them 
out, and salute every one of them with an air of 
familiarity, without giving the least offence, you 
would pcrliaps think me guilty of a gasconade. 
But to clear myself from that imputation, and to 
explain this matter to j ou, 1 assure you that there 
are many illustrious youths within this. city, who

hackney-coach i but those whom, above all others, 
1 would recommend to you, are the yonng gentle- 
men belonging to the inns of court.

Oa/ 
oorrawi were beightned by the UlUeBCe af whrt 
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■JVC heard and saw, and hne of oui' number was 
wroViglit np to such a pitch of wildness, as to talk 
of hanging himself upon a bough which shot 
temptingly across the path we travelled in ; but he 
was restrained from it by the kind endeavours of 
our above-meniioned companion. 

IVe had now gotten info the most dusky silent 
part of the island, and by the redoubled sounds 
of sighs, which mpde a doleful whistling in the 
branches, the thickness of air, which occasioned, 
faintish respiration, and the violent throbbings of 
heart which more and more affected us, we found 
that wc approached the Grotto of Grief. It was a 
wide, hollow, and melancholy cave, sunk deep in 
a dale, and watei’cd by rivulets tiiat had a colour 
between red and black. These crept slovV and 
half congealed amongst its windings, and mixed 
their heavy murmurs with the echo of gioans that 
rolled through all the passages. In the most re- 
tired part of it sat the doleful being herself: the 
path to her w'as strewed with goads, stings, and 
thorns ; and her throne on which she sat was broken 
into a rock, with ragged pieces pointing upwards 
for her to lean upon. A heavy mist hung above 
her; her head oppressed with it reclined upon her 
arm. Thus did she reign over her disconsolate 
subjects, full of herself to stupidity, in eternal 
pensiveness, and the profoundest silence. On one 
side of her stood Dfejcction just dropping into a 
swoon, and Paleness wasting to a skeleton ; on the 
other side were Careinwardlv tormented with ima- 
ginations, and Anguish suffering outward troubles 
to suck the blood from -her heart in the shape of 
vultures. The whole vault had a genuine dismal- 
ness in it, which a few scattered lamps, whose 
bluish flames arose and sunk in their urns, discover- 
ed to our eyes witli increase. Some of ns fell 
down, overcome and spent with what they snffered 
in the wa^, and were given over to those tor- 
mentors that stood on either hand of the presence; 
others, galled and mortified with pain, recovered 
the enfrance, where Patience, whom we had left 
behind, was still waiting to receive us. 

"With her (whose companv was now become more 
grateful to hs by the want w'e had found of her) 
wc winded round the grotto, and ascended at the 
back of it, out of the mournful dale irt whose bot- 
tom it lay. On this eminence wc halted, by her 
advice, to pant for breath; and lifting ourejes, 
which till then were fixed downwards, felt a sullen 
sort of satisfaction, in observing througli the shades 
what numbers had entered the iskand. This satis- 
faction, which appears to have ill-nature in it, was 
excusable, because it happened at a time when wc 
were too much taken up with our own concern, to 
have respect to tliat of others ; and therefore we did 
not consider them as suft'ering, but ourselves ns not 
suffering in the most forloni estate. It had also the 
ground-work of humanity and compassion in it, 
though the mind was then too dark and too deeply 
engaged to perceive if; but ns we proceeded on- 
wards, it began to discover itself, and, from ob- 
serving that others wcie unhappy, we came to 
question one another when it was that we met, and 
what were the sad occasions that brought us toge- 
ther. Then we heard our stories, we compared 
them, we mutually gave and received pity, and 
so by degrees became tolerable company. 

A considerable part of the troublesome road was 
thus deceived ; at length the openings among the 
trees grew larger, the air seemed thinner, it lay 
with less oppression upon us, and we coaid now 
and then discern tracks in it of a lighter greyness, 
like the breakings of day, short in duration, much 


enlivening, and called in that country Gleams of 
Amusement "Within a short while these gleams 
heuan to appear more frequent, and then brighter 
and of a longer continuance; the sighs that hither- 
to filled the pir with so much dolcfulness, altered 
to the sound of common breezes, and in general 
the horrors of the island were abated. 

When we had arrived at last at the ford by 
which we were to pass out, we met with those fa- 
shionable moimners who had been ferried over 
along with us, and who, being unwilling to go as 
far as we, had coasted by,the shore to find the 
place, where they waited our coming; that by 
showing themselves to the world only at the time 
when we did, they might seem also to have been 
among the troubles of the grotto. Here the wafers 
that rolled on the other side so deep and silent were 
muchdried up, and it was an easier matter for us to 
wade over. 

The river being crossed, we were received upon 
the further bank, by our friends and acquaintance, 
whom Comfort had bronglit out to congratulate 
our appearance in the w orld agaiu. Some of these 
blamed us for staying so long away from them,' 
others advised us against ail temptations of going 
back again ; every one was cautious not to renew 
our trouble, by asking any particulars of the jour- 
ney ; and all concluded tliat, in a case of so much 
melancholy and aflliclion, we could not have made 
choice of a fitter companion than Patience. Here 
Patience, appearing serene at her praises, delivered 
us over to Comfort. Comfort smiled at his receiv- 
ing the charge; immediately the sky purpled on 
that side, to which he turned, and double day at 
once broke in upon me,

Better or worse, pmfitable or disadvantageous, they see 
j ' nothing but what they list.

How 
well-disposed must that people be, wlio could be 
entertained with satisfaction by so sober and po- 
lite rail th ? In the first scene of the comedy, when 
one of the old men accuses the other of impeiti- 
nciicc for interposing in Ins affairs, he aiisweVa, ‘ I 
am a man, and cannot help feeling any sorrow tlmf 
can arrive at man It is said this sentence waa 
rereived with an universal applause. There rai.- 
not be a greater argument of the geiicr.il gojtl 
understanding of a people, than a sudden consenr 
to give their approbation of a senfimput vvhicij hat 
no emotiou in it. ' '* vver

‘ MR. SPECTATOR, ■ ' 

Yod have often nienlinncd with great vehemence 
and indignation the misbehaviour of people at 
, church j but I am at present to talk to you on that 
subject, and complain to you of one, whom at the 
same time I know not whut to accuse of, except 
it be looking too well there, and diverting the eyes 
of the congregation to that one object. However 
I have this to say, th.at she might have stayed at 
her own parish, and not come to perplex those who 
are otherwise intent upon their duty. 

‘ Last Sunday was seven-night I went into a 
church not far from London-bridge ; but I wish I 
had been contented to go to my own parish, I am 
sure it had been better for me; I say I went to 
church thither, and got into a pew very near the 
pulpit. I had hardly been accommodated with a 
seat, before there entered into the aisle a young 
lady in the very bloom of youth and beauty, and 
dressed in the most elegant manner imaginable. 
Her form uas such that it engaged the eyes of the 
whole congregation in an instant, and mine among 
the rest. Tliough we were all thus fixed upon her, 
she was not in the least out of countenance, or 
under the least disorder, though unattended by any 
one, and not seeming to know particularly where 
td place herself. However she had not iu the least 
a confident aspect, but moved on with the most 
graceful modesty, every one making way till she 
came to a seat just over-against that in which I 
was placed. The deputy of the ward sat in that 
pew, and she stood opposite to him, and at a glance 
into the seat, though she did not appear the least 
acquainted with the gentleman, was let in, with a 
confusion that spoke much admiration at the no- 
velty gf the thing. The service immediately began, 
and she composed herself for it with an air of so 
much goodness and sweetness, that the confession 
which she uttered, so as to be heard where I sat, 
appeared an act of humiliation more than sfic had 
occasion for. The truth is* her beauty had some- 
thing BO innocent, and yet so sublime, that we all 
gazed upon her like a phantom. None of the pic- 
tures which we behold of the best Italian painters, 
have any thing like the spirit which appeared in 
her countenance, at the different sentiments ex- 
pressed in tlic several parts of divine service. That 
gratitude and joy at a thanksgiving, that lowliness 
and sorrow at the prayers for the sick and dis- 
tressed, that triumph at the passages which gave 
instances of the divine mercy, which appeared re- 
spectively in her aspect, will be in my memory to 
my last hoar. 1 protest to you, sir, she suspended 
the devotion of every one around her; aud the 
case she did every thing with, soon dispersed the 
churlish dislike and hesitation in approving w'hat 
is excellent, too frequent among us, to a general 
attention and entertainment in observing her beha- 
’viour. All the while that we were gazing at her, 
she took notice of no object about her, but had an 
art of seeming awkwardly attentive, whatever 
else her eyes were accidentally thrown upon. One 
thing indeed w'as particular, she stood the. whole 
service, and never kneeled or sat : I do not ques- 
tion but that w^ to show herself with the greater 


advantage, and set forth to better grace her hands 
and arms, lifted up with the most ardent devotion ; 
and her bosom, the fairest that ever was seen, bare 
to, observation ; while she, you must think, knew 
nothing of the concern she gave others, any other 
than as an example of devotion, that threw herself 
out, without regard to dress or garment, all contrli 
tion, and loose of till worldly regards, in ecstasy 
of devotion. Well; now the organ wms to play a 
voluntary, and she. was so skilful in music, and sp 
touched with it, that she kept time not only with 
some motion of her head, but also with a diflerent 
air in her countenance. When the music was strong 
and bold, she looked exalted, but serious-, when 
lively and airy, she was smiling and gracious; 
when the notes were most soft and languishing, she 
was kind and full of pity. When she had now 
made It visible to the whole congregation, by her 
motion and ear, that she could dance, and she 
wanted now only to inform us that she could sing 
too ; when the psalm was given out, her voice was 
distinguished aboye all the rest, or rather people 
did not exert their own, in order to hear her. 
Never was any heard so sweet and so strong. The 
organist observed it, and he thought fit to play to 
her only, and she swelled every note, when she 
fmmd she had thretwn us all out, and had the last 
verse to herself in such a manner as the whole con- 
gregation was intent upon her, in the same manner 
as we see in the cathedrals they are on the person 
who sings alone the anthem. Well, it came at 
last to the sermon, and our yonng lady would not 
lose her part in that neither ; for she fixed her eye 
upon the preacher, and as he sa^d any thing she 
approved, with one of Charles Mather's fine tablets 
she set down the sentence, at once showing her fine 
hand, the gold pen, her readiness in writing, and 
her judgment in choosing what to write. To sum 
up what 1 intend by this long and particular ac- 
count, I appeal to you, whether it is reasonable 
that such a creature .as this shall come from a janty 
part of the town, and give herself such violent airs, 
to the disturbance of. an innocent and inoffensive 
congregation, with her sublimities. The fact, I 
assure you, was as I have related ; but I had like 
to have forgot another very considerable particui 
Jar, As soon as church was done, she immediately- 
stepped out of her pew, and fell into the finest 
pitty-patty air, forsooth, wonderfully out of coun- 
tenance, tossing her head up and down, as she 
swam along the body of the church J, with seve- 
ral others of the inhabitants, followed her out, and 
saw her hold' up her fan to a hackuey-coacli at a 
distance, who immediately came up to her, and 
she whipping into it with great nimbleness, pulled 
the door with a bowing mien, as if she' had been 
used to a better glass. She said'aloud, “ You know 
where to go,” .and drove olF. By this time the- best 
of the congregation was at the chorch-door, and t 
could hear some say, “ A very fine lady;” others, 
“ I’ll warrant you, she is no better than she should 
be:” and one very wise old lady said, she ought 
to have been taken up. Mr. Spectator, I think 
this matter lies wholly before you: for the ofience 
does not come under any law, Umughit is apparent 
this creature came among ns only to give herself 
airs, and enjoy her full swing in being admired, 
I desire you would print this, that she may be con- 
fined to her own ])arish; for X can assure you 
there is no attending any thing else in a place 
where slie is a novelty. She has been talked of 
among us ever since under the name of “ the 
Phantom:” but I would advise her to come no 
more; for fherc is so strong a party made by the

A woman very much settles her esteem for a 
man, according to tlic figure he makes in the 
world, and the character he bears nmong his own 
sex. As learning is the chief advantage we have 
over them, it is, methiuks, ns scandalous and ine.\- 
cusahle for a man of fortune to be illiterate, ns 
for ti womnn not to know liow to behave herself 
on the most ordinary occasions. It is this which 
sets the two sexes at tlie greatest distance ; a wo- 
man is vexed nnd surprised, to find nothing more 
in the conversation of a man, than in the common 
tattle of her own sex. 

Some small engagement at least in business, not 
only sets a man’s talents in the fairest light, and 
allots Iiim a part to act, in uhicli a wife cannot 
well intermeddle: but gives frequent occasion for 
those little absencas, which, whatever seeming un- 
easiness they may give, arc some of the best pre- 
servatives of love and desire. 

The fair sex arc so conscious to tlicmsclvcs, that 
the}’ have nothing in them which can deserve en- 
tirely to engross the whole man, that' they heartily 
despise .one, who, to use their own expression, is 
alwajs hanging at their apron-strings. 

Ln}titia is pretty, modest, tender, nnd has sense 
•enough; she married Ertistus, wlio is in a post of 
some intsincss, and has a general taste in most parts 
of polite learning. Lrctitin, wherever she visits, 
has the pleasure to hear of something which was 
handsomely said or done by Erastus. Erastiis, 
since his marriage, is more gay in his dress than 
ever, and in all companies is ns complaisant to 
Lmtitia as to any other lady. I have seen him 
give her her fan when it has dropped, willi all the 
gallantry of a lover. When they take the air to- 
gethcrjErastuslscontinuallyimiirovinghcrthoughts, 
and, with a tut;n of wit and spirit wliich is pccu- 
liar to him, giving her an insight into things she 
had no notions of before.

I turned towards 
Lmtitia^ and saw her cheeks glow with pleasure, 
while at the same time she cast a look upon Erastus, 
the mo^t lender and pffectionate I ever beheld. 


Fiavilla married Tom Tawdry ; she was taken 
with his laced coat and rich sword-knot; she has 
the mortification to sec Tom despised by all the 
worthy part of his own sc.x. Tom has nothing to 
do after dinner, but to determine whether he will 
pare his nails at St. James’s, 'White’s, or his own 
house, lie has said nothing to Fiavilla since they 
were married, whicli she miglit not have heard as 
well from her own ivomaii. lie however takes 
great care to keep up the saucy ill-natured autho- 
rity of a husband. AVhatcvcr Fiavilla happens to 
assert, Tom immediately contradicts with an oath 
by way of preface, and, ‘ My dear, I must tell 
you you talk most confoundedly sill}-.’

TnnuE is something very sublime, tliongh very fan- 
ciful, in Plato’s description of the Supreme Being; 
that ‘ truth is Ids body, and liglit his shadow.’ Ac- 
cording to this definition, there is nothing so con- 
tradictory to Ids nature as error and falsehood. 
Tlie PIntonists have so just a notion of the Al- 
mighty’s aversion to every thing which is false and 
erroneous, that tlicy looked upon truth as no less 
necessary than virtue, to qualify a human soul for 
the enjoyment of a separate state. For this rea- 
son, ns tlicy recommended moral duties to qualify 
and season tlic will for a future life, so they pre- 
scribed several contemplations and sciences to rec- 
tify the understanding. Thus Plato has called ma- 
tlicmaticnl demonstrations the cathartics or pnrga- 
tives of tlie soul, as being- the most proper means 
to cleanse it from error, and to give it a relish of 
tnith ; which is the natural food and nourishment 
of the understanding, as “virtue is tlie perfection 
and happiness of the will. 

There are many authors who have shown where* 
in the malignity of a lie consists, and get forth, in 
proper colours, the heinonsness of the otfence. I 
shall here consider one 'particnlar kind of this 
crime, which has not been so much spoken to ; I 
mean that abominable practice of party-lying. 
This vice is so very predominant among us at pre- 
sent, that a man is thought of no principles, who 
does not propagate a certain system of lies. The 
coffee-houses are supported by them, the jircss is 
choked with them, eminent authors live upon tlicm. 
Our bottle conversation is so infected with them, 
that a party lie is grown as fashionable an enter- 
tainment as a lively catch, or a merry story. The 
truth of it is, half the great talkers in the nation 
would be struck dumb, were this fountain of dis- 
course dried up. There is, however, one advan- 
tage resulting from this detestable practice; the 
very appearances of truth arc so little regarded, 
that lies are at present discharged in flic air, and

of the convention ; such ns hastening tho (ire, g<'t- 
ting a sufficient number of candles, tasting (he 
wine with a judicious smack, fixing the supper, 
and being brisk for the dispatcli of it. ICnow 
then, tliat Dion'^sius went through tliesc olTices 
witli an nir that seemed to express, a satisfaction 
rather in serv ing the public, than in gratifying miy 
jiarticular inclination of his own. AVe thought 
him a person of an exquisite palate, and therefore 
by consent hesccched iiim to he alwn\s our provc- 
ditor; ■\^h^ch post, after lie liad liandsomely de- 
nied, he could do no otherwise than accept. At 
first he made no other use of his power than in re- 
toinmending such and such things to the company, 
ever allowing these points to he disputable; inso- 
much that 1 have often carried the debate for 
partridge, when his inaj-sty has given intimation 
of the higit relish of duck, but at (he same time 
has cheerfully submitted, and devoured his par- 
tridge with most gracious resignation. The sub- 
mission on his side iiatumlly produced the like on 
ours; of which he in .1 little time made such bar- 
barous advantage, as in all those matters, which 
before seemed indilTercnt to him, to issue out cer- 
tain edicts as uncontrollable aiid unalterable ns 
the laws of the Medes and Persians. He is by 
turns outrageous, peevish, froward, and jovial. lie 
thinks it our duty for the little offices, ns provc- 
ditor, that in return all conversation is to he in- 
Icmiplcd or promoted by his inclination for or 
against the present humour of tlic company. Wt* 
feel, at present, in the utmost extremity, the in- 
jolciico of office; however, I, being naturally 
warm, veutured to oppose liim in a dispute about 
a hauncli of vcni.son. I was nltogcthcr for roast- 
ing, lint Dionjsitii declared himself for hoiling 
with so mueli prowess and resolution, that the 
cook tlioiiglit it necessary to consult lih own safety, 
rather tlian the lu.xiiry of my proposition. AVitli 
the same authority (liat he orders wliat we sliall 
cat and drink, lie also commands us wlicre to do 
it ; and we change our taverns according as he 
suspects any treasonable practices in the settling 
the bill by the master, or sees .any hold rebellion 
in point of attendance by the -waiters. Another 
reason for changing tlic scat of empire, I conceive 
to he the pride he takes in the promulgation of 
our slavery, ttioiigii we pay our club for our enter- 
tainments, even in these palaces of our grand mo- 
nach. When he has a mind to take the air, a 
party of us are commanded out by w'ay of life- 
guard, and we march under as great restrictions 
as they do. If we meet a neiglihouring king, we 
give or keep the way, according as we arc .out- 
numbered or not; and if the train of each is 
equal in number, rather than give battle, tlic supe- 
riority is soou adjusted by a desertion from one of 
them. 

‘ Now, the expulsion of these unjust rulers out 
of nil societies would gain a man os everlasting a 
reputation, as either of the Brutus’s got from their 
endeavours to extirpate tyranny from among tlie 
Romans. I confess myself to be in a conspiracy 
against the usurper of our club ; nnd to show my 
reading, as well as my merciful disposition, shall 
allow him till the ides of Marcli to dethrone him- 
iclf. If he seems to atlcct empire till that time, 
and does not gradually recede froth the incursions 
he has made upon our liberties, he shall find a din- 
which he has no hand in, and shall be

I wish, sir, you would 
please to give him some maxims of behaviour in 
these points, and resolve' me if all maids are not 
in point of r.onvcrsation to be treated by all ba- 
chelors as their mistresses. If not so, arc they not 
to be used as gently ns their sisters ? Is it sufferable 
that the fop of whom I complain should say, that 
he would rather have sucli-a-onc without a groat, 
than me with the Indies? AVIiat right li.as any man 
to make suppositions of things not in his power, 
and then declare bis will to the dislike of one that 
has never offended him? I assure you these arc 
things worthy your consideration, and 1 hope we 
sliall liavc jour thoughts upon tliera. 1 am, though 
a woman justly offended, ready to forgive all this, 
hccniise I have no remedy but leaving very agree- 
able company sooner than I de.sirc. This also is" an 
heinous aggravation of his offence, that lie is in- 
flicting banishment upon me.

the world ; and, if you treated them with know- 
ledge, would be useful to yourself, for it would 
make demands for your paj)cr nmong those who 
have no notion of it at i)rcscnt. But of these mat- 
ters more hereafter. If you did this, as you excel 
many writers of the present age for politeness, so 
you would outgo the author of the true razor- 
strops for use. 

‘ r shall conclude this discourse with an explana- 
tion of n proverb, which by vulgar .error is taken 
and used when a man is reduced to an extremity, 
whereas the propriety of the maxim is to ibc if 
when you would say there is plenty, but you mns; 
make such a choice ns not to hurt another m Iio is 
to cohie after yon. 

‘ Mr. Tobias Hobson, from whom we have the 
expression, was a very honourable man, for 1 shall 
ever call the man so who gels an e.-tafe honestly, 
lilr. Tobins Hobson w.as a carrier; and, being a 
man of great abilities and invention, and one that 
saw where there might good jirofit arise, tliough 
the duller men overlooked it, this ingenious man 
was the first in this island who let out liackney- 
horscs. Hc^lived in Cambridge; and, observing 
that th.c scholars rid hard, his manner was to keep 
a large stable of horic.«, with boots, bridles, and 
whips, to furnish the gentlemen at once, withnut 
going from college to college to borrow, ns they 
have done since the death of this worthy man. 1 
say, Mr. Jlohson kept a stable of f.irty good cattle, 
always ready and tit for travelling ; but, when a 
man came for a horse, he was led into the stable, 
where there was grent choice, but he obliged him 
to take tlie horse which stood next to the siable- 
door; so that every customer was alike well served 
nccordiug to his chance, and every horse ridden 
with the same justice : frum whence it became a 
jirovcrb, when what ought to 'be your election was 
forced upon you, to say, “ Hobion’s choice.” This 
memorable man stands drawn- in fresco at an inn 
(which he used) in Bisliopsgatc-strect, with an hun- 
dred pound hag under his arm, with this inscription 
lijmn llic said bag: 

“ The fruitful mother of a hundred more.”

r WAS the other day driving in a hack through Ger- 
rard-streef, when my eye was immediately catched 
with the prettiest object imaginable, the face of a 
very fair girl, between thirteen and fourteen, fi.xed 
at the ch[n to a painted sash, and made part of the 
landscape. It seemed admirably done, and, upon 
throwing myself eagerly out of the coach to look 
at it, it laughed, and flting from the window. This 
amiable figure dwelt upon me; and I was consi- 
dering the vanity of the girl, and her pleasant co- 
fjnetry in acting a picture until she was taken no- 
tice of, and raised the admiration of the beholders. 
This little circumstance mnile me run into reflec- 
tions upon the force of beauty, and the wonderful 
influence the female sex has upon the other part of 
the species. Oi.r hearts arc seized with tlieir en- 
chantments, and there are few of ns, but brutal 
men, who by that hardness lose the chief pleasure 
in them, e.an resist their insinuations, though never 
so much against our own interests and opinion. It 
is common with women to destroy the good eflccts 
a man’s following his own way and inclination 
might have upon his honour and fortune, by inter- 
posing tlieir power over him in matters wherein 
they cannot influence him, but to his loss and dis- 
paragement. 1 do not know therefore a task so 
diflicult in linman life, as to be proof against the 
importunities of a woman a man loves. There is 
certainly no armour against tears, sullen looks, or 
at best constrained familiuritics, in her wlionl jou 
usii.ally meet with,elrans;.ort and alacrity. Sir 
Walter Raleigh was quoted in- a letter (of a very 
ingenious correspondent of mine) on this subject. 
That ;iiUlior,- who had lived in courts, camps, tra- 
velled through -many countries, and' seen many 
men imdor several climates, and of as various com- 
plexions, speaks of our impotence to resist the 
wiles of women in very severe terms. His word# 
are as follow : 

'■ What inciins did the devil find out, or what 
instruments did his own subtilty present him, as 
litfest and ‘aptest to work his raiscliief by? Even 
the unquiet vanity of the woman; so as bj' Adam’s 
hearkening to the voice of liis wife, contrary to 
the express commandment of Uie living God, man- 
kind by that her incantation became the subject of 
labour, sorrow, and death : tlie woman being given 
to man for a comforter and companion,- but not 
for a counsellor. It is also to be noted by whom 
the woman was" tempted ; even by the most ugly 
and unworthy of all betists,- into whom the devil 
entered and persuaded. Secondly, What was the 
motive of her disobedience? Even a desire to 
know what was must unfitting her knowledge; an 
•affection which has ever since reni’ained in all tho 
posterity of her sex. Thirdly, What was it that 
moved the man to yield to her persuasions; even 
the same cause, which liath moved .all men since to 
the like consent, namely, an unwillingness to grieve 
her, or miike her sad, lest she should pine, and .be 
overcome with sorrow.

Mixing together profit and delight 

There is nothing which we receive with so much 
reluctance ns advice. IVe look upon the man who 
gives it ns us od'ering an affront to our imderstand- 
iiig, and. treating us like children or idiofs. We 
consider (he instriictioii as an impiie.il eejisiire, and 
(he zeal wiiicli anyone shows for our good on such 
nn occasion as a piece of jircsumption or imperti- 
n‘'ncc. 'J’he truth of it is, the pi r-.on who pretends 
to advise, does, in tlint piirticulni, e.vercise a supe- 
riority over us, and can have no other reason for 
it, hut that, ill comparing us with lirnsclf, be thinks 
ns defective cither in oiir condiict or our under- 
standing. For these reasons there is notliing so 
difficult ns' the art of making ndvice agr-ealile.; 
and indeed all the writers, both ancient and mo- 
dern, have riistiiiguisip’d them-elves among one 
another, according to the perfection at whicu they 
bavc arrived in this art. How many devices have 
been made i>sc of to render this bitter potion pa- 
latable? Some eoiivcy their instructions to us in 
the best-ehosen words, others in tlie most harmo- 
nious numbers; some in jioints of wit, and others 
in short jiroverlis. 

Blit, nniong all the difierent ways of giving coun- 
sel, 1 think the finest, nnd that which pleases the 
most universally, is fable, in whatsoever shape it 
appears. If we consider tliis way of instructing 
or giving advice, it c.xcels nil others, because it is 
the least slineklng, and the least subject to those 
c.vccpiions which I have before mentioned. 

This will appear to us, if we reflect in the first 
place, that upon the rending of a fable we arc 
made to believe wc advise ourselves. AVe peruse 
the, .author for the sake of the story, and consider 
the prcecjits rather as our own conclusions than 
his instnictions. The moral insinuutCA itself im- 
perc.’plibly, wc are taught by surprise, and be. 
come v. iscr and belter uiiaw.arcs. In short, by 
this mclliod a man is so fpr over-reached as to think 
he is directing himself, while he is folloi.ing tlie 
dictates of another, and consequently is not sensi- 
ble of that which is the most unpleasing circum- 
stance in advice. 

In the next place, if' wc look into human na- 
ture, we sliall find that (lie mind is never so much 
pleased ns when' she. exerts herself in any .action 
that gives her an idea of tier own jierfcction.s and 
nbil’ities. Tills iintiirnl pride nnd ambition of the 
soul is very much gratified in the reading of a fa- 
ble; for, ill writings of this kind, the reader comes 
in for half of tlic pcrrormaiiee; every thing appears 
to him like a diaCiivery of his own; he is Inisied 
all the while in npjilying olmractcrs and circum- 
stances, nnd is in tins respect botli a reader and a 
coinpiwer. It is no wonder, tliercfore, that on .sudi 
occasions, when tin; mind is thus pleased with it- 
self, null amused ‘with its own discoveries, that it 
is liiglily delighted with the writing which is the 
occasion of it. For this re.ason the Absalom and 
Arliitophcl * was one of the most popular».P<’*i®* 
that ever appeared in linglish. The ])oetO’'® j*

wliat falls ivifhin oiir knouledgc, tlint does not 
iwarm with life., Nor is his goodness less seen in 
the diversity tlmn in the multitude of livlnp; crea- 
tures. Had lie only made, one sjicries of nttinmis, 
none of the rest would have enjoyed the hnppiness 
of existence; he hn«, therefore, spcclllcd in his 
creation every degree of life, every cnjincity of 
being. The whole chasm of nature, from n plant 
to a m.m, is rdlcd up with diverse kind.s of creatures, 
rising one over nuother, liy such a gentle nnd easy 
ascent, that' the little trnn-itlons and deviations 
from one species to another .arc .almost insensible. 
This intermediate space is so well husbanded and 
managed, that there is 'scarce .a degree of percep- 
tion V. hieh docs not appear in some one part of 
the world of life. Is the goodne-s nr wisdom of 
the Divine Being more manifested in this his pro- 
ceeding? 

There is a consequence, besides those I h.avc 
nlrcady mentioned, which seems very naturally 
dcduciblc from the foregoing considerations. If 
the scale of being rises by such a repilar progress 
so high as man, we may, by a parity of reason, 
suppose that it .still proceeds gradually llirough 
those beings uhich arc of a superior nature to him; 
since there is an infinitely greater space nnd room 
for difTorent degrees of perfection, between (he 
Supreme Being and man, than between man nnd 
the most despicable Insect. The consequence of so 
great a variety of heingb which arc superior to ii', 
from that variety which is inferior to us, is made 
by Mr. Locke, in n passage which I shall here set 
down, after having premised, (hat nolwitlistanding 
(here is such infinite room between man nnd his 
Maker for (he creative power to exert itself in, it 
is impossible (hat it should ever be filled up, since 
there will be still an infinite gap or distance be- 
tween the Iiighcst created being and the Power 
whicii produced him. . 

‘ Tiiat there should he more species of intelligent 
creatures above u', than (here arc of sensible nnd 
mntcrial bi-low us, is probable to me from hence : 
tlmt in all the visible corporeal world we sec no 
chasms, or no gaps. All quite down from us (he 
descent is by e.asy steps, nnd a continued series of 
things, t!iat in each remove difier very liltlc one 
from the other. Tlicrc arc fishes (liat have wings, 
and ai’c not strangers to tlic airy region; nnd (here 
are some birds that nrc inhabitants of tlic water; 
whose blood is cold as fishes, and (heir flesh so like 
in taste, that the scrupulous arc allowed them on 
fish days. There arc animals so near of kin both 
to birds hnd beasts, lliat they arc in (he middle 
between both. Amphibious animals link the ter- 
restrial and aquatic together. Seals live at land 
and at sea, nnd porpoises have the warm blood and 
entrails of n hog; not to mention what is confi- 
dently reported of mermaids, or sea-men, there nrc 
some brutes that seem to have as much knowledge 
and reason as some that are called men ; and the 
animal and vegetable kingdoms are so nearly 
joined, that If you will take tlic lowest of one, and 
the highest of the other, there will scarce be per- 
ceived any great difiercncc between them : and 
to on, till we come to the lowest and tlie most in- 
organical parts of matter, we shall find every where 
that the several species arc linked together, and 
differ but in almost insensible degrees. And, when 
we consider the infinite power and wisdom of the 
Maker, we Iiave reason to think that it is suitable 
to the magnificent harmony of^lhe universe, and 
the great design and infinite goodness of the archi- 
tect, that tlic species of creatures should also by 
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gentle degrees ascend upward from us toward his 
infinite perfection, ns we sec they gradually de- 
scend from us downward: which if it be jirobnblc, 
we have reason then to be persuaded that there 
•ire fnr more species of creatures above us than 
tlierc nrc hcncnlh ; we being in degrees of per- 
fection much more remote from the infinite being 
of God, than we nrc from the lowest state of be- 
ing, and tlmt wliicli approaches nearest to nothing. 
And yet of all those distinct species we have no 
clear dutiiirt ideas.’ 

In tliis system of being, there is no creature so 
wonderful in its nature, nnd which so much de- 
serves our particular nttcntlon, ns man, who fills 
up tlic middle space between the animal nnd intel- 
lectual nature, tlic visible nnd invisible world, and 
Is that link in the chain of heinp whicli has been 
often termed the nexus utriusque mindi. So that 
he who in one rc.spect is nssociuted with niigcls and 
nrchimgels, may look upon a Being ‘ of infinite 
perfection’ ns his father, nnd the highest order of 
spirits ns Iiis brethren, may in nnotlicr respect say 
to corruption, ‘ Tlioii art my fatlicr; and to the 
worm, Tliou nrt iny mother and iny sister.’

tiny wager that it was not so. Indeed I never 
pretended to be so rash as to fix the matter any

However, I heard him with the same 
greediness as Shakspeare describes in the follow- 
ing lines :

With open mouth, swallowing a taylor’s news.” 

‘ I confess of late I have not been so much 
amazed at the declaimers in coffee-houses as I 
formerly was, being satisfied that they expect to 
be rewarded for their vociferations. Of these liars 
there are two sorts: the genius of the first consists 
in much impudence and a strong memory ; the 
others have added to these qualifications a good 
understanding and smooth language. These there- 
fore have only certain heads, which they are as 
eloquent upon as they can, and may be called 
“ embellishers;” the others repeat only' what they

ligence. I have heard one of onr ingenious writers 
of news say, that, when he has had a- customer 
come with an advertisement of an apprentice or a 
W'ife run away, he has desired the advertiser to 
compose himself a little before he dictated the de- 
scription of the offender : 'for when a person is put 
into a public paper by a man who b angry with 
him, the real description of such person is hid in 
the deformity with which the angry man describeg 
him ; therefore tliis fellow always made his custo- 
mers describe him as he would the day before ho 
offended, or else he was sure he would never find 
him out. These and many other hints I could sug- 
gest to you for the elucidation of all fictions ; but 
I leave it to your own sagacity to improve or 
neglect this speculation.

T Aar ahv.nys lii;;hly dcli.i^hfcd avilli the discovery 
of any risinp; ccnitis nmnn.c my coiintrynico. For 
this rcaEon 1 have read over, with groat ple.nsttrc, 
the late miscellany published by hlr. I’opc, in 
Avliich there are many oAccllcnt compositions of 
that ingenious gentlcmnn. I have liad a pleasure 
of the same kind iri pentsing a poem that is just 
published, On the Prospectof Peace * ; and which, 
1 hnjie, will meet with such ti reward from its pa- 
trons as so noble a perfonnance deserves. I was 
particularly well pleased to find tliat the anthor 
had not amused himself with fables out of the pa- 
gan theology, .and that when he hints at any thing 
of this nature he alludes to it only ns to a fable. 

Many of our modern authors, whose learning 
very often extends no further than Ovid’s Metn- 
moqihoses, do not know how to celebrate a great 
man, without mixing a jiarcel of school-boy tales 
with the recital of his actions. If you read npocm 
on a fine woman, .among the authors of this class, 
you sliall see that it turns more upon Venus or 
Helen than on the party concerned. I have known 
a ropy of verses on a great hero highly com- 
mended ; but, upon asking to hear some of the 
beautiful passages, the admirer of it has rcjientcd 
to me a speech of Apollo, or a description of Poly- 
])hcmc. At other times, when I have searched for 
the actions of a great man, who gave a subject to 
the writer, I have been entertained with the ex- 
ploits of a river god, or have been forced to attend 
a fury in her, mischievous progress, from one end 
of tlie poem to the other. When we are at school 
it is necessary for us to be acquainted with the 
system of pagan tlicology ; and may be allowed to 
enliven a tlicrtc, or point an epigram with an hea- 
then god ; but when we would write a manly pa- - 
ncgyric, that should carry in it all the colours of , 
truth, nothing can be more ridiculous than to have j 
recourse to our Jupiters and Junos. i 

No thought is beautiful which is not just; and no 
thought can be just which is not founded in truth, 
or at least in that which passes for such. 

In mock heroic poems the use of the heathen 
mythology is not only excusable, but graceful, be- 
cause it is the design of such compositions to divert, 
bv adapting tlie fabulous machines of the ancients 
to low subjects, and at the same time by ridiculing 
such kinds of machinery in modem writers. If any 
are of opinion that there is a necessity of admit- 
ting these classical legends into our serious compo- 
sitions, in order to give them a more poetical turn, 

‘ I would recommend to their consideration the pas- 
toral of Mr. Philips. One would have thought it 
impossible for this kind of poetry to have subsisted 
without fauTjs and satyrs, wood-nymphs and wa- 
ter-nymphs, with all the tribe of rural deities. 
But we see he has given a new life and a more

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natur.al bc.auty to this way of writing, by substi- 
tuting in tlie place of these antiquated failles, tlie 
superstitious mythology which prevails among the 
siieplicrds of our own country. 

Virgil and Homer might compliment their 
heroes, by inlcrwcaviiig the actions of deities with 
their .achievements; but for a Christian author to 
write in the pngnn creed, to make Prince Eugene 
a favourite of Mars, or to carry on a correspon- 
dence Iictwccn Belloiia and the Mnrslial de Yil- 
lars, would he downright puerility, nnd unpardon- 
nhle in a jioct tliat is past sixteen. It is want of 
Buflicient elevation in a genius to describe realities, 
and place them in a shining light, that makes him 
have recourse to sucli trifling antiquated fables ; as 
.a man may write a fine description of Bacchus or 
Apollo that does not know how to draw the cha- 
meter of any of his contemporaries. 

In order therefore to put a stop to this absurd ' 
practice, I shall publish the following edict, by 
virtue of that spcctntorial authority with which I 
stand invested : 

j ‘ AVherens the time of a general peace is, in all 
appearance, drawing near, being informed that 
there arc several ingenious persons who intend to 
show their talents on so happy an occasion ; and 
being willing, as much as in me lies, to prevent 
that effusion of nonsense which we have good cause 
to apprehend ; I do hereby strictly require every 
person who shall write on this subject, to remem- 
ber that he is a Christian, and not to sacrifice his 
catechism to his jioctry. In order to it, I do ex- 
pect of him in the first pince to make his own 
i poem, without depending upon Phoebus for any 
part of it, or c.alling but for aid upon aDy one of 
■ the Muses by name. I do likewise positively for- 
bid tlie sending of Mercury with any particular 
message or (lisjmtch relating to the peace, and 
shall by no means sulTer Minerva to take upon her 
ilic shape of any plenipotentiary concerned in this 
great work. T do further declare, that I shall not 
allow the Destinies to have had a hand in the 
deaths of the several tlionsands who have been 
slain in the late vvar, being of opinion that all 
such deaths may be very well accounted for by the 
Christian system of pow'der and ball. I do there- 
fore strictly forbid the Fates to cut the thread of 
man’s life upon any pretence whatsoever, unless it 
be for the sake of the rhyme. And whereas I have 
good reason to fear that Neptune will have a great 
deal of business on his hands, in several poems 
which we may now suppose are upon the anvil, I 
do also prohibit his appearance, unless it be done 
in mctaplior, simile, or any very short allusion ; 
and that even here he be not permitted -to enter 
but with great caution and circumspection. I de- 
sire that the same rule may be extended to his 
whole fraternity' of heathen gods, it being my de- 
sign to condemn every poem to the flames in which 
Jupiter thunders, or exercises any other act of 
authority which does not belong to him: in short, 

I expect that no pagan agent shall be introduced, 
or any fact related, which a man cannot give cre- 
dit to with a good conscience. Provided always, 
that nothing herein contained shall extend, or bo 
construed to extend, to several of the female 
poets in this nation, who sliall still be left in full 
possession of their gods' and goddesses, in the same 
manner as if this paper had never been written.

the author of a quarto ; the author 'of a quarto, 
above the author of an octavo; and so on, bj' a 
gradual descent and subordination, to an author in 
twenty-fours. This distinction is so well observed, 
that, in an assembly of the learned, I have seen a 
folio writer place himself in an elbow chair, when 
the author of a duodecimo has, out of a just defe- 
rence to his superior quality, seated himself upon 
a squab. In sa .word, authors are usually ranged 
in company after tlie same manner as fheir works 
arc upon a shelf 

The most minute pocket author hath beneath him 
the writers of all pamphlets, or works that are 
only stitched. As for the pamphleteer, he takes 
place of none but of the authors of single sheets, 
and of lhat fraternity who publish their labours on 
certain days, or on every day of the week. I do 
not find that the precedency among the individuals 
in this latter class of writers'is yet settled. 

For my own part, 1 have had so strict a regard 
to the ceremonial which prevails in the learned 
world, that I never presuhied to take jilace of a 
pamphleteer, uulil ijiy daily papers were gathered 
into those two first volumes uhich have already 
appeared. After which, 1 naturally jumped over 
the heads not only of all pamphleteers, but of 
every octavo writer in Great Britain that had 
written but one book. 1 am also informed by my 
bookseller, that six octavos have at all times been 
looked upon as an equivalent to a folio; which I take 
notice of the rather, because I would not have the 
learned world surprised if, after the publication of 
half a dozen volumes,' I take my place accord- 
ingly. 'When my scattered' forces are thus rallied, 
and reduced into regnlar bodies, I flatter myself 
that I shall make no despicable figure at the head 
of them. 

Whether these rtdes, which have been received 
time out of mind in the commonwealth of letters, 
were not originally established with an eye to our 
paper m'aiiufactnre, _1 shall leave to the discussion 
of others; and shall only remark further in this 
place, that all printers and booksellers take the 
wall of one another according to the above-men- 
tioned merits of the authors to whom they' respec- 
tively belong. 

I come now to (hat point of precedency which 
is settled among the three learned professions by 
the wisdom of our lavfs. 1' need not here take 
notice of the rank which is allotted to every doctor 
in each of these profe.ssions, who are all of them; 
though not so high ns kniglits, yet a degyee above 
’squires ; this last order of men, being the illiterate 
body of the nation, arc consequently thrown to- 
gether in a class below the thre’e learned profes- 
sions. T mention this for the sake of several rural 
’squires, whose rending does "not rise so high as to 
The present State of England, and who arc often 
apt to usurp that precedency which by the laws of 
their country is not due to them. Their want of 
learning, which has planted them in this station, 
may in some measure evtenuate their misdemean- 
our ; and our professors ought to pardon them when 
they offend in this particular, considering that they 
are in a state of ignorance, or, as we usually say, 
do not know their right hand from their left. 

• There is another tribe of persons who are re- 
tainers (o the learned world, .and who reguiate 
themselvesupoU all occasions by seVcral laws pecu- 
liar to their body ; I mean the players or actors of 
hod) sexes. Among these it is a standing and un- 
controv'erted principle, that a tragedian always 
takes place- of a comedian ; and it is very well 
known the merry drolls who 'make ns Ia\igh arc 


always placed at the lower end of the table, and 
in every e.itertainmcnt give w’ay to the dignity of 
the buskin. It is a stage maxim, ‘ Once a' king, 
and always a king.’ For this reason it would be 
thought very absurd in Mr. Bullock, notwithstand- 
ing the height and gracefulness of his person, to 
tit at the right hand of an hero, though he were 
but five foot higli. The same distinction is observed 
among the Indies of the theatre. Qudens and he- 
roines preserve their rank in pri ale conversation, 
while those who are waiting-w'omen and maids of 
honour upon the stage, keep their distance also 
behind the scenes. _ 

I shall only add that, by a parity of reason, all 
writers of tragedy look upo_n it as their due to be 
seated, served, or saluted, before comic writers, 
those who deal in tragi-comedj’nsnolly taking their 
scats between the authors of cither -aide. There 
has been a long dispute for precedency between 
the tragic and heroic poets. Aristotle would have 
the latter yield the pas to the fenner; but Mr. Dry- 
den, and many others, would never submit to this 
decision. Burlesque writers pay the same defe- 
rence to the heroic, as comic writers to their serious 
brothers in the drama. 

By this short table of-laWs order is kept up, and 
distinction is preserved, in the w'hole republic of 
letters.

ble of cxjrting during her present union with the 
body; and whether the^e faculties may not corre- 
spond with other attributes in the divine nature, and 
open to us hereafter new matter of wonder and 
adoration, we are altogether ignorant. This, as I 
have said before, we ought to acquiese in, that the 
Sovereign Being, the great Author of nature, ha<^ 
in him all possible perfection, as well in kind as 
in degree; to speak according to our methods of 
conceiving, I shall only add under this head, that 
when we have raised our notion of this Infinite 
Being as high as it is ))0^9ible for the mind of man 
to go, it will fall infinitely short of what he really 
is, ‘ There is no end of his greatness.’ The most 
exalted creature he has made is only capable of 
ndbring it, none but himself can tomprehend it. 

The advice of the son of Sirach is very just and 
sublime in this light. ‘ By his word all things con- 
sist. AVe may speak much, and yet come short: 
wherefore in sum he is all. How shall we be able 
to magnify him ? for he is great above all his works. 
The Lord is terrible and very great; and marvel- 
lous in his power.. When you glorify the Lord, 
exalt him as much .-is you can ; for even 5ct will he 
far exceed. • And when you exalt him, put forth 
all your strength, and be not weary ; for you can 
never go far enough. AVho hath seen him, that he 
might tell us? and who can magnify him as he is? 
There are yet hid greater things than these be, for 
we have seen but a few of his works.’ 

. I have here only considered the Supreme Being 
bj the light of reason and philo.sophy. If we 
would see him in all the p’onders of his mercy, we 
must have recourse to revelation, which represents 
him to us not only as infinitely great and glorious, 
but as infinitely good and just in his dispensations 
towards man. Bill as this is a theory which falls 
under every one’s consideration, though indeed it 
can never be sufficiently considered, I shall here 
only fake notice of that habitual worship and ve- 
neration which we ought to pay. to this Almighty 
Being. AVe should often refresh our minds with 
the thought of him, and annihilate ourselves before 
him, in the contemplation of our own worthless- 
ness, and of his transcendent excellency and per- 
fection. This would imprint in our minds such a 
constant and uninterrupted awe and veneration as 
that which I am here recommending, and which 
is in reality a kind of incessant prayer, and rea- 
sonable humiliation of the soul before him who 
m.ade it. 

This would eOTcctually kill in us all the little 
seeds of pride, vanity, and self-conceit, which are 
apt to shoot up in the minds of such whose thoughts 
turn more on those comparative advantages which 
tliey enjoy over some of their fellow-creatures', 
than on that infinite distance which is placed be- 
tween them and the supreme model of all perfec- 
tion. It would likewise quicken our desires and 
endeavours of uniting ourselves to him by all the 
acts of religion and virtue. 

Snell an habitual homage to the Supreme Being 
would, in a particular manner, banish from among 
us that prev.uling impiety of using his name on the 
most trivitil occasions, 

I find the following passage in an excellent ser- 
mon, preached .at the funeral of a gentleman* who 
was an lionour to tiis country, and a more diligent 
as well as succcssfulAnquircr into the works of na- 
ture than any other our nation h.as ever produced. 
‘ He had the profoundest veneration for the great

God of heaven and earth that I have ever observed 
i I any person. The very naihe of God was never 
mentioned by him without a pause and a visible 
stop in his discourse ; in which, one tliat knew him 
most particularly above twenty years, has told me 
that he was so exact, that he does not remember to 
have observed him once to fail in it.’ 

Every one knows the veneration which was paid 
by the Jews to a name so great, wonderful, and. 
holy. They would not let it enter even into their 
religious discourses. Wliat can we then think of 
those who make use of so tremendous a name in 
the ordinary expressions of their anger, mirth, and 
most impertinent passions? Of those who admit 
it into the most familiar questions and assertions, 
ludicrous phrases, .and 'works of humour ? Not to 
mention those who violate it by solemn perjuries 1 
T( would be nn affront to reason to endeavour to 
set forth the horror and profaneness of such a prac- 
tice. The very mention of it exposes it sufficiently 
to those in whom the light of natnre, not to say re- 
ligion, is not utterly extinguished.

SiinmisE is so much the life of stories, that every 
one aims at it who endc.avours to please by telling 
(hern. Smooth delivery, an elegant choice of words, 
and a sweet arrangement, arcall beautifying graces, 
hut not the particulars in this point of conversation 
which either long command the attention, or strike 
with the violence of a sudden passion, or occasion 
the burst of laughter which accompanies humour. 
I have sometimes fancied that the mind is in this 
cnsc_ like a traveller who sees a fine scat in Iiastc ; 
he acknowledges the delightfulncss of a walk set 
with regularity, but would be uneasy if he were 
obliged to pass it over, when the first view had let 
him into all its beauties fcom one end to tlic other. 

However, a knowledge of the success which sto- 
ries will have when they are attended with a turn 
of surprise, as it has happily made the characters 
of some, so has it also been the rnin of (he charac- 
ters of others. Tlicrc is a set of men ^Yho outrage 
truth, instead of aflecting us with a manner in tell- 
ing it; who overleap the line of prohahility, that 
(hey may be seen to move out of (he common road; 
and endeavour only to make their hearers stare by' 
imjtosingupon them with a kind of nonsense ng.ainst 
• the philosojiliy of nature, or such a heap of won- 
ders told upon their own knowledge, as it is not 
likely one man should hnvc ever met with. 

1 have been led to (his obscrwilion by a com- 
, pany into which 1 fell accidentally. The subject 
of antipathies w.ns a proper field wliercin such 
false surprisers might expatiate, and there were 
those present who appeared very fond to show it 
in its full extent of traditional Idstory. Some of 
(hem, in a learned manner, ofTered to our consi- 
deration (he miraculous powers which the cflluvi- 
tiins of cheese have over bodies whose pores arc 
dispo.'Cd to receive iliem in .a noxious manner; 
others gave an account of mch who could indeed 
bear the sight of cheese, but iinl the taUc; for 
which tliey brought a reii^on from the milk of their 
nurses. Others again di'-courrcd, without cndca- 
Miuriitg at reamns, roiiccrning ai/uncouquerablc 
asersion which some siomacfis base against a joint 
of meat when it is whole, and the eager iiiclina- 
tinu they have for it when by its being cut np the 
shape « liicb bad niiVcled them is altered. From 
I'eiifc they pa^'cd to rcis, then to parsnips, and so 
fivm one asersion to anotlier, until we had worked 
up oan-ehes (n such a pitch of compl.afsancc, that 
when the dinner w as to come in we inquired (he 
name of c\cry didi, and Imped it would he no of- 
fenee to any in company, before it was admitted. 
Mhen we had sat dtiwu, this cisility among oj 
turned the diwourse from rntablcs to other sorts of 
a\erMoi:- : .mil (he rteriml c.it, which fil.agues every 
cor.setMtioti of thU nature, began then to engross 
the ‘uhjrct. One had swc.a'.ed at the sight of it 
simihcr had it out as it las concealed in a 


very distant cupboard ; and he who crowned the 
whole set of these stories, reckoned up the number 
of times in which it bad occ.asioned lam to swoon 
away. ‘ At last,’ says he, ‘ that you may all be 
satisfied of my invincible aversion to a cat, I shall 
give an unanswerable instance: — As I wa? going 
through a street of London, where I never had 
been until tlien, I felt a gcncr.al damp and faint- 
ness all over me, which I could not tell how to ac- 
count for, until I chanced to cast my eyes upwards, 
and fonnd that 1 was passing under a sign-poji on 
which the picture of a cat was hung.’ 

The extravagance of this tunt in the way of sur- 
prise, gave a stop to the talk we had been carrying 
on. Some were silent because they doubted, and 
others because they were conquered in their own 
way ; so that the gentleman had ojiportunity to 
press die belief of it upon us, and let' us see that 
he was rather exposing himself than ridiculing 
other.*. 

I must freely own that I did not all this while 
dishcHcve every thing that was said ; hut yet f 
thought some in the company had been endeavour- 
ing who should pitch the bar furtliest ; that it had 
for some time been'a measuring cast, and at ]a<t 
my friend of (he c.at and sign-pusl had thrown be- 
yond them all. 

I then considered the manner in which (his story 
had been received, and the pusrihilitv that it might 
have passed for a jest upon others, if he Imd not 
laboured against hnnbclf. From hence, thought I, 
there are two ways which the well-hred world ge- 
nerally takes to correct surit a practice, when they 
do not think fit to contradict it tiatly. 

The first of these is a general silence, which I 
would not advise any one to interpret in his own 
bclinlf. It is often the clTcct of prudence in avoid- 
ing a qiwrrel, when they see another drive so fast 
that there is no stopping him without hciiig run 
•against; nnd hut very seldom (hcc/Tect of neaknest 
in believing suddenly. TJic generality of mankind 
.arc not so gro.'sly ignorant, ns some ovcrbc.aring 
.'piriis would pcrsundc themselves; nnd if (he au- 
thority of n ch.aractcr or a mautiun against danger^ 
make us suppress our ojiinions, yet neither of these 
arc of force enough to E«pprc.-s our thoughts of 
them. If a man who has endeavoured to amuse 
his com|)any with improbabnilies could but look 
into their minds, he would find that they imagine 
he lightly esteems of (heir sense when he thinks to 
impose upon them, nnd that he is less esteemed by 
(hem for his nttempt in doing so. Ills endeavour 
to glory at their expense becomes a ground of 
quarrel, and the scorn nnd indifference with which 
they cnlcrl.ain it begins the immediate punishment; 
and indeed (if we should go no furllicr) silence, or 
a negligent indifference, has n deeper way of 
wounding than opposition, because opposition pro- 
ceeds from an anger tliat ha-s a sort of generous sen- 
timent for the adversary mingling along with ifj 
while it shows that there is some esteem in yotm 
mind for him: in short, that you thinkhim worm 
while to contest with. But silence, ora 
indifference, proceeds from anger, mixed 
scorn that showsanothcr he is tbovgbt by jou 
contemptible to be regarded. . ^

‘ MR. SPECTATOR, 

‘ Tuere is no part of your writings which I have 
in more esteem than your criticism upon Milton. 
It is an honourable and candid endeavour to set 
the works of our noble writers in the graceful light 
w’hich they deserve. You will lose much of my 
kind inclination towards you, if you do not attempt 
the encomium of Spenser also, or at least indulge 
rny passion for that' charming author so far as to 
print the loose hints I now give you on that sub- 
ject. 

‘ Spenser’s general plan is, the representation of 
six virtues, holiness, .temperance, chastity, friend- 
ship, justice, and courtesy, in six legends by six 
persons. The six personages are supjioscd, under 
proper allegories suitable to their respective cha- 
racters, to do all that is necessary for tlic full ma- 
nifestation of the respective virtues which they are 
to exert'. 

‘ These one might undertake to show under the 
several heads are admirably drawn ; no images im-

proijer, and most surprisingly beautiful. Th'e Red- 
cross Knight runs throngh the whole ■ steps of the 
Christian life ; Guyon does all that temperance can 
possibly require ; Britoraartis (a woman) observes 
the true rules of unaffected chastity ; Arthegal is 
ih every respect of life strictly and wisely just; 
Calidore is rightly courteous. 

‘ In short, in Fairy-land, where knights-errant '• 
have a full scope to range, and to do even what 
Ariostos or Orlandos could not do in the world 
without breaking into credibility, Spenser’s knights 
have, under those six heads, given a full and truly 
poetical system of Christian, public, and low life. 

‘ His legend of friendship is more diffuse, and 
yet even there the allegory is finely drawn, only 
the heads various ; one knight could not there sup- 
port all the parts. 

I ‘ To do honour to his country. Prince Arthur is 
an universal hero ; in holiness, temperance, chas- 
tity, and justice, super-excellent. For the same 
'reason, and to compliment Queen Elizabeth, Glo- 
riaiia, queen of fairies, whose court was the asylum 
of the oppressed, represents that glorious queen. 
At her commands all these knights set fonh', and 
Only at hers the Red-cross Knight destroys the dra- 
gon, Guyon overturns the Bower of Bliss, Arthegal 
(i.e. Justice) beats down Geryoneo (i.e. Philip II. 
King of Spain) to rescue Beige (i. e. Holland), and 
he beats the Grantorto (the same Philip in another 
light) to restore Irena (i. e. Peace to Europe.) 

‘ Chastity being the first female virtue, Brito- 
martis isa Briton; her part is fine, though it requires 
explication. His style is very poetical; no puns, 
affectations of wit, forced antitheses, or any of 
that low tribe. 

‘ His old words are all true English, and numbers 
exquisite; and since of words there is the 7nulta 
renascentur, since tliey are all proper, such a poem 
should not (any more than Milton’s) consist all of 
it of common ordinary words. Sec instances of 
descriptions.

Those who were skilful in anatomy among the 
ancients concluded, from the outnwrd and inward 
make of an human body, (hat it was (he work of a 
Being transccudcntly wise and powerful. As (he 
world grew more enlightened in (his art, tlicir dis- 
coveries gave them fresh opportunities of admiring 
the conduct of Providence in the formation of an 
human body. Galen vvas converted by his dissec- 
tlon.s, and could not but own a Supreme Being 
upon a survey of this his handy-work. There were, 
indeed, many parts of which the old anatomists did 
not know (he certain use? but, ns they saw (hat 
most of (hose which they examined were adapted 
willi admirable art to their several functions, they 
did not question but (hose, whose uses (hey could 
not determine, were contrived with the same wis- 
dom for respective ends and purjioscs. Since the 
circulation of the blood has been found out, and 
many other great discoveries have been made by 
our modern anatomists, we see new wonders in the 
human frame, and discern several important uses 
for tliose pnrts, which uses ^hc ancients knew no- 
tliing of. In short, the body of man is such a 
subject as stands the utmost test of examination. 
Though it appears formed with the nicest wisdom, 
upon the most superficial survey of it, it still mend* 
upon the search, and produces our surprise and 
amazement in proportion as we pry into it. ‘What 
I have here said of an hnman body may be applied 
to tlie body of every animal which has been (he 
subject of dnatomical observations. 

The body of an animal is an object adequate to 
our senses. It is a particular system of Providence 
that lies in a narrow compass. The eye is able to 
command it, and by sucijfeslve inquiries can search 
into all its parts. Could the body of the whole 
earth, or indeed the whole universe, be thus sub- 
mitted to the cx.amination of our senses, were it 
not too big and disproportioned for our inquiries, 
too unwieldy for tlie management of the eye and 
hand, there is no question but it would appear to 
us as curious and well-contrived a frame as that of 
the human body. "We should see the same conca- 
tenation and subserviency, the same necessity and 
usefulness, the same beauty and harmony, in all 
and every of its parts, as what we discover in the 
body of every single animal. 


The more extended our reason is, and tlie more 
.able to grapple with immense objects, the greater 
still nrc those discoveries which it m .kcs of wis- 
dom and providence in the works of the creation. 
A Sir Isaac Newton, who stands up as the miracle 
of the present age, can' look through a whole pla- 
netary system ; consider it in its weight, number, 
and measure ; and draw from it as many demon- 
strations of infinite power and viisdom, ns a more 
confined understanding is able to deduce from the 
system of an human body. 

But to return to our speculations on anatomy, 1 
shall here consider the fabric and texture of the 
bodies of animals in one particular view; which, 
in my opinion, shows the hand of a thinking and 
i all-wise Being in their form.'ition, with the evidence 
i of a thousand demonstrations. I think we may lay 
this down ns an incontested principle, that chance 
never acts in a perpetual uniformity and consist- 
ence with itself. If one should always fling the 
same number with ten thousand dice, or see every 
[ throw just five times less, or five times more in 
; number, than the throw wliich immediately pre- 
ceded it, who would not imagine tlicre is some in- 
visible power which directs tlie cast ? This is the 
proceeding which we find in the operations of na- 
ture. Every kind of animal is diversified by difle- 
rcnl magnitudes, each of which gives rise to a dif- 
ferent species. Let a man trace the dog or lion 
kind, and he will observe how many of tlie works 
of nature arc published, if I niay use (he expression, 
in a variety of editions. If we look into the rcji- 
lilc world, or into those different kinds of animals 
(hat fill (he element of water, we meet with the 
same repetitions among several species, that differ 
: very little from one another, but in size and bulk. 

: You find (he same creature (hat is drawn at large 
j copied ont in several proportions and ending in 
miniature. It would be tedious to produce in- 
stances of this regular conduct in Providence, as it 
would be superfluous to those who arc versed in 
the natural history of animals. The magnificent 
harmony of the universe is such, that we may ob- 
serve innumerable divisions running upon the same 
ground. I might also extend this speculation to 
the dead parts of nature, in which we may find 
matter disposed into many similar systems, as well 
in our survey of stars and planets, us of stones, ve- 
getables, and other sublunary pnrts of the creation-. 
In a word, Providence has shown the richness of 
its goodness and wisdom, not only in the produc- 
tion of many original species, but in the multipli- 
city of descants * which it has made on every ori- 
ginal species in particular. ' 

But to pursue this thought still further. Every 
living creature considered in jtsclf has many very 
complicated parts that are exact copies of some 
other parts which it possesses, and which are com- 
plicated in the same manner. One' eye would have 
been sullicient for the subsistence and preservation 
of an animal ; but, in order to better his condition, 
we see another placed with a mathematical exact- 
ness in the same most advantageous situation, and 
in -every particular of the same size and texture. 

Is it possible for chance to be thus delicate and 
uniform in her operations? Should a million of 
dice turn up twice together the same number, the 
wonder would be nothing in comparison with this.

Wlmt 
I Iiatc here said of .an human bod}' may be applied 
to the liody of every nnimnl wbicli lias been ibe 
sulijccl of .anntomic.al ohscrvalion'. 

't’lic body of nn animal isnn object mlequnle to 
our senses. It is a particular ststem of I’rnvldencc 
that lies In a narrow compas'. Tlie eje is able to 
command it, nnd by sucA-jsitc inquiries am seareli 
itito all its parts. Could tlie body of tlie whole 
earth, or indeed the wliolc nniverse, be thus hub- 
mitted to (he examination of onr senses, were it 
not too bij;; and disproportioned for onr inquiries, 
too unwieldy for tlic innnngcnicnl of the eye nnd 
iiand, there is no question but it would uji|ienr to 
us as curious and wcll-contrivcd a frame ns tliat of 
1C human body. We should sec the same conca- 
tenation nnd subserviency, the same necessity nnd 
uscfillnoES, ttic^ same beauty and Imnnony, in nil 
f ttf its parts, as wlmt we discover in the 

body of every single animal. 
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Tlie more extended our renmn N, nnd the more 
nble to prnpple with Imnirnse nbjecli, the greater 
still tire tlitwe di'rovrriev wlileh it m kes of wis- 
dom nnd prnvulenee in the works of the creation. 
A Sir Knar Newton, who stand* up ns the inimrlc 
of (he present nge, can look tliroiigli a whole jila- 
nrtnry system j eonridrr it in Its weight, mimlicr, 
nnd measure ; nnd draw from it ns many deinon- 
jtmtiniis of infinite power nnd wi'dom, ns a more 
confined uiidrrvlnniliiig Is nlilc to dednee from tlie 
s\»trni of nn Imman body. 

Ibit to return to our spcrulatinns on anatomy, I 
shall Iierc coii'ldrr the fnlirio nnd texture of the 
liodies of animals in one pnrllenlar view; wliich, 
in my opinion, shows the hninl tif a thinking nnd 
nll-wi'c lleing in their foniiation, with the evidence 
of n thoiimnd demnintmtioii.s. I think we may lay 
tills down ns nn Inrtinlesled jiriiieiple, lliai rliaticc 
never act* in a perjietual niilfonnily nnd rnuhlst- 
[ once with il«rir. Jf one shnnld nhvnys fling the 
I same number vviili ten tlinmmid dire, or tec every 
I ibrow jii'i five tlnirs lr*«, or five limes more in 
! numlier, tli.aii tlie throw wliirb iniinedinlely pre- 
ccsled it, wlin wmdd not imagine tliere i* foiiic In- 
visible power which directs Ihcc.nst? This i* the 
! proreedlng wliieli we find in the operations of nti- 
(iirr. livery kind of nnlnml is diversified liy dilTc- 
rrnt mngnltndr-, eacli of wliieh gives rise to a dif- 
ferent i>perlr«. Kt a man imce tlie dog or lion 
kind, nnd lie will olnrrse how many of llic works 
of nature are piilillvlicd, if 1 iiiny me the exprejslnn, 
in a variety of editions. If we look into the reji- 
tile world, or into tho.e dilU'rent kinds of unlninls 
tlmt fill the clement of water, we iiiccl with the 
I Kime rejiclillons among fcvernl species, that differ 
; very little from one another, lint in si/.o nnd bulk. 

; A'ou find the same rreaturc fhat is drawn at large 
copied out in jcvrnil proportions nnd ending in 
miniature. It would be tedious to produce in- 
itatire* of tliis regul.ir conduct in I’rovidence, a' it 
would be stiperJiiioiK to those who nre versed in 
the n.atuml hi*tory of animal'.

city of descants* which it lias made on every ori- 
ginal species in particular. 

lint to purwic this thought still further. Every 
living crenfnre considered in itself has many very 
complicated parts limt nre c.v.act copies of some 
other parts which it po«r5se>', and vvhicli nre com- 
plicated in the same manner.

serve loud, saucy, and overbearing, in a red coat 
about town. But I was going to tell you that, in 
honour of .the profession of arms, 1 Iiavc set apart 
a certain sum of money for a table for such gen- 
tlemen as have served their country in the army, 
and will please from time to time to sojourn all, 
or any part of the year, at Coverlcj', such of them 
as will do me that honour shall find horses, ser- 
vants, and all things necessary for their accommo- 
dation and enjoyment of all the conveniences of 
life, in a pleasant various country. If Colonel 
Campcrfelt* be in town, and his abilities are not 
emploj'cd another way in the service, there is no 
man Nvould be more W'elcome here. That gentle- 
man’s thorough knowledge in his profession, toge- 
ther with the simplicity of his. manners and good- 
ness of his heart, would induce others like him to 
honour' my abode ; and I should be glad my ac- 
quaintance would take themselves to be invited or 
not, as their cliaracters have an affinitj’ to his. 

‘ I would have all my friends know, that they 
need not fear (though I am beedme a country gen- 
tleman) I will trespass against tlicir temperance 
and sobriety. No, sir, I shall retain so much of 
the good sentiments for the conduct of life, which 
we cultivated in each other at our club, ns to con- 
temn all inordinate ])leasures; but particularlj' re- 
member, witli our beloved Tully, that the delight 
in food consists in desire, not satiety. They who 
most pas.sionatcly pursue pleasure seldomcsl arrive 
at it. Now I am writing to a philosopher, I can- 
not forbear mentioning the satisfaction I took in 
the passage I read yesterday in the same Tally. 
A nobleman of Athens made a compliment to 
Plato the morning after he had supped at bis 
house: “ Your entertainments do not only please 
when yon give them, but also the day after.”

We authors do not much relish (he endeavours of 
players in this kind; but have the same disdain ns 
physicians and lawyers have when attorneys and 
apothecaries give advice. Cibberhimselftookthc li- 
berty to (cll me, that he expected I would do him 
justice, and allow the play well prepared for his 
spectators, whatever it was for his readers. He 
added very many particulars not uncurions, con- 
cerning the manner of taking an audience, and 
laying wait not only for (heir superficial applause, 
but also for insinuating into (heir affections and 
passions, by (lie artful management of the look, 
voicc,and gesture of (lie speaker. I could not but 
consent (hat the Heroic Daughter appeared in the 
rehearsal a moving entertainment wrought out of a 
great and exemplary virtue. 

The advantages of action, show, and dress, on 
these occasions, arc alloivnbic, because the merit 
consists in being capable of imposing upon us to 
our advantage and entertainment. All that I was 
going to say about the honesty of an nuthor in the 
^le of his ware, wn' that he ought to own all that 
ho had borrowed from others, and l.ay in a clear 
•'iht all that he gives his spectators for their money, 
With an account of (he first manufactures.

It was no Small plea- 
sure to me for this reason to' remark, as I passed by 
Cornbill, that tlic shop of timt worthy, honest, 
though lately unfortunate citizen, Mr. John Mor- 
ton*, so well known in the linen trade, is fitting 
up anew. Since a man has been in a distressed 
condition, it ought to be a great satisfaction to have 
passed through it in siicli n manner as not to have 
lost the fricndsliip of tliose who suffered with him, 
but to receive an honourable ncknowledgmcnt of 
his honesty from (hose very persons to whom (he 
law had consigned his estate. 

The misfortune of this citizen is like to prove of 
a very general advantage to those who shall deal 
with him hereafter ; for (he stock with which he 
now sets up being the loan of his friends, lie can- 
not expose that to the hazard of giving credit, but 
enters into a ready money trade, by which means 
he will both buy and sell the best and cheapest. He 
imposes upon liimsclf a rule of affixing the value'of 
each piece he sells to the piece itself; so that the 
most ignorant servant or child will be as good a 
buyer at his shop as the most skilful in the trade. 
For all which, you have all Jiis hopes and fortune 
for your security. To encourage dealing after this 
way, (here .is not only the avoiding the most infa- 
mous guilt in ordinary bartering; but this observa- 
tion, that he who buys with ready money saves as 
much to his family as the state exacts out of his 
land for the security and service of his country ; 
that is to .'■ay, in plnin English," si.vtecn will do as 
much ns twenty shillings.

‘Jt will not perhaps be unenterfaining to thepolite 
reader to observe how tliese three beautifal Benfencea 
are formed upon different subjects by the same 
way of thinking ; but I shall return to the first of 
them. 

‘ Our goodness being of a comparative and not' 
an absolute nature, there is none •who in strictness 
can be called a virtuous man. Every one has in 
him a natural alloy, though one may be fuller of 
dross than another; for this reason I cannot think 
it right to introduce a perfect or a faultless man 
upon the stage ; not only because such a character 
is improper to move compassion, but because there 
is no such thing in nature. This might probably be ' 
one reason why the Spectator in one of his papers 
took notice of that late invented term, called Poe- 
tical Justice, and the wrong notions into which.it 
has led some tragic writers. The most perfect man 
has vices enough to draw down punishments upon 


pleasnre, and could send you an account of several 
elixirs and antidotes in your third volume, which 
your correspondcr;ts have not taken notice of in 
their advertisements; and at the same time must 
own to you, that 1 have seldom seen a shop fur- 
nished with such a variety of medicaments, and in 
, •which there are fewer soporifics. The several ve 
hides you have invented for conveying your unac- 
ceptable triiths to us, are what I most particularly 
admire, as I am afraid they are secrets which will 
die with you. 1 do not find that any of your cri- 
tical essays are taken notice of in this paper, not- 
withstanding I look upon them to be excellent 


any'miseries that may befal him. For this reason 
I cannot think but that the instruction nnd moral 
are much finer, where a man who is virtuous in the 
main of his character falls into distress, and sinks 
under the blows pf fortune attlie end of a tragedy, 
than when he is represented as happy and trium- 
phant.

The project which I published on Mondaj last has 
brought me in several packets of letters.

The improve- 
ments which others had made in natural and ma- 
thematical knowledge have so vastly increased in 
his hands, as to aflbrd at once a wonderful instance 
how great the capacity is of a human soul, and 
how inexhaustible the subject of its inquiries; so 
true is that remark in holy w'rit, tliat “ though a 
wise man seek to find out the works of God from 
the beginning to the end, jet shall he not be able 
to do it.’’ 

‘ I cannot help mentioning here one character 
more of a different kind indeed from these, yet 
such an one as may serve to t^hoiv the w onderful 
force of nature and of application, and is the most 
singular instance of an universal genius 1 have 
ever met with. The person I mean is Leonardo da 
Vinci, an Italian painter, descended from a noble 
family in Tuscany, about the beginning of the 
sixteenth century In his profession of history- 
painting he uas so great a master, that some have 
affirmed he excelled all who went before him. It 
is certain that he raised the envy of Michael An- 
gelo, who was his contemporary, and that from 
the study of his works Raphael himself learned his 
best maiincr of designing. He was a master too in 
sculpture and architecture, and skilful in anatomy, 
mathematics, and mechanics. The aqueduct from 
the river Adda to Milan is mentioned as a work of 
his contrivance. He had learned several languages, 
and nas acquainted with the studies of history, 
philosophy, poetry, and music. Though it is not 
necessary to my present purpose, 1 cannot but 
take notice, that all who have writ of him men- 
tioned likewise his perfection of body. The in- 
stances of Ills strength are almost incredible. He 
is described to have been of a well-formed person, 
and a master of all genteel exercises. And lastly, 
we are told that his moral qualities were agreeable 
to his natural and intellectual endowments, and 
that lie was of nn honest and generous ihind, 
adorned wit!* great sweetness of manners, 1 
might break off the account of him here, but I 
imagine it wilt he an entertainment to the curiosity 
of my readers, t(( find so remarkable a character 
distiiigniahed by as remarkable a circumstance at 
hib death. The fame of his works having gained 
him an universal esteem, he vVas invited to the 
court of France, where, after some time, he fell 
sick ; and Francis the first coming to see him, he 
raised himself in his bed to acknowledge tlie ho- 
nour which was done him by that visit. The king 
embraced him, and Leonardo, fainting at the same 
instant, expired in the arms of that great mo- 
narch. 

‘ It is impossible to attend to such instances as 
these, without being raised into acoiitemplation on 
the vvonderfal nature of an human mind', which is 
c-apable of such progressions in knowledge, and 
can contain such a variety of ideas without per- 
plexity or confusion. How reasonable is it from 
hence to infer its divine original? And whilst we 
find unthinking matter endued with a natural 
power to last for ever, unless annihilated by Om- 
nipotence, how absurd would it be to imagine that 
a Being so much superior to it should not have the 
lame privilege ? 

‘ At the same time it is very surprising, when we 
remove our thoughts from such instances as I have 
mentioned, to consider those we so frequently 
meet with in the accounts of barbarous nations 
among the Ind’iaus ; where we find numbers of peo- 
ple who scarce show the first glimmerings of rea-

son, and seem to have few ideas above those of 
sense and appetite. These, methinks, appear like 
large wilds, or vast uncultivated' tracts of human 
nature ; and, when we compare them with men 
of the most exalted characters in arts and learn- 
ing, vve find it difficult to believe that they arc 
creatures of the same species. 

‘ Some arc of opinion, that the souls of men 
are all naturally equal, and that the great disparity 
wc so often observe arises from the different or- 
ganization or structure of the bodies to which they 
are united. Bnt, whatever constitutes this first 
disparity, the nextgreat diffcrencewliich we find be- 
tween men in their several acquirements is owing 
to accidental differences in their education, for- 
tunes, or course of life. The soul is a kind of 
rough diamond, which requires art, labour, and 
time, to polish it. For want of wliich many a 
good natural genius is lost, or lies unfashioned, like 
a jewel in tlie mine. 

‘ One of the strongest incitements to excel in 
such arts and accomplishments as are in the highest 
esteem among men, is the natural passion which the 
mind of man has for glory ; which, though it may be 
faulty in the excess of it, ought by no means (o be 
discouraged. Perhaps some moralists are (00 se- 
vere in beating down this principle, which seem* 
to be a spring implanted by nature to give motion 
to all the latent powers of the soul, and is always 
observed to exert itself with the greatest force in 
I the most generous dispositions. The men whose 
[ characters have shone the brightest among the an- 
cient Romans, appear to have been strongly ani- 
mated by this passion. Cicero, whose learning and 
services to his country are so well known, was in- 
flamed by it to an extravagant degree, and warmly 
presses Lucceius, whb was composing a history of 
those times, to be very particular and zealous in 
relating the story of his consulship ; and to exe- 
cute it speedily, that he might have the pleasure of 
enjoying in his life-time some part of the hononr 
whicli he foresaw would be paid to his memory. 
This was the ambition of a great mind ; but he it 
faulty in the degree of it, and cannot refrain from 
soliciting the historian upon this occasion to neglect 
the strict laws of history, and, in praising him, 
even to exceed the bounds of truth. The younger 
Pliny appears to have had the same passion for 
fame, but accompanied with greater chasteness 
and modesty. His ingenuous manner of owning it 
to a friend, who had prompted him to undertake 
some great work is exquisitely beautiful, and raises 
him to a certain grandeur above the imputation of 
.vanity. “ I must , confess,” says he, that nothing 
employs my thoughts more than the desire 1 have 
of perpetuating my name ; which in my opinion is 
a design worthy of a man, at least of such an one, 
•who, being conscious of no guilt, is not afraid to 
be remembered by posterity.” 

‘ I think I ought not to conclude without interest- 
ing all my readers in the snbjectofthis discourse : I 
shall therefore lay it down as a maxim, that though 
all are not capable of shining in learning or the 
politer arts, yet every one is capable of excelling 
in something. The soul has in this respect a cer- 
tain vegetative power which cannot lie wholly 
idle. If it is not laid out and'cilltivated Into a re- 
gular and beautiful garden, it will of itself shoot 
up in weeds or flowers of a wilder growth.’

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The following letter regards an ingenious set of 
gentlemen, w’ho have done me the honovir to make 
me one of their societyi 

‘ MR. spectator, . ‘llec. ^ 1V12. 

‘ The academy of painting lately established in 
Jjondon, having done you and themselves the honour 
to choose you one of their directors J that noble 
and lively art, which before was entitled to your 
regard as a Spectator, has an additional claim to 
you, and you seem to be under a double obligation 
to take some care of her Interests. 

‘ The honour of our country is also concerned in 
the matter I am going to lay before you. We (and 
perhaps otlier nations as well as we) have a national 
false humility as well as a national vain glory ; 
and, though we boast ourselves to excel all the 
tvorld in things wherein we are outdone abroad, in 
other things we attribute to Others a superiority, 
Which we ourselves possess. This is what is done, 
particularly in the art of portrait or face-paint- 
ing. 

‘ Painting is an art of a vast extent, too great 
by much for any mortal man tO be in full possession 
of in all its parts ; it is enough if any one succeed 
in painting faces, history, battles, landscapes, sea- 
pieces, fruit", flowers, or drolls, &c, Naj*, no man 
ever was excellent in all the branches (though many- 
in number) of these several arts, for a distinct art 
I take upon me to call every one of those several 
kinds of painting. 

‘ And as one man may be a good landscape 
painter, but unable to paint a face or a history to- 
lerably well, and so of the rest one nation may 
excel in some kinds of painting, and other kinds 
may thrive better in other climates. 

‘ Italy may have tlie preference of all other na- 
tions for history-painting ; Holland for drblls, and 
a near finished manner of working ; France for 
gay, janty, fluttering pictures ; and England for 
portraits: but to give the honour of every one of 
these kinds of painting to any one of those nations 
on account of their excellence in any of these 
parts of it, is like adjudging the prize of heroic, 
dramatic, lyric, or burlesque poetry, to him who 
has dpne well in any one of them. 

‘ Where there are the greatest geniuses, and most 
• helps and encouragements, it is reasonable to sup- 
pose an art will arrive to the greatest perfection : 
by this rule let us consider our own country with 
respect to face-painting. -No nation in the world 
delights so much in having their own, or friends or 
relations pictures ; whether frOm their national 
good-nature, or having a love to painting, and not 
being encouraged in the great article of religious 
pictures, which the purity of Our worship refuses 
the free use of, or from whatever other cause. 
Our helps arc not inferior to those of any other 
people, but rather they are greater; for what the 
antique statues and has reliefs which Italy enjoys 
are to the history-painters, the beautiful and noble 
faces with which England is confessed to abound 


are to facc-yainfers 1 and, besides, we hav tpd 
greatest number of the works o( the hcst masfete 
in that kind of any people, not without a Comjic* 
tent number of those of the most excellent in every 
other part of painting. And for enemwagemenr, 
the' wealth and generosity of the English nation 
-affords that in such a degree as artists have no rea‘ 
son to complain. 

‘ And accordingly, in fact, (aCe^painfing is nd 
where so well performed as in England i I knttW 
not whether it has lain in your way to observe it, 
but I have, and pretend to be a tolerable judge, 
1 have seen what is done abroad ; and Can assure 
you that the honour of that branch of painting b 
justly diie to us. T appeal to the judicious oh-, 
servers for the truth of what 1 assert. If foreigners 
have often times, Or even for the most part, Cx^ 
celled our natives, it ought to be imputed to the 
advantages they have met with here, joined to tlieit* 
own ingenuity and industry ; nor has any one na-* 
tioD distingnisbed themselves so as to raise an ar-. 
gument in favour of their country ; hut it is to be 
observed, that neithet French nor Italians, nor any 
one of either nation, notwithstanding all our pre* 
judices in their favour, have, or ever had, for any 
considerable time, any character among us as face* 
painters. 

‘ This honour is dUe to our Own Country, add has 
been so for near an age: so that, instead of going 
to Italy, or elsewhere, one that designs for pof- 
trait-painting ought to study in England. Hithei* 
such should’ come from Holland, France, Italy, 
Germany, &c. as be that Intends to practise any 
other kinds of painting should go to those parts 
where it is in the greatest perfection. It is said 
the Blessed Virgin descended from heaven to sit 10 
St. Luke. I dare venture to affirm, tluit if she 
should desire another Madonna to be painted by the 
life, she would come to England ; and am of OpU 
nion that your present president, Sir Godfrey Knel* 
ler, from his improvement since he arrived in this 
kingdom, would perform that office better than 
any foreigner living.

father. The graceless yontli, in less than a quarter 
of an hour, pulled the old gentleman by tlie benrd, 
and had like to have knocked his brains out; 
so that meeting the true father, wlio came to- 
wards him with a fit of the gripes, he begged him 
to take Ins son again, and gi\e him back liis colic ; 
but they were incapable cither of them to recede 
from the choice they had made. A poor galley- 
slave, who liad thrown down his chains, took up the 
gout in their stead, but made such urj’ faces, that 
one might easily perceive ho was no great gainer 
by the bargain. It was pleasant enougli to sec the 
several excliangcs that were made, for sickness 
against poverty, hunger against want of appetite, 
and care against pain. 

The female world were very busy among them- 
selves in bartering for features : one was trucking 
a lock of grey hairs for a carbuncle, another was 
making over a short waist for a pair of round 
shoulders, and a third cheapening a bad face for a 
lost reputation : but on all these occasions there 
was not one of them who did not think the new 
blemish, as soon as she had got it into her posses- 
sion, much more diShgrccablc than the old one. I 
made the same observation on every other misfor- 
tune or calamity whicli every one in the assembly 
brought upon himself in lieu of what he had parted 
witli ; whether it be that all the evils which befal 
us are in some measure suited and proportioned to 
our strength, or that every evil becomes more sup- 
portable by our being accustomed to it, I shall not 
determine. 

I could not from ray heart forbear pitying the

The 
poor gentleman was so sensible of the ridicule, 
that I found he was ashamed of what he had done: 
on the other side, I fovmd that 1 myself had no 
great reason to triumph ; for as 1 went to touch my 
forehead I missed the place, and clapped my finger 
upon my upper lip. Besides, as my nose was 
exceeding prominent, T gave it two or three un- 
lucky knocks as I was playing my hand about my 
face, and aiming at some other part of it. I saw 
two. other gentlemen by me who were in the same 
ridiculous circumstances. These had made a fool- 
ish swop between a couple of thick bandy legs and 
two long trapsticks that had no calves to them. 
One of these looked like a man walking upon 
stilts, and was so lifted up into the air, above his 
ordinary height, that his head turned round with 
it: while the other made such awkward circles ns 
he attempted to walk, that he scarcely knew how 
to move forward upon his new supporters. Ob- 
serving him to be a pleasant kind of fellow, I 
stuck my cane in the ground, and told him I would 
lay him a bottle of wine that he did not march'up 
to it on a line that 1 drew for him in a quarter of ! 
an hour. ' 

The heap was at last distributed among the tuo 
sexes, \vho made a most piteous sight, as they I 


wandered np and down under the pressure of their 
several burthens. The whole plain w.as filled with 
murmurs and complaints, groans and lamentations 
Jupiter, at length taking compassion on the poor 
mortals, ordered them a second time to lay dowa 
their loads, will) a design to give every one his own 
again. They discharged themselves with a great 
deal of pleasure; after which, the phantom who 
h.ad led them into such gross delusions was com- 
manded to disappear, Thci'e was sent in her stead 
a goddess of a quite difi’ercut figure: her motions 
were steady and composed, and her aspect serious 
but cheerful. She every now and then cast her 
eyes towards heaven, and fixed them upon Jupiter; 
her name was Patience. She had no sooner placed 
hei'sclf by the Mount of Sorrows, but, what I 
thought very remarkable, the whole heap sunk to 
such a degree, that it did not appear a third part so 
big as it was before. She afterwards returned 
every' man his own proper calamity, and, teaching 
him how to l)earit in the most commodious manner, 
he marched off with it contentedly, being very 
well ])lcased that he had not been left to his own 
choice as to the kind of evils which fell to his lot. 

Besides the several pieces of morality to be 
drawn out of this vision, I learnt from it never to 
repine’ at my own misfortunes, or to envy the hap- 
piness of pnother, since it is impossible for any 
man to form a right judgment of his neighbour’* 
sufferings ; for whic!) reason also t have determined 
never to think too lightly of another’s complaints, 
but to regard the sorrows of my fellow-creatures 
with sentiments of humanity and compassion.

nOSCOMMON. 

No vices arc so incurable as those tvhicli men are 
apt to glory in. One would wonder how drun- 
kenness should have the good luck to be of this 
number. Anacharsis being invited to a match of 
drinking at Corinth, demanded the prize very hu- 
morously, because lie was drunk before any of the 
rest of the company ; ‘ for,’ says he, ‘ when we 
run a race, he who arrives at the goal first is en- 
titled to the reward:’ on the contrary, in this 
thirsty generation, the honour falls upon him who 
carries off the greatest' quantity of liquor, and 
knocks down the rest of the company. I was the 
other day with honest AYill Funnel the West Saxon, 
who was reckoning up how much liquor had passed 
through him in the last twenty years of his life, 
which, according to his comjiutation, amounted to 
twentj'-three hogsheads of October, four ton of 
port, half a kilderkin of small beer, nineteen bar- 
rels of cider, and three gl, asses of champagne; be- 
sides which he had assisted at four hundred bowls 
of punch, not to mention sip«, drams, and whets 
without number. T question not but every reader’s 
memory will suggest to him several ambitious young 
men who arc as vain in this particular as Will 
Funnel, and can boast of as glorious exploits. 

Our modern philosophers observe, tliat there is a 
general decay of moisture in the globe of the earth. 
This they chiefly ascribe to the growth of vegeta- 
bles, which incorporate into their own substance 
many fluid bodies that never return again to their 
former nature: but, with submission, they ought to 
-throw into their account those innumerable ra- 
tional beings which fetch their nourishment chiefly 
out of liquids; especially when we consider that 
men, compared with (heir fellow-creatures, drink 
much more than comes ta their share. 

But, however highly this tribe of people may 
think of themselves, a drunken man is a greater 
monster than any that is to be found among nil the 
creatures which God has made; as indeed there is 
no character which appears more despicable and 
deformed, in the eyes of all reasonable persons, 
than that of a drunkard. Bonosus, one of our own 
countrj'men, who was addicted to this 'vice, having 
set up for a share in the Roman empire, and being 
defeated in a great battle, hanged himself. When 
he was seen by the army in this melancholy situa- 
tion, notwithstanding he had behaved himself very 
bravely, the common jest w-a's, that the thing they 
saw hanging upon the tree before them was not a 
man, but a bottle. 

This vice has very fatal effects on the mind, the 
body, and fortune, of tlie person who is devoted 
to it. 

In regard to the mind, it first of all discovers 
every flaw in it. The sober man, bj' the strength 
of reiison, may keep under and subdue every vice 
or folly to which he is most inclined; but wine 
makes every latent seed sprout up in the soul, and 
show itself; it gives fury to the passions, and force 
to those objects which -are apt to produce them. 
1Vhen a young felloyv complained to an old philo- 


sopher that his wife was not handsome, ‘ Put less 
water in your wine,’ says the philosopher, ‘and 
yon will quickly make her so.’ Wine heightens 
indifference into love, love into jealousy, and jea- 
lousy info madness. It often turns the good-natured 
man into an idiot, and the choleric into .an assassin. 
It gives bitterness to Resentment, it makes vanity 
insupportable, and displays every little spot of fhd^ 
son] in its utmost deformity. 

Nor does this vice only betray the hidden faults 
of a man, and show them in the most odious co- 
lours, but often occasions faults to which he is not 
naturally subject. There is more of turn tlian of 
truth in a saying of Seneca, that drunkenness does 
not produce but discover faults. Common expe- 
rience teaches the contrary. Wine throws a man 
out of himself, and infuses qualities into the mind 
which she is a stranger to in her sober moments. 
The person you converse with, after'the third bot- 
tle, is not the same man who at first sat dow'n at 
table with you. Upon this maxim is founded one 
of the prettiest sayings I ever met with, which is 
ascribed to Publius Syrns, ‘ Qui eiriiim ludijicat, 
hrdit ahseniem:' ‘ He who jests upon a man that is 
dinink injures the absent.’ 

Thus does drunkenness act in a direct contradic- 
tion to reason, whose business it is to clear tlie mind 
of every vice wliich is crept into it, and to guard 
it against all the approaches of any tliat endea- 
vours to make its entrance. But besides these ill 
effects which this vice produces in the person .who 
is actually under its dominion, it has also a bad in- 
fluence on the mind even in its sober moments, as 
it insensibly weakens the understanding, impair* 
the memory, and make.s those faults habitual which 
are.prodiiced by frequent excesses. 

I should now proceed to show the ill effects which 
this vice has on the bodies and fortunes of men ; 
but these I shall reserve for the subject of some 
future paper,

You may often see an artist in the streets 
gain a circle of admirers by carrying a long pole 
upon his chin pr forehead in a perpendicular pos- 
ture.

"tiirowing themselves through a hoop.

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energy. Man only, wlio does not co-operate a\UIi 
tli'm Holy Spirit, and is unatlcntivc to his prcsrnco, 
receives none of those ndvani:i;:c3 from it, whidi 
me perfective of his nature, and necessary to his 
well-bein';. The Divinity is with him, and in him, 
and every where about him, but of no advnntapje 
to him. It is the same thing; to a man without rc- 
ru;ion, as if there were no God in the world. It is 
indeed impossible for an infinite Bein': to remove 
himself from any of his creatures ; but though lie 
cannot withdraw his essence from us, which would 
argue nn imperfection in him, he can withdraw 
from u3 all the jojs and consolations of it. His 
presence may perhaps be necessary to support us 
in our existence ; but he may leave this our ex- 
istence to itself, Avith regard to its happiness or 
misery. For in this sense he may cast us away 
from his jirescncc, and take his Holy Spirit from 
us. This single consideration one would tiiink suf- 
ficient to make us open our hearts to all those in- 
fusions of joy and gladness Avhich are so near at 
hand, nnd ready to be poured in upon us; especi- 
ally when we consider, secondly, the deploiable 
condition of an intellectual being, who feels no 
other cflects from his Maker's presence hut such as 
proceed from divine wrath and indignation. 

‘ We may assure ourselves that the great Author 
of nature svilt not alwaj-s be as one who is indif- 
ferent to any of his creatures. Tliosc who will not 
feel him in iVis love will be sure at length to feel 
him in his displeasure. And Iiow dreadful is the 
condition of that creature, who is only sensible of 
the being of his Creator by what he sutfers from 
him ! He is ns essentially present in hell ns in 
heaven ; but the inhabitants of the former behold 
him only in his wrath, and shrink within the flames 
to conceal themselves from him. It is not in the 
power of imagination to conceive the fearful effects 
of Omnipotence incensed. 

‘ But I shall only consider the wretchedness of 
an intellectual being, who in this life lies under 
the displeasure of him, that at all times and in all 
places is intimately united with him. lie is able 
to disquiet tlie soul, and vex it in all its faculties. 
He can hinder any of tlic greatest comforts of life 
from refreshing ns, and give an edge to every one 
of its slightest c.alamitics. Who tlien can bear the 
thought of being an outcast from his presence, that 
is, from the comforts of it; or of feeling it only in 
its terrors ! How pathetic is that expostulation of 
Job, when for the trial of Ids patience he was 
made to look upon himself in this deplorable con- 
dition ! “ Why hast thou set me as a mark against 
thee, so that I am become a burden to myself?” 
But, thirdly, liow happy is the condition of that 
intellectual being, who is scnsibln of his Maker’s 
presence from the secret efl'ecls of his mercy and 
loving-kindness ! 

‘ The blessed in heaven behold him face to face, 
that is, are as sensible of his presence .os we arc of 
the presence of any person whom we look upon 
Avith our eyes. There is, doubtless, a faculty in, 
spirits ,by which they apprehend one another as 
our senses do material objects ; and there is no 
question but our souls, when they are disembodied, 
nr placed in glorified bodies, AVill by this faculty, 
in whatever part of space they reside, be always 
sensible of the Divine Presence. We, who have 
this veil of flesh standing between us and the world 
of spirits, must be content to know that the Spirit 
of God is present with us, by the effects which he 
produced in us. Our outward senses are too gross 
- to apprehend him ; we may, hoAvever, taste and 
see hoAV gracious he is, by his influence upon onr 


minds, by those virtuous thoughfs which he awakens 
in us, by those secret comforts and refreshments 
AA'liicli lie convoys into our souls, and by those ra- 
vishing joys nnd inward satisfactions which are 
perpetually springing up, nnd dilTusing themselves 
among all tlic thoughts of good men. He is lodged 
in onr very essence, and is as ji soul within the soul 
to Irradiate its undcislanding, rectify its will, pu- 
rify its i)assioii'5,and enliven ail tiic powers of man. 
How hapjiy lliercfore is an intellectual being, Avho 
by pr.ajcr and meditntion, by virtue and good 
works, opens this communication between God and 
Ills OAvn soul 1 Though tlic Avlmlc creation frosvns 
upon him, and all nature looks black about him, 
he has his liglit and support within him, that arc 
able to cheer his mind, and hear him up in the 
midst of all those horrors Avhich encompass him. 
He knows that his helper is at hand, and is always 
nearer to him than nny thing else can be, Avhich is 
cap.ablc of annoying or terrifying him. In the 
midst, of calumny or contempt he attends to that 
Being avIio whispers better things to his soul, and 
whom he looks upon as his defender, his glory, and 
the liftcr-np of his head. In his deepest solitude 
and retirement lie knows that he is in company 
witli the greatest of beings; and perceives within 
himself such real sensations of his presence, as arc 
more dcliglitfnl than any thing that can be met Avith 
in tile conversation of his creatures. Even in the 
hour of death he considers tlie pains of his dissolu- 
tion to be nothing else but tlic lireiiking down of 
that pnrlitioil, Avliicli stands bolwixt his soul nnd 
the siglit of that Being Avho is always present with 
him, and is about to manifest itself to him in fulness 
of joy. 

* If Avc Avould be thus happy, nnd thus sensible 
of our Maker's presence, from the secret elTccts of 
his mercy and goodness, avc must keep such a 
watch over all our lliouglits, timt in the language 
of tlic scripture, his soul may have pleasure in us. 
IVc must lake care not to grieve his Holy Spirit, 
nnd endeavour to make the meditations of our hearts 
ahvays acceptable in his sight, that he may delight 
thus to reside nnd dwell in us. The light of nature 
could direct Seneca to this doctrine, in a verj’ re- 
markable passage among his epistles ; “ Sacer in 
csi in nobis spiriius bonorum malorumque atslos, ct 
obscrvalor, et gucmadmoditm nos ilium tractamus, ita 
ct ille nos.” “ There is a holy spirit residing in us, 
who watches and observes both good and evil men, 
nnd will treat us after the same manner that Ave 
treat him.” But I shall conclude this discourse 
Avith those more emphatical words in divine reve- 
lation, “ If a man love me he avUI keep my Avords; 
and my Father Avill love him, and we Avill come 
unto him, and make our abode Avilh liim.”

My pnper on the club of widows Iia.s brought me 
in several Inters ; and, nmonj; tlic rest, a long one 
from Mrs. President, as follows:

DRYDEN. 

There has been very great reason, on several ac- 
counts, for the learned world to endeavour at set- 
tling what it was that might be said to compose 
personal identity. 

Mr. Locke, after having- premised that the word 
person properly signifies a thinking intelligent be- 
ing that has reason and reflection, and can consider 
itself as itself, concludes, that it is consciousness 
alone, and not an identity of substance, which 
makes this personal identity of sameness. ‘ Had I 
the' same consciousness,’ says that author, ‘ that I 
saw the ark and Noah’s flood, as that 1 saw an 
overflowing of the Thames last winter; or' as that 
I now write ; 1 could no more doubt that I who 
write this now, that saw the Thames overflow last 
■winter, and that viewed the flood at the general 
deluge, was the same self, place that self in what 
substance you please, than that I who write this 
am the same myself now while I write, whether I 
consist of all the same substance, material or im- 
material, or no, that I was yesterday; for as to 
this point of being the same self, it matters not 
whether this present self be made up of the same 
or other substances.’ ■, ' 

I was mightily pleased with a story in some mea- 
sure applicable to this piece of philosophy, which 
I read the other day in the Persian Tales, as they 
are lately very well translated by Mr. Philips; and 
■with pn abridgment whereof I shall here present 
my renders. 

I ■shall only premise that these stories are writ 
after the eastern manner, but somewh*at more cor- 
rect, 

‘ Fadlallah, a prince of great virtue, succeeded 
his father Bin Ortoc, in the kingdom of Mousel. 
He reigned over his faithful subjects for some time, 
and lived in great happiness with his beauteous 
consort Queen Zemroude, when there appeared at 
his court a young dervis of so lively and entertain- 
ing a turn of wit, as won upon the .affections of 
every one he conversed with. His reputation grew 
so' fast every day, tliat it at last j'aised a curiosity 
in the prince himself to see and talk with him. He 
'did so ; and, far from finding that common fame 
had flattered him, he was soon convinced that every 
thing he had heard of him fell short of the truth. 

■ ‘ Fadiallah immediately lost all manner of relish 

for the conversation of other men ; and, as he was 
every day more and more satisfied of the abilities 
■of this stranger, offered him the first posts in his 
•kingdom. The young dervis, after having thanked 
him with a very singular modesty, desired to be 
e.xcused, as having made a vow never to accept of 
any employment, and preferring a free and inde- 
pendent stale of life to all other conditions. ' 

‘ The king was infinitely charmed with so great 
an example of moderation ; and though he could 


not get him to engage in a life of business, made 
him however his chief companion and first fa- 
vourite. 

‘ As they were one day hunting .together, and 
happened to be separated from the rest of the 
company, the dervis entertained Fadlallah with an 
account of his travels and adventures. After hav- 
ing related to him several curiosities which he had 
seen in the Indies, “ It was in this place,” says he, 

“ that I .contracted an acquaintance witli an old 
brachman, who was skilled in the most hidden 
powers of nature ; he died ■v^ithin my arms, and 
with his parting breath communicated to me one of 
the most valuable of his secrets, on condition I 
should never reveal it to any man.” The king im- 
mediately, reflecting on hisyonng favourite’s hav- 
ing refused the late offers of greatness he had made 
him, told him he presumed it was the power, of 
m.aking gold. “ liJo, sir,” says the dervis, “ it is 
somewhat more wonderful than that ; it is the power 
of reanimating a dead body, by flinging my own 
soul into it.” 

‘ While he was yet speaking, a doe came bound- 
ing by them, and the king, who had "his bow ready, 
shot her through the heart; telling the dervis, that 
a fair opportunity now offered for him to show his 
art. The young man immediately left his own 
body breathless on the ground, while at the same 
I instant that of the doe was reanimated. She 
came to the king, fawned upon him, and, after 
having played several wanton , tricks, fell again 
upon the grass; at the same instant the body of 
the dervis recovered its life. The king was inli- 
I nitely pleased at so uncommon an operation, and 
i conjured his friend by every thing that was sacred 
[ to communicate it to him. The dervis at first made 
some scruple of violating his promise to the dying 
brachman; but told him atlast that hefound he could ^ 
conceal nothing from so excellent a prince; after 
having obliged him therefore by an oath to se'eresy, 
he taught him to repeat two cabalistic words, in . 
pronouncing of which the whole secret cobsisted. 

The king, impatient to try the e.xperiment, imme- 
diately repeated them as he had been taught, and 
in an instant found himself in the body of the doe. 

He had but a little time to contemplate himself in 
this new being; for the treacherous dervis, shooting 
his own soul into the royal corpse, and bending the 
prince's own bow against him, had laid him dead 
on the spot, had not the king, who perceived his 
intent, fled swiftly to the woods, 

‘ The dervis, now' triumphant in his villany, re- 
turned to Mousel, and filled the throne and bed of 
the unhappy Fadlallah.' 

‘ The first thing he took care of, in order to se- 
cure himself in the possession of his new-acquired 
kingdom, -was to issue out .a proclamation, ordering 
his subjects to destroy all the deer in tlie realm. 

The king had perished among the rest, had he not 
avoided his pursuers by reanimating the body of a j 
nighting.nlc which he stiw lie dead at the foot of a 
tree.

The younp puppy was very' troublesome to 
the fair lady at first, insomuch that she solicited her 
husband to send him away; but tlie pood man cut 
her sliort with the old Sicilian proverb, “ Love me, 
love my dop.” From which time she lived very 
peaceably with both of them. The ladies of Sy- 
racuse ucrc very much annoyed with him, and se- 
veral of very good reputation refused to come to 
court till he was discarded. There were indeed 
some of them that defied his sagacity ; but it was 
observed, though he did not actually bite them, he 
would growl at them most confoundedly. Tore- 
turn to the dogs of the temple ; after they had lived 
herein great rejiute for several’ years, it so hap- 
pened, that ns one of the priests, who had been 
making a charitable visit to a widow who lived on 
the promontory of Lilybeum, returned home pretty 
late in the evening, the dogs flew at him with so 
much fury, that they would have worried him if 
his brethren had not come in to his assistance; upon 
which, says my author, the dogs were all of them 
hanged, .as having lost their original instinct.’ 

I c.annot conclude this iiapcr without wishing 
that we had some of this breed of dogs in Great 
Biitain, which would certainly do justice, I should 
say honour, to the Indies of our country, and sitow 
the world the dlrtercnce between pagan women 
and those who arc instructed in sounder principles 
of virtue and religion.

‘ Sin, ' 

‘ I CONSIDERED in my two last letters* that awful 
and tremendous subject, the ubiquity or omnipre- 
sence of the Divine Being. I have shown that he 
is equally pre.sent in all places throughout the whole 
extent of infinite space. This doctrine is so agree- 
able to reason, that we meet with it in the writings 
of the enlightened heathens, as I might show at 
large, w'cre it not already done by other hands. 
But though the Deity be thus essentially present 
through all the immensity of space, there is one 
part of it in which he discovers himself in a most 
transcendent and visible glory ; this is that place 
which is marked out in scripture under the diflerent 
appellations of “ paradise, the third heaven, the 
throne of God, and the habitation of his glory.” 
It is here where the glorified body of our Saviour 
resides, and where all the celestial hierarchies, and 
the innumerable hosts of angels, are represented as 
perpetually surrounding the seat of God with hal- 
lelqjalis and hymns of praise. This is that presence 
of God which some of the divines call his glorious, 
and others his majestic presence. He is indeed as 
essentially present in all other places as in this ;

but it is here where he resides in a sensible magni- 
ficence, and in (lie midst of all those Splendours 
which can nlTect the imagination of created 
beings. 

‘ It is very remarkable that tliis opinion of God 
Almighty’s presence in licnvcn, whctlier discovered 
by the light of nature, or by a general tradition 
from our first parents, prevails among all the na- 
tions of the world, whatsuever different notions they 
cnterdiin of tlic Godhead. If you look into Ho- 
mer, tlic most ancient of tlie Greek writers, you 
Seethe .supreme i>owcr seated in tlic heavens, and 
encompassed with inferior deities, among whom 
the Iilnscs are represented ns singing incessantly 
about his tliroiic. Who docs not here see the main 
strokes and outlines of this great truth we are 
speaking of? The same doctrine is shadowed out 
in many other heathen authors, though at the same 
time, like several other revealed truths, dashed 
and adulterated with a mixture of fables and hu- 
man inventions. But to pass over the notions of 
the Greeks and Romans, those more cnliglitened 
p.arts of the pagan world, wc find there is scarce 
a people among the latc-discovcrcd nations who 
arc not trained up in an opinion that heaven is the 
habitation of the divinity whom they worship, 

‘ As in Solomon’s temple there was the Sanctum 
Sanctorum, in which a visible glory appeared among 
the figures of the clicrubims, and into which none 
but tlie high-pricst himself was permitted to enter, 
after having made an atonement for the sins of tlie 
people; so if wc consider the whole creation as 
one great temple, there is in it this Holy of Holies, 
into which the High-priest of our salvation en- 
tered, .and took his place among angels and arch- 
angels, after having made a propitiation for the 
sins of mankind. 

* "With how much skill must the throne of God 
he erected 1 with what glorious designs is that ha- 
bitation beautified, which is contrived and built by 
him who inspired Hiram with wisdom 1 how great 
must be tlic majesty of that place, where the whole 
art of creation has been employed, and where God 
Ims chosen to show himself in the most magnificent 
manner ; what must be the architecture of infinite 
pow’cr under the direction of infinite wisdom ? A 
spirit c.annot but be transported after an ineffable 
manner with the sight of those objects, which were 
made to affect him by that Being who knows the 
inward frame of a soul, and how to please and 
ravish it in all its most secret powers and faculties. 
It is to this majestic presence of God we may 
apply those beautiful expressions in holy writ : 
“ Behold even to the moon, and it shinetb not; 
yea tlie stars are not pure in his sight.” The light 
of the sun, and all the glories of the world in which 
we live, are but as weak and sickly glimmerings, 
or rather darkness itself, in comparison of those 
splendours which encompass the throne of God. 

‘ As the glory of this place is transcendent be- 
yond imagination, so probably is the extent of it. 

. There is light behind light, and glory within glory. 
How far that space may reach, in which God thus 
appears in perf^t majesty, we cannot possibly 
conceive. Though it is not infinite, it may be in- 
definite : and, though not immeasurable in itself, 
it may be so with regard to any created eye or 
imagination. If he has made these lower regions 
of matter so inconceivably wide and magnifi- 
cent for the habitation of mortal and perishable 
beings, how great may we suppose the coiwfs of 
his house to be, where he makes his residence in 
a more especial manner, and displays himself in 
the fulness of his glorv amon"' nn innumerable ^

Tnnr.n is a certain distemper which is mentioned 
neither by GHten nor Hippocrates, nor to be met 
with in the London Dispensatory. Juvenal, in the 
motto of my paper, terms it a Cncoethes ; which 
is a hiird word for a disease called in plain English 
‘ The itch of writing.’ This cacocthes is as epide- 
mical as the small-pox, there being very few who 
arc aot seized with it some time or other in their 
lives. There is however this difference in these 
two distcmjiers, that the first, after having indis- 
posed you for a lime, never returns again ; where- 
as this! am speaking of, when it is once got into 
the blood, seldom comes out of it. The British 
nation is very much afflicted witli this malady; and, 
though very many remedies have been applied to 
jicrsons infected wi(b it, few of them have ever 
proved successful. Some have been cauterized 
with satires and lampoons, but have received little 
or no benefit from tliem ; otlicrs have bad their heads 
fastened for an hour together between the cleft 
board *, which is made use of as a cure for the 
disease wlien it appears in its greatest malignity. 
There is indeed one kind of this malady which has 
been sometimes removed, like the biting of a 
tarantula, with the sound of a musical instrument, 
which is commonly known by the name of a cat- 
call. But if you have a patient of this kind under 
your care, you may assUre yourself there is no 
other way of recovering him effectually, but by 
forbidding him the use of pen, ink, and paper. 

Blit, to drop the allegory before I have tired it 
out, there is no species of scribblers more offensive, 
and more incurable, than your periodical writers, 
whose works return upon the public on certain days 
and at stated times. We have not the consolation 
in the perusal of these authors which we find at the 
reading of all others, namely, that we are sure if we 
have but patience we may come to the end of their, 
labonrs. I have often admired an humorous saying 
of Diogenes, who, reading a dull author to seve- 
ral of his friends, when every one began to be

There is one consideration whirli may very much 
enforce what I liayc here said. Many Iionrst minds, 
t!mf arc naturally disposed to do pood in tlie world, 
and become hcnclirial to mankind, eomiilain within 
themselves tlmt llicy have not talents for it. Thi^ 
therefore is a pood office, whicli is suited to tlie 
meanest capacities, and which may be performed 
by multitudes, wlio have not abilities sunicient to 
'deserve well of their country, and to recommend 
themselves to their posterity, iiy any other method. 
It is the phrase of .a friend of mine, when any use- 
ful country nciphhoiir dies, that ‘ you may (race 
him which I look upon as a pood funeral oimlion 
at (he death of an Iioncst Imshandman, wlio hath 
left tile iinitre'sioiis of his industry behind him in 
the place where lie 1ms lived. 

Upon the forepoinp considerations, I can searcc 
forbear representinp tlic subject of (Ids paper as n 
kind of moral virtue; which, as 1 have already 
shown, recommends itself likewise, by the ple.'isure 
that attends it. It must be confe.'^scd tliat this is 
none of those turbulent jileasures wliich is apt to 
pratify a man in the lieats of youth ; but, if it be 
not so tumultuous, it is more lasliiip. Nothlnp can 
be more deliglitfiii than to entertain ourselves with 
Jirospccts of our own making, and to walk under 
those shades which our own industry lias raised. 
Amusements of this nature compose the mind, and 
lay at rest .all those passions which arc uneasy to 
the soul of man, besides tliat tliey naturally en- 
gender pood thouplits, and dispose us to laudable 
coiiteinjiiations. Many of the old philosophers 
passed away the greatest parts of their lives 
among their gardens. Epicurus himself could not 
think sensual pleasure attainable in any other 
scene. Every reader, wlio is arqimintcd with Ho- 
mer, Virgil, and Horace, tlie greatest geniuses of 
all antiquity, knows very well with how much rap- 
ture they have spoken on this subject ; and tlmt 
Virgil in particular has written a wliolc book on 
the art of planting. 

This art seems to Iiavc been more especially 
adapted to the nature of man in his primeval 
state, when he had life enough to see his produc- 
tions flourish in their utmost beauty, and gradually 
decay with him. One who lived before the flood 
might have seen a wood of the tallest oaks in tlie 
acorn. But 1 only mention this particular, in or- i 
dcr to introduce, in my next paper, a liistory | 
which I have found among the accounts of China, 
.and which may be looked upon as an antediluvian 
novel.

Harpath, being tlie first-born, w'as master of that 


fruitful region which lies at (he foot of mount Tir- 
zah, in the soutlicrn jiarls of Chinn, Shalum (which 
is to s.ay tlic'plaiitcr, in (he Cliiiiesc language) pos- 
scs.scd all the iicighboui inghills, and that great range 
of mniintaiiis which goes under the name of Tirzah. 
Harpath was of a haughty contemptuous spirit; 
Shabim was of a gciillc dispositmn, beloved both 
by Cod and man. 

It is said that, among tlie antediluvian women, 
the dauglitcrs of Coliii had their minds whollv set 
ujion riches; for whicii reason the, beautiful Hilpa 
preferred H.arpatli to Shalum, beeause of his nu- 
iii*rons lloeks and herds, that covered all the low 
coimtry which runs along the foot of mount Tir- 
zali, and is watered tiy several fountains and 
streams breaking out of the sides of that moun- 
tain. 

Harjiatli made so qnlek a disjiatch of his court- 
shij), that he married flilpa in the Inindreiltli year 
of her age ; and, being of an insolent temper, 
laughed to scorn his brotlier Shalum for having pro-, 
tended to the iicantiful llilpa, when lie was mas- 
ter of nothing but a long chain of rocks and moun- 
tains. 'J’his so much jirovoked Shalum, that he is 
said to liave cursed his brotlier in the bitterness of 
his heart, nod to have prayed that one of Iiis moun- 
tains might fall njion his head if ever he came 
within tlie shadow of it. 

From tills time forward Harpatli would never 
I venture out of the vnllics, but came to an untimely 
end in the (wo liuitdrcd and fiftietli year of his age, 
being drowned in a river as he attempted to cross 
it. This river is called to this day, from his name 
who perished in it, the river Harpath ; and, what is 
very remarkable, issues out of one of those moun- 
tains whicli Shalum wislied might fall upon Ills bro- 
ther, when he cursed him in tlie bitterness of his 
heart. ' 

Ililpa was in (lie Iiundrcd and sixtieth ^ year of 
her age at the death of her husband, having brought 
him but fifty cliildren before lie was snatched away, 
as hn^ been already related. Many of the antedi- 
luvians made love to the young -widow’ ; though qo 
one was thought so likely to succeed in her affec- 
tions ns her first lover Shalum, who renewed liis 
court to lier about ten years after the death of Har- 
palh; for it was not thought decent in those days 
(hat a widaw should be seen by a man within ten 
years after the decease of her husband. 

Shalum falling into a deep melancholy, and re- 
solving to take away that objection which had 
been raised against him when he made his first ad- 
dresses to Hilpa, began, immediately after her 
marriage ■ with Harpath, to plant all that moun- 
tainous region which fell to his lot in the division 
of this country. He knew how to adapt every 
plant to its proper soil, and is thouglit to have in- 
herited many traditional secrets of that art from 
the first man. This employment turned at length 
to his profit as well as to his amusement: his moun- 
tains were in a few yc.ars shaded with young trees, 
that gradually shot up into groves, woods, and 
forests, intermixed with walks, and lawns, and 
gardens; insomuch that the whole region, from a' 
naked and desolate'prospect, began now,to look 
like a second Paradise. The pleasantness of tha 
place, and the agreeable disposition ofiShalum, who 
ivas reckoned one of the mildest and wisest of all 
who lived before the flood, drew into it multitudes 
of people, w'ho were perpetually employed in the ■ 
sinking of wells, the digging of trenches, and tfie 
hollowing of trees, for the better distribution of 
water through every part of this spacionS plan- 
tation. ’

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Her mind continued waverinj about twenty 
years longer between Shalum and Mispiieh ; for 
thongli her inclinations favoured the former, her 
interest pleaded very powerfully for the other. 
While her heart was in this unsettled condition, 
the following accident happened, which deter- 
mined licr ciioice. A liigh tower of wood that 
stood in the city o^f Mispneh having caught fire by 
a flash of lightning, in a few days reduced tlic 
■whole town to ashes. Mispacli resolved to rcbnild 
the place, whatever it should cost him ; and, having 
already destroyed all the timber of the country, 
•hb was forced to have recourse to Shalum, whose 
forests were now two hundred yetirs old. He pur- 
chased these woods with so many herds of cattle 
and flocks of sheep, and ■n'itli sucli a vast extent of 
fields and pmstares, that Shalum was now grown 
more wealthy than Mishpacli ; and therefore ap- 
peared so charming in the eyes of Zilpah’s daugh- 
ter, that she no longer refused him in marriage. 
On the day in which he brought tier up into the 
mountains he raised a most prodigious pile of ce- 
dar, and of every sweet-smelling wood, which 
reached above three hundred cubits in height ; hq 
also cast into the pile bundles of myrrh and sheaves 
of spikenard, enriching it with every spicy shrub, 
and making it fat with the gums of his j)lantatians. 
This was the burnt-ofiering which Shalum ofiered 
ill the day of his espousals : the smoke of it ascend- 
ed up to licavcn, and filled the whole country with 
incense and perfume.

The tilings which employ men’s waking tlioughts and 
aclioHi recur to their ImaglnaUons in sleep. 

By the last post I received the following letter, 
which is built upon a thought that is new, and very 
well carried on ; for which reasons 1 shall give it 
to the public without alteration, addition, or 
amendment. 

‘ SIR, 

‘ It ivas a good piece of advice which Pythagoras 
gave to his scholars — that every night before they 
slept they should examine what tiiey had been do- 
ing that day, and so discover what actions were 
worthy of pursuit to-morrow, and what little vices 
v/ere to be prevented from slipping unawares into 
a habit. If I might second the philosopher’s ad- 
vice, it should 'be mine, tliat in a morning before 
my scholar rose he should consider what he had 
been about that night, and with tlie same strictness 
as if the condition he has believed himself to be in 
was real. Such a scrutiny into tlie actions of his 
fancy must be of considerable advantage; for this 
reason, because the circumstances wliich a man 
imagines himself in during sleep are generally such 
as entirely favour his inclinations, good or bad, and 
give him imaginary opportunities of pursuing them 
to the utmost; so that his temper will lie fairlj' 
open to his view, while he considers how it is 
moved when free from those constraints which the 
accidents of real life put it under. Dreams nrc 
certainly the result of our waking thoughts, and our 
daily hopra and fears are what give tlie mind such 
uimble relishes of pleasure, and such severe Ibucbcs 


of pain, in its midnight rambles. A man that mur- . 
ders his enemy, or deserts his friend in a dream, 
had need to guard his temper against revenge and 
ingratitude, and take heed that iie be not tempted 
to do .a vile thing in the pursuit of false or the 
neglect of true honour. For my part, I seldom 
receive a benefit, but in a night or two’s time I 
make most noble returns for it ; which, though 
my benefactor is not a whit the better for, yet it 
pleases me to think that it was from a principle of 
gratitude in me tliat my mind was susceptible of 
such generous transport, while I thought myself re- 
paying the kindness of my friend; and I have 
often been ready to beg pardon, instead of return- 
ing an injury, after considering that when the 
ofl'cnder was in my power I had carried my resent- 
ments much too far. 

‘ I think it has been observed in the course of 
your papers, how much one’s happiness or misery 
may depend upon the imagination : of which troth 
those strange workings of fancy in sleep are no in- 
considerable instances; so that not only the advan- 
tage a man has of making discoveries of himself, 
hut a regard to liis own ease or disquiet, may in- 
duce him to accept of my advice. Such as are 
willing to. comply with it, I shall put into a way 
of doing it with pleasure, by observing only one 
maxim which I sh.all give them, viz. “ To go to bed 
with a mind entirely free from passion, and a body 
clear of tlie least intemperance.” 

‘ The3’, indeed, who can sink into sleep with 
their thouglits less calm or innocent than they 
should he, do hut plunge tlicmselvcs info scenes of 
guilt and misery ; or they v\'ho are willing to pur- 
chase any midniglit disquietudes for the satisfaction 
of a full meal, or a skin full of wine; these I have 
notliing to .say to, as not knowing bow to invite 
them to reflections full of shame and horror; but 
those that will observe this rule, I promise them 
they shall awake into health and cheerfulness, and 
be capable of recounting with delight those glo- 
rious moments, wherein the mind has been indulg- 
ing itself in such luxury of thought, such noble 
hurry of imagination. Suppose a man’s going snp- 
perless to bed Should introduce him to the table of 
some great prince or other, where he shall be en- 
tertained with the noblest marks of honour and 
plenty, and do so much business after, that he 
shall rise witli as good a stomach to his breakfast 
as if he had fasted all night long; or suppose he 
should sec Jiis dearest friends remain all night in 
great distresses, which he could instantly have dis- 
engaged -them from, could he have been content 
to have gone to bed without the other bottle; be- 
lieve me these effects of Fancy arc no contemptible 
consequences of commanding or indulging one’s 
appetite. 

‘ 1 forbear recommending my advice upon many 
other accounts till I hear how you and your readers 
relish what I have already said ; among whom, if 
there be any that may pretend it is useless to them, 
because they never dream at all, there may he 
otliers perhaps who do little else all day tong. 
Were every one as sensible as I am of nhat tap- 
pens to him in bis sleep, it would becodfcpcre 
whether we pass so considerable a portma

You pretend that all kindness and benevolence Is founded 
In weakness. 

Man may be considered in two views, as a reason- 
able and as a social being ; capable of becoming 
himself either happy or miserable, and of contri- 
buting to the happiness or misery of his fellow- 
creatures. Suitably to this double capacity, the 
Contriver of human nature hath wisely-furnished it 
Avith tAVO principles of action, self-love, and bene- 
volence ; designed one of them to render man 
wakeful to his own personal interest, the other to 
dispose him for giving his utmost assistance to all 
engaged in the same pursuit. This is such an ac- 
count of our frame, so agreeable to reason, so much 
for the honour of our Maker, and the credit of our 
ipecies, that it roky appear somewhat unaccount- 
able what should induce men to represent human 
nature as they do under characters of disadvantage;

•rated lectures on heads. 
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or, having drawn it with a little and sordid aspect, 
Avlint pleasure tlicy can possibly take in such a 
picture. Do they reflect that it is their own, and, 
if we would believe themselves, is not more odious 
(Iian the original ? One of the first that talked in 
(his lofty strain of our nature Avas Epicurus. Be- 
neficence, would his followers say, is all founded 
In weakness and, whatever he pretended, the 
kindness that passeth between men and men is by 
every man directed to bimsclf. This, it must be 
confessed, is of a piece with the rest of tliat hope- 
ful philosophy, which, having patched man up oat 
of the four elements, atlribntes his being to chance, 
and derives all his actions from an unintelligible 
declination of atoms. And for these glorious dis- 
coveries the poet is beyond measure transported in 
the praises of his hero, as if he must needs be 
something more than man, only for an endeavour 
to prove that man is in nothing superior to beasts. 
In this school was Mr. Hobbes iustfiacted to speak 
after the same manner, if lie did not rather draw 
his knowledge from an observation of his own tem- 
per*; for he somewhere unluckily lays down this 
as a rule, tliat from the similitudes of thoughts and 
passions of one man to the thoughts and passions 
of another, Avhosoever looks into himself and con- 
sidersivhat he doth when he thinks, hopes, fears, 
&c. and upon what grounds, he shall hereby read 
and know what are the thoughts and passions of 
all other men upon the like occasions. Now we 
Avill allow Mr. Hobbes to know best how he was 
inclined ; but in earnest, I should be heartily out 
of conceit with myself if I thought myself of this 
nnamiable temper as he adinns, and should have as 
little kindness for myself as for any body in the 
AAorld. Hithereto I always imagined that kind 
and benevolent propensions were the original 
growth of the heart of man ; and, however checked 
and overtopped by counter-inclinations that have 
since sprung up within ns, have still some force in 
the worst of tempers, and a considerable influenca 
on the best. And methinlcs it is a fair step towards 
the proof of this, that the most beneficent of all 
beings is he who hath an absolute fulness of per- 
fection in himself, who gave existence to tlie uni- 
verse, and so cannot be supposed to want that 
which he communicated, without duninishing from 
the plenitude of bis own power and happiness. 
The philosophers before-mentioned have indeed ■ 
done all that in them lay to invalidate this argn- 
ment ; for, placing the gods in a state of the most 
elevated Wessedness, they describe them as selfish as 
we poor miserable mortals cuu be, and shut them 
out from all concern for mankind, upon the score 
of their having no need of us. Bat if he that 
sitteth in the heavens Avants not us, Ave stand in 
continual need of him; and, surely', next to the 
survey of the immense treasures of his own mind, 
the most exalted pleasure he receives is from be- 
holding millions of creatures, lately drawn out of 
the gulf of non-existence, rejoicing in the various 
degrees of being and happiness imparted to them. 
And as this is the true, the. glorious character of 
the Deity, so in forming a reasonable creature he 
would not, if possible, suffer his image to pass out 
of his hands unadorned with a resemblance of 
himself in this most lovely part of his nature. For 
vA'hat complacency could a mind, whose love is as

of theii* ancestors’ industrj', and ruining, in a day, 
the product of ages. 

‘ 1 am mightily pleased with your discourse upon 
planting, which put me upon looking into my 
books, to give you some account of the veneration 
the ancients had for trees. There is an old tradi- 
tion, that Abraham planted a cypress, a pine, and 
a cedar ; and that these three incorporated into 
one tree, whicli was cut down for the building of 
the temple of Solomon. 

‘ Isidorus, who lived in the reign of Constantins, 
assures us, that he saw even in his time that famous 
oak in the phains of Mamre, under which Abraham 
is reported to have dwelt; and adds, that the peo- 
ple looked upon it with a great veneration, and 
preserved it as a sacred tree. 

. ‘ The heathens still went further, and regarded 
it ns the highest piece of sacrilege to injure certain 
trees which they took to be protected by some 
deity. The story of Erisicthon, the grove at Do- 
dona, and that at Delphi, arc all instances of this 
kind. 

‘ If we consider the machine in Virgil, so much 
blamed by several critics, in this light, we shall 
hardly think it too violent. 

‘ jEneas, when he built his fleet in order to sail 
for Italy,- was obliged to cut do\\'n the grove on 
moudt Ida, which however he durst not do until he 
had obtained leave from Cyhelc, to whom it was 
dedicated. The goddess could not but think her- 
self obliged to protect these ships, which were 
made of consecrated timber, after a very extra- 
ordinhry manner, and- therefore desired Jupiter, 
that they might not be obnoxious to the power of 
waves or winds. Jupiter would not grant this, but 
promised her, that as many as came safe to Italy 
should he transformed into goddesses of the sea; I 
which the poet tells us was accordingly executed. 

“ And now at length the number’d hours were come^ 
Prefix’d by Fate’s irrevocable doom, 

When the great mother of the god- was free 
• To save her ships, and finlsli Jove’s decree. 

First, from the quarter of the mom there sprung 
A light that sing’d the heavens, and shot along: 

Then from a cloud, fring’d round with golden bres, 

Were timbrels heard, and Berecynthlan quires : ; 

And last a voice, with more than mortal sounds, 

Both hosts in arms oppos’d, with equal horror noundi.

' DnyOEN’s Virgil. 

‘ The common opinion concerning the nymphs, 
whom the ancients called Hamadryads, is more to 
the honour of trees than any thing yet mentioned. 
It was thought the fate of these nymphs had so 
near a dependence on some trees, more especially 
oaks, that they lived and died together. For this 
reason they were extremely grateful to such per- 
sons who preserved those trees with which their 
being subsisted. Apollonius tells us a very remark- 
able story to' this purpose, with which I shall 
conclude my letter. 

‘ A Certain man, called Rhcecus, obseiwing an 
old oak ready to fall, and being moved with a sort 
of compassion towards the tree, ordered his ter- 
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vants to pour in fresh eai-th at the roots of it, and 
set it upright. The Hamadryad, or nymph, who 
must necessarily have perished with the tree, ap- 
peared to him the next day, and, after having re- 
turned him her thanks, told him she was ready to 
grant whatever he should ask. As she w'as extremely 
beautiful, Rhmeus desired he might be entertained 
as her lover. The Hamadryad, not much displeased 
with the request, promised to give him a meeting, 
but commanded him for some days to abstain from 
the embraces of all other women, adding, that she 
would send a bee to him, to lei him know when he 
was to be happy. Rhiecus was, it seems, loo 
much addicted to gaming, and happened to be in 
a run of ill-luck when the faithful bee came buz- 
zing about him; so that, instead of minding his 
kind invitation, he had like to have killed him for 
his pains. The Hamadryad was so provoked at 
her own disappointment, and the ill usage of her 
messenger, that she deprived Rhiccus of the use of 
his limbs. However, says the story, he was not so 
much a cripple, but he made a shift to cut down 
the tree, and consequently to fell his mistress.’

The learned 
terms of jEiemitas a parte ante, and AUCernU 
ias a parte post, may be more amusing to the 
reader, but can have no other idea affixed to them 
tliao what is conveyed to us by those words, an 
eternity that is past, and an eternity that is to come.

1 shad close tills subject with observing, that 
while we arc awake wc are at liberty to fix our 
thoughts on what we please, but in sleep we have 
not the command of them. The ideas which strike 
(he fancy arise in us witiiout our choice, cif (ter from 
the occurrences of the day past, the temper we lie 
down in, or if may be the direction of some supe- 
rior being, 
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It is certain the imagination rrmy beso dificrcntly 
alfcclcd in sleep, that our actions of the day might 
be cither rewarded or punished with a little age of 
liappincss or misery. St. Austin wns of opinion 
that, if in I’nnidiso. tlicrc was the same vicissitude 
of sleeping nnd waking as in the present world, 
the dreams of its inliuhitants would be very hnppy. 

And ‘o far at present nrc our dreams in our 
power, that they are generally conformable to our 
waking tliDUghtj ; so that it is not impossible to 
ron\ ey ourselves to n concert of music, the con- 
ver-ation of di‘tnnt friends, or nny other entertain- 
ment which lias liecn before lodged in the mind. 

My readers, I)yai)pl 3 ing these hints, will find 
the neccrsiiy of making a good da}’ of it, if they 
heartily wish (licinselvcs !i good night.

Mankino may be divided into the merry and the 
serious, who both of them make a very good figure 
in the species so long as they I:ee2) their respective

extreme; there being a natural tendency in the 
one to a melancholy moroseness, and in the other 
to a fantastic levity. 

The merry part of the world are very amiable, 
while they difiuse a cheerfulness through conversa- 
tion at proper se.tsons and on proper occasions ; 
but, on tlie contrary, a great grievance to society 
when they infect every discourse with insipid mirth, 
and turn into ridicule such subjects as are not suited, 
to it. For though laughter is looked upon by the 
philosophers as the property of reason, the excess 
of it has been always considered as tne mark of 
folly. 

On (he other side, seriousness has its beauty whilst 
it is attended with cheerfulness and humanity, and 
does not come in unseasonably to pall the good hu- 
mour of those with whom we converse. 

These two sets of men, notwithstanding they each 
of them shine in their respective characters, are 
apt to hear a natural aveiaion and antipathy to 
one another. 

What is more usual than to hear men of serious 
tempers, and austere morals, enlarging upon the 
vanities and follies of the young and gay part of 
the sjiecies, while they look with a kind of horror 
upon such pomps and diversions as are innocent in 
themselves, and only culpable when they draw the 
mind too nmch ? 

1 could not hut smile upon reading a passage in 
the account which Mr Baxter gives of his own 
life, wherein he represents it as a great blessing 
thn* in Iiis youth he very narrowly escaped getting 
a place at court. ' 

It must indeed be confessed that levity of tem- 
per takes a man off his guard, and opens a pass to 
his soul for any temptnliou that assaults it. It fa- 
vours all the approaches of vice, and weakens all 
tile resistance of virtue*, for which reason a re- 
now'ncd statesman in Queen Elizabdth’s days, after 
having retired from court ami public business, in 
I order to give himself up to the duties of religion, 
vvheu any of his old friends used to visit him, had 
I still this word of advice in his mouth, ‘ be serious.’ 

An eminent Italian author of this cast of mind, 
speaking of the great advantage of a serious and 
composed tcmjier, wishes very gravely, that for tlie 
benefit of mankind he had Trophonius’s cave in his 
possession ; w hich, says he, would contribute more 
to the reformation of manners than all the work- 
houses and bridew’ells in Euro'pe. 

We have a very particular description of this 
cave in Pausanias, who tells ns that it was made 
in the form of a huge oven, and had many parti- 
cular circumstances, which disposed the peiton who 
was In it to be more pensive and thoughtful than 
ordinary; insomuch, (hat no man was ever observed 
to laugh all his life after, who had once made his 
entry into this cave. It was usual in those tunes, 
when any one carried a more than ordinary gloomi- 
ness in his features, to telL-him that he looked like 
one just come out of Trophonius’s cave. 

On the other hand, writere of a more merry com- 
plexion have been no less severe on the opposite 
party; and have had one advantage above them, 
that they have attacked them with more turns of 
wit and humour. 

After all, if a man’s temper were at his own dis- 
posal, 1 think he w'ould not choose to be of either ' 
of ^ these parlies; since the most perfect character 
is ihat which is fonned out of both of them. A 
man would neitlier choose to be a hermit nor a

the doeliines opcnetl to ns hy divine revelation. 

I WO' lately di'cmirsinp on tliis subject with n 
learned person, who has been very inneli eonver-ant 
amonp the inhabitants of the more western parts of 
Africa*. Upon his eonveisinp wilii fcver.il in (hat 
country, he telU me that their notion of lu-aven or 
of a future slate of happiness is this, tlrat every 
(hinp we there wish for will immediately present 
it'clf to ti!. AVe find, say tliey, our souls ai-c of 
such a nature tlial tliey require variety, nnd nre 
nut capable tif beinp nlvvayi- dcliphicd with (he 
same objects, niic Supreme lleinp, therefore, in 
eomplianec with this (.-.ste of h.iii(iincss whicli he 
has planted in tlic kotil of man, will rni'c up from 
time to time, say they, every pratifie^ation which 
it is in the humour to tic pleased with. If wc wish 
to be in proves or bovvers nmonp runninp streams 
or falls of water, we shall immediately tind our- 
selves in tlic midst of such a scene as we desire. 
If wc would be entertained with music tind the 
melody of sounds, (he concert nri'cs upon our wish, 
nnd the whole repion about us is filled with Imr- 
tnony. In short, every desire will be followed by 
fruition; and whatever n man's inclination directs 
iiim to will be jircscnt with him. Nor is it materia! 
whether tlic Supreme Power creates in conformity 
to our wishes, or whether he only produces such a 
change in oiir imagination ns makes us believe 
ourselves conversant among those scene? whicli de- 
light US. Our hajijiiness will be (he sninc, whether 
it proceed from external objects, or from the im- 
pressions of the Deity upon our own private fan- 
cies. This is the nccount which I have received 
from my learned frieiul. Notwithstanding tliis sys- 
tem of bcHcf be in general very chimerical and 
visionary, there is something sublime in its manner 
of considering the influence of a Divine Being on 
n linman soul. It has also, like most otiicr opinions 
of the hcailicn world upon these important jioints; 
it has, I say, its foundation' in truth, as it supposes 
the souls of good men after tliis life to be in a state 
of perfect happiness; that in this state there will 
be no barren nojics, nor fruitless wishes, and that 
wc shall enjoy every thing vve can desire. But the 
particular circumstance which 1 am most pleased 
with in this scheme, and wliich arises from a just 
rcUcction upon human nature, is tliat variety of 
pleasures which it supposes the souls of good men 
will be possessed of in another world. This I think 
highly probable, from the dictates both of -reason

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and revelation. The soul consists of many facul- 
ties, as the understanding, nnd the will, with nil 
(lie henses both niilvvnrd nnd inward ; or, to speak 
more philusophically, the soul can exert Iierself in 
many tlifiorent ways of action. She can iindcr- 
stnnd, will, imagine, see, and iicar; love, nnd dis- 
course, and npply herself to many oilier the like 
exereifci of diflerent kinds and natures; hut, what 
is mure to he considered, the soul is capable of re- 
ceiving a most exquisite plensure nnd satisfnelion 
from ilie exercise of any of lliese its powers, vvlicn 
(hey arc gratified with (heir jiropcr olijecis; she 
can be entirely happy by (lie salisfaction of the 
memory’, the siglit, the hearing, or any other mode 
of jierceptinn. Every faculty is ns a distinct taste 
in the mind, and hath ohjects accommodated to its 
jtroper relish. Doctor Tillolson somewhcie snys, 
tliat lie will not presume to detcnninc in what 
eoubist' the happiness of (he blessed, beenusc God 
Almiglity is cnpabic of making the soul happy by 
ten thousand dilTerent ways. Besides (Iiose several 
avenues to pleasure vv hich the soul is endowed with 
ill this life, it is not impossible, aceordiiig to (he 
tipininns of many eminent divines, but tiierc may 
be new families in the .souls of good men made 
perfect, as well .as new senses in (heir glorified 
bodies. This wc nre sure of, that there will be 
new objects ofTcred to all those faculties which are 
c-sentini to ns. 

IVc arc likewise to take notice that every parti- 
cular faculty is capable of lieing employed on a 
very great variety of nbj'ect.'. The understanding, 
for example, may be linppy in tligrontcmplntion 
of moral, nntiiml, mntheiiiallcal, and other kinds 
of truth. The memory likewise may turn itself to 
an infinite imiltiludc of objects, especially vvlicn 
the soul slinll have passed through tlic space of 
many millions of years, nnd shall reflect with plea- 
sure on the days of eternity. Every other faculty 
may be considered in the same extent. 

M'c cannot question but that tlic happiness of a 
son! will be adequate to its nature; and that it i 
not endowed vvitli any f.icultics which arc to lie 
useless nnd unemployed. The happiness is to be 
the ba))pincs5 of the whole man ; ;ind wc may 
cayily conceive to ourselves the happiness of (he 
soul vvliilc anyone of its faculties is in the fruition 
of its chief good. The happiness may be of a 
more exalted nature in proportion ns the facalty 
employed is so ; but, as the whole soul acts in tlie 
exertion of any of its particular powers, (he whole 
soul is liapjty In thc pleasure which arises from any 
of its particular acts. For, notwithstanding, as 
has been before hinted, abd as it has been thken 
notice of by one of the greatest modern pliilo- 
sopbers*, wc divide tlic soul into several powers 
and faculties, there is no slich division in the soul 
itself, since it is the whole soul that remembers, 
understands, wills, or imagines. Our manner of 
considering the memory, understanding, will, ima- 
gin.atioD, and the like faculties, is for the better 
enabling us to express ourselves in such abstracted 
subjects of speculation, not that there is any such 
division in tlie soul itself. 

Seeing tlicn tlint the soul has many different fa- 
culties; or, in other words, many different ways ' 
of acting; that it can be intensely pleased or made 
happy by all these different faculties, or ways of 
acting; that it may be endowed with several latent 
faculties, which it is not at present in a condition 
to exert ; that vve cannot believe the soul is en- 
dowed with any faculty which is of no use to it;

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others of theirs, is a composition of truth and er- 
ror. .That matter is eternal, that, from the first 
union of a ^oul to it,' it perverted its inclinations, 
and that the ill influence it hath upon tlie mind is not 
to be corrected by God himself, arc all very great 
errors, occasioned by a truth as evident, 'that tlie 
cai)acities and dispositions of the soul dcjiend, to 
a great degree, on the bodily temper. As there 
are some fools, otiicrs arc knaves by constitution ; 
and particularly it may be said of many, that they 
.are born rvith an illiberal cast of mind; the\ mat- 
ter tliat comjioses them is tenacious as birdlime; 
and a kind of cramp draws their hands and their 
hearts together, that they never care to 0])en them, 
unless to grasp at more. It is a melancholy lot 
tilts; but attended with one advantage above theirs, 
to whom it would be as painful to forbear good 
oflices as it is to these men to perform them; that 
whereas persons naturally beneficent often mistake 
instinct for virtue, by reason of the difficulty of 
distinguishing when one rules them and uhen the 
other, men of the 0]»])osifc character may be more 
certain of the motive that predominates in every 
action. If they cannot confer a benefit with that 
ease and frankness which are necessary to give it 
a grace in the eye of the world, in requital, the 
real merit of what they do is enhanced by the 
opposition they surmount in doing it. The strength 
of the virtue is seen in rising against the weight 
of nature; and every time they have the resolution 
to discharge their duty they make a sacrifice of 
inclination to conscience, wliich is always too 
grateful to let its followers go without suitable 
marks of its approbation. Perhaps the entire cure 
of this ill quality is no more possible than of some 
distempers that descend by inheritance. However, 
a great deni may be done by a course of beneficence 
obstinately persisted in ; this, if any th'ng, being 
a likely way of establishing a moral habit, which 
shall be somewhat of a counterpoise to the force 
of mechanism'. Only it must be remembered that 
we do not intermit, upon any pretence whatsoever, 
the custom of doing good, in regard, if there be 
the least cessation, nature will watch the ojjportu- 
nity to return, and in a short time to recover the 
ground it was so long in quitting ; for there is this 
difference between mental habits and such as have 
their foundation in the body: that these last are in 
their nature more forcible and violent; and, to 
gain upon us, need only not to be opposed ; where- 
as the former must be continually reinforced with 
fresh supplies, or they svill languish and die away. 
And this suggests the reason why good habits in 
general require longer time for their settlement 
than bad, and yeit are sooner displaced ; the reason 
is, that vicious habits, tis drunkenness for instance, 
produce a change in the body, which the others 
not doing, must be maintained the same way they 
are acquired, by the mere dint of industry, reso- 
lution, and vigilance. 

‘ Another thing which suspends the operations of 
benevolence, is ttie love of the world ; proceeding 
from a false notion men have taken up, that an 
abundance of the world Is an essential ingredient 
in the happiness of life. Worldly things arc of 
such a quality as to lessen upon dividing; so that 
the more partners there are," the less must fall to 
every man’s .private share, The consequence of 
this is, that they look upon one another with an 
evil eycj each imagining all the rest to be embarked 
in an interest that cannot take place but to his 
prejudice. Hence are those eager competitions for 
wealth or power ; hence one man’s success becomes 
another’s disappointment; and, like prctei^ders to 


the same mistress, they can seldom have common 
charity for their rivals. Not Uiat they arq naturally 
disposed to quarrel and fall out; but it is .natural 
for a man to prefer himself to all othci-s, and to 
secure his own interest first. If that which men 
esteem their happiness were, like the light, the same 
sufficient and unconfined good, whether ten thou- 
sand enjoy the benefit of it or but one, we should 
see men’s good-will and kind endeavours would be 
as universal.

" To direct a wanderer In the right way, is to light another 
man’s candle by one’s own, which loses none of its light 
liy what the other' gains.” 

‘ Cut, unluckily, mankind agree in making 
choice of objects wliich inevitably engage theta 
in perpetual differences. Learn, therefore, like a 
wise man, the true estimate of things. Desire not 
more of the M’orld than is necessary to accommo- 
date you in jiassing through it ; look, upon every 
thing beyond, not as useless only, but burderisome. 
Place not your quiet in things which you cannot 
have, without putting others beside them, and there- 
by making them your enemies ; and which, when 
attained, will give you more trouble to keep than 
satisfaction in the enjoyment. Virtue is a good of 
a nobler kind ; it grows by communication ; and 
so little resembles eartldy riches, that the more hands 
it is lodged in the greater is every man’s particular 
slock. So, by propagating and mingling their 
fires, not only all the lights of a branch together 
cast a more extensive briglitness, but each single 
light burns with a stronger flame. And lastly, take 
this along with you, that if wealth be au instrument 
•f pleasure, the greatest pleasure it can put into 
your power is that of doing good. It is worth 
considering, that the organs of sense act within a 
narrow compass, and the appetites will soon say 
they have enough. lYhich of the twrf therefore is 
the happier man — he who, confining all his regard 
to the gratification of bis own appetites, is capable 
but of short fits of pleasure — or the man who, 
reckoning himself a sharer in the satisfactions of 
others, especially those which come to them by his 
means, enlarges the sphere of liis happiness ? 

‘ The last enemy to bencvoIenCe 1 shall mention 
is uneasiness of any kind. A guilty, or a discon- 
tented mind, a mind ruffled by ill fortune, discon- 
tented by its own passions, soured by neglect, or 
fretting at disappointments, hath not leisure to at- 
tend to the necessity or unreasonableness of a kind- 
ness desired, nor a taste for those pleasures which 
wait on beneficence, which demand a calm and 
unpolluted heart to relish them. The ipost misera- 
ble of all beings is the most envious; a®, on the 
other hand, the most communicative is the happiest. 
And if you are in search of the scat of perfect 
love and friendship, you will not find it till you 
come to the region of the blessed, where happi- 
nesss like a refreshing stream, flows from heart to. 
heart in an endless circulation, and is preseived 
sweet and uuiainted by the motion. It is old ad- 
vice, if yon have a favour to requestor any one,' 
to observe the softest times of address, when the 
soul, in a flush of good-humour, takes a pleasure 
to show itself pleased. Persons conscious of their • 
own integrity, satisfied with themselves and their 
condition, and full of -confidence in a Supreme 
Being, and the hope of immortality, survey all 
about them with a flow of good-will. As trees 
which like their soil, they shoot out in expressions

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Tnn (Ic.sirc of knotvinp fntnrc events is one of (lie 
strpn!;rst inelinntions in the mind of man. Indeed 
tin ability of foreseeing jirobable acridents is w hat, 
in thelangungc of men, is called nisilom and pru- 
dence; hnt, not satisfied with the light (hat reason 
holds otil, mankind htilli endeavoured to penetrate 
more conijtcndioiisly into futurity. Magic, oracles, 
omens, lucky hours, and the various arts of super- 
stition, owe their rise to this powerful cause. As 
this principle is founded in self-love, every man is 
sure to he solicitous in tlic first place about his own 
fortune, (he eonr-c of his life, and the time and 
manner of liis death. 

If we consider that we arc free agents, we shall 
discover tlic absurdity of such inquiries. One of 
oiir actions, which we might have performed or 
neglected, is the cause of anotlicr that succeeds it, 
anti so the whole chain of life is linked together. 
Pain, jiovcrty, or infamy, arc tlic natural product 
of vicious and imprudent acts, ns (he contrary bless- 
ings arc of good onas ; so that we cannot suppose 
our lot to be detcrmliicd without impiety.

The most memorable widow in history is Qncdn 
Artcmesi.a, ssiin not only erected the famous mau- 
soleum, but drank up the aslies of her dead lord; 
tiiereby enclosing them in a nobler monument than 
that whicli she Imd built, though dcsen'cdly es- 
teemed one of the wonders of architecture. 

Tins Inst lady seems to have had a better title to 
a second husband than any T have read of, since 
not one dust of her first was remaining. Our mo- 
dern heroines might think a husband a very bitter 
draught, and would have good reason to complain, 
if they might not accept of a second partner, until 
they had taken such a troublesome method of losing 
the memory of the first. 

I slinll add to tivese illustrious examples out of 
ancient story, a remarkable instance of the dell- 
ciiry of onr ancestors, in relation to the state of 
■widowhood, as I find it recorded in Covveirs In- 
terpreter. ‘ At East and West Enlrorne, in the 
county of Series, if a customary tenant die, the 
willow shall Iiavc what the law culls her frcehcncli 
in all his copyhold lands, dim sola el casta fticril; 
tlinf is, while she lives single and cliastc; but if she 
commit inconlincncj’ she forfeits licr estate; yet if 
b'lc will come into the court, riding backward upon 
a black ram, ■with Ids tail in licr hand, and say' the 
words following, the steward is bound by the cus- 
tom to ic-admit Iicr to her frecbencli *:

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our preservation, it is no wonder that it sticks close 
to MS as long as we have any thing we are willing 
to preserve. But a? life, anjl all its enjoyments, 
would' be scarce wortli tlie keeping, if we were 
under a perpetual dread of losing them, it is the 
business of religion and philosophy to free us from 
hll unnecessary anxieties, and direct our fear to its 
proper object. 

If we consider the painfulness of this passion, 
and the violent efieefs it produces, ■we shall see- 
how dangerous it is to give way to it upon slight 
occasions. Some have frightened themselves into 
madness, others have given up their lives to these 
apprehensions. The story' of a man who grew grey 
in the space of one night’s anxiety is very famous. 

‘ O! nor quam tonga cs, queefacis uitn scneni f 

‘ A ledioua night indeed, tliat makes a young man olif:’ 

These apprehensions, if they proceed from a con 
sciousness of guilt, are the sad warnings of reason; 
and may excile our pity, but admit of no remedy. 
When the hand, of the Almighty is visibly lifted 
against the impious, the heart of mortal man can- 
not witlistand him. Wc have this passion sublimely 
represented in the punishment of the Egyptians, 
tormented with the plague of darkness, in the apo- 
cryphal book of Wisdom, ascribed to Solomon, 

‘ For when unrighteous men thought to oppress 
the holy nation ; they being shut up in their houses, 
the prisoners of darkness, and fettered with the 
bonds of a long night, lay there exiled from the 
cfcru.ll Providence. For while they supposed to 
lie hid In their secret sins, they were scattered 
under a dark veil of forgetfulness, being horribly 
astonished and troubled with strange apparitions. — 
For wickedness, condemned by her own witness, 
is very timorous, and, being oppressed with con- 
seiencei always forecasteth grievous things. For 
fear is nolliing else but a betraying of fhe succour* 
which reason olferefb — For the whole world shinolh 
with clear light, and none were hindered in their 
labour. Over them only "was spread a heavy night, 
an image of thht darkness which should aftcrw'ard* 
receive tliera ; but yet were they unto themselves 
more grievous than the darkness *. 

To fear so justly grounded, no remedy can be 
proposed ; but a man (who ha^ no great guilt 
banging upon his mind, who walks in the plain 
path of justice and integrity, and yet, cither by 
natural complexion, or confirmed prejudices, or 
neglect of serious reflection, suffers himself to be 
moved l)y this abject and unmanly passion) would 
do well to consider that there is nothing which de- 
serves bis fear, but that beneficent Being who is 
his friend, his protector, hiS father. Were this one 
thouglil strongly fixed in the mind, whnt calamity 
would he dreadful? What load can infamy lay 
upon us when we are sure of the approbation of 
Him who will rejiay the disgrace of a moment with 
the glory of eternity? What sharpness Js there in 
pain and diseases, when they only hasten us on to 
pleasures Uiat will never fade? What sting is in 
death, when we are assured that it is only the be- 
ginning of life ? A man who lives so as not to fear 
to die, is inconsistenl with himself if he delivere 
himself up to any incidental anxiety. 

The intrepidity of a just good man is so nobly 
set forth by Homce, that it cannot be too often 
repeated : 

‘ The man rcsol\’d, and- steady to liij tniBt, 

Inllrxllile to ill, and obstinately just, 

May tlie rndt rabu\e’^ insolence despise, 

Their senseless clamouA and tumulliioua cries:

TitERE arc two extremes, in the style of humour, 
one of which consists in the use of tliat little pert 
phraseology which I took notice of in my last 
paper; the other in the affectation of strained and 
jiompous expressions, fetched from the learned lan- 
guages.

CREECH. 

Mankin'o is divided into two parts, the busy and 
the idle. The busy world may be divided into the 
virtuous and the vicious. The vicious again into 
the covetous, the ambitious, and the sensual. The 
idle part of mankind are in a state inferior to any 
one of these. All the other are engaged in the 
pursuit of happiness, though often misplaced, and 
are therefore more likely to be attentive to such 
means ns shall be proposed to them for that end. 
The idle, who are neither wise for this world nor 
the next, are emphatically called by Doctor Tillot- 
son ‘ fools at large.’ They propose to themselves 
no end, but run adrift nith every wind. Advice 
therefore would be but thrown away upon them, 
since they would scarce take the pains to read it. 
I shall not fatigue any of this worthless tribe with 
a long harangue; but will leave them with this 
short saving of Plato, that ‘labour is preferable 
to idleness, as brightness to rust,’ 

The pursuits of the active part of mankind 
are either in the paths of religion and' virtue; 
or, on the other hand, in the roads to wealth, 
honours, or pleasure. 1 shall, therefore, compare 
the pursuits of avarice, ambition, and sensual de- 
li|ht,'v\ith their opposite virtues ; and-shall con- 
sider which of these principles engages men in .a 
course of the greatest labour, suffering, and assi- 
duity. Most men, in their cool reasonings, are 
willing to allow tliat a course of virtue will in the 
end be rewarded the most amply ; but represent 
the way to it as rugged and narrow. If therefore 
it can be made appear, that men struggle through 
as many troubles to be miserable, as they do to be 
happy, my readers may ])erhaps be jjersuaded to 
he good when thej- find they shall lose nothing by 
it 

First, for avarice. The raiser is more indnstri- 
uusthan the saint: the pains of getting, the fears 
oflonDg, and the inability of enjoying his wealth, 
ta'e been the mark of satire in all ages. Merc 
his repentance upon his neglect of a good bargain, 
his sorrow for being over-reached, his hope of im- j 
proving a sum, and his fear of falling into want, 
directed to their jrroper objects, tliey' would make 
ro mauv different Christian graces and virtues. He 
apply to himself a great part of Saint Paul’s 
‘^talo|ue of sufferings. ‘ In journey ing often; in 
P'nU of waters, in peril= of robbers, in perilsamong 
•aUe brethren. In weariness and painfnlness, in 
'Etchings 6ftcn, in hunger and thirst, in fastings 
how much less expense might he ‘ lay 
Ptohim-elf treasures in heaven?’ Or, if 1 may 
”1013 place be allowed to add the sajing of a 
|f^t philosopher, he may ‘ provide such possession* 
arms, nor men, nor Jove himself.’

The ambitious man should remerpber 


Cardinal Wolsey’a complaint, ‘ Hud T served God 
with the same application wherewith I served my 
king, he would not have forsaken me in my old 
age.’ The cardinal here softens his ambition by 
the specious pretence of ‘serving his king:’ where- 
as his words, in the proper construction, imply, 
that, if instead of being acted * by ambition he 
had been acted by religion, lie sliould now have felt 
the comforts of it, when the whole world turned 
its back upon him. 

Thirdly, let us compare the pains of the sensual 
with those of the virtuous, and sec which arc hea- 
vier in the balance. It may seem strange, at the 
first view, that the men of jilcasurc should be ad- 
vised to change their course, because they lend a 
painful life. Yet wlien we sec them so active and 
vigilant in quest of delight; under so many dis- 
quiets, and the sport of such various passions ; Jet 
them answer, as they can, if the ])ainb they under* 
go do not outweigh their enjoyments. The infi- 
I dclitics on the one part between the two sexes, 

[ and the caprices on the other, the debasement of 
reason, the pangs of expectation, the disappoint- 
ments in possession, the stings of remorse, the va- 
nities and vexations attending even the most re- 
fined delights, that make up this bniiness of life, ren- 
der it so silly and uncomfortable, that no roan it 
thought wise until he bath got over if, or happy, 
bnt in proportion as he hath cleared himself from 
it. 

The sum of all is this. 5Ian is made an active 
being. Whether he wAks in the paths of -virlne 
.or vice be is sure to meet with many dlfncnlties to 
prove his patience and excite bis indnsliy. The 
same, if not greater labour, is required in the 
service of vice and folly as of virtne and wisdom ; 
and he hath this easy choice left him, whether, 
with the strength he is master of, be •will porchaiff 
happiness or repentance.

bells. Nor docs (Iiis sufilcc them, without aiming 
to propagate their noise through all the church, by 
signals given to (lie adjoining seals, where others 
designed for this fraternity arc sometimes placed 
upon (rial to receive them.

and dccency,and manifesting a remissness of mind 
ill those important matters which require the strict- 
est composure and steadiness of thought : a proof 
of the greatest folly in the world.

preach. Sacred story pives \i=, in one circumstance, 
a convincinp proof of his eloquence, wlien the men 
of Lsstrn called hinr Mercury, “ hecavise he was 
the cliicf speaker,” and would have paid divine 
rrofship to liiiii, ns to tlic God who invented and 
presided over eloqiicnee. 'I'his oneneeount of <iHr 
apostle sets his character, considered ns, an ora- 
tor only, above all the relcbrated relations of the 
skill and inllucnce of Demosthenes and his con- 
temporaries. Their power in speakinp was admir- 
ed, but still it was tlionphl human: their eloquence 
UTimied and ravished the liearers, hut still it was 
fhonphl the voice <if man, not the voice of God. 
'What advantage then had St. Panl above those of 
Greece or Ilomcr I confes-: I can tuscrihe this ex- 
cellence to nothinp hnt the power of tlic doctrines 
he delivered, whicli may have still the same influ- 
enre on his hearers; which have still (he power, 
nlien preached liy a skilful orator, to make ns 
break out in (he same c.vprcsstons .as (lie disciples 
who met our Saviour in their way to Ivmnians made 
u.'C of ; “ Did not our hearts burn w ithin ns when 
he talked to us by the wav, and while he opened 
to us the scriptures r” I may be (lioupht bold in my 
judgment by some, but 1 miut nlTirin (hat no one 
orator has left us so visible marks and footsteps 
of his eloquence iLs our apostle. It may perhaps 
be wondered at (hat, in his reasonings upon iiloln- 
try at Athens, where eloquence was horn and flou- 
rished, he confines himself to strict argument only ; 
but my reader may remember wlial uianj authoro 
of the best credit have assured us, that all attempts 
upon the aflcctions nnd strokes of oratory were 
expressly forbidden by the law's of tliat country in 
courts of judicature. Ilis want of eloquence 
tlicrcforc here was the ctl'cct of his exact confor- 
mity to llic laws ; hut his discourse on tlic resurrec- 
tion to the Corinthians, his harangue before Agrip- 
pa upon his ow n conversion, and (lie necessity of 
that of others, arc truly great, and mayserve as full 
examples to those excellent rules for the sublime, 
which the best of critics has left us. The sum of 
all (liib discourse is, that our clergy have no further 
to look for an example of the perfection they may 
arrive at than to St. Faul’s harangues ; that when 
he, under the want of scvcnil advantages of na- 
ture, as he himself tells us, was heard, .admired, 
and made a standard to succeeding ages by the 
best judges of a different persuasion in religion; I 
say our clergy may learn that, however instructive 
their sermons are, (hey are capable of receiving a 
great addition ; which St. Panl has given them n 
noble example of, and the Christian religion lias 
furnished them with certain means of attaining to.’

Tlie fewer our wants, the nearer we resemble the gods. 

It was the common boast of the heathen philoso- 
ephers, that, by the efficacy of their several doc- 
trines, they made human nature resemble the di- 
vine. How much mistaken soever they might be in 
^ the several means they proposed for this end, it 
must be owned that the design was great and glovi- 
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mis. The fiiisct works of-invcnlion and imagina- 
tion arc of very little weight when put in the ba- 
lance vvilh vvliat refines and exalts the rational 
mind. Loiigimis excuses Homer very handsomely, 
when he says the poet made his gods like men, that 
he miglit make his men appear like (he gods. But 
it must he allowed that several of the ancient 
philompliers acted as Cicero wishes Homer had 
done: they endeavoured rather to make men like 
gods than gods like men. 

According to this gcner.al maxim in philosophy, 
some of them have endeavoured to place men in 
such a state of idcasurc, or indolence at least, as 
they vainly imagined the happiness of tlic Supreme 
Being to ronsist in. On the other hand, the most 
virtuous sect of philosophers have created a chi- 
merical wise man, whom they made c.vcmpt from 
passions nnd pain, and thought it enough to pro- 
iiouncc him all-sunicicnt. 

Tins lust cliaiactcr, when divested of the glare 
of human philosophy that surrounds it, signifies no 
more tlian that a good and wise man should so arm 
himself with jmticncc, as Jiot to yield tamely to 
the violence of passion .and pain ; that he should 
learn so to siipjiress and contract his desires .as to 
have few wants ; and that he should cherish so 
many virtues in his soul ns to h.avc a perpetual 
source of iilcasure in himself. 

The Cliristinn religion requires that, after hav- 
ing framed the best idea we arc able of the divine 
nature, it slioulil be oar next care to conform our- 
selves to it us far as our imperfections will permit. 
1 mlglit mention several passages in the sacred 
writings on this head, to which I might add many 
maxims and wise sayings of moral authors among 
the Greeks and Romans. 

I shall only instance a remarkable passage, to 
this purpose, out of Julian’s Cinsars*. That em- 
peror having represented all tlic Roman emperors, 
willi Alc.xnnilcr the Great, as passing in review be- 
fore tlic gods, and striving for the superiority, lets 
(hem all drop, excepting Alexander, Julius Cmsar, 
Augtistus CtDsar, Trajan, Marcus Aurelius, and 
Constantine. Each of (licse great heroes of anti- 
quity lajs in his claim for the upper place ; and, in 
order to it, sets forth his actions after the most ad- 
vant.igcous manner. But the gods, instead of be- 
ing dazzled with the lustre of their actions, inquire 
by Mercury into the proper motive and governing 
principle that influenced them throughout the whole 
series of their lives and exploits. Alexander tells 
them that his aim was to conquer; Julius Ctesar, 
that his was to gain the highest post in his country ; 
Augustus, to govern well; Trajan, that his was the 
same as that of Alexander, namely, to conquer. 
The question, at Icngtii, was put to "Marcus Aure- 
lius, who replied, with great modesty, that it had 
always been his care to imitate the gods. This 
conduct seems to have gained him the most votes 
and best place in the whole assembly. Marcus 
Aurelius, being afterwards asked to explain him- 
self, declares, that, by imitating the gods, he en- 
deavoured to imitate them in the use of his under- 
standing arid of all other faculties; and, in parti- 
cular, that it was always his stud 3 ' to have as few 
wants as possible in himself, and to do all thCigood 
he could to others. 

Among the many methods by which revealed re- 
ligion has advanced morality, this is one, that it 
has given us a more just and perfect idea of that 
Being whom every reasonable creature ought to imi- 
tate. The young man, in a heathen comedy, might

I find it of 
use to cherish this generoiN nml)ition ; for, besides 
the secret refreshment it diffuaC' through my soul, it 
engages me in an endeavour to improve my facul- 
ties, ns well ns to c.verciac them conftirmnbly to 
the rank T now hold among rc.isonablc being-, and 
the hope 1 have of being once advanced to a more 
cxnltcd station. 

Tlic other, and the idtimnte end of man, is the 
enjoyment of God, beyond vvhicli he c^annot form , a 
vv i-li. Dim at (lie Iie-t arc (lie conceptions we have 
of (he Supreme llcing, who, ns it were, keeps his 
creature- in suspense, neither discovering nor hid- 
ing him-elf; by which means, (lie libertine hath n 
handle to dispute his existence, while the most arc 
content to speak him f.air, but in their hearts prefer 
every (ritling smtisTnetion to the f.ivnur of (heir 
IMnker, and ridicule the good man for the sin- 
gularity of his choice. Svill there not a time 
come when the free-thinker sliall see his impious 
schemes overturned, and be made a convert to tbc 
truths lie liates? Wlieii deluded mortals shall be 
convinced of the folly of tlicir luirsuils; and the 
few'vvi-c, w ho follow ed (he guidance of j leaven, 
.and, seorniug (lie blandishments of sense, and 
tile sordid bribery of the world, nspired In a ce- 
lestial nliode, shall stand possessed of tlieir ut- 
most wish in the vision of ilic Creator? Here the 
mind he.avet a thouglii now and then toward.- tiim, 
and hath some tniusicnl glanees of Ids presence; 
when in the instant it thinks itself to have (lie 
fastest hold, the object eludes its cxiicclalions, and 
it falls hack tired and hafiled to the ground. 
Doubtless there is some more pi 


versing witli Iicavcniy beings. Arc not spirits ca- 
llable of mutual intelligence, unless immersed in 
bodies, or by (heir intervention? Must superior 
matures depend on inferior for the main privilege 
of jociahic beings, that of conversing with, and 
knowing each other? AVhat would they have done 
had matter never been created? 1 suppose, not 
have lived in eternal solitude. As incorporeal 
Mibstances arc of a nobler order, so he sure their 
manner of intercourse is .answcrnbly more expe- 
dite nnd intimate. This method of communication 
we call intcllectnnl vision, ns somewhat analagous 
to the sense of seeing, vvidcli is the medium of onr 
ncqiinintancc willi tliis visible world. And in some 
sucli way ran God make himself (lie object of im- 
mediate intuition to tlic blessed ; and .as he can, it 
is not improliahic that he will, always condescend- 
ing, in the circiiinstnnccs of doing it, to the vv-eak- 
ness nnd proportion of finite minds. His works 
but faintly rcllcct the image of his perfections ; it 
is a second-Iiand knowledge : to liavc a just idea 
of him it may lie necessary' to see him as he is. 
But what is Hint? Itissoniclhing that never entered 
into (lie heart of man to conceive; yet vvliat we 
can easily conceive, will be a fountain of unspeak- 
able and everlasting rapture. All created glories 
will fade and die nvv.ay in ids presence. Perhaps 
it will he my happiness to compare the world with 
the fair c-xcmplar of it in (he Divine Mind; per- 
haps, to view the original plan of tliose wise de- 
signs that linvc been executing in a long succession 
of nges. Tims employed in finding out his works, 
and contemplating tlicir Author, how shall I fail 
prostrate nnd adoring, my body swallowed up in 
the immensity of matter, my mind in the infinitude 
of his perfections I

Rcp\nings, and secret inurmnrs 
of heart, give imperceptible strokes to those deli- 
cate fibres of which the vital parts are composed, 
and wear out the machine insensibly ; not to men- 
tion those violent ferments which they stir up in 
the blood, and those irregular disturbed motions 
which they raise in the animal spirits. 1 scarce 
remember, in my own observation, to have met 
with many old men, or with such, who (to use our 
English phrase) wear well, that had not at least a 
certain jndolenee in their huinour, if not a more 
than ordinary gaiety and cheerfulness of heart. 
The truth of it is, health and cheerfulness mutually 
beget each other; with this difference, that we 
seldom meet with a great degree of health which is 
not attended with a certain cheerfulness, but very 
often see cheerfulness where there is no great de- 
gree of hcaltli. 

Cheerfulness bears the same friendly regard to 
the mind as to the body. It banishes all anxious 
care and discontent, soothes and composes the pas- 
sions, and keeps the soul in a perpetual calm. But 
having already touched on this last consideration, 
I shall here take notice, that the world in which 
we are placed, is filled with innumerable objects 
that are proper to raise and keep alive this happy 
temper of mind. 

If we consider the world in its subserviency to i 
man, one would think it was made for our use ; 
but if we consider it in its natural beauty and har- 
mony, one wbuld be apt to conclude it was made 
for our pleasure. The sun, which is as the great 
soul of the universe, and produces all the necessa- 
ries of life, has a particular influence in cheering 
tie mind of man, and making the heart glad. 

Those several living creatures which art: made 
for our service or sustenance, at the same time 
either fill the woods with their music, furnish ns 
with game, or raise pleasing ideas in us by the de- 
lightfulness of their appearance. Fountains, lakes, 
and rivers, are as refreshing to the imagination, as 
to the soil through which they pass. 

There are writers of great distinbtion, who have 
made it an argument for Providence, that the whole 
earth is covered with green rather than with any 
other colour, as being such a right mixture of light 
and shade, that it comforts and strengtliens the eye, 
instead of weakening or grieving it. For this rea- 
son several painters have a green cloth hanging 
near them, to ease the eye upon, after too great 
an application to their colouring. A faraou3 mo- 
dern philosopher* accounts for it in the following 
manner; All colours that are more luminous, over- 
power and dissipate the animal spirits which are 
employed in sight : on the contrary, those that are 
more obscure do not give the animal spirits a suffi- 
cient exercise; whereas 'the rays that produce in 
us the idea of green, fall upon the eye in such a 
due proportion, that they give the animal spirits 
their. proper play, and by keeping up the struggle 
tn a just balance, excite a very pleasing and agree- 
able sensation. Let the cause be what it will, the 
effect is certain ; for which reason the poets ascribe 
lo this particular colour the epithet of cheerful. 

To consider further this double- end in the works 
pf nature, and how they are at the same time- both 
pseful and entertaining, we find that the most im- 
portant parts in the vegetable world are those 
which are the most beautiful. These are the seeds 
by which the several rac« of plants are propagated 
and continued, and which are always lodged in 
Soweiv or blossoms. Nature seems to hide her 
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principal design, and to be industrious in making 
the earth gay and delightful, while she is carrying 
on hpr great work, and intent upon her own , pre- 
servation. The husbandman after the same manner 
is employed in laying out the whole country into 
a kind of garden or landscape, and making every 
thing smile about him, whilst in reality he thinks of 
nothing but of the harvest, and the increase which 
is to arise from it. > 

We may further observe how Providence has 
taken care to keep up tliis cheerfulness in the mind 
of.man, by having formed it after such a manner, 
as to make it capable of conceiving delight from 
several objects which seem to have very little use 
in them; ns from the wildness of rocks and deserts, 
and the like grotesque parts of nature. Those wlio 
arc versed in philosophy may still carry this consi- 
deration higher, bj' observing that if matter had 
appeared to us endowed only with those real qua- 
lities which it actually possesses, it .would have 
made but a very joyless and uncomfortable figure.: 
and why has Providence given it a power of pro- 
ducing in us such imaginary qualities, as tastes and 
colours, sounds and smells, heafand cold, but that 
man, while he is conversant in the lower stations 
of nature, might have his mind cheered and de- 
lighted with agreeable sensations? In short, the 
whole universe is a kind of theatre filled with ob- 
jects that either raise in us pleasure, amusement, 
or admiration. 

The reader’s own thoughts will suggest to him the 
vicissitude of daymiid night, the change of seasons, 
with all that variety of scenes which diversify the 
face of nature, and fill the nfind with a perpetual 
succession of beautiful and pleasing images. 

1 shall not here mention the Several entertain- 
ments of art, witli the pleasures of friendship, 
books, conversation, and other accidental diver- 
sions of life, because I would only take notice of 
such incitements to a cheerful temper as offer them- 
selves to persons of all ranks and conditions, and. 
which may sufficiently show us that Providence did 
not design this world should be filled with murmurs 
and repinings, or that the heart of man should be 
involved in gloom and melancholy. ^ 

I the more inculcate this cheerfulness of temper, 
as it is a virtue in which our countrymen are ob- 
served to be more deficient than any other nation. 
Melancholy is a kind' of demon that haunts our 
island, and often conveys herself to us in an east- 
erly wind. A celebrated French novelist, in op- 
position to those who begin their romances with 
the flowery season of the year, enters on his story 
thus; ‘ In the gloomy month of November, when 
the people of England hang and drown them- 
selves', a disconsolate lover walked put into the 
fields,’ &c. ' ' 

, Every one ought to fence against the temper of 
his climate or constitution, and frequently to in-, 
dqlge in himself those considerations which may 
give him a serenity of mind, and enable him to 
bear up cheerfully against those little evils and 
mbfortunes which are common to human nature, 
and which by a right improvement of them will 
produce a satiety of joy, and an tminterrupted 
happiness. 

At the same time that I would engage my reader 
to consider the world in its most agreeable lights, 
I must owh there arc many evils which naturally 
spring up amidst the entertainments that are pro- 
vided for us ; but these, if rfghtly considered, should 
be far -froni overcasting the mind with sorrowj or 
destroying that cheerfulness of temper' which I 
; have been reconunending. This interspersion of 
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
